But bycauſe 
the extellencie of the wozkmanſhip was ſumptuous and 
finguler ageing with the ſtate of fo honourable a perſo- 
| nage as Alexander, both foz the infinite charge & diſpence 
it ok many Talents, as alſo foꝛ the ſingularitie and ercellen- 
(| tv tbereot: me thinke it not much from the purpoſe to 
ſtaie a while in deſcribing and ſetting fozth the maner ano 
| oꝛder of the ſame, 
li Firſt,a Coffin was fo2ged andbeaten out of fine golde, 
I, ' poztured and made accozding to the ſtature and bignes of 
ll the body, verie full ol ſwete ſpices and many other dzogs 


— — — 
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aromatike, aſwell fo: ſweeteneCe as alſo fo2 pꝛeſeruing 
the body from cozruption . The couer wherewith it was 
couered, well pzopozcioned and made,fitted to the ſame, 
was a fingers thickneſle of golde , curiouſly and artificially 
wzought . Duer that was caſt a purple cloth, curiouſly 
enb2oidered, and wzought with golde with moſt excellent 
deuiſes,ſtanding vp2ight like a bzonche , whereon was 
hanged the armoure of the dead, to the ende, thut all the 
whole wozke ſkanding together, ſboulde repzeſent the fi- 
gure of his noble aces and inuincible courage. After that 
was bzonght out the Chariot whereon the Coffin ſhoulde 
be carried, couered with a tabernacle of gold, rered and ſet 
vp in maner of a vault,garniſhed and ſet within with ma⸗ 
ny pꝛetious ſtones + Jewels, eight cubits bzoad, t twelne 
cubits long, bnder the ſame rouffe beſides the wozkman- 
ſhippe thereof was a place of a ſtate oz Th2one Jmpertall 
foure ſquare,by which ſtod a certein kind of beaſtes, p one 
halfe of them like hartes, and the other parte uke goates, 
thzuſting out their fozepartes , excellently engranen and 
w2ought in golde, with great collers of golde about their 
necks , whereat hong the ſcutchins of the armes of Alex- 
ander ſuch as tuſtomably are bone at hie ſolemne feaſts, 
pituredand couloured with moſt rich and oztent colours. 
In the toppes of euer the coꝛners of the place of a ſtate 
was a balence finely wꝛou ght like a net, whereat hong 
great belles, the noyſe of which were heard far of. And at 
cuery cozner of the Tabernacle ſtod a ſtatue o2 Image of 
a-Goddeſle victo, all of golde, bearing a Trophe in hir 
hande in token of vigoꝛy. The ſame vaulted Tabernas 
cle alſo was ſuppozted with ſmall pillers of golde, whoſe 
toppes were enboſt and enameled like the curious Pil- 
lers of Iony. Betwirt the. Pulers was a ſquare netting 
of golde, whereat hong loure Tables all of a bigneſle, at 
euerp cozner one, of egall diſtaunte one from an other, 
wherein were grauen and artificially wzought dinerſe 
pictures, .

Perdicas in the ende became ſo deteſtable in p2ide,# beaſt: 
ly cruelty, be put his Captapnes fr all gouernemit and

felp paſſed oner, the reſt which followed, were in wonder» 
full daunger, bycauſe the N iner ſodenly ſwelled and be⸗ 
came ſo deepe, that none tould pertepue by anp apparaunt 
reaſon whereof it ſhould come,foz it ranne aboue the Sol- 
diers heads. And being enquired and reaſoned of what 
might be the cauſe, aunſwere was made, that there was 


' ſome lowe 02 hollowe place about the arme of the Riuer 


ſtopped vp, by meane whereof the waters goulfed,t theres 
vpon pꝛocteded the ſwelling and waxing: ſome ſapd it had 
rayned about the head o2 ſpꝛing ofthe Riner,and that that 
might be the caaſe . But after, it was foand to be nepther 
the one noꝛ the other, foz they whiche went oner firſk, fo 
rayſedand remoued the ſand and grauell which lay in the 
bottome ot the water, that the violfce and ſwifteneſle ther 
of tarryed it away: and ſo by that meane became deeper, 
and chirfty in the thanell. When Perdicas ſ that bis ſoul⸗ 
diers already ouer, were not able to reſiſtPtolome,noz him 
ſeifable to make any ſhift to ſet over þ reſt,he was in ſuch 


a perplerity, that he commaundedthem that were over to 
returne, 
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returne. Do the mighty and ftrong men and ſuch as coul 
ſwim ne, came hardly backe agapne, leauing behind them 
(notwithſtanding) their armour,other which had no ſkull 
in ſwim ning, were with the water ſwallowed vp, and a 
great many violetly carried downe with the ſtreame, wert 
eaten and devoured of the Crocodiles : the reſt whiche 
durſt not gyue the aduenture , pelded to the entimy , wha 
ſpopled and robbed them of all they had. When Perdicas 
in this ſoꝛte had loſt better than two thouſand of his men, 
amongs whome were a great many god Captaynes, the 
biggelt nfivze of the armp found them ſoze agreued with: 
him, Contrariwiſe,when Ptolome had burnt the dead car- 
caſes whiche were caſt on lande on his ſive, he ſent their 
bones to their kinſfolks and friends, When the Aacedo- 
nians with Perdicas vnderſtod that, they were then moꝛe 
offended with Perdicas than befoze, and enclined to the 
god nature and conditions of Ptolome. But at night, all 
— Arran — — 
tations, t e ough 
euill conduc and want of god gupding (without fight ) 
ſuch a numbze of their friends: of which the better parte 
of a thouſand were eaten and denoured with Crocodils: 
whereup6 diuerſe of the Ci foz þ cauſes aboue re- 
bearſed)aſſembled,openly blaming Perdicas.Againe, bat, 
tail of tatemt w thzeatning wozdes ſhewed their malice x 
grudge againft htm. Fo2 that very cauſe alſo the pꝛincipall 
Captapnes aſſembled, amongs whome Pithon was chief, 
the ſame Pithon who at the commaundement of Pcrdicas, 
had in the hier Aſie diſcomfited the Grecian rebels, and foz 
dis noblenefle and vertue nothing inferio2 to any of Alc- 
xanders friends and famitiars, Whereupon they all with 
one accoꝛd, hauing at their commaundement certain of the 
men at armes, fozcibiy and biolentiy ruſhed vpon the pa- 
nillon of Perdicas,and there incontinent ſiew him. 
The next day following Ptolome came towardes the 
ry _ and 2 
| 1 . un 
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him ol all ſuche matters as Perdicas would haue charged 
him withall, he cauſed to be bzonght ſuch abunda unce ol 
bꝛead, wine and diuerſe other neceCſarie things , as ſurni⸗ 
ſhcd and fillede their Camp: whereby he acquired ſo great 
fanoure and god will of the whole armp, that they woulde 
ntedes in Perdicas ftede,make him gouernour and regent 
of the Kings : whiche charge teclerely refuſed, but made 
meanes, that that gouernement with the whole power E 
auchozity therof (by the aduiſe and deliberation of the 
whole counſaill) might be beſtowed vpon Pithon t Aride, - 
the ſame Aride who tranſpozted the bodye of Alexander in 

to the Citie of Ale xandrie . Thus and in this maner dpd 
Perdicas (after he he had ruled and governed the pzincipas 
litie the (pace of, ij. yeares )loſe both Empire and lile. 


After Perdicas his death, the «Hatedonians ſlea all 

his kynne and friends in the army, and adiudge At- 
tale and Alcete, with their Abettors and friends, eni- 
mies and rebelles. Of Actaæle his retire into the Citie 

oOf Tyre and conſequently how heafreſh aflembleth - | 
all Perdicas friends.

Neontinent after the death of Perdicas, newes were 
]6zought that Eumenes had ouerthzowen and ſlayne Cra- 
tere and Neoptolome in Cappodece : which newes if they 
bad come and ben knowẽ befoze Perdicas death, there was 
not one amongs them ( vndcrſfanding the pzoſpereus 
ſacceſſe of vicozp done in bis fanoure and behalfe ) that 
once burſt hane laid hands on him. But after he was dead, 
the Macedonians (fog the deeves afozeſaid)adiudged Eume- 
nes an enimp and condempned man, and L. great perſonas 
ges with him, amongs whome was Alcete Perdicas his 
bꝛother. They ewe alſo all Perdicas chiefe and pꝛintipall 
friendes; and his dwne ſiſter Athalante, Attale his — 
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then Admirall, and abyding at Pele. But after he vndet⸗ 
dad of Derchcas death and dis wife, he immediatly louſcd 


thence, and with all the furniture of his Nauie , ſapled 
vnto the Citie of Tyre, whome Archelay the Macedonian, 
Captayne ofthe Caſtle there, gentip recepned and entrea⸗ 
ted, and rendꝛed to him the towne and all the treaſare 
which Perdicas had delinered him to kepe , amounting to 
the ſumme of viij. C. Talents. Then Attale abyding fill 
at Tyre, aſſembled x bzought together all Perdicas friends, 
which diuerſe wapes had eſcaped from the diſcomfiture : 
puerthzow gpuen befoze the Citie of Memphis. 
© The Etholians to put Antipater from his enterpriſe, 
entre T heſſalie , who ans conſtrayaed by the Acar- 
 nanians to returne into t fr countrey :andin what 
ſorte Poliſpercõ conquereth the coũtrey of T heſſalie.

| time Antipater was tome into ſe, the E- 
VV bela, who bad teagued: with Perdicas watred 
N on Theſſaly, to the ende to put Antipater from his 
enterpziſe : and thereupon they muſtered and gotte togt⸗ 
ther. rij thouſand fotemen and.tiij. thouſand hozſe;and ap⸗ 
popnted Alexander the C tholian their Generall. But as 

| - they marched on the wape, they beſieged the Locriant, and 
ſpopled and fouraged their territozies,and toke certen of 
their ſmalleſt townes, They diſcomfited alſo in battaill 
Policles one of Antipaters Captapnes, andflewa numbze 
of their ſoldiers, of thoſe p2iſoners which they toke, they 
ranſomed ſome, t᷑ ſold the reſt᷑. Bat after they were entred 
Theſſah, they perſuaded many of the people of the coũtrey 
to ioyne with the againſt Antipater in Þ warre, ſo that in 
ſwoꝛt time they had leuied about.xrv.thouſand fotmen and 
vüi. tbouland hozſe. When the Acarnanian ( enimies to 
the Echolians ) that the other Cities topned 


and toke parte with them, they cntred their Countrey, 
waſted

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waſfed and ſpoiled their fields, e beſieged certain of their 
townes, whereof the Echo/ens aduertifed , appointed and

at whoſe comming the Acarnamiant trembled e feared, t 
by that meane their cofitrep was delinered from daunger 
t ſpople, While theſe matters were in deciding. Polyſper- 
con Gouernour of the realme of Macedone, entred 7 heſſa- 
ly with an armp ropal wel appointed,# onerth:ew his eni- 
mies in battaill,and lewe Memnon their chieftapne with 
many other, and thereby retouered the whole Countrey 
of T heſſaly. | , 
E «Antipater being conſtituted Gouernour of the 
Kings,a new deuideth the Satrapies. 
T he. xyj. Chapter. 
3 departed Python and Aride, pzotectours of 
Kings, with theirarmpfrom the River of Na, and 
went to Triparadue in the hier Sy. And after they 
were thether come and appercepued that Nucene Euridice 
vad taken vpon hir greater care and charge about the al⸗ 
faires ofthe realme, than was meete oz requiſite that ſhe 
thoulb,and that ſhe was clerely againf all things that the 
Gouernours meant to do, and that they had no obedience 
of the armp,thep aſſembled all the Macedonians: And al. 
— ter they had declared vnto them their minds and purpoſes, 
they diſcharged them ſetues of their gouernement and 
anchoaity. Eben thee NM acedoni ns fullp and holy, cboſe 
Antipater gouernour of the kings . Howbeit Antipater 
was no ſ@ner come to Tic, but Þ he found Querne 
Euridice, p;anizing and ſubozning the me of warre again 
him. Neverthelce, although Thep were as then very mu⸗ 
tinous, pet aſſcmbled he them, and with fair and gracious 
wazxrs lo wanne their god wills , that enen — 5 
mutinie, 
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mutinie,# put Euridice in ſuch feare, that ſhe deſiſted from 
all mutinies and pzacizes,and molt quiet. This 
done, he a new deuided the Satrapies, and gouernements of 


the Pzouinces, 
And firſt he leaft to Ptolome the regis of Egiyt which be 
already poſſeſſed, & tte reaſon was, bpcauſe he knew not 
well how to put dim beſides it, foz\omuche as Ptolome 
thought t bat that which be had, de had gotte and held it by 
his owne ftrength . To Laomedon of Mythilene, he gaue 
the countrep — — 7 ? a 
other Saperries in countreps, be beſtowed on - 
phimacke, e 3/eſopotamic and eArbelue : To Seleucłe, he 
gaue Babylon To Antigone, Fufiane : bycauſe be was the 
irſt that aſſailed Perdicas:To Pencete, Perfide: Co Neop- 
tolome, Carname : To Phillip, Perthe : To Scaſandre, Cy- 
prian, Arie ¶ Draucine: To Staſanor, Soliene, Battriane > 
Sog diane To Oxiarte,the father of Roxine, wife to Alex- 
ander, he gaue the Paropaniſades. And that parte of Inde 
which topned on the Pareani]ader, he gau tu Pyr bon the 
fonne of Agenor . And the realmes thereto adiopning he 
gaue to the Kings which befoze enioped them. to ſap.thoſe 
next the river nde, ta Pore: and thoſe about the riuer Fi- 
daſße to Taxille : bytauſe he was not able to expuiſe them 
without ſending an army ropall and the moſt of bis chiefe 
and noble Captapnes . But touching the ces to- 
wardesthe Noth: To Nicanor be gaue Capedoce Co 
Antigone, Licie which he befoze occupied: To Caſlander, 
Carie : Co Clyte, Hebe : To Aride, the part of Phryge top» 
ning bpon Ze t. Þe farther cont

Antigone vanquisheth Eumenes and beſiegeth the 
Just reg.

The. xvij. Chapter . 


Hen Antigone (as was nominated and 

VV appointes generall to go into Ae againſt Eume- 
nes, and had gotten together his men of warre 

wbich lap in garriſon, to winter, and made ready al things 
neceſſarie foz warre,be toke his iourney againſt Eumenes 
abiding in ( appadoce. Jt foztuned that ſeaſon that Perdicas, 
one of Eumencs Captapnes, rebelled e led away. tiz. thou- 
ſand fotemen and. v. bundꝛed boꝛſe, with whom he had en- 
eamped and enpalled in a ſtrong place thzee dayes iourneis 
from him. Wherfoze Eumenes ſent againſt him an other 
pnes named Tenede a Phenicien,to whome he 


with ſuch diligece ſped him. that ſodenly about midnight, 
when they were all at reſt and a fleepe, he ſtole vppon the 

ſaid rebelles, and toke Perdicas and bꝛonght him backe ta 
Eumenes, together the men of warre with him, wo accoz« 
ding to the qualitie of the offence , puniſhed the chiefe and 
pꝛincipal pꝛoturers of that conſpiracy, and deuided the reit 
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millcs.,' 
In this meane time had. 


w1enCoeuer they came to battaill, he would retier to An- 
tigone and reuolt fram Eumenes. — that Eume- 


nes encamped in the middeſt af a large and great m. 
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of appadect, be would be the better ayded and ſuc- 
toured with his bozſe. And Antigone encamped at the 
tote of the ill —y—e— plapne: Notre had 
Antigone in his hoſte,about ten thouſand fotemt the bet- 
ter halfe Mac edoni ans, notable and baliaunt Douldiers, 
and in martiall fades greatly erperimented,two thouſand 
hoſe, and thirtie Elephauntes. But Eumencs had not 
many leſſe than twentie thouſand ſotemen, and as many 
bozſemen . Anone, they topned battaill, and whiles they 
were inthe chicke fight, Apollonide with dis hoſe reuob 
ted and turned to Antigone, whothen wanne the viaozie, 
ſo that there were ſlapne on Eumenes parte, about eight 
thouſande Souldiers, beſides the rifling and ana 
the Camp,which was verie riche. Whereupon Eui 

dis Souldiers that dye — (belides the tocle of 
the fielde, their friendes and compaignions) that they had 
alſo lol their goden, they berame verie deſperate and aut 


of harte. 

When Eumenes ſi his @olviers in ibis diſozder;he de- 
termined to flpe towards Armenie, truſting to get certapn 
Soldiers there which would take bis part and belpe him. 
Agapne,ſ&>ing the enimie ſoze diſtrefſe him, and the grea- 
ter numbze of his Souldiers peld to Antigone, be retired 
into a litle ſtrong Towne called Nore,ſituate on a rocke, 
and not aboue two furlengs compaſſe. But by reaſon. of 
the ffrength of the ſeat, and the foztification and ſtrong 
buylding thereof, it was of maruelous ftrength and foꝛte, 
and had bene of long furniſhed with all things necearie 
to abide a ſiege. 

Into the ſame Towne retired Eumenes with five buns 
dzed Souldiers, which dearly loned bim, all determined 
to ſpill their blouds in bis ſeruice. When Antigone ſee 
bis power ware ſtrong. by reaſon of Eumencs Sonidiers, 
which daplie repaired to bim, and that he had wonne his 
Conntreps, and eraced on them great ſteare of mo- 
eee 
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—ͤ —-—V—- 
Captapnes of Aſie, were able to contend againſt him foz 
— Hot withſtanding, be all that while diſi- 
the matter vntill he had well aCured all dis 
res with Antipater whome he ſerued and obeyed : but 
meaning was, that after he had tak? o2der t gone thzough 
with that buſtneſſe acco2ding to his pzomiſſe e allegeance, 
then neyther to be ſubiec to him oʒ the Kings. But ir it de 
beſteged Eumenes & his people within the towne of Nore, 


t enuironed it with a double wall, ditches and derpe 
trenches. After that he parled with to whome he 
began to recompt the olde ce and great amt» 


tie betwerne them ol long bad: perſnading hike + 
with him in all his atkaires e buſſneſſe, But Eumencs(all 
though he { the ſodapne chaunging and alteration of his 
foztune)demaundedgreater and larger requeſts than the 
daunger oz neceſſity of the place required oʒ deſerned. Foz 
firſt be aſked pardon of all he had perpetrated and done: 
agapne he would that thoſe S rrapies which he befoze held 
and enioyed, ſhould be reſto:ed vnto him. Whom Antigo- 
ne aunſwered, that be would aduertiſe Antipater of thoſe 
his demaundes. But after de ſ& de tould not win bim fo 
be of his faction, he left behind him at the ſiege ſuch a num; 
bꝛe of Sonlaers as he thought would ſuffiſe, and him ſelf 
went againſt Alcete amv Attale. Daring whiche time Eu- 
menes ſent his AmbaCadoures to Antipater,among whom 
Jerome ( who watt þ hiffozies of the ſucceffours of Alex- 
ander) was chiefeſt. And although Eumenes ſ& him ſelſe in

But in 
the retier, when ſ they were tut of fr their fote- 
men, and encompaſſed with the multitude of entmies, 
be then loked lo; none other but pꝛeſent death. And als. 
than gh the matter fwde vpon this tickle and dangerous 
point yet at laſt with the loſſe of many Souldiers, de got 
and recouered to the battaill of ſotemen. Yowbeit Anti- 
gone with his mighty Clephauntes and army marching 
a c4;aft them in oꝛder of battaill, greatly amazed them, be⸗ 
ing farre the weaker, Foz Alcete had not in all the woꝛlo 
aboue. rvj. thoaſande fotemen and nine hundꝛed hozſems, 
and Anti zone auer and beſtdes his Olephants, had abone 
foztie tut nd ſotemen and eight thouſand hoꝛſemen. 
Wherſo:e wh#the Phalange of Alcete ſe the Elephants 
marche towardes them in the front oz voward, andthe 
boꝛſe bp reaſon of the great numbꝛe enuiron them, -and 
that the fotemen in a maine battaillinarched alſo againff 
them, being the greater numbze and valiaunter Sould(/ 
ers, they were therewith greatly aſkonned, and the rather 
bycauſe of the plate of aduauntage whiche the enimy had 
wonne,and the thing done vpon ſach a ſovaine, that their 
C wtapnes and Leaders had no leyfure to atrange their 
battaill. Mheretoꝛe they ſledde, in which flight were taken 
Attale;Docige; Poley. and many other noble and ba liaunt 
Captapnes. But Alcete with his and famili- 
urs t the Piſide: — fledde into a Ci⸗ 
tie of P de named Th It. When Antigone 
this vico:te , he pardoned and foꝛgaue all Alcete his men 
Derr ano ptuded —ů— 
But the Piſodes etxpe with fl menen 
bꝛe of fire thouſande , 


had won Thormeſe. 
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hauing no fruſtie Companions 02 allies in all the Coun» 
trey of Aſie, determined bp gifts and curteſie to dzawe the 
Piſides to his friendſhip, thinking thereby to get a warlike 
nation to be at his commaundement, and a countrey very 
ſtrong and hard to be entred, being full of many innincible 
taſtles and foztes. oz this cauſe in al his warres honozed 
be them moze than the ref: and of euerp ſpople and butin 
which he got of any enimies, the moetie he gaue to them, 
He was very familiar amongs them, daply inviting of the 
chief and pzincipall to dpnner oz ſupper, ſometime one, o⸗ 
ther while an other : rewarding them alſo particularly 
with dinerſe and many gifts, as thoſe in whoſe friendſhip 
and alliaunce be repoſed his finall truſt and confidence ; 
wherein be was nothing at all decepued, as then appeas 
red. Fo; as Antigone with his whole power encamped be⸗ 
foe the towne,and demaunded nothing elſe but Alcete, 
notwithſtanding that the auncient BurgeCes ofthe Citie 
were of one determinate minde to deliver bim, pet the lus 
ſtie pong gallaunts and Souldiers, againſt the willes and 
minds of their owne fathers , concluded and agred rather 
than to render (onoble and woꝛthy a man of warre, to a⸗ 
bide and ſuſtayne all miſchiefs and daungers whatſoeuer, 
But when the auncient Burgeſſes ſe that nepther coun- 
ſaill,oz reaſon,could perſuade to the contrary,they pꝛadi⸗ 
ſed an other deniſe, Wherefoze they ſecretly in the night 
aduertiſed Antigone by their intelligencers, that they 
would deliner Alcete alyve o2 dead. Foz accompliſhing 
wherof they willed him after a while to appꝛoch the town 
and make ſome ſkirmiſhes and falſe Alarmes,and ſodenly 
to retier as though they fled, which woulde be a meane to 
cauſe all the luſty poung Gallaunts and Souldiers to ſally - 
out vpon them, ſo ythep being in the ſkirmiſhe buſted, the 
reſt within would aſſault Alcete,being diſforniſhed of his 
faid companions , and with eaſe take him. Whiche thing 
acco2ding to their demaund and requeſt , Antigone perfo2e 
med. Foz while the yong and luſty Houldiers: n 
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ont of the towne to ſky2miſh and chaſe the enimy : the old 
men with their ſclaues and other luſtie fellowes (no mt of 
warre)aſſailed Alccte in his lodging: but alyue th ey could 
not get him. Foz be ſ&ing the pzeſent daunger wherin be 
was, kild him ſelfe,rather than he would be rendzed alive - 
tothe enimp. Notwithſtanding , they layd him dead on a 
bears couered ouer with a moſt vile robe, e ſo carried him 
though the gates of the towne to Antigone, befoze the 
yong blouds in the ſkirmiſh knew of it. By this meane þ 
auncient Citizens ſaued their Citie from deſolation and 
ſpople. Bat after the Souldiers vnderſtwd thereof, they 
( foz the great loue they bare bim) were ſo agriłued and 
angry, that thep kept one parte of the towne and held a 
counſaill, wherein they firſt concluded and agrd&d to ſet 
lier on the tolvne, and after to gette them ont in armes to 
pille and deftroye his countreis hard adiopning 
to the tote of the + Powbeif, after they toke 
better aduiſe than to burne the towne,but gotte them oat 
in armes waſting and ſpopling the greateft parte of the 
playne countrep of the enimp. After Antigone had gotten 
Alccte his body, de dyd him all the oppzobates he knewe oz 
„% —˙ -A 
to cozrupt, he thzew it into the flelds buriall, and 
fo departed from Piſide. Bowbeit, the luſtie pong Gal- 
launts of Thormeſe twke him bp and hons2ably enterred 
the dead. Whereby may be appercepued that the curteſie 
and pleaſure which men do one to an other, engendzeth in 
them whiche recepue it, an indiColuble bond of loue an 
amitie. 


After the death of Anripater, Poliſpercon is ordey-

VV vis armie trayailedints 2brigic : And as he lays 


delared his Amvaſſade, that Antipater without aunſwere 
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Hat tune Antigone departed from F ſde he with 


to repoſe him in the Citie of Crete, there came to 


him Ariſtodeme the AAilhſian, abuertiling him of the death 


of Antipater , and farther declaring that the Empire and 
gouernement of the Kings was gyucn to Poliſpercon the 
Macedonian. Olf which newes Antigone was right iop⸗ 
ous, determining now to eſtabliſhe him ſelfe Lo2d 4 Seig⸗ 
niour of al Aſie. But foza while we will omit ſpeaking of 
bim, make repoꝛt of al things which were done in 4/. 

It happened at that ſeaſon, that Antipater fell into a 
greenous diſeaſe, and in deed wared ſo ſicke, that (by rea- 
ſon ot his great age) all men thought it impcſſible foz him 
to eſcape the danger: wherefozs the Athenians thinking 
Demades the notable O2atoz a meete and neceſſary man 


fo2 ſuch a charge, ſent bim in an Ambaſade to Antipater, 


to require him that he ( acco2ding to his fozmer pzomiſſe) 
ſhould call home his garriſons from the towne of ¶Muni- 

chie. And although Antipater had befoze tyme very well 
loued Demades, notwithſfading after þ death of Perdicas, 
ſuch letters were found in Demades his cheſt, wiiten with 
his ownc hand to the Rings, in which he exhozted Perdi- 
cas fo palle into Europe againſt Antipater, that Antipater 
was maruelonfly deſpited therewith. Ncuertheleſſe, he 
diſſimuled his grudge and anger. But Demades with ar⸗ 
rogant language and thzeatning wozds ſo ſtil purſued and 


cauſed him and his ſonne ioint Ambaſladours in the ſame 
And allade to be appꝛebẽded, and fozthwith tõmitted them 
to the rulers and genernours , who immediatly ſent them 
to pꝛiſon, and aſter put them to death . Not long after whe 
Antipater percepued he could not eſcape death, he nomina- 
ted and appointed Poliſpercon gouernour of the Kings, & 
chief of all the whole power, bycauſe he was p auntienteſt 
Chie tayne that had ſerued with Alexander, and of all the 
Macedoniaus had in great honour , Ye oꝛdeyned alſo 

yn, Caſlander 
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Caſſander his ſonne Chiliarque oz Captayn of a thouſand 
men, and next in authozitie , The ſame oꝛder of Chilurque 
was firſt ereded by the Rings of Perſie, t after continued 4 


maintapned by Alexander, and therfoze dyd Antipater 
long befoze he dyed, giue the (aid office to Caſſander his 


Caſlandes. 


ſonne when he was pet very pong. Neuertheteſſe, after ' 


the death of his father, he liked not his conſtitution and oꝛ⸗ 
dinaunte, but thought he had done him great iniurie and 
wꝛong to p2eferre Poliſpercon to the Empire befoze him 
ſeife being his child, & not of ſo niere alliaunce as he, kno⸗ 
wing alſo that he was beth able and ſuſfitient to gouerne 
the Kealme : as by experience pnongh-both of his vali⸗ 
antneſſe and wiſedome he had befoze ſ&ne and well ap⸗ 
peared. Wherfoze rpding abꝛoad in the countrep with cer: 
tayn his friends, de deuiſed with them at his leyſure tou- 
ching the Empire and gouernement, and ſeducing euer 
of them, moued them to take his parte and ayde him with 
their power, foꝛ the attapning of the pꝛincipalitie, pzomi- 
ſing them in their ſo doing, large and honozable rewarde, 
He ſent alſo his Ambaſſadoures to Ptolome, to renue and 
confirme the old amitie and friendſhip lately had betwerne 
him and his father Antipater, pꝛaying his apde alſo in the 
ſame warre,and to ſend bim out of hande his Navie from 
Fhenice into Helleſpont 
ther nobles, Captapnes, and cities, to be confederate with 
him in the ſame matter. And during the time of this pzac- 
tiſe,to put him ſelfe ont of ſuſpicion of this conſpiracy and 
treaſen, he made ſemblaunt as though be tared fo; none 
other thing but hunting, and ſuch like diſpozts. Jn this 
meane while Poliſpercon Gouernour of the Kings, by the 
aduiſe and counſatliof his friends,ſent to Olympias Alex- 
ander his mother, pꝛaping hir to repaire into Macedone,Fy 
fo take vpon hir the gonernement of pong Alexander hir 
ſons ſonne. Fo2 Olympias by reaſon of þ diſcozd i enmitie 
betwtene hir © Antipater,hadlong 
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He likewiſe ſent meangers to o-

Fter it was diuulged in «/ that Antipater was 
dead, the people began to ſtudie and muſe of ſtrannge 
and new deuiſes, and chieflp ſuche as gouerned vnder 
him were in doubt what to do. But amongs others, when 
Antigone was nominated and p;oclamed ECmpcxaur of 
Aſie, and had greatly encreaſed the othe de'tuercd him by 
Anti „though the ſubduing of Eumencs, Alcete and 
Attale, he became after ſo many vico2ies ſo pꝛoude and ars 
rogant, that he perſuaded him ſeife with eaſe to eniop the 
gouernement ouer all the re, and not to be ſubiec to the 
Gouernours, Þe agayne thoaght ( conftdering his power 
which was at leaff. lr.thouſande fotemen, ten thouſande 
hozſe, and thirtie Slephaunts ) be might reare of all the 
treaſure in.4/#e, foz that there was none able to reſiſt him, 
and hoped fo; his mony to leuie in A ſe a numbꝛe of hiered 
ſoldiers to augment his armie.And dwelling in theſe pma- 
ginations and deuiſes, he ſent foz Ierome the Biſtozian, a 
friend e familiar of Eumenes Cardian,who lap beſieged in 
$ towne of ore afozeſaid, whom he with large pzomilles 
ſent towards Eumenes to perſuade him to ſoꝛget the bat» 
tail! and conflict betwirt them in Cappadoce, and toiopne 
with him as his allie and companion, whiche il he woulde 
do, be pꝛomiſed honozably to reward him, and to beſtowe 
on him greater Satrapies and dominions than euer befo:e 
be had, and to hold him as his moſt dearxe friend, and neuer 
to enterpꝛiſe oꝛ do any thing, but that be ſhoulde be pꝛiuit 
of. After Antigone had thus done be aſſembled his 
declaring to them his meaning and purpoſe , and entred 
them in aboke , in whiche de made to (ome _— 
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certain Setrepies, and gane to other the charge and lea- 
ding of Douldiers , ſo that in d&de they all greatly hoped 
to be both hono2able and rich, and were thereby in all his 
attemptes ſeruices the rather to ſerue him, 
Foz he determined wholly to ſubdue and conquere «/ie, 
and to expulſe al the Stra puer, and in their ſteades to place 
bis familier and truſtie

Antigone was thus occupied, Aride gouernour of 
A Finger, about Hale Bar (doubting the enterpaiſe of 
Antigone) determined to foztifie and furniſh bis pꝛin⸗ 
tipall Cities and townes. And bpcauſe the Citie of Cicic⸗ 
was verie ſtrong and mete fo; the warres,he incontinent 
went thether with.r.thouſand ; 
a thouſand e Hacedonien;, fine hundzed Perſian ſhot, and 
biij.hundzed hoꝛſe. Be was farther well pꝛouided and furs 
niſhed of all maner of weapon both great : ſmall,engines 
alſo to ſhote great ſtoanes, and pieces of wed , and all o⸗ 
ther things mete and neteſlarie to maintapne a ſiege, Do 
be ſodenly came bpon them, and on the waye be toke bp 
a great numbze of the Citizens whiche were diſperſed a- 
doad in the countrep : and after beſieged the towne, and 
would needs enfo2ce the lite befiegeaunts to receyue and 
take in his garriſons. And although they were vnpꝛoui⸗ 
ded of men and all other things netellarie to holde ont the 
enimte, pet determined they to defend their libertie. Not- 
withſtanding they ſent firſf their Ambaſſadoures to Aride, 
pꝛaping him to rapſc his ſiege , ſaping they were all at his 
tommaundement todo whatſoener be woalde, except the 
recepuing of men into garriſon . But in the meane tims 
they ſecretly armed all their yong — fellowes to 
iij. man 
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man the wall and turten. And when they ſ& Aride ftill 


vꝛge them to recepne his garriſons: they aunſwered,they 
would compꝛimit the matter to the deliberation of the c<- 
munaltie, and foz diſpatch thereof dtmaunded truce foz 
the nert dap and night following, which was graunted 2 
and in the meane while made they greater pꝛeparation 
fo2 their defence. When Aride ſ& he was thus decepned 
and mocked, he loft both opoztunitie e bope foz winning 
the Citie, bytauſe it was ve rie ſtrong, both towardes the 
Sea and lande, ſanding almoſt like an Alland within the 
Sea, and but one wap to enter by lande, and that parte to⸗ 
wardes the Sea verp ſtrong, bytauſe Aride had there no 
ſhips. They ſent alſo by Sea to the B:zancians foz men, ar- 
moure, and all other things neteſſarie to holde out the 
ſiege, which thep incontinent ſent , wherenpon thep were 
greatly aſſured, and toke meruailous courage to defende 
their Citie. Farther, they ſent out their gallies alongeſt 
the ſhoare to gather together their people which were dil ⸗ 
perſed in the countrep, and in the end they had aſſembled 
ſo great a numbꝛe of men of warre, that they ſallied out 
vp6 the enimie, flew many, and repulſed the reſt from the 
ſiege. Wherefoze Aride — by pollicp) returned ins 
to his Satrapie without any exploit

Antigone abode in the Citie of Celine, he was ads 
uertiſed of the ſiege of C:z:ce , wherefoze he thought 
(it be ſent towards them ſp&dy apde and ſuctoure in 
their diſtreſle) that it woulde be a god occaſion fo; him, to 
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winne the ſaid Citie to be his friend and conkederat. Foz 
which cauſe he choſe ont ofthe whole armie. xx. thouſand 
of his moſt warlike Souldiers, and. ti. thonſande hozſe, 
and in his owne perſon ſpedelp marched to aide the C:- 
icians: And although the ſiege was raiſed befoze his com- 
ming, pet euer after thep became and remapned his moſt 
bounden friends. Notwithſtanding, he ſent his Ambaſ- 
ſadours towards Aride,veclaring to him that he had done 
verie pll to beſtege a free Citie of Grece, and friend to the 
Macedonian: conſidering the people thereof had in no- 
thing abuſed him, and that he had ſhewed inongh to mike 
him ſelfe of a Deputie and Gouernour a Potentate and 
commaunder , commaunding him therefoze to gpue oner 
bis ſaid Satrapie, and fo2 his habitation to betake him to 
one onely Citie. When Aride vnderſtode the charge of 
the Amvaſſadours , he greatlydeteſting the arrogancie of 
Antigone, aunſwered, that he was not as pet determined 
to leaue his Satrapie, hut to kepe and defend it:and if An- 
tigone would come to expulſe him, he ſhould then ſce whe- 
ther of them had the better right. After the Ambaſſadours 
bad recepued this anſwere and were departed, he ſone al⸗ 
ter fo2tified and kurniſhed his Cities andtownes.He alſo 
ſent to Nore a bande of Souldiers, to Eumenes vnder the 
leading of one of his owne Captaynes,thinking therby to 
winne his fauoure and be his confederate , When Anti- 
gone had receyued aunſwere from Aride, he ſent one half 
of his army againſt hum, and him ſelfe with the reſt, tra- 
nailed into Lydie to chaſe ont Clyte Gonernour thereof. 
But ſo ſone as Clyte vnderſtod the cauſe, he garriſoned 
his Cities, and made as god p2omſicn againſt him as he 
could, That done, he immediatly went to Sea, and tranſ⸗ 
freted into Macedone , ſignifying to the Aings, the bold⸗ 
neſle of Antigone, (ated that he went about to aduaunce 
him ſelfe to ſome high and honozable eſtate, and to rebell 


— : pꝛaping therefoze aide foz the repꝛeſſing

Iſchilus. 
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In the meane 2828 by the intelligence of cer. 
tain citiſens, tolle at his firſt coming the Citie of Eybeſe. 
But after he vnderſlod that Eſchil the Rhodiam was ther 
arriued, and would foz the behoue ofthe Aings carrie out 
ol C:lice into Macedon, in foure ſhippes, ſire hundzed Ta- 
lents : de intercepted them and toke it awap,ſaping that 
be had great need thereof foz the wageing of dis mercena- 
ries : which derde impozted that be ment to eſfabliſhe him 
ſelfe ſome great Pzince and to warre bppon the kings. 
When he had this done, de went againft the other Cities

padoce and the countreys thereto adiopning, 
in which he had aſſembled and gotte together numbzes of 
men of warre and great ſummes of money, getting there- 
by great renoume, alwap lining in pꝛoſperitie and felici- 
tie. Be in battail banquiſhed and killed Cratere and Neop- 
tolome : two of the molt renowmed Captapnes amongſt 


all the Macedonians , and all the Sonldiers whiche ſerned 
vnder them, which had ben continuall vico:s where ener

ſaunt,and none able to reſiſt him, de was by Antigone 
battaill ſodenly vanquiſhed and conſtrained to flie and re 
tier with a fewe of his friends into a litie towne i taſtie: 
— one 
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could not in one whole peare be aidedto raiſe the ſlege. 
Yowbeit, about the end, when he was almoſt out 
of hope e in beſpaire y came vnto him pꝛeſent reme⸗ 
die: Foꝛ Antigone (who fill heide him beſieged, haning 
altered his determination and purpoſe, ſent to him, requi: 
ring his fri t compante : and after he had takt bis 
cthe and faith, be delinered hint of the lege, Who depar⸗ 
ting thence, trauailed into C-ppadoce- and being there but 
a ſhozt time, aſſembled the Souidiers lately vnder his 
charge diſperſed th2ough the ſaid countrep: and by reaſen 
of the earneſt zeale and loue they had to bim, he had gotten 
together in a little wbple,a great numbze at his commaũ . 
dement. Foꝛ ouer and beſides the ſix bundꝛed whiche were 
with him during tbe ſiege, be had gotten above two thou⸗ 
ſand other ſouldiers, and in the ende came to great autho⸗ 
ritie: foz de was made Generall of tte armie Kopall, to 
warre vppon thoſe whiche rebelled againft the Kings, as 
hereafter ſhalbe declared. But at this pꝛeſent we meane 
to leaue ſpeaking df the matter in ¶Aſie, and make men- 
tion of thoſe which happened in Europe.

Hen Caſlander ( of whome we haue befoze ſpo- 

V/ V ken)of vim elf put fro the Empire e governe- 
met of 4acedore , kept not his deſire lõger vn- 
diſconered,but purpoſed bp violece to obtapne i retouer þ 
ſaid gouernement : thinking it a great diſhono? to ſuffer 
any other than him ſeife , to have the rule andantbotitie 
which his father held e enioped. But appertepuing y the 
Macedonians in generall Hh, 
J. ilper- 
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liſpercon his commanndement,and-toke his parte, he ſe- 


creclp beganne to diſtouer his intention to his truſtie 
friends, and vnder a colour made them go towards el. 
{:/þont occupying him ſelfe many dapes in the countrep in 
chaſing and hunting, to the ende bis people ſhould beleue 
and thinke that he fozced not of anp hie enterpziſes oz 
pꝛincelie gouernement. But after he had diſpatched t put 
al things in a readine ſſe, he ſccretly departed t went tos 
wards Helliſpont, ſending foꝛtt with to Antigone, pꝛap- 
ing his aide, t aduertiſing him p Ptolome had pꝛomiſcd 
the like. Whcreunto Antigone attoꝛded, and pꝛomiſed to 
ſend out of hand both Souldiers and ſhippes. This friends 
ſhip fained he to doe, fo the great loue he dad alwapes 
bozne to Antipatet his father, but truth is, he ment none a⸗ 
ther thing but to trouble Poliſpercon in his warres and 
affaires: to the ende that white thoſe matters were in de⸗ 
ciding, he might ſeaze on the whole countrep ole ſie : and 
aſter attapne ta the Empire of Macedone.. 7 - 
Then Poliſpercon had ſene the ſodapne departure 
of Caſſander, he knew he meant to wozke him great trou- 
ble and miſchief : wherfoze he did nothing without great 
aduiſe of his friends and the chick of Macedon, detlaring 
vnto them, that he clerelp ſ& þ Antigone would ayde Caſ- 
ſander, and by that meane ſhould win the Cities of Grece, 
bycauſe that diuerſe of them were guarded by the ſerui⸗ 
fours of his father, and the reſt gouerned by ſome of the 
Citizens whome his ſaid father had deputed gouernonrs, 
and had alwayes ſuppozted them, He ſce allo that Ptolome 
gouernour of Et, and Antigone, ho apparauntly had 
alreadie withdꝛawne him from. the obepſaunce of the 
Kings, would arde him, eylher of them haning an huge 
and mightie hoſte, great ſtoare of treaſure, and held vnder 
their obeyſance great countreys and pꝛouinces. When, 
they had at large conſulted on theſe matters, and that ene- 
ry man had ſaid his opinion, he was finally reſolued to re⸗ 


ſtoze the Cities of Orece into their popular gouernaunce 
| tal and 


— 
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and libertie, thereby to depoſe tue CTyꝛaunts and Gouc r⸗ 
nours aſſigned by Antipattr. Fog þ Macedonians thought 
by that meane fo — and abate the power of Caſ- 
ſander, and that the Kings and Pohſpercon ſhoulde win ne 
great honoʒ and rrnowne, together the friendſhip of al the 
Cities who greatly might belpe them with their ſervice.” 
Uhereupon they ſent out commaundementstoallthec# 
ties, that they ſooulde ſende their Ambaſſadobres to the 
Kings : which they did. And when they were al aſſembled, 
it was by the kings declared and ſignified to ti em, that 
thep ſhould be of god courage, and haue an aſſured hope 
and confidence that they would reſtoꝛe them to their d un⸗ 
tient libertie and popular gouernement: delinering foꝛth⸗ 
with in wziting the decree of the ſaide deliberation to be 
carried and publiſhed without delaye vnto the Cities: to 
the ende they ſhould know the liberalitie and frankneſſe 
of the ſaid Aings and AAacedoniant towards them: The 
contents and eat which decree Was warn 
as followeth." . 5

Foz ifany take in hand to doe con- 
trarie to our 02dinaunce afozeſaio, we will by no meanes

When Poliſpercon had publiſhed this edic,he tõmann 
ded the Argiues and other Cities to expulſe the Goner- 
nours whome Antipater had authoziſed, and to condemne 
and put certain of them to death, and confiſke their gods 
that Caſſander might not be holpen thereby. Be wiite alſo 
to Olympias to returne into Macedon, and take vpon hir 
the gouernement of Alexander, vntill he came to age. Be 
waite likewiſe letters in the names of the kings to 
nes,not to reconcile him to Antigone, but to take parte 
the kings, and returne into Macedone,where he ſhould bs 
recepued as a compainon with the ſaid Poliſpercon to the 
gouernement of the ſaid kings : 02 elſe if he tarrie 
in Aſie, there ſhould be ſent vnto him both men and mo⸗ 
ney to warre bpon Antigone, an btter enimie and rebell 
againſt the kings: and that he would alſo render the Se- 
trapier which Antigone had expulſed him: together, al the 
reſt which he befoze held and enioyed in ie. Saping far · 
ther, that it was her aboue all other, which of right ought 
to be moſt zelous and vigilant about the affaires and au- 
tho2ite of the ligne Ropall , by whiche he was altogether 
p:eferred and honozed: bis accuſtomed care and 
diligence whiche be befoze at all times had ſhewed fo the 
ſame. And if he needed greater fozce, the ſaide Poliſpercon 
would with the kings and their power come info Aſie. 
Theſe matters were done the yeare that Archippe gouer» 


ned Ar hen, and Quinte Elye and Lucy Papyre were creas

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ated Conſulles at Rome. 


C Eumenes taking parte with the kings, goeth into 
(lice : and of his practiſes to gette men of

Oone after that Eumenes was departed the Citie of 
Nore, he recepued letters fro Poliſpercon,whcrein were 
conteyned ouer.and beſides the things aboueſaid, how 
that the kings (ſome what to tounirt uaple his great loſe) 
bad fratlie gyuẽ him fiue hundzeth Talents, and that they 
had witten to the Pꝛetoꝛs and recepuers of the countrep 
of ¶ ꝛlice, to deliuer him other five hundꝛed Talents, and ſo 
much money beſides as was ſufficient to pape his Soul- 
diers wages, and foz the buping of all other his pꝛouiſion 
_ fo; the warres, and that the Captaines of the Argir-fprdes 
who had about ſire thouſand men. ſhould ſerue vnder the 
ſaid Eumenes as Lieutenaunt to the kings, and Lo2d and 
Gouernour of all «fie - Anon were bzought letters from 
Olympias to him, pꝛaping and requiring his aide in the 
behalfe of the kings, and hir: Foꝛ that he alone had bene 
alwapes iuſt and faithfull to the kings and was pzeſentite 
able to em. them from the tronbles which grew dayly 


vpon them. And farther , ſhe defired his counſail, whether: 
it were hir beſt to remayne in Eyre. and nat to gpnecre-: 
dit to them which ſermed but pꝛotedoꝛs and gouernours, 
and in derde affected the onely kingdome,oz to returne in 
to Macedone. Whome Eumenes agayne aunſwered by 
letters, Þ he thought it the ſureſt waye fog hir to remaine 
fill in Epire, vntill ſhe ſe ſome ende of the warres .' But 
Eumenes euermoꝛe truſtie and faithfull to the kings, pur⸗ 
poſed nat to take parte with Antigone, affening the kings! 
dome, but rather to ſeruethe Sonne of Alexunder, yet a 
boy(who thzough the wickednelle ohio Coptayneve. fers 

Wh uitoꝛs 
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nitours wanted ayde) and fo adnenture him ſelle fo2 his 
cauſe in al daungers,Uherefoze he departed incontinent 
out of Cappadoce with eight hundzed hozſe, and two thou- 
ſand fotemen, hauing no time to tarrie and abide , fo2 all 
thoſe which pꝛomiſed to iopne with him, bicauſe Antigone 
(vnderſfanding that he was his enimte ) had in all haſte 
ſent Menander w a mightie armie to erpulſe him Cappa- 
doce. Uhen Menander came thether,and found Eumenes 
gone th2e& dapes befoze,he determined to purſue him, but 
ſeing he cauld nat oner reach dim, he retired into Cappa- 
doce. Shoꝛtlie after, Eumenes(thzough his great ſped, paſs 
ſing the mount T hawre ) got to Cilice. As ſone as Antige- 
ne and Tcutame(Captapnes of the: Argiraſpides, who (ers 
ued the kings)vnderſtod of his comming, they mette him 
on the wape with a numbze of their friendes: who after 
they had reioyced together with bim, in that be had eſcaped 
from ſo manie daungers, they frelie and redilie offered 
him their ſernice. In like caſe alſo did the A giraſpides 
Macedonians , greatlie wondering at the varietie of his 
foztune, conſtdering that not long befoze he was adiudged 
arebell to the kings, he and all his friends tondemned to 
death, and now reverſing their iudgement, they had not 
only pardoned him, but alſo had gyuen him the gonerncs 


ment of their whole Empire. otwithſkanding, ſuche as The raricric & 
conſidered Eumenes ſtraunge Foztune , little o2 nothing iaſtabilitie of 


Menander.

marnelled thereat . Foz what is he, whiche marketh and worldlic 


noteththe inſtabilitie of our life, that knoweth not 
chaunge and mutabilitie of foztune 2 Oꝛ who is he, which 
ouermuch truſteth to the hono2 and p2oſperitie,whiche in 
this woꝛld happeneth him that is not ſubiect to fleſhly bꝛit⸗ 
leneſſe?: Fo2 the common and o2dinarie life of men goner- 
ned and ruled by ſome ſecret o2dinaunce of God, is with⸗ 
ont any ſtabilitie, continually turned to god and euill. 
Wherefo2e let no man meruaill if any thing chaunce to 
him ſodenlie, but rather if whatſoeuer commeth,commeth 
not vnloked fo. And therefoze by godreaſon ought all 
men

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51. commer. men to tümend hillozies. Fo2 the varietic and inftabilite

which men in woꝛldly matters find by experience,abateth 
the pꝛide and ambicion of thoſe whiche haue in them any 
fclicitie , and enbolteneth and gpueth hope to ſuch as are 
in aduerſitie, as to Eumenes chaunced, wbo knowing the 
ſlipperneſſe of woꝛldly Foztune , conſtantly endured his 
infelicitie, hoping and loking foz better: And then ſeing 
him ſelle pzeferred and aduaunced to great antho:itie, ( 
ſozeſceing the inconſtancic of Foztune, verie wiſelie and 
circumſpectlic oꝛdered his affaires and buſineſſe, Fo2 fi 
be conſidered, that be being a ſtraunger the gouernement 
of a realme and ſo pzincelie an aſtate was vnmtete 4 not 
eppertepning bnto him: and that thoſe whome he ſhould , 
gouerne were Macedonian, and had condempned bim ta 
death: and that al the Captaynes and Gouernours of the 
P2ouinces were honozable perſonages,and of bie con- 
rages, and pzctended great and waightie enterp2iſes. 

Wherefoze be ſuſpected , that if he ſhoulde take vpon him 
ſs great a charge, thep wonlde contemne him being a 
ſtraunger, and thereby be ſhoulde get great enimitie, and 
alwapes ſtand in daunger of loſing his life. Foz he knew 
—— the e Macedonians woulde in no wpſe be at his 
t undement, bicauſe they reputed him a meane man, 
and much inferio2 to them, and therefoze rather thougtt 
that he Chonld be ſubiect to them, than they to him, Wher- 
fo;e all theſe things conſidered , he declared to the Cap⸗ 
tuynes and Souldiers, that firft, where it had pleaſed the 
Rings bp their letters to graũt him fo2 his relicfe.v. hu 
d:ed Talente, he bighlie thanked the,but vtterlie refuſed 
the receipt thereof: ſaping, hen&ded not ſo great are- 
ward and gift, ſince he affened nepther Empire 02 domi⸗ 
nion: noz to haue any ſuche charge was his deſire, but 
that by the letters of the kings he was commaunded to do 
it: ncyther was he able any longer to abide the labozs & 
trauails of warre, bycauſe be was now ſoze b:oſed and 
tame: doing them farther to wete, that be loked not ther- 


by 
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by to atfayne to any pꝛincipalitie, conſidering he was a 
ſtraunger and not a Macedonian. He alſo affirmed, that 
in his lleepe he ſe ſuch a viſion. that him thought necefſa- 
rie to be manifeſted to them. fozaſmuch as in his iudgemẽt 
it might bean helpe to vnitie and concoꝛd, and alſo very 
p;ofitable to the common wealth. Ye thovght in his flepe, 
that Alexander appeared to him as it he bad bene alpue : 
and in the lame robes which he commannded all bis pꝛin- 
ces and Captaynes , and miniftred the Lawes apperteys 
ning to the Empire. Wherefoze quod he J thinke it god 
that of the kings treaſure a Thꝛone imperiall be foꝛged : 
made of golde and thereupon to be placed and ſet the tas 
tue oꝛ image of Alexander crouned, holding a Stepter as 
be did in his life time. And that all the Pꝛintes and C aps 
tapnes ſhall enery moꝛning aſſemble there, and after the 
ſacrifice finiſhed, to ſit in counſaill of the affaires of the 
warres : and whatſocuer is concluded on, to take it as fr5 
the mouth of þ ſaid Alcxander : which thing was thonght 
god by all the aſſiſtauntes, ano they all out of hand cauſcd 
the ſaid deliberacion to be exetuted, and fo2ged a ſtatue 03 
pmage : bpcauſe in the treaſurie ofthe kings was great 
ſtoare of golde and filuer : Wherevpon within few dapes 
after, an image was enſtalled in a Thꝛone Imperial with 
a Diademe, Scepter and other kinglie robes, About the 
ſame was an Auſter rered vp, and fire layed thet eon, of 
which all the Captapnes toke coa'es, and put them in 
Cenſures of go'de , wherewith they encenſed the Statue 
with ſwerte and pzecions ſmelles, making ſacrifice theres 
to as vnto God , After the ſacrifice was done, f@o'cs and 
foꝛmes were bought , whereon ſat all the noble Pꝛinces 
and valiaunt Captapnes, conſulting of the incident affats 
res. In doing whereof Eumenes toke vpon him no autho- 
ritie 02 title of Gouernour, but ſhewed him in all points 
egail to them, and though curtecus and gentle language, 
was voide of all grudge and hatred, and gotte the god 


willes of all the Captapnes . Pozcouer, bycauſe of the 
. ſuper⸗ 
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ſuperſtition they vſed towardes the ſtatue of Alexander, 

they hoped to pꝛoſper as if ſome God had gouerned and 
guyded them. And vſing the ſame humanitie towards the 
Argiraſpides £ Macedonians, thep highly eſteemed him and 
accomtcd him woꝛthie the charge and gouernement of the 
affaires ofthe kings. This done, he ſent his paincipall 
and wiſeſt friends to aſſemble and wage other Pertena⸗ 
rie Souldiers, appointing large ſallarie and entretaine- 
ment. Ot whiche Cömiſſioners ſome departed into Y ide, 
LTycie, and other Regions nerebp ; other into (e/oſir:e and 
Phenice : the reſt into Cypres ſo that amongeſt them they 
leuied a great numbze of men. But after it was noyſed 
that they twke vp Souldiers , and gane god entretaines 
ment, a numbze of god fellowes of the Cities of Grece, + 
offered their ſernice and were enrolled, ſo that in ſhozt 
time (as bcſides the --479i7aſpides and other whom Eume- 
nes bzought with him) they dad gottẽ together, aboue ten 
thouſand fotemen and two thouſand hozſe. 


C 7tolome goeth about to cauſe the Argiraſpides to 
kil Eumenes, u home he by his wiſedome appaiſed, 
and after ſendeth an army by Sea into Fhenice. 


T he.xxvy.Chapter. 


Den Eumenes in ſhozt time was ſodenly became 
pupſſant , Prolome arriuing with his Nauie at 
the Citie of Zephire, in the countrep of (alice, 
ſent letters to the Argiraſpides, ſignifying to them, that 
they ought not of right to obey Eumenes, conſidering be 
bad ben by the e Hacedoniens already condemned to dye. 
He ſent alſo ſtraight admonition to all the townes in C. 
kce,not to deliuer him any money: pꝛomiſing to ſane th# 
barmeleſe againſt him . Yowbeit , there were none that 
made any accompt of his letters, bycauſe the kings,Polif- 
e 
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percon the. gouernour, and Ol 
ther, dad wꝛiten to the contrarie, that they ſhoulde obcy 
Eumenes, and to whome they ſhoalde gyne whatſoever he 
demaunded, as to the Lieutenaunt generall of the kings, 
hauing full power and authozitie . Now wared Antigo- 
ne maruelous angry,by reaſon of Ex menes his authozitie. 
Foz he knew it was Poliſpercon who had ſo adnaunced 
and ſet him in ſuch rowme to plagne the rebelles againſt 
the kings. Wherefdze he determined eyther by treaſon, 
oꝛ ſome other villanous meane, to bzing him to his ende. 
And therfoze ſent he Philote one of his chief friends with Philore. 
letters to the Argira/:des and the reſt of the e Hacedoni- 
ans. Mhereupon he incontinent appointed thirtie «.7/ a- 
cedonians, both wiſe and well ſpoken, to accompany him: 
commaunding them to pꝛeaſe and talke with the Cap- 
tapnes of the Argira/F:des,to ſape Antigone and Teuta- 
ne, and to pꝛomiſe, (that if they would kill Eumencs)to re⸗ 
warde them largelp, and beſides beſtowe on them greater 
Dominions than befoze they enioped: and make the like 
p:omidles to all the Argiraſpides with whome they had 
any acquaintaunce 02 familiaritie. Bowbeit, they founde 
few oz none agreeing thereto, but Teutane onelp, who in 
all he might labozed to winne Antigone bis companion, 
But he as one that eſtemed his faith and honour, did not 
only gaincſap ſo wicked and villanous an ad, but in the 
ende,conuerted his coꝛrupted friend, ſaying , that it were 
much better fo2 them that Eumenes dyd lyue and beare 
rule, than Antigone. Fo2 Þ if Antigone attained the grea- 
teſf dignitie and authozitie, he woulde expulſe them their 
Satrapies and gyue them to his friends: where Eumenes 
being a ſfraunger durſt not affect the pꝛincipalitie, but 
continuing Chieffapne and Lieutenaunt, would alwapes 
gentlp and fauourably entreat them as his ſpectal friends 
and companions : and in taking his parte, woulde ſuffer 
them to eniope and poſſcſle their Satrapies, and parao⸗ 
venture beſfowe ſome better vpon them. 

A. i. By 
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By this meane and perſuaſion they whiche came fo be⸗ 
trape Eumenes, were fruſtrate of their enterpꝛiſe. Not- 
withſtanding Philote aſſembled the «7g5ra/þ:des,and the 
other Macedonians, to whom they pꝛeſented their letters 
wꝛiten by Antigone, wherein he greatly accuſed and chars 
ged Eumenes, commaunding them incontinent bpon the 
ſight of the letters, to appꝛehend and put him to death; 
And in caſe they would not, be thꝛeatned and ment with 
his whole power to come againſt them, foz their diſobedi⸗ 
ence ſharply to puniſh the. UWhen the letters were ſerne 
and read, both Captapnes and Souldicrs ſtod in great 
perplexitie and doubt : fo2 thep ſ& that they by no meane 
could eſcape the daunger, bycauſe (if theptoke parte with 
the kings) Antigone would ouerth2ow them : and if they 
obeped Antigone, the kings then would plague them, And 
as they were in this trouble of mind, Eumenes boldly en- 
tredthe aſſemblie: & after he had read the letters, he pꝛo⸗ 
nounced vnto them, that of dutie and altegiaunce , they 
ought to obep the kings, and not to gyue eare to ſuche as 
rebelled againſt them, ſo that thzough bis woꝛds and per- 
ſuaſions, be in ſuch ſo2te confirmed them, that he both aſ- 
ſured his owne cffate,and likewiſe ſtill wan their fauours 
and god willes. And where he was befoꝛe in maruelous 
daunger, he now agapne ſodẽly became to be adnanced to 
high authozitie. Incontinent after, he marched fozwarde 
with his armie towardes Phenice, purpoſing to aſſemble 
all the ſhips of the Cities, and to ſend a mightie Nanie to 
Sea, to the ende, that Poliſpercon ſhoulde be Loꝛde of the 
Deas to paſſe into Aſie, to warre vpon Antigone.

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T the ſame time that the things aboneſaid were cx» 
ploited in Phenrce, Nycanor Captapne of the Citie of 
Mun:chie,onderftanding that Caſſander was depars 
ted A icedone, and gone to Antigone, and thatPoliſpercon 
would come w:th dis armie Royall thoztly into the coun⸗ 
trep of Athenes, he perſuaded the-Frhenzars to kepe their 
friendſhip and amitie with Caſlander . And when he ſte 
they ſtaped not at dis wozdes , but inſtantly required 
bun to take aby bis garriſons whiche kept the citte, 
be ment to entertapne and delay them: deſiring them to 
pawſe a while,and after that, would take ſuch o2der , that 
they ſhould haue cauſe to be well contented and ſatiſficd, 
Now in this meane time that the Athenian, were quieted 
with theſe woꝛdes, he pꝛiuelp thꝛuſt in the night by little 
and little all the Souldiers of Athen into the Caſtle of 
Munyc hie, ſo that he was then able with thoſe DSouldiers 
to keepe and maintapne the ſame place, and defend him 
ſelfe againſt the aſfailauntes,whiche crafty dealing the 
eAthcnians (ging, ſent their Ambaſſadoures towards the 
kings and Poliſpercon, to demaund ayde, acco2ding to the 
edi publiſhed fo2 the libertie of the tities of Grece. They 
alſo called many coũ ails to ſ& by what meane they might 
erpulſe Nycanor. But whple they thus cõſulted, Nycanor 
found the meane to wage a certain numb2e of Percena- 
ries, with whome in a night be ſallied ont of Munyc hie, 
and ſeized on the entrie oꝛ mouth of the Poꝛt of Pyre. 

When p «Athenians ſe that in ſtead of recoucring Muny- 
chie they had loft Pre, they were ſoze agreeued. Mherfoꝛe 
they choſe certen AmbaCadoures ofthe woꝛſhipfullc it af 
the Citie, Ny canors very friends, and ſent to him: to ſap, 
Phocion the ſonne of Phoce, Thymon the ſonne of Thy- 
mothe,and Clearcke the ſonne of Nanſicles,commannding 
them to chalenge and blame him fo2 that fad, and to res 
quire that they might be reſfozed to their C:nill gouerne⸗ 
ment. accoꝛding to the Decre of the kings befo2e by them 
publiſhed , Nycanor aunſwered, that they muſt end to 
A. ij. Caſſander 
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Caſſander by whom he was deputed Gardein ofthe ſame: 
bycauſe without ,bim , be had noauthozitie to dilpoſe oz 
take awaye any thing. Jn the meane time letters came to 
Nycanor from Queene Olywpias , commaunding him to 
render to the eArhenians, Munichie and re Then Ny. 
canor (&ing that the kings and Poliſpercon woulde haut 
Oh mpias come into Aacedone, and reſtoze hir to the go- 
uernement of the infante , and gyue dir as great authos 
ritie as ſhe had in the life of Alexander,fearing therfoze to 
diſobey bir, pꝛomiſed the Athenrans to make reffitution to 
them accoꝛding to the fozme and tenour of hir letters. 
Notwithſtanding, be delaped them from dape to dape, 
making many excuſes. During this ſeaſon, the Athenians 
conſidering that in times paſt they had marvelouſly ende⸗ 
noured them ſelues to honoꝛ Olympias the Qugne, and 
that the beno2 Which they had done to hir, was well em. 
ploicd and beſtowed : and that therefoze they might by dir 
meanes receuer their libertie without daunger, they be⸗ 
came maruelous glad, and fedde them ſelucs with vaine 
bope. But bcfo2e Nycanor had accompliſhed his pꝛomiſe, 
Alexander Poliſpercon his Bonne arrived in their Coun⸗ 
trep with a great army. Then the Athenians thinking 
that be was come to reffoze them the Citties of .3/ 
chie and P3re,were in marvelous iope. But it chaunced 
contrary to their cxrpectaticn : foz he came to ſeize to his 
owne vſe on the ſaide Foztreſles, and to furniſhe them 
with garriſons ſo2 his owne ayde in the warrts. At bys 
comming, certain conſpiratours, Antipater bis friendes 
and I hocion him ſelſe fearing puniſhement fo2 their diſo⸗ 
bedicnce and rebellion againſt the ozdinavnces of the 
Aings, mette with Alexander, and cofiſailed him accop 
ding to the neceſſitp of the caſe, and what was beſt ſoz his 
commoditic and p2ofit,but chiefly that be ſhoulde ſurniſte 
the fo:treſe with his owne Souldiers, and not render 
them vnto the At heniant, befoze Callander were diſtom- 
fited. Wien Alcxander was come beloze Y yre, he fozth- 
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with pitched his tampe and beſieged the Towne , and fell 
to a parle with Nycanor touching the ſame, mithout cal- 
ling any of the «{rhenians to counſaile, oꝛ once making 
them p2in'e : ſo that it manifeſtly appeared then, nothing 
to be done fo2 the p2ofit and common vtilitie of the Citie. 
By reaſon whereof,the peopte aſſembled and depoſed the 
officers then in authoꝛitie, and aligned and deputed new: 
and ſuch as the thought moze affecioned to the popular 
faction. And certen which dad the gouernement of any pars 
ticular office: ſome they condemned to death, and other to 
perpetuall exile, with confiſcation of their gods: amongs | 
whome was Phocion , who in Antipater his time had the 
greateſt rowme and authozitie within the Citie. And af 
ter, he with the reſt whiche were depoſed, repaired all to 
Alexander Poliſpercon his ſonne, truſting by dim to be 
reſtoꝛed, whom he right gently receyued, gyuing them his 
letters addꝛeſſed to Poliſpercon his father, pzaping bim 
not to permit and ſuffer Phocion and his adhercnts to be 
deſtroped, who had taken parte with him. and had always 
ben ready to do what pleaſure and ſeruite him liked. The 
people of Athene, alſo ſent their Ambaſſadoures to the 
ſaid Poli ſpercon, to accaſe Phocion, and to demaunde that 
the Citie of Munychie might be rendꝛed to them, 4 them 
ſelues reſtoꝛed to their libertie and popular gonernaunce, 
When Poliſpercon vnderſtod the whole matter, he greats 
ly deſired to keepe the Poꝛt of Pyre , being a mierte and ne- 
ceſſarie place foz the affaires of warre- Nenerthcleſſe,fea« 
ring to be reputed a diſſembler and double man if he went 
againſt that which he befaze had commannded by a com- 
mon and publique Decre, and that he woulde not be acs 
tompted and taken deceytfull and diſlopall. chieflp to doe 
wꝛong to that which was the pzincipall Citie of Grece, als 
tered his determination & curteoufly aunſwered the Am⸗ 
baſadours of the people: whereupon Phocion and his ad- 
berents were appꝛehended 4 ſent bound to Acbers , cõpꝛi. 
mitting þ whole matter to the wil t choyſe of þ — 
e⸗ 
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whether they woulde condemne and put them fo death, oz 
remitte and foꝛgiue the offendours. TWherefoze when 
the people mere aſſembled to ſit in iudgtment of Phocion 
and his complices : the moſt of the baniſhed in the time 
of Antipater which toke parte againſt him, greevovſlp at⸗ 
cuſed and adiudged them wo2thp the death, the ſumme 
of which accuſation was this : that they after the Lamar 
warre were the pꝛincipall and chiefe carſcrs that ti eir 
Citie and Countrey were b:ought in tt ꝛaldome and bon- 
dage, the goutrnement and authozitie of the people wholp 
extinguiſhed, and the lawes and o2dinaunces of the ſame 
Countrie clcrelp violated and infringed , When tte depe 
aſſigned was come, Phocion berp ſagely and wyſely be» 
ganne to plead and de fende bis cauſe : but ſo ſane as the 
multitude and great numbze of the people heard him be⸗ 
ginne to ſpeake, thep made ſuche a noyſe and vp20ze , that 
he could not be heard. When the noiſe was ceaſed, and 
that be beganne agapne to ſpeake, thep likewiſe inter⸗ 
rupted and ſtopped him that he coulde hare no audicnte: 
fo; the multitude of the baſcr ſoꝛte, which hoo bene degra» 
dev and put from the publique gouernement, being ſoden⸗ 
ly newlp authoziſed , were verp inſolent againſt thoſe 
which had depꝛiued them their libertie. Bowbeit Phocion 
in daunger to loſe his life, boldip and ſtcute'p ted to the 
defence of his iuſtification , ſo that theſe bout him heard 
what he ſayde. But they which were any thing farther of, 
could heare nothing fo2 the nopſe and vp20ze of tte peo⸗ 
ple: but they might all ſ&, that he ſpake and made many 
geſtures with bis body, as a man in great daunger and 
teare. But in the ende when he ſer no bote, he with a loud 
voice cried and ſayde, that de was contented to dye, but 
pꝛapde that they might be foꝛgiuen whome he had inue⸗ 
gled and attraced to his will and pleaſure, ſome fozcibiy, 
end ſome by gentie admonitions and perſuaſtons. 
When certaine of! hocions friendes ſ& that the violice 
and ragt of the people ceaſled not, they pꝛeaſed in to 
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fpeake foz him, whome the multit ude incontinent 
kened vnto, befoze any man knewe what they 


ſay : But after it was percepued they ſpake in the fas 
uour of the accuſed, they were in lyke ſozte reiectcd by 
toe clamozs of the people, ſo that in tde ende by the cd⸗ 
mon voyce and exclamation of the multitude, they wer 
condemned to death, and t hat done carried to pꝛiſon. 

Then many of their friendes ſeing their miſerie, were 
very penſife and {ozowfail, Foz when they l& that ſach 
perſonages being the chief and pzincipal of the Citie,as 
wel fo2 their nobilii ie as their authozitte and renoume, 


t had done many god and gracious dedes to the Citie, 


were in ſuch ſoꝛt condẽned without oꝛder ol iuſtite, they 
greatly feared to come in the like dũger. But fozaſmuch 
as ſoztane is conmon and mutable, many of the people 
diſpiteouſly agreued with the ſayd Phocion,ſpake al the 
oultragesx viltanies againſt him they could repꝛoching 
bym of many wicked acts e derdes, as people commonly 
doe which diſſimule their anger againſt them in autho⸗ 
ritie: But when they ſe foꝛtune turne hir ſaile, that 


it otherwiſe hapneth, then wil they without reaſon oz 


meaſure, in all deſpiteful crueltie vtter and ſhew fozth 
their pꝛiuie griefe and peſtiferous malice. Not long al⸗ 
ter, the condemned, aco20ing to the cuffome of the coũ⸗ 
trey,dzanke poyſon, and their carkaiſes were thzowne 
without the limites and pzecinctes of Athens bnburied, 
and this was their ende,

ſoz Munic hie Nicanor garded and belde that with his 
owne garriſon, When Poliſpercon who above and cow 

tinued in Phocide, vnderſtode that Caſſander had taken 

11 and enioped P:7e, he came into the Countrey of Athen,, 
6 and encamped befoze Pre, with twentie thouſid 2. 
[| cedonians , and foure thouſand ſtraungers and confedes 
rates, and thz& (coze and ſiue Clephantes,and beſieged 

the ſame, But ſeeing the ſcareitie and want of vicuals, 

and the ficge like long to cant inne, he left behind at the 

fiege ſuch number of Holdiours as the Count rey might 

wel vittell, deputing foz bis lieuetenant Alexander his 

ſonne , and him ſelle with the reſt, being the greater 

number,entred Peloponeſi, to the ende to fo:ce the Me 

galopoluancs ta come vnder the obeiſaunce of the Kings, 

being greatly enclined to Caſſander, and the.cantinuas 

tion of their O/zg47ch:e ts (ay,the gouernement of cer 

taine particular offices and dignities which Antipater 

bad appointed them. While Poliſpe;con was about this 

enterpziſe, Caſlander with his Nauie hauing alliauuce 
with the gin, went and beſieged the Citie of Sen- 
mine his enimie: And every dap with ſhot, whereof be 

| bad fopſon, aſſaulteth the town,b2zinging them in great 
1 bhazarde and feare. And being almoſt in deſpaire, aide 
_ - | came from Poliſpercon bothe by ſea and land. Where- 
vpon Caſſander was ſo daunted, that be raiſed his fiege 

g | and returned to P:re.After that Poliſpercon meaning to 
ſet aud ozder and ffay about the affaires of Peloponeſe, 
aſemblcd befoze him the Deputies of all the Cities: 


Wt whom with gentle and gratious wo2des he allured fo 
5 iopne with him, and afterward ſent his Amballadoures 
uy ! to all the Cities, commaunding them that — 
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ſodainely kill all the gonernozs appointed by Ptolome, 
and reſtoze the gouernement to the people. Which 
tommaundement the people incontinently obeyed, ſo 
that there were great Nanghters and baniſhmentes 
thzoughout the Cities of the friends of Antipater. Then 
the commonaltie being reftozed to libertie and autho⸗ 
ritie, iopned with Poliſpercon . And bicauſe the Mega 
lopol:tames would not obey, but fill ſticke to Caſſander, 
Poliſpercon fully determined to beſlege them, When 
they vnderſtod his meaning andpurpoſe,they inconti⸗ 
nently cauſed all their godes in the Countrey to be 
b;ought into their towne, and alter muſtered and toke 
viewe of their people , which were of Citizens and fo- 
rainers, about fiftene thouſand beſives their lanes, — 
able men, and deuided them into two bandes: whe 
ſome made rampiers and other wozkes, ſome mant 
the walles, ſs that at one inſfant they were all v 
and occupied: One companie ditched about the Towne, 
an other companie carried wode and earth out of the 
fieldes to make the Rampiers, other repaired and men- 
ded the walles where they were any thing at all de⸗ 
cayed, ſome fozged harnates and engines of Artillarie, 
and on this ſozt was all the whole Citie occupied , bi- 
cauſe that enery one was minded,and diſpoſed thereto, 
foz ſo muche as the power which came againf them, 
were men of inuincible courages, and the Elephantes 
of great violence and might. Not long after that they 
had bzought all things into a readineſſe and perfection, 
Poliſpercon with his whole armie arriued befoze the 
lame, and on both ſides beſleged it. Dn the one ſide ens 
camped acedonianr, and on the other ſide bis allyes 
and ſtraungers. Ye builded alſs many Towers of 
wode, bygher than the curten and wall, and planted 
ä 
ures, e great 0 e 07 fim 

who ltoutly fought with them _ — 
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ER t bulwarkes. Be vaderminedlikewiſe the 
of their toures, and one parte of the curtev, and after 
gaue fire to the mynes, and ouerthzew them: When 
the Macedonian: [& the ouerthzawe of them, they made 
a great outcrie, wherat the towneſmen were marueb 
loully diſmayed, to ſ& their curten layde on grounde; 
Neuerthelefſe when they ſ& the Nate fozre ty 
enter the bzeache of the toures and walles, they dem⸗ 
ded themſelues into two bands, wherof ont band ſtode 
to the defence,and thzough the aduaunting,and difficul- 
tie of the paſſages where the enimie weld baue entred, 
they valiatly repulſed them. The other band made new 
rampiers and bulwarks moze within the towne:(o that 
bilides the wall oz curten which was cucrtb20wn, they 
did make an other curten and trenche a god diſtaunce 
from the firſt, wozkpng dap and night vutiil they had 
ended and finiſhed it, furniſhing the lame wyth Cette 
and engines of artillerie, wher with tbey ſoꝛe hurt am 
galled the enimie vpon the toures of wade, io that on 
eche fide were many burte and lapne votill nygbt aps 
p2oched, and then Polylpercon cauied to ſounde the re- 
traite, and retired into bis campe. 

The next day in the moꝛning he gane a freſhe aſſault 
and wanne the bzeache. tommaundpiig bys Pxroners 
to caſf abzoade the rubbiſhe and greate ſtenes whyche 
lay on heapes, into the dytches and trenches, fo2 (mes 
thing and playnyng the gre unde, that bys Clephauntes 
myght come nare, bytauſe then they woulre greately 
belpe to winne and take the towne. But the Megalopo - 
litains thzougy the wiſedome and conduce of Damides, 
who had long ſerued with Alexandet in Aſie, 4 knew 
the nature of Elephantes, fonade an ertellent remedis 
againſt them, and thzough his policie and trauail,mads 
thoſe monſtrous and terrible beaſts vnpzofitable , and 
oy” i do nothing in maner as foloweth., 


WHO dees and gates to be — 
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thzuſt them full of great pinnes, and layde them with- 
in the little ſhallowe ditches, wyt rhe es ol the 
pynnes vpwarde, and conered them mouldes of 
earth, and ſuche lyght ſtuffe, that they mighte not be 
ſcene : and when the enimie came to afſaile, to place on 
euery ſyde a ſtrong companie of ſhot of all ſoztes,and 
none befoze,ſo h Polyſpercon ſeeing none to reſiſt at the 
front of the entrie, bought on hys Tlephantes thzough 
the bꝛeache into the towne. But as ſone as they came 
to the place where the ditches were, they by reaſon of 
their beauineTe, ſo hurt their fete, that they could nei⸗ 
ther go foz warde,no2 backwarde, chieflp bicauſe of the 
violence of the ſhotte, whiche came ſo thicke agaynſte 
them on the ſide, that the greater parte of tbe / ng, 
their leaders, were ſoꝛe hurt 02 laine, not able to go⸗ 
uerne then, and the beaſtes fulyng them ſelues hurte, 
returned in great diio2der agaialt'theyz owne people, 
and maruellouly hurt them : and in tte end. the # migd⸗ 
tieſt and fierceſt fell vowne deade, and the — — 
doe no god, ouerthzewe thep2 owne companie. When 
the Megalopolitanes ſe that they hadde thus repulſ ed the 
enimie, they were delyaered from al feare, and PR 
very Wende. 


Aﬀter Chechatlvoue e et b ben 
through the wiledome of Aarigone,ſoone after dif. 
comiited, and finally lane in 5 age" 
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Fter this repatſe, polyſpereon repented! 
Ade nad beſte ged the Citie vefoze it was n aua: : 
- Andbicaufe he would loſe no time, he left one part 
of his armie at the ſiege, and with the reſt, be intended 
ſome greater and moze neceCacie exploites : Wherfoze 
be ſente Clyte Admirall a” whole ——_ _ 
ui. 2 
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Helleſßont to ſtoppe his enimies foz paſſing oute of {ſe 
into Furepe, commaunding him to call vppon Aride, to 
accompanie him, abyding with hys armie in the Citis 
of Ch ane, foz feare of Antigone his enimie. When Ch te 
had ſayled and was come to the paſſage of Helleſpent, 
and bad taken in Aride and hys menne of warre, and 
wonne to be his confederates, the Cities of — 
Nicanor capitaine of Munychie was ſent by Ca ander, 
with all the ſhippes there, with a certaine companie of 
other Souldiers, whych Antigone had alſo ſente, to the 
numbze of one hundzeth, and encountred Clyte about 
Bixance. Do he gaue him battaile, but Clytc wonne the 
victozie, in which be ſ@nke. rvij. ſayle of Nicanors, and 
pꝛized foztie, and the men within them. The reſt packt 
on ſayles, and fledde into the pozte of Calcedone. After 
wbyche ouerthzowe, Clyte thought that bys ennimies 
durſt no moze encounter him at ſea, by reaſon of theyz 
greate loſſe. Het withſtandyng Antigone aduertized of 
the ſayde conflict, hoztly after thozough bis wiſedome 
and diligence amended and requited the ſame. Foz be 
founde a meane to gette from the Ziznces a certains 
numbze of ſmall ſhips which be farnyſhed and charged 
with ſtoare of ſhotte, and nimble and quicke fotemen, 
and ſent them into £-rope, who being landed befoze the 
daunyng of the day, gane the alarme to Clytc and bes 
Douldiers, encamped on the lande, whome they ſo dil⸗ 
o2bered, that they retired to they ſhyppes out of aray, 
leauyng the greater parte of theyz baggage bebynde 
them, and many that did tarrie fo2 the ſauyng thereof, 
were ſlaine oz taken pꝛiſoners. In the meane while 
Antigone furniſhed hys greateſt ſhyppes wyth bis belt 
and moſt trained Souldiers, and alſo a greate numbze 
of Parpners, declaryng vnto them, that if they would 
luſtyly aſſayle and boꝛde the ennimie, be would wars 
rante them bothe great honoure and alſo viddoz ie. 

Jn purſuing which commaundement,Nicanor * 
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fhat night, and ſped him with ſuch diligence, tbat about 
the day bzeake, he wyth ſuche deuoire aſſayledand baz- 
ded the enimie, that findyng them at his arrinall oute 
of ozder, de put them to flight. Jn whiche flight ſome 
of the ennimies ſhippes were ſoze ſhaken and b;oſed, 
and the reſte wholly rendzed, and became fabiecte to 
Nicanor, excepte the Admirall, in'whythe Clyte eſta⸗ 
ped. Neuertheleſle after he was ſette on lande, and 
hoped ſafely to paſſe thozough the conntrey of Thrace 
into Macedone, he was by certapne of Lyſimache his 
Souldiers encountred on the way and flaine, |

]ring and diſpoſing of the affaires of M acedone,) un- 
derſtanding that Olympias made pzeparatid to come 

into the ſaid Realme, ſent a meſſanger of hirs to Caſ- 

ſander in Peloponeſe , pzaying bim that he would out of 

hand come to belpe and apde hir: And thzough great 

giftes and large pꝛomiſes, ſhe wan the Pzinces Ba⸗ 

rons of Macedone. Not wi | Poliſpercon aſſem⸗ 

bled a mightie armie , and with the King of Epyre acs 

companted and conducted the ſayde Olympias , together 

the ſonne of Alexander, into the realms

And when Olympias had intelligence that Euridice was 


with hir armie encamped in a countrey of the Nealme 
called a, ſhe with an armie made all poſſible ſperde as 
gainft hir, determining to hazarde all in one battaile. 
But ſo ſone as the two armies were aranged in ozder 
to fight, the Macedonians with Euridice ſeing the perſon 
of Olympias,ſo reuerenced hir foz the remembzaunce of 
hir ſonne Alexander, t the god turnes that be had done 
them, that they rendꝛed to the ſayde Olympias . And by 
that meane was king Philip with his ie and gard 

faken, and Euridice wpth Policles one of hir counſays 

lours,retired into the Citie of 4mphipolis, where not Ampvipolis. 
long alter ſhe alſo.was taken. 772 when * 
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had taken Philip and Euridice pꝛiſoners, ſhe ost ly af, 
ter without danger ſeazed on the realme: howbeit ſhe 
very vngentlyentreated them, , 
Foz firſt ſhe cauſed Euridice and hir huſband to be de 
truded into ſo ſtratght a pꝛiſon, that they coulde ſcarſe 
tourne them within, and had their meate ginen them 
in at alittle hole, And after they had bene a great while 
thus miſerably dealt withal, Olympias perceiuing that 
the Macedonian fo very compaſſion that they had of 
the ſaid captiues malicedhir,cauſed king Phillip by ter⸗ 
taine ſouldioures of Thrace to be llaine, after he had 
raigned and continued king fir yeares and foure mone- 
thes. And bicaule that Euridice ſomewhat iuſolentlye 
ſpake , and ſaide that ſhe had better right and title to 
the realme than Olympias, che therfoze without regard 
either of the late dignitieroyall that the ſayde Euridice 
had bene in, oz yet the common variet ie of foztune,ſent 
bir the inſtruments to end hir life withall : to wete,a 
ſwozd, a halt er, and poyſon, willing bir to choſe which 
kinde of death of the the ſhe beſt liked. Whereupon as 
maters after tel dut, Olympias in þ ſame ſozt miſerably 
ended hir life. Foz when the thze kindes of death wer 
pꝛeſented Euridice, ſhe pzayed the gods Þ ſuch pꝛeſentt 
might light vpon Olympias. And after ſhe had adozned 
the bodie of hir hulbande Phillip flaine in hir pzclence, 
and ſtopped vp the woundes, to coyer the defozmitieof 
them inthe beſt manner ſhe could, with hir owne git 
dle ſtrangled hir ſelfe, neuer ſighing noz weeping, ey 
ther yet wewing any countenaunce of deſire to liue: 
ſuche was the greatnefſe and courage of hir heart there 
Gewed in the ende of hir dapes. 
After Olympias had thus ſhamefully put the to death, 
ſhe made Nicanor Caſſanders bzother to be laine, and 
defaced the Tombe and monument of Iolas bys other 
bother, to reuenge the death of Alexander bir ſonne, 
as the ſayde,bicauſe that it was ſuſpected that be had 
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poploned him, in gyuing him dzynk, Duer and beſides 

this ſhe pick ed and weeded out an hundzed noble men of 

Macedon Caſſanders friends, and cauſed their thꝛotes to 

be cut, Wherefoze the people of the count rey ſeeing hir 

cruell dealing,reduced and called to memozie oft times 

the woꝛdes of Anti pater on his death bed, pꝛophecping re vophe: 
of things to come, who erhozted them to beware howe ce of age 
they gaue the regiment of a realme vnto a woman, In man Whiche 
thys ſozte was then gouerned the realme of «acedor, dyed.

A Fter al theſe matters, it is met we ſomWhat ſpeak 
of the things that tyme done in «4/ie. Eumenes-who 
had then in his companie the Muc edomians Arg iraſpides 
and Antigene their captaine, wint red in the Pꝛouince 
of Babylon, in the chief townes of the marches,and from 
thence ſente his ambaſſadozs towards Scleuke and Py⸗ 
thon, pzaying and erhozting them, that they with hym 
would apde the Rings againſt the rebell Antigone, bys 
cauſe that in the ſeconde diſtribution of the pzoninces 
made at Triparadis, was giuen to the ſayde Seleuke the 
Satrapie of Babylon, and to Python, Mede. Whom they 
then aunſwered, that to ſerue the Kyngs they were at 
commaundement,but to obey Eumenes, by the Macedo- 
nian adiudged an enimie and condempned man, that 
woulde they neue r do. And after they had with the ſayd 
Embaſſadozs at large debated the matter, they ſente a 
counter ambaſſade to Eumenes and the Argwaſpides, to 
K. ij. perſuade 
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perſuade them that of right they ought to depoſe Eume. 
nes from his authozitie:which thyng they denied: wher- 
foze he gaue them heartie thankes, and great commen, 
dations. From thence departed be with his armie, and 
encamped on the riuer Tyre, being thꝛee hundzed furs 
longs from the Citie of Babylon, to the intent to come 
to Suſie, and get the ſauours of the Satrapes of the byer 
countreys, and helpe hym ſclfe with the treaſure of the 
Kings as be thought nedefull, Notwithſtanding in the 
ende he muſt nedes paſſe the riuer, bicauſe on that ſide 
where he remained, were no victuals left, and on the o- 
ther ſide ſtoze. And as he had gotten anumbze of ſhips, 
to put auer hymſelfe and his armie,Scleuke and Python 
therof aduertiſed,rowed down the river in two galeys 
of thet tire of oares, and many bzigantines and other 
pinnaces, whiche had bene there builte andlefte in the 
countrey, and remained from the time of Alexander his 
being in that quarter of Babilon. And as ſone as they. 
were come thither , they nowe a freſhe pzacized and 
ſubozned the 4rg-r«#14es, willing them to expulſe Eu- 
menes his authozitie, ſaying he was a ſtraunger, & bad 
cauſed many Macedonians to be flaine, But when they 
ſee that they conlde not compaſſe them to erecute the 
ſame, the Seleucian rawed downe the riuer vnto an old 
ditche, and opened the mouth therof, which of long time 
bad bene ſtopped vp: wherevpon the water in ſhozte 
ſpace had ſo bꝛoken and runne out, that it couered and 
ouerflowed the campe of the .Hacedonians, and all the 
countrey rounde about, who being therewith in greate 
dager, e not knowing all the day bow to remedie it ar⸗ 
med them with pacience vntil the nert day in the moz- 
ning that they had gotten together their pinnaces and 
barkes, to the numbze of, CCC, oz therabouts, in the 
whiche without ſtoppe they put ouer the greater parte 
of the armie, bicauſe Seleulce had on the other ſide none 
but hozlle, and fewer in numbze than the — 
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But when Eumenes ſ& nyght dꝛawe on, and the greats 
difficult ie and hardeneſle to put oner the baggage, be 
cauſed thoſe that were already paſſed, to returne , And 
by the aduiſe and counſell of certaine peaſantes, he hol- 
lowedand clenſed a place of the ryuer, thzough whiche 
the water myght runne and voyde, to ouecthzowe the 
tountrep next adioynyng, Whiche thing the Se/exccans 
ſeing, and deſirous to diſcharge them their countreye, 
incontinent ſent meſſangers towardes them, by whom 
they agrad to graũt paſſage and truce fo2 certain days, 
They ſent alſo ambaCavours with all diligence towar⸗ 
des Antigone in «Heſopotamie, requiring hym to come 
in all ſpede with his whole power, befoze the other Sa- 
trapes of the hier Regions came downe to iopne wyth 
Eumenes and the Argiraſbider. After Eumenes had paſs 
ſed the Riuer, and come into the countrey of Se, he 
deuided hys armie into thꝛe partes; bycanſe viduals 
there were very deare, Foz they neither had wheate oz 
barley,but of other graine, as rice, and the fruict of pal- 
mes growyng in that cuntrey great abundance, which 
be by meaſure deuided amongs bys ſouldiers, And al- 
though he had by his firſt Ambaſſadozs ſente to the go⸗ 
uernours of the higher t „the letters patents 
of the Kings, by vertue of whiche all the gouernoures 
and Captains were commaunded fo obey him, yet ſent 
he after his poſts, requiring them with all their power 
t kozce to mets him in S«/iane,at which tyme the rulers 
had leuied an armie royall., fo2 the exploiting of other 
great affaires, whiche ſhall out of hande be declared.

power come into 2arthic,and had killed Vhilote 
deputie therof, and in his ſtede placed Eudame his bz 
ther, all the other Sxtrapr/es vnderſtanding the caſe, am 
fearing his like dealing with them, aſſembled agapnſt 
him, t vanquiſhed him in battaile,ſo that he was W the 
loſſe of a greate numbze of Souldiers fozced to abadon 
the countrey of ”arthe-UWWhereupon he firft retired inte 
ede, and from thence towardes Selculce in Babylon, 
to craue his aide and ſuccour, offring to make partition 
of the count res he had conquered, By reaſon wherof, 
the Satrapes which vnderſtod it aſſembled theyz power, 
and by that meane Eumenes his meCangers foũd them 
in armes, vnder the conduct of Penceſte, whom they hay 
appointed their general, a mi highly renoumed amon⸗ 
geſt the reſt, and of the chicftayns beſt etemed, whom 
Alexander alſo in his life time by reaſon of his ſtrength 
and mightineſle of body, bad apointed to be of his gart, 


peares during Alexanders life enioped, and ſo well gv 
uerned the ſame, that all the people of the countrey, 
greatly loued and honoured him. Wherfoze Alexander 
minding to gratifie them, ſuffered him onely, and none 
other of the «2/acedonians, to be apparelled like a Per- 
ſian, thinking they woulde therby be moze addict and o⸗ 
bedient to his gouernaunce. Ve had. r.thouſand Perſia 
ſhot, and. iij.thouſande other armed after the maner of 
the e Macedonians : Greekes and T bracians vj. C. hozle, 
and of Perſians, about. iiij. hundzed. Duer and beſydes 
theſe, Polems the Macedonian gonerner of Carmanie, hab 
a thouſande fine hundzed fotemen.e.vij. hundzed hozſe, 
Sybirte bailiffe of Aracoſie, a thouſande fotemen t. vj. C. 

hezſe, Androbaſe gouerner of parte of Paropamade was 

ſent W. rij. C. fotemen,and, iiij. hundzed hozſe.Staſander 

of Arie and Drangine, with a bande of Bactrians, havve 4 

thous 
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thouſande and fine hundzed fotenen, and one thouſand 
boꝛlle. Out of the countrey of Inde came Eudame wyth 
v. hundꝛed hozfle, and.ijj, thouſand fofmen,e. xxx. Ele⸗ 
phants: which Clephantes he got after the death of A- 
lexander from king Pore, whom by treaſon he had lain, 
And thus the power of all the ſayde Sara together, 
were. xx. thouſande and two hundzed fokemen,and.tii, 
thouſand and two hundzed hozlle, 


C Exmenes through his wiſedom appeaſcth the diſ- 
ſention of the Satrapes ſtriuing for the principa- 

lite, and payeth his men of war. And of the pre- 
paration which Antigone for his part maketh.

Fter they were all come into the countrep of Seſſane. 
and had topned with Eumenes, great contention a- 
roſe, who ſhould be gencrall of the armie . Fo2 Pen- 
ceſte ſaid that he ought to be perferred vnto it, both fo 
the greatneCe of his numbꝛe, and alſo foz his eſtimatid q 
pzerogatine during Alexander his life.Agapne, Antigene 
Captapne of the Argrraſþ:des ſayd, that the choſing of the 
generall, appertapncdtohim and the Argira5þ:des , bye 
cauſe it were they which in Alexander his companie had 
conquered the countrep of e, and thꝛough their vers 
tue and pꝛowes ſtod alwayes inuincible. When TL ume- 
nes ſe and pertepued their contronerſie , and fearing that 
by their inteſtine diſlention Antigone might eaſelp ouers 
thꝛow them, he was of the aduiſe not to appoint one ſole 
Generall o2 chief, but loke which of the Sarrapies f Caps 
taynes ſocuer that the multitude thonght moſt wozthie 
and reno wmed, ſhould daplp aſſcmble in the Kings paup⸗ 
11d; which de had made readie to be pitched, whereſcever 
they were, in the middeft whereofſhonld i*te the ſtatue 
0; image of Alexander in a Thzone Jmpcriall, vn er a 
O.. ſumptu⸗ 
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lumptuous tabernacle o2 clothe of eſtate: and after ſer» 
uice done, to deuiſe and tale of the b2gent aud publique 
affaires. Which opinion was amongs them all thoughte 
god t reſonable, And afrer they had agreed vpon this,they 
aſſembled and mette togethers as they commonly doe in 
Cities gouerned by the beſt and woꝛſhipfulleſt Citizens, 
alter the maner Yemocrarke. And immediatiy vpon their 
comming to the Citie of Se. Eumenes commaunded the 
kings Treaſurers to deliuer him ſuche ſummes of monep 
as de tho1ght neceſſarte to be employed t defraide about 
the affaires ofthe warres. Foz the kings had commaun⸗ 
ded them to gyue him what he would aſke , After whiche 
receipt,h? payed the Macedonian fo; fire monthes, and 
gaue 20 Eudame the /:4:47, who bought the Elephants, 
two hundꝛed Talents as it were foz the hier ol his beaſts, 
but ts ſap trueth, it was to make him his friende. Fo2 he 
thought who ſo ener of the S<:rapes would ſtand agapnſt 
him, if he ioyned with him, he ſhould (tb2ough the vie of 
the ſaid beaſtes being in warres very terrible) be greatly 
{rengthned.Aad foz the reſt ofthe Dou!diers which wer 
not M acedaniant, enery of the Sarrapes maintapned his 
with the renenue of his Satrapie. While Eumenes la 
thus at Sue, he greatly encreaſed t᷑ trigtbned his 


And as fo2 Antizone, he determined after winter once 


paſt ouer in Meſopot ame, to aſſaile him befoze the other 
Satrapes ſhoulde ioyne with him , But when be vnder⸗ 
ftad they were alreadie iopned, he altered his minde, and 
aſſembled a new armie to ſtrengthen that de hadde, kno⸗ 
wing right well, that the warres by him entrepziled, re⸗ 
guired great power,

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OT Hile theſethings were in doing, Attale, Poleme, 
VV Docine, Antipater and Philote, Akete his Caps 
taynes , and taken with him at the oucrth:owe, 
and euer after in a verie ſtrong Caffle emp;iſoned,bnder- 
' ſtanding that Antigone was gone into the hier Satrapies, 
thin ing it then god time fo cape, pzazed and wanne 
ſome of their keepers to be loſed, whereby they ſeyzed on 
the other Souldters armour which garded them , and as 
bout midnight being but eigdt, vio!ftly ranne vpon their 
keepers which were aboue. iiij.ſhũdꝛed: neuerthelcCle thep 
wer of greter cozage than their garders,4 ſomtime Alex- 
ander his Sonldicrs . And firkk , thep thaew downe from 
the deigth ofthe wals into the ditch. Xenopithe Captayne 
of the Caftle,veing aboue a furlong of height: and foʒ the 
reft,ſome they flew,caſt ſome out of the Caſtie,and aſter 
ſet fire on certain houſes without, e toke into them ſiſtie 
of their houlſhold ſeruaunts, who alwapes had attended 
abzoad,twking when the enterpꝛiſe would take place. By 
which meane they ſeized on a very ſtrong Caſtie, and furs 
niſhed with al things neceſſarp; nenertheleſſe,thep wers 
in great deceptation and doubt, whether to tarrie there x 
attend the commmg of Eumenes, ſince they were ſtrongly 
placed t well vicualed, oz whether to aducnture though 
tie countrep whatſoeucr betid them , Docine was ofthe 
opinion to go out, and Attale c6trarp,ſaping,that though 
their long detention in pꝛilon, which hadde much feeblcd 
their perſons,ttep wer not able to endure any warlike las 
bours. And white thep thus contended(certen ſouldiers of 
the nert villages to the number ol. v.thouſand fatm? and 
four thouſand hoꝛſe, aſſembled with aboue four thouſand 
payſantes mhiche they had gotten together ſodajnlp, uns 
der ſuche a Captayne as they had choſcn) pꝛeuented and 
beſieged them. 

When Docine ſ& and appertepued that they were a- 
aayn encloſed, he had eſpied a certaine ſecrete wap ofthe 
Towne vngarded , by whichehe let - — 
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of his, and ſent him towardes Srraronice Antigone his 
wife abiding thereby, pzaping hir to take pitie 8nd com. 
paſſion on him. And not tarrping foz aunſwere, but tt in 
king to eſtape. tumble d him ſcife twofold downe the wal, 
where he was without ſuertie taken and caſt in pꝛiſon. 
But the other whiche came ont bekoze him, the tnimie 
racked,to make him confeſſe and ſhew the paſſage whiche 
be and the ſaid Docine came out at: which he did, ſo that 
by bis meanc and condutt, they wanne and toke one ofthe 


_ro:ks the caſtle ſtode on, althcugh almoſt impꝛegnable e 


inacceſſible, Neucrthelcſſe,the Captapnes within, albeit 
few in num er, thzough their great vertue and pzowes 
ſo valianntip them defended , that they reſiſted and kept 
them ont a peare and foure moneths befoze they could be 
banquiſhed, fighting almoſt cnerie dave, and in the ende, 
were tak? by fozce And now fo2 a wi e we will tcane of 
this matter and re:ozne:!o Antigone, making mention of

He ſame peare that Democlade was P2efoz. of A. 
Loh and Caye lune and Quinte Emilye were Cons 

ſulles at Rome, and that Denomene of Leccorre wont 
the pꝛiſe at the running in theOlympiade the Crvj. Anti 
gone departed out of 44eſ+poramre,and w his power tame 
into abylon where he founde Scleuke and Python, who 
there iopned with him. Sboztly after, they made a bai*ge 
with their ſhips ouer the River of 7 ygre, vpon which they 
ſet oner their armies , and after marched againſt the eni⸗ 
mie. Which thing when Eumenes and t he other Serrapes 
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and Captapnes with him vndꝛrſtod, gaue firſt in com- 
mau ndement to ile Captayne of the Taſtle of 
Suſe, not to deliuer to Antigone any of the monep in his 
tuſtodie, noꝛ pet once to communicate 4 talke with him. 
Chat done, they departed the Citie,andcame all together 
to the Riuer of 7 ygre , fromthe ſaid Citie about a dayes 
iourney, adiopning the mountaine in that Region,wheres 
in inhabit and dwell certayne people called the Dans, li- 
uing at libertie. The bꝛeadth of whiche in many places 
ther eabout, is commonly thz& and foure furlongs ouer, 
ano the midſt ofthe ſtreame as depe as the height ot an 
Elephant, runn ing though the countrey from the moun⸗ 
taines aboue. bij. hundzed furlongs, and falleth into the 
red Dea. It is alſo full of Sea fiſhe and monſters whiche 
ſhew them ſelues after the firſt entring of the Canicular 
dapes. When Eumenes and his companions were there 
arriued, they encamped about the banks of the riuer next 
to the Sea ſide , attending the enimie. | Andbpcauſe they 
wanted men fo2 the gar ding of the ſaid riuer, Eumenes & 
Antigene required Penceſte to ſend: ſoꝛ, out of Perſe, ten 
thouſand Archers and other ſhot, who fligthly gaue them 
the hearing, bycauſe he was not choſen gencrall of the ar⸗ 
my. But after he had conſidered that if Antigone wonne 
the vico2ie,he Chou!d loſe his Satrapes, and ſtand in daun⸗ 
ger ok his life, and that hauing a greater number he might 
the eallier obtayne vicozie,acco2ded their requeſtes, and 
ſent fo2 ten thouſand Perſians ſhot moꝛe. And although 
ſome ol the ſaio Perſians were thirtie dapes iourney from 
the place where the campe lape, vet in one day they hadde 
newes and were by a maruelous induſt rie advertiſed of 
the meſſage , And bytaule it is a thing at the firſt ſight, Maruc!low 
bard to be belerued, J ther eſoꝛe meane to teil in what 02, induftne. 
der and maner it was done. And firſt, thou muſt pꝛeſu⸗ 
poſe that the Countrep of Perſe is all hillp and full of lit- 
tle mountapnes : wherefoze they had appointed certaine 
people of the Countrey , and eſpecialiy ſuche as hadde the

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loudeſt and ſhilleſt votces,to fd in tbe bieſt plates ofthe 
mountaines to kepe watch ſo niert one anotber,tbat they 


which made a loude noiſe,might both be hard e bnderffer, 


and by that meane they declared from one tu another. tt at 
which was commannded bp the ſound of the firff 
tuen to the cnde and ſartheft partes of the Countre y. 
Then Eumenes and Penceſte , hening regarde with their 
hoſt to that befoꝛe ſaxd: Antigone with his whote armie 
entred the Citie of Suſe, and there pꝛotlaymed Scleuke go, 
uernour of that Pꝛouinte. And bycauſe Xenophile Caps 
tapne of the Caſtle and ke&per of the treainre, tefuſtd to 
obep him, he appointed a number ol his men of warre to 
tarrie and be ſiege him, and him ſelfe with the rct ſette 
fo:th againſt the enimie, thzoughe a hoate countrep, vip 
daungerous and painfull to a people of another Nation: 
wherefoze he was fozced to trauell by night, and at the 
Sunne ryſing to ſoiozne about the Riner : ſo that he 
cculdno way eſcape without loſe of many men, by rea 
ſon of the feruent heat, and chiefly being about the cant» 
cular dapes. And incontinent after te was tome to the 
place he would be at, he mate readie all things n tete and 
necefſarie fo2 his paſſage . Now was he in the ſame co2 
ner 02 bought, that the Riner of 7 ygre deſ ending from 


the Pountapnes entreth Paſirigre , diſtaunt from the. 


Camp of Eumenes toute ſcoze furlongs, and commonly 
aboue foure ox gangs b:oabe : and beſides that,the Riner 
was ſo violent and (wift, that it was impoſſible to paſſe 
oner without a bꝛidge oz ſhips . Wherefcze taking ſomes 


cockes and long boates , he put ener a certain numbze of 


his men, tommaunding them, that as ſone as they were 
on the other ſide, to entrenche and firengthen them with 
ditches and trenches, keeping god watch vntill the reit 
were come oner . Whercupon Eumenes by b ys intelli⸗ 
gencers aduertiſcd , paſſed and came ouer the bzidge 
which be had made over the river 7 yere, with foure thou 
ſand fotcmen, and a thouſande and thz# hundzed 1 
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to charge Antigone his @o:1lbiers already paſſed, being 
nere about th2& thoaſande fotemen , and fonre hundzed 
dozſe,and of fozragers, vicuallers and ſach like whiche 
went befoꝛe to make p2ouifton of victuals, avone fir thous 
fand. And firlf, he charged the diſo2vered and ſtragiers, fo 
that at his firſt arriu aul de put ſome to flight, and in the 
ende caaſed ail the Macedonia whiche ta? to their de» 
fence,herunne into the Riner,bycauſe he had the greater 
number, and therefoze he charged them luſtely,, And foz 
that everie man was gladde to ſaue bim ſelfe , they made 
ſuch ſptede to their ſhippes to hanerepaſſed , that with an 
duercharge, the greater numbꝛe ſonke, and the ret which 
thought to be ſaved, aſſaped to ſwimme, but few oꝛ none 
eſcaped downing , by reaſon of the violence and ſwift- 
neſſe of the Riuer. And they whiche thonght better to 
render to the mercie of the enimie, than to be dzenched in 
the water, were taken pziſoners, being aboue foure thous 
ſand. And although Antigone ſe befo2e his eyes ſo great 
an oucrthzow of his Souldiers, pet could he by no means 
remedie it, by reaſon ol the want of ſhippes. Wherefoze The Citie of 
conſidering it was impoſſible to paſſe; he returned e went 1. fler. 
to the Citie ol Bedace, ſtanding vpon the Riuer Exle: - The ryucr

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Hen Antigone had tertain dayes in the Citie 

ol Bedace, well refreſhed his armie, he determi⸗ 

ned to marche therewith into the Region of 
Ec bat hane in the countrep of ede, hoping 
conquer the hie Countreis. And although there were 
two wapes to paſſe into Mede, yet was it a hard matter 
foʒ him, without interruption and let to get though any 
of both. Fo2 the wap by the mannured lande, was fap2e t 
extellent. but verp boat and little lee than.xl.dayts 
ney. But the other, leading th;zongh the Countrey ofthe 
Ee(ians;as very ſho2t and cloſe , howbcit,colte, ſharpe, 
fraight,billy and barren, and the enimies ccfitrey: ſo that 
it had ben very difficult without the god wils of the pay 
ſaunts to paſſe an army,being a people which time out of 
mind had alwapyes lyued at libertie, dwelling in canes, 4. 
lining with acoznes,muſh2ubbes and the fleſhe of ſanage 
and wilde beaſtes poudertd. Neuertheleſſe, Antigone has 
ning ſo mightie an armie , thought it ouer great a ſhams 
to pꝛay and require ſuche flancs of paſſage t 
recourſe.Wherefoze determining to take that wape, de 
chole out of the whole army the targe carriers, archers,e 
all other ſhot and light armed men, which were the luſtiel 
fellowes and moſt aduenterours , and deuided them inte 
two bands, whereofthe charge ofthe one he gane Near- 
che,commannding him to march befo:e,and to winne the 
molt meete and convenient paſſages. And tbe other bande 
be deuided, and ſet al alongs the way in diuerſe plates, as 
occaſion ſerued. Then him ſelfe marched on with the phi 
lan ge 02 battail ot fotemen, and tõmitted the rereward to 
Python. But the firſt which were ſent out, aſter they had 


thereby ta 


won certain trifling paſſages to no purpoſe, 6 not the pal 
ſages moſt nete ſſarie, tte papſaunts at bande, ſoſtoutly 
charged them, that they lem a great number. and the reit 
very hardly eſtaped. And Antigone comming on with bis 
battail of fotmen,thinking to win the ſtraigbtes, was in 
great daunger , which by no meanes could be remedyed,

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Foz the papſants knowing the ways and fraightes of 
the paſſages,had pꝛeuented them, and from the tops of 
the rocks, caſt and tumbled downe agaynſt the ſouldi- 
ers as they marched, huge and mighty ſtones, They had 
alſo great ſtrength of bowes, wherwith they hurt and 
galled the enimie, bicauſe they coulde neyther defende 
no2 pet eſchue the dinte of the ſhotte, by reaſon of the 
hardneſſe of the way, which was ſtiepe and almoſt in- 
acceſſible : ſo that the Elephants, boʒſemen, and the ar- 
med fotemen, coulde no waye ſuccoure them, foz that 
that they were in as greate daunger, 02 moze than the 
ret, Then acknowleged he his fault, and repented him 
that he had not belued and followed the aduiſe 4 coun⸗ 
ſel of Python & other bis friendes, foʒ buying of the paſ- 
ſage. Notwithſtanding in the ende he ſo valiantly and 
wiſely bare hym ſelfe, that he had wythin nyne dayes, 
with great loſe, maruelous daunger and ſoze trauaile 
of his ſouldiers, gotten the countrey habitable of Mede. 
Wherfoze they were ſo mutjnous, that euery man c6- 
plained, cried out, and ſpake very euill woꝛds of hym. 
And to ſaye the truthe, fo2 the ſpace ol.xliij. dayes, they 
had abidden many maruellous aduentures, and ſuffered 
intollerable miſchenes, Yowbeit he with [werte wozds 
and ſtoare of victuals appeaſed their mutinie, and well 
refreſhed them, and after commaunded Python to tras 
uaile thzough the whole countrey of Meade, there to le» 
nie ſo many hoʒſmen t hoꝛſes as be coulde get, Mhiche 
commaundement he diligently executed, and in ſhozte 
time, bicauſe the region was well furniſhed with hoſe 
and other beſtiall: he bꝛought. ij. thouſande luſty hozſe- 
men, and very nere a thouſande ſpare ho2ſſe, well aps 
pointed fo2 the warres: And of al other kinde of cattel, 
as Pares,and ſuch like bearing beaſts, ſo many as ſuf- 
fiſed the whole armie: and bilides bzoughte.v, hundzed 
talents of the treſure royall on the emptie hoꝛſes. Then 
remounted Antigone all thoſe which had lofte their hoz⸗ 
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Perſepolis. 


* andbarrein of all kindes of victuals, and the other a hit 
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ſes ; and amongs the re ſte diuided the other beſttall. 
Which liberall dealing,bzought him againe in fauoure 
with bis men of warre. 


C Eumencs to pleaſe his Satrapes, with the whole ar- 
mie marcheth into the countrey of Perſe, and by 
his wiſedome and policie putteth Penceſte, who 
affected the goucrnment and armie,in great fear: 
and after reconcileth the ſayd Penceſte, and aſſu- 
reth him ſelfe of all the other Satrepes and Cap- 
taines, ; 


T he.ix. Chapter. 


ter Eumenes « the Satrapes with him, vnderftode 
Ast Antigone his commyng into Alcide, they called 

many counſells, and were of diners opinions, Foz 
Eumenes and Antigene captaine of the Argra/jides, and 
all the reſt whiche came out of the lowe countrey, dyd 
ſhinke it meteſt and moſte foz their ſafetie to go to- 
wardes the ſea from whence they tame. But the Stra- 
pes of the bye countreys, bauing ſpecial regard to their 
owne particular caſe,ſapd, that the beft were to march 
into the higher regions. When the dillention thus en- 
creaſed and wared hoter, Eumenes fozeſteing, that if the 
armie ſhould be deuided and diſperſed, eithcr part then 
hould be to weake to encounter the enimie, condeſcens 
ded fo the Sarrapes of the high cunt reys. Mberupon they 
remoued their Campe from the Ryuer of ”-ſir-gre, and 
marched on to Terſcpolis, the honourableſt citie of Perſe, 
being about. xxviij.da yes ioznep,a countrey very billy, 
the one way lying beneath the mountaines very botte 


countrey, very bolſome, and a gad aire,ful of al kindes 
of pleaſant fruites. It was alſo ful of valeys,cloſe and 
fhodowy, and gardens aboũding with all ſozts of tres, 
and frutes , great ſtoze of fountaines likewiſe _—_ 
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with clatre waters, makpng the counfrey maruellous 
pleaſaunt and delectable, whiche cauſed the paſſengers 
to deſire to reſt and ſoioꝛne there, Pozeouer there wer 
many faire chaſes, and greate plentie of wilde beaſtes, 
wherof the peaſantes bzought to Penceſte greate abuns 
dance, whiche be gane and beſtowed vppon the men of 
warce, ts get and win their loue and god wils. There 
are alſo in that region foz archers and other ſhotte, the 
beſt Douldiers within the whole conntreye of Perſe. 0 
When they were at laſt arrined in the Citie ropall of 
Perſcpolis, Penceſte gouerner of the ſame countrey,made 
a ſolempne ſacrifice to Philip and Alexander, as to they 
Gods, and after the ſacrifice, a greate and ſumptuous 
banket to the whole campe, aboundyng in all ſoztes of 
meates, bzought from all the partes of the countrey. 
And foz the aſſemble of the men of warre, be made rea⸗ 
die a place ab2oade in the fieldes, with.iiij.round circles 
like vato a cloiſter, one with in an other egally diſtant, 
the ſeconde bigger than the firſt, t all the refte in mete 
p2opo2tio, (o'P the vttermoſte which incloſed the other 
thz&, was. x. furlongs about, in whiche ſate the merce- 
narie ſouldiers and ſtraungers. Jn the ſeconde ſat the 
Argiraijides Macedonians, and the Douldiers which ſer - 
ued with Alexander in his warrs. biij.furlongs in com⸗ 
paſſe. In the thirde were the extraozdinarie captaines 
hozſemen, and all other the ſpeciall friends of the Satra- 
per, and other chieftaines, being foure furlongs aboute, 
In the laſt which was two furlongs round, ſat the Dus 
kes, and chief rulers of the armic, the captaines of the 
hoz\men, and the p2inces of Perſe there. In the midde it 
of the laſt circle ſtode the altars of the Gods, the taber⸗ 
nacle of Alexander and Philip, whoſe ſeates were made 
of leaues and tres bearing frute, and the reſidue coue⸗ 
red with faire and riche tapiffrie, wherof the countrep 
of Perſe aboundeth, being full of delices and thyngs of 
pleaſure, The diſtances of the circles were in that ſozt 
P. ih. dzawne 
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d:awen out, to the ende that they which ſat in the one, 
ſhould be no let oz ſtop to thoſe in the other: and euery 
circle had bis officers and miniſters,kitchins, and all o- 
ther houſes of office, in ſuch ozder and ſo many,that the 
great diligence and pꝛouidente of Penceſte, might ther- 
in be well vnderſtode and knowne. Ey meane wherof 
be greatly wanne the fauoure and god willes of all the 
companie. Which thyng Eumenes perteruing, and kno⸗ 
wing be went about to win the ſouldiers fauours to be 
made generall, and to obtaine the pꝛincipalitie, couns 
terfaited t fo2ged certaine falſe and ſurmiſed letters, 
by wbiche he animated the Souldiers to warre,where- 
with be lone abated Penceſte his audacitie and ambiti⸗ 
on, and bzought him ſelf into greater authozitie and res 
putation, in whome alſo the men of warre bad greats 
hope and confidence, The contents of the letters wert 
theſe : Bow that Olympias had bzought the pong ſonne 
of Alexander into 1/aced.re, bad flayne Caſlander, and 
peaceably enioyed the realm, And that Pohſpercon, with 
the greateſt parte of the armie royall and all tte Ele⸗ 
phantes,was gone into Aſie, to war on Antigone, ( was 
already in Cappadoce. Whiche letteis were waitten in 
the Syrian tongue, ſubſcribed in the name of Oronte Sa» 
trapa of Armenie, Penceſte his great friend, and therfoze 
bare the moze credit. Then Eumenes cauſed them to be 
caried to all the Sarr«pes and captaines to be ſene , and 
after publiſhed them to the whole armie. By reaſon of 
whiche letters, all the hoſt then thought that Eumenas 
might aduaunce to the kings whome he weulde,and pu 
niche thoſe be hated. And the moze to put and keepe in 
terrour and feare ſuche as were diſobedient and dell⸗ 
rous of authozitie, he called to judgement Sybirte,Serr«- 
p< of Aracoſe, and great friend to Penceſt, whome he ats 
cuſed, ſaying that he had ſent ſome of his bozſe againf 
the Aracothes, without knowledge of the aſſemble and 


counſel, and therfoze required that he might be _ 
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ged, and all his treaſure and godes confiſcate, Where 
vpon de put bim in ſuch perill and danger, that if he had 
not ſecretly fled, he had bene llaine by the multitude of 
the Souldiers, Notwithſtandyng, after he had by that 
meane put the other in feare,and reconered his autho⸗ 
ritie, ge returned to his accuſtomed humanitie and cur⸗ 
teſie, and thzough faire wozdes and large pꝛomiſes he 
reconciled Penceſte, and made hym readie and tractas 
ble to employ his ſernice in the affaires of the Kings. 
And to aſſure him ſelf of the other Se,. chieftains x 
captaines, and to haue ſome maner guage of them, to 
ſerue in ſteade of hoſtages , he fained the want of mo- 
nep,.pꝛaying euery of them to lend him as much as they 
coulde ſpar e, foʒ the affaires of the kings. Whiche they 
did, ſo that he bozowed of thoſe whom he chiefly ſuſpet⸗ 
ted, the iuſt ſumme of.CCCC, talents, By which mean 
de thought him ſo ſure of the,that they would not wozk 
bim any falſhode oz treaſon, noz pet once ſteppe aſpde 
from him, whom he after kept & reſerued fo the garde 
and defence of his perſon and his fautours, in all his af 
faires whatſoeuer, 


TOf the battaile betwene Antigone & Fumenet, and of their 
powers: and of their retire to winter without vic- 
torie on either ſide. 


T he.x.Chapter. 


en Eumenes had thus pꝛouided foz all things 
that might bappen as afozeſapde,newes were 
b2onght out of 47ede, bowe Antigone with his 
whole power was commyng into Pere, which Eumenes 
onder ſtanding, immediatly toke his tourney wyth bys 
whole armie, determining to be there befoze dim, to þ 
ende to giue battaile. Whereupon he ſacrificed to the 
Gods, and that done, royally — the Pzinces 
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captaines and men of warre, bicanſe he w ould gine them 
greater occaſion of affenion and lone towardes him, = 
And fo2 that they ſhould thinke he wold at ful pleaſe them, 
be pledged ſo manp as dꝛonke vnto bym, by reaſon whers 
of de fell into a grieuous maladie, and therfoze was fozced 
to repoſe there certaine dapes. Foz whoſe cauſe, allthe 
whole armie(deſirous of battaile) were very ſoʒie. Neuer- 
theleſle, after ſome amendement and retouerie, de no lon 
ger ſtayed his journey, but being carried in a hozſelitter, 
haſted on the aray, the conduc wherof be gaue to Penceſt 
and Antigene. And after he had gotten within a days ion 
nep of the enimie, the bauntcurrers of ecke ſide gaue intel, 
ligence of the appꝛoch of one an other, wherfoze they des 
termined on both ſides the nert day folowing to giue bat- 
taile. Yowbeit by reaſon of a valley and Riner betwirte 
them, the raightneſſe of the grounde, they were 
fruſtrate of their purpoſes and determinations, Notwiths 
ſcanding they aranged on either fide their battailes , and 
encamped not aboue. iij. furlongs one from an other: 
and taz. iii. dapes together, they onely ſkirmiſhed with 
ſhot : during which time both the armies had waffed and 
c6ſumed all the victuals in the countrey ntere vnto them, 
ſo that thep began to wante. 


The fifte day folowing A ntigone ſent his ambaſſadozs 
towards the Satrapes E Mac edoniens,to perſuade them to 


- abidon «4 fo:ſake Eumenes, and toyne with him,p2omiling 
to leaue the Satrapes they2 Satrapies. And the reſte whiche 
would not folowe the campe, he pꝛomiſed to ſome greate 
landes and poſſeſſions, and to ſende the reſte honourably 
with large giftes home into their countreys : and ſo mas 
ny as minded to ſerue, he was contente fo retaine, enery 
one accoꝛding to his aſtate. To whiche offers and gentle 
woꝛdes the Macedonians gane no eare, but threatened to 
kill the meſlangers, if they departed not, and that quicke⸗ 
ly. Which thing Eumenes vnderſtanding, came towards 
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them, bighly allowing and commending their doinges, 
ET beganne to recite 
this Fable enſupng, which although elde, pet very 
rr 
quod he) a pon, amo- 

rous of a faire pong Damoſel, which pꝛaped of 
dir Father this mapd in mariage. Wherunto the 
aunſwered, that he was wel pleaſed to beſtow hir on dim, 
always pꝛouided, that he ſhoulde pull of his clawes, and 
plucke out dis terth, fearyng that if vpon any occaſion be 
waxed angry with his daughter, bauyng his tethe and 
tlawes, be would incontinentlyp teare hir in pieces : To 
which demaſide the Lyon agreed. But whe the father of þ 

mapden ſer that the Lyon had nepther clawes noz te&th 

foz his defence, he with a leaner eaſily lewe dym. Euen 
ſo ( quod he) noble ſouldiers and Companions in armes, 
woulde Antigone doe with you, pzomiſing all pour deſtre 
vntill be haue pou bnder his power, but after he will pu⸗ 
nyſhe you at his pleaſure. When be had thus ſpoken, the 
ſonidiers beleened be ſayde truthe, and therevpon the al- 
ſemble bzake vp. When night came, certaine which fled 
from Antigone his tampe, arriued, declaryng that he was 
truſſyng vp bis baggage, and that at the ſeconde watche 
of the nyght he meant to departe . When Eumencs bn» 
derſtode therof, he imagened that he would into the coun- "TBE 
trey of Gabene, being but th:& dayes tourney off, £ 
itfode whole, and furnyſhed wyth all kindes of 
ks vicuall a campe fo2 a long time, and beſpꝛinkled wpth 
ryuers and ſtrong valeys very harde topaſſe. Foz which 
canſe, Eumenes determpned to pꝛeuente and occupie the 
ſame countrey befoze hym, and therebpon marched fo:th . 
on the way. But to kepe the enimie in the meane wdyle Aurel 
occupied, he ſent certaine of hys mercenarie Souldiours 
whome he hadde corupte, to Antigone hys campe, who 
Houlde make ſemblaunt as though they came to yelde : 


affirmyng, 
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affirming that the enimie was in redineſſe to come am 
aſlaile them that night in their campe,and in the meane 
teme, commaunded bys ſouldiers lone after they hay 
ſupped, to take their journey : which they did. When 
Antigone vnderſtode that the enimie would come and 
aſſaile him in his campe, he ſtayed his armie, and put 
them in oꝛder of battaile : and while he was ſo occupied 
Eumenes with his armie had trauailed a great wap be- 
yonde them befoze it was percepued and knowne. Ne- 
uertheleſſe after be was by his (coute aduertiſed of the 
truthe, and vnder ſtode the craftie dealyng, be altered 
not his purpoſe, but comaunded his men with all ſpede 
to purſue the enimie as though they fledde. ut alter a 
whiles trauail, ſeing the enimie ſix boures befoze him, 
and he by no meane able to ouertake them, bethoughte 
bym of this policie. Firſt he left the conduc of his late 
men to Python, to bayng them on with reaſonable ioz 
neys, and he vpon the ſpurre wyth his hozſes purſued 
the enimie, and by the dape bzeake bad overtaken the 
taile as they were deſcending into a vale v. So he taried 
and reſted him vpon the top of a mountapne, and there 
muſtred bis men, makyng in the fece of the enimie, the 
greateſt ſwew he could: Who thinking it to be y whole 
armie of Antigone, ſtayed and put themſelues in oꝛdet 
of battaile, determining out of bande to fighte.3n thys 
ſozte, the generals of either armie by ſubtile and mat 
ciall policies, dete yued one an other, as if they had ſtri⸗ 
ued whiche of them had ben wiſeſt, and ſkilfulleft and 
to ſhew that the vicozie greately conſiſted in their two 
perſons, And by this deuiſe hathe Antigone ftayed the 
enimie,bauing god lepſure to attende fo2 his fotemen; 
and after they were come, they aranged their batailes, 
The number and then diſcended the fade of the bill, in (uche o2der 8s 
of the men on Was terrible to beholde. Ve had in the whole with the 
either fide, and ſguldiers of Scleuke and Python, aboue . xxviij. thouſande 
their order. f@temen, viij. thouſande bozſe, and, lx v. Elcphantes. 
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The two Chieftapnes vſed their ſundꝛie pollicies in 02- 
dering their battails, as who would ſaye that the one had 
as great knowledge and experience as the other, 

Firft, Eumenes gaue the leading of the vowarde of 
his armie to Eudame, who bzought the Elephantes out of 
Inde, beſides a bande of. v.hundzed hoaſe aboute him. Be⸗ 
foze the placed he two bides of hozſe in eche, 
one at the taple of an other, at the fete of the mountapne 
in places moſte meete. After was placed Staſander, wpth 
dis thouſande hozſe. After bym, Antimacke, gouerner of a mace. 
Meſopotamie, With. , hundzed hoꝛſe, beſides. vi. bund2ed 
Arocothes, who befoze had ben vnder the cõdud of Hybirte 
and after he flcd, giuen to were. vj.hundzed 
hozle of the Þ placed,and with them, bi. bun, => 
died Thraciant. And befoze all the bandes afozeſapde, be 
placed.rrb, Elephants, aranged in manner of a ſaint An» 
d:ewes crofle, and the ſpaces betwene the and 
the bo2ſe, he ſupplied with ſhot. The bowarde being in 
thys ſo2t placed, the battaile of fotemen marched next, in 
the koꝛeparte whereof were appointed the mercenaries, 
being aboue ſir thouſande , behinde them, fine thouſand 
of dpuers nations, whiche came thither to ſerue, all ar⸗ 
med after the maner of the Macedon. After them were 
placedthe 4 — D— thouſands 
— 2 whiche bande bytauſe it was 
neuer vanquiſbed noʒ ouerthꝛowen, greatiy feared the en- 
nimie, and behinde them, all the ſouldiours which Alex- 
ander waged, beyng aboute the lyke numbze of the · Argi- 
raſpides, and ſerued vnder their captaines : and befoze the 
Phalang 02 battaile of fotemen de arranged foztie Cle- 
pbantes. and the voyde ſpaces betwixte them he likewiſe 
ſupplied with ſwtemen lightly armed. On the leſte wyng 
02 rerewarde onthe other ſide of the phalang, were firfte 
placed thate hundzed Canan, vnder the charge of Cle- Clepoleme. 
poleme, after them nine hundzed, called the companions 
rr 2 
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tes, about a thouſand Median, and Palatians, All 
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to the numbze of thꝛ hundzed hozſe, all vnder one guy, 
don: and at the end of them, de appointed his owne band 
of hozſe of the like numbꝛe. And foz their gard, he placed 
two wings of his houſhold ſeruants, fiftie hoſe in eche, 
aranged on the ſide,and not a front like the reft. And with, 
out themin the right popnt he likewiſe placed in an otter 
wing foure bandes, wherein were two hund2eth chopſe 
and picked hoꝛſe. Beſides them, de choſe out of the ligh- 
teſt and bꝛaueſt of all nations be had. CCC. whome he 
placed in the front of the battaile whcre be bymſelſe was, 
and bcfo:8 them he aranged the reſt of his Giephantes. 
Lhe whole armie of Eumenes was about.xxrv.thouſand 
fotemen. vj. hundzed ho2fe, and. Cxl. Elepbantes. 
Antigone being in the top of the mountaine,bad ſcene the 
oder which Eumencs kept, be arranged his battails as be 
thought foz the beſt, Jo ſeing the right wyng oz voward 
of the ennimie chiefly foztified with Clephantes and his 
befte hozſe, he placed righte ouer againſt themthe chiefeſt 
light hozſe he had, the moze parte ſhot, meanyng that they 
ſhoulde not choake the enimie but wh&le aboute to and 
tro, thinkyng therby to kerpe them occopiedin ttat wing 
o2 bowarde, wheron they moſt truſted, ſo that they ſhould 
do nothing. And right ouer againf the battaile of fotmen 
ofthe enimie, he placed Arbalifters on hoꝛſback and laun 


trapned 

ſouldiours, acco2ding tothe neceſſitie of the time & plate. 
After them placed he. rij. hundzed Tentines, all chopſe 
men, and very ſubtil to lye in ambuſh, in whom he great- 
lp truſted, wherof a thouſande were Pbrygians and Lydi- 
ant. After he placed Pythons hozſe,being a thouſande and 
and.titj. hundꝛed launces, whome Lyſanias conducted: be- 
— pope bauntcurrers 02 fo:rapers, and 
bundꝛed other of the hie tountreys. With this num 

ber and in this oꝛder was furnyſhed andplaced the lefte 
wing 02 rerewarde vnder the conduc of Python. Aftcr 
them marched the phalang oz battail of 3 
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were the mercenaries to the numbze of nine thouſande: 
behind them were the Lyd:a»s and Pamphilians, and after 
to were.viij, P. of divers nations armed after þ maner 
of þ Macedonines.And behind thi were þ Macedonian t. ge 
bout þ like numbꝛe, whomAntipacer, whF he was created 
gouerner of the kings, had giue to Antigone, And inthe 
right wing on the other ſyde of the phalang, trouped the 
mercenarie hozſinen of divers nations, being about fpue 
gundꝛed: after them a thouſande Thraciant, and. vb. hun⸗ 
dꝛed other ſouldiers, which tame thither to ſerue: behind 
them a thouſand, called the compaignions o2 aduenturers 
whome Demetre the ſon of Antigone had charge of,which 
was the firſte time that euer he came into the fielde wpth 
bis father in battaple. And in the vttermoſffe parte of the 
righte wyng 02 boward was Antigone with his bande of 
of foure hundꝛed ho2ſe,denided into th2&> cohozts 02 trou⸗ 
pes all of his own houſe, and to them adiopned a bundzed 
Tarentiner. On the front befoze the ſapd right wing 03 vo! 
warde were placed. xxx. Elephants, whiche embzaced the 
whole wing oꝛ bowarde in fo:me ofa croſſe, and 
the ſpaces betwene them, and the men of warre, he fur- 
niſhed with light armed fotemen. And foz the reſt of the 
Elephantes, be placed the greater parte befoze the pha- 
lang. and the reſt befoze the let wing oz rereward. 

When Antigone had in this oꝛder d his battails, 
be cauſed tht to marche down fro the in o2der, 
and not afront. Fo2 the right wing oz bowarde wherein 
lay all bis hope, he cauſed to marche againſt the ennimie, 
mcanyng they ſhould charge all alongeſt the flanke of the 
tnimie. But the left wing oz rerewarde which he had ap- 
pointed fo amuſe the right wing oz voward of the enimie 
7 Fe Powbeit, 

er they appꝛoched, and the trumpets ſounded to 
the bozſmen with Python, ſeirig no greter power 
them, and they moze in numme and farre better moun- 
ted than the enimie, kept not the ozder — them, 
th acs 
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acco2ding as they were appointed, but Foutely ſhewey 
their coꝛages. And bitauſe that in the fronte of that wing 
o2 voward were the elephantes, whiche they thought not 
god to aſſaple, they wheled about. And after thep bad paf- 
ſed the Elephantes, they charged them on the flanke, in 
which they flew and hurt with their ſhotte and launces a 
great numbze, and the enimp no wap could hurt them, by 
reaſon they were ſo heanply armed, that they were neuer 
able to purſae them, no2 pet ſane them ſelues when they 
were charged. When Eumenes ſe that, he called oute the 
lighteſt hoſes in Eudame his bande, whiche were in the 
right wing oz vowarde, and a certain numbze of 'otemen 
lightly armed, and charged the ſayde Pychon, and bp little 
and little b;zought on the Elephantes in the lame wing 
vowarde, e by that meane incontinente he put the t 
to flight, and chaſed them harde to the fete of the moun⸗ 
taine, during which fight, the two battailes of ſwtemen 
fought long together, where many men were wounded 
and killed, but in the ende Eumenes phalang wanne (he 
vicozie, thzoogh the vertne and p2owes of the Argiraſ 
pides Macedonians,all olde trained Souldiers, who had of 
tentymes bene in many aduentures and daungers, and 
thereby became ſo valiaunt and hardie, that fewe o2 non 
were able to abide their foꝛte, as clearely by tt em then aps 
peared : Fo2 being not paſſpng. itz. thouſande men, they} 
bande was the bulwarke and Crength of the whole armie, 
and therfoze placed in the fronte of the battatle, as they} 
chief ffrength. When Antigone ſee bislefte wing 02 reres 
ward put to flight, and his whole phalang turne the back, 
and beard his friends counſell him to make to the moun⸗ 
taine. to put in ozder bis men which were fled, pet would 
be not: but with the bande of bozſe about him, de ſo pzofb 
ted him ſelfe, and vſed the opoztunitie of the mountapne, 
that de both ſaved his fled men, and alſo wanne the done 
of the fielde. Foz after he ſi that the Arg and the 
reft of Eumenes fetemen, had ſubſecuteo and chaſed his 
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Souldiers vnto the fote of the hill, and bad therby bzoken 
their arap,and were diuided, he ſtraightways charged the 
flanke of nes right wing 02 vowarde, which Eudame 
ledde, and put them al to flight,bicauſe that where as they 
ing ſo ſodenly charged, they became ſo amazed, that 
many of them were llaine . Then Antigone fozthwith 
ſeat out certain of his light hozſe to ſtaye the fled fote- 
men and retire them to the fote of the Pountaine, 
which was ſpedely done, and there he put them againe 
in oꝛder of battail, When Eumencs vnder ſtade that bis 
right wing oz vowarde vnder the conduc of Eudame 
was put to flight, be cauſed to ſounde the retraid, and 
feat out aide to retire the reſt which bad the enimie in 
chaſe. MAbea both the Chaleftaynes by this meane bad 
retired their fledde Souldiours,they ſomewhat befoze 
night got them together, and againe put them in o2der 
of battaile ; both gen aynes and Souldiers, 
on either ſide were ſo obſtinate e fierce. And althoughe 
it dzew to night immediatly after , yet it was ſo very 
faire x clere, tuat they might ſ@ (by reaſon the Pons 
was at the full) one another. And beſides; the armies 
were ſo niere the one the other, that they might: on 
both ſides beare the neighing of hozſes, and clattering 
of armours, that euerie man would haut thought they 
had ben together by the cares, But being paſſed abous 
thirtie farlonges beyond the place where the battaill 
was fought, and that the dead lave: about midnight the 
Þdauldiers on epther ſive all weried and tyered. what 
with their tranaill ſuſtained in the battaill, as alſo op- 
peed with hunger and thirſt, deũred they might pitch 
their camp without any moe blowes.

But befoze the fire 
was put to hir, all the armie thzice marched about the 
ſtake in armes: whiche done,ſbe embzaced the body of 
bir huſband hard by hir, and ſo without either ſighe oz 
grone was burnt, Whereupon ſome of the lokers on 
moued with pitie, condemned the lawe of the Indian, 
as ſtrict and cruell, and other ſome highly commended 
the ſame, After Eumenes had celebzated the exequies of 
the dead, he departed from Paretace, and trauailled into

with the T egeans a peace , and with his armie marched 
towardes Macedone, whereby he leaft his triendes and 
allies in great perplexitie. Foz Alexander Pohſſ 

his ſonne hauing a great armie, al wapes bad an epe ta 
the Cities of Pe/oponeſe. And the Erholans minding to 
gratit Nuene Olympias and Poliſpercon,toke and far» 
niſhed the paſſage of the piles, by whiche Caſlander 
ſhould paſſe : wherefoze he was fozced to leaue that 
paſſage , and to get together a number of Paſſengers 
out of the countrey of Eb: and Locres, in wich he put 
ouer his armie into 7 heſa/e, where he was aduerti- 
ſed that Poliſpercon beſieged the Citie of Perrhebie. 99 
he ſent Calas one ofhis Captaynes with parte of his ar⸗ 
mie to maintaine the warres againſt Poliſpercon, and 
Dynias an other of bis Captaynes to win the paſſages 
of Mac edon: which he diligently exoloited and wanne, 
befoze the Souldiers of Olympias (wbome ſhe had foz 
tbat purpoſe thether ſent) were come, Eut after the 
vaderft@d that Caſlander with a power ropall was aps 
p2oched M acedone, ſhe conſtituted Ariſtone Generall, 
to fight againſt him, and hir ſelf accompanied with the 
yong ſonne of Alexander & Roxanne his mother, Theſ- 
ſa lonique the daughter of Philip, and fifter to the ſaide 
Alexander,Deidamie the daughter of: Eacle ing of E- 
pte ſiſter to Pyrrhe,who after warred an the Komarnes, 
the daughters of Attale, and many other of the pꝛinci⸗ 
pall Ladies of the countrey,wa great number of their 
kinſfolkes and friends, retired into the Citie of Pidue: 
the moꝛe parte of which people were unmerte fo; the 


ſhe was in ſome daunger, yet determined ſhe to tarry 
there,truſting that the greater parte of the Grete: and 
A acedonians wold come apde hir. She had aboute 
hir a certain numbze of lotemen and hozſe, gy 
| cuſto⸗ 
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tuſtomably were reſlaũt in the court, beſides a fe we E⸗ 
lephants which Poliſpercon had leaft in the Count re v. 
Foz Caſſander at his firſt entry into the tount rep, had 
taken the greater number, and after he had paſſed the 
ſtraights of Perrbeby, he came and beſieged the Citie of 
P14xe, and with a trench encloſed it from the one fide 
of the ſea to the other. Foz it Rod in a gul's of the Sea, 
on eche ſide enuironed with water, ercept the entrie, 
wherein he made a croſſe trench, ſent to them whiche 
would be his friends and allies, foꝛ ſhips, artillary, and 
all other hablements of warre , to beſiege the ſame by 
ſea and land. And when de vnderſtod that Eacke King 
of Epyre was with a great army comming to apde' O- 


lympias his liſter, be ſent Attatye with one parte of bys Auutie. 


army out againf him: who made ſuche ſptede, that he 
wan and kept the ſtraight paſſages betwene the coun- 
trepof £ oyre and Macedone : (0 that he put Eacle from 
bis enterpꝛiſe: by which meane , and alſo foz that the 
greater parte of his ſubieus which with euill wil came 
againſt the « Hacedonians,made in his camp ſuch a mu⸗ 
teny, that he was fayne (notwithſtanding bis mea- 
ning to ſuccoure his ſiſter) to ſende backe all thoſe 
whome he lee euill willing,and with the reft which de- 
termined the aduenture with him, continued his tours 
ney: howbeit, he was very weakely accompanied: 
and whiche was wozſe , they that fozſake him, after 
their returne home, bzonght all the reſt of the people 
of the count rey into ſuch a mutenie, that by a common 
and publique decree, they banniſhed their King Eacke, 
and allied with Caſſander: which thing in the countrey 
of C yyre was neuer ſcene ſince Neoptoleme the ſonne of 
Achilles firſt gouernedthere, Fo2 that Realme always 
went by diſcẽt from the father to ſonne, and the Kings 
bntill that dape died within the Countrey, After that 
rebetlion; when Caſlander had ſent into Epyre Liliske to 
D aL * 
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in doubt whether to take Olympias parte 02 no, ſelng 
all things out of hope, turned to Callander: whereby r& 
mayned no moze foz Olympias hut one expectation and 
hope of aide, to wete,of Poliſpcrcon, who not withſtans 
ding lone failed hir. Foz Callas whome Caſlander hays 
ſent to warre vppon Poliſpercon, being verie neere en- 
camped the (aid Poliſpercon, as he beſieged the Citie of 
Perrheby, founde the meane ſo to ſubozne his men of 
warre, that the moze parte fozſoke him and rend2edto 
Callas. Thus and by theſe meanes in ſhozt tpine loſt 
Olympias all hir hope of aide. |

marge, in the Region of . edt as we haue be- 
fp2e declared, 4 had conſidered p he was much 
weaker than the enimie : be imagined and enterp2iſed 
at vnwares to aſaile them,+ by ſkil and policie marty - 
all to conquer them, and the rather fozalmuche as they 
were ſodiſperfed in diuerſe villages to winter, that 
ſome of them were ſir daies iozneis one from another, 
Notwithſtanding bis enterp2iſe was very difficultes 
bard to bzing to ged purpoſe, bycauſe to paſſe thzoughe 
the maneuted countrey was a very long iournep, and 
neuer able to do it without knowledge of the enunie, 
and he coulde not wel paſſe his armie the ſhozter way 
without great trauaill and want of all things, in ſo 
much as it was thzough the deſertes, and the countrey 
very dzie, Neuerthelelle, bycaule it was the nearef 
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waye and mtett to bzinghis purpoſe to paſſe,he fully 
reſolaed to take it, whereby he thought he might beſte 
ſo ſurpꝛiſe the enimie, being all diſperſed, deuided, and 
pdle . Wherevpon he comm iunded his Souldiours to 
be in redineTe to departe,and to make pꝛouiſion of vic- 
taals readie to eat foz.r.dayes, cauſing it to be noyſed, 
that he would into Armeme. But ſodenly beyond all 
mens erpecation, he toe his tourney thzough the de- 
ſects in tde winter when the dayes are at the ſhoztelſF, 
And as he paſſed, he gane commaundement to his ſoul⸗ 
diers on the daye to make ſo great fires as they would, 
bat in the night none, to the ende the'/puſaunts might 
not by the ſight therof haue any notice to aduertiſe the 
enimie, conſi>ering that the deſerte being playne and 
chamyion, a:1d with hye mountains enuironed, light 
of the fire might eaſelie be ſcene very farre of. In this 
ſozte trauailled they without fire in the night. v. dapes 
together. The.v.vaye at night, the Souldiours almoſt 
froſen to death and karre ſpente foz wante bf vicaals 
and other things neceſarie,made fires to warme and 
refreſh them. Which the inhabitaunts of the deſertes 
ſæing, and ſuſpecting what that was, with all poCible 
polt ſent certain of their men vppon Dꝛomadaries, a 
very ſwift bealt in iourne ing, towards Eumenes and 
Penceſte : which beaſtes in one daye without baite, bad 
poſted a thouſande fine hundzed furlongs, to aduertife 
them of the comming of Antigone. When Penceſte bys | 
Souldiours viderſto2e that the enimie was already 
halfe wa pe, they determined to goe into the fartheſt 
partes where the reſt of the Bouldiours laye, and ſo 
iopyne with them, rather than there ſtill to farry and 
be ſurpꝛiſed of the enimie, befo:e any-aide toulde come 
bnto them. When Eumenes ſ& them thus feared and 
diſmayed,he to gyne them courage, to perſuade them 
that they neved not to remoue from the places they 
were in, whiche was the ontrie m_ 7 
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that be had found out an excellent deniſe and remedit 
to ſtape the comming of the enimie foz.iij aa tiij.daxes: 
during which time the reſt of the armie might eaſely 
be gotten thyther, and ſo by that meane withoute any 
great difficultie they ſhould w inne of the enimie vico- 
rie, who with hunger and thirſt were al benoumedand 
weried, and likewiſe vnp2ouided of all other thinges 
neceſlarie . At whofe wozves all the Douldiours mar» 
uclled, and would nedes know what deuiſe that was 
o2 might be, whiche was able to keepe. back the enimie 
11j.02,4i11.dayes. Then commaunded he, and entoyned al 
bis Captaynes there, ta followe bim wu b thoſe men 
they had, and to carry all the vcflels: they teulde get, 
wherin any fire might be made. Which done, de baGed 
to get the bieſt moũtaynes about the vttermoſt limits 
of the deſert, in the ſight of the enimie, and on the plas 
ted men diſperſed in diverſe plates, being about, ixr. 
furlongs in length, commaunding every of them (du⸗ 
ring that time) to make great fires in the places wher 
they fad all alongeſt about. rr. cubits one from an o⸗ 
ther, and at the firſt watche of the night to make nota⸗ 
ble great fires, as tbougbe they watched and were at 
ſupper, at the ſetõd watch leſſe, and at the third watch 
leaſt of all: to the ende, that they which ſe them farre 
of, might thinke it a great campe, Which commaunde⸗ 
ment by the Douldiers diligentlie executed, many pays 
ſaunts dwelling on the moſitaynes in the oppiſite,and 
Pithons friendes Serr4p« of Mede,with great (pede deb 
cended into the playne, ſignifying to Antigone and Py- 
thon, all they had ſane : who were greatly abaſhed at 
thoſe newes, which they neuer doubted of, Wherefoze 
they ſobdainlie ſtayed where they were. t aſked coun 
ſail of the ſaid Payſants what was beſt ta do. Fo2 they 
thought it very daungerous, foz their men being fro 
uailled, weried, and vnp2ouiyedof all things , to joyne 
battaill with the enimie well pzonided ol all thin ges.

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together afſembled;;thinking alla, that ſome of their 
owae men bad betrayed them , and had aduertiſed the 
enimie of their comming; Wherefoze at laſt they leatt 
the playne waye and take that on the right hanve, by 
the mountapnes, a whyle to repoſe and refreſhe their 
people. In this ſozte abaſed Eumenes the enimie, ba- 
uing time pnough to aſſemble al his power which was 
diſperſed in dinerſe places and lodgings , to entrenche

After Antigone had paſſed all the deſertes, worde 
was b2ought dim. that all Eumenes bis Capta nes and 
men ot warre were gone to the camp, and that their 
Clephaunts were coming behind on the wa ye Amoſt 
at bande, without companie 02 conduct of any men of 
warre. Wherefo2e be choſe out, ij.thouſandeilauares. ij. 
buadzed Larentines, and all the light armidfotemen 
tu go and aſlaile the enimies Clepyants, thinking that 
il he could ouerthzowe them, the enim thereby oui 
greatlie be weakened. But.Eumenes doubting thereof; 
ſent to conduct the ſaid a thouſande of the 
beſt hoꝛſe be bad; and about. iii thouſande tightarmed 
fotemen. When bis Soulviers dad ſhewed 
them ſelues to the conducours of the Elepba 
arranged their beaſtes in a ſquare battailli; :Andafte 
they ſet in oꝛder the. CCCC. hozſe that they hadde fo; 
their apde, and in the mtodeſt put all their baggage; : 
Powbeit ——.— ol hozſe,bycauſe of their 
great numb2e lo violentlie charged the ho2ſe of the ey 
nimie, that thev —— H(— — 
to flight, That done, the Avtigomiani charged the Ete⸗ 
phaunts and their condudours. whoa pꝛetie whyle de⸗ 
fended them, albeit they were by the enimie very ſo2e 
burte,and.thep barmed them no whit at all, Wherfozs 
in the ende they beganne to recule and bad out of hand 
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Thecumber 1h,Elephits, When Eumen aue ned Anvge 
de ses ne ledthe right wing oz voward of hisbattail with 
beſt bozle, de placed him ſelfe right ouer againſt, in bys 


order of their 


bartailes.

Yozflie after, as they laye in campe about. xl fur 

longs one from an other: they embattailled them 

ſelues to aſſape and pꝛous foztune, and to hazards 
their eſtates in hope of victozie. And firſt Antigone be- 
ganne to place bis bozſe and deuided them into two 
wings 92 battailles , of whiche the charge of the left he 
gaue to Python, and him ſelfs with his ſonne Demetre 
ledde the right, and aranged the armed fotemen in the 
midde&,andappointed the Elephaunts in the fronteof 
the battaill in god ozder . And in the voyde ſpace be- 
twixt both; he placed the light armed fotemen : ſa ac⸗ 
compting thoſe be bzought out of Mede, he had in the 
whole. rrij.thouſand fotemen, viij. thouſand hozſe, and 


left wing oz rerewarde with bis beft and choiſe hozle, 
bycauſe he had in that battaill appointed the greater 
numbzeof the moſt experte and beſt trayned hozſe of 
the Sarrapes,and in the ſame Mithridate Ariobarzane his 
ſonne, whiche Ariaobarzane was deſcended from the 
p2inces of Perſe, whom the Tyzaunts ſometime flew, 
a valiaunt and hardy Champion, and had all his youth 
ben bzought vp and trained in the warres, and befoze 
z wing oz retewarde he arranged in fozme of a croſſe, 
lx.of the moſt puifſaunt and beit ts: and in 
the voide plates appointed the light armed fotemen. 
Hext after, he placed his armed fwtemen in a maine 
bat taile, in the fozeparte whereof; he firſte an tbe 
* erge 
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ferge bearers,behind them the Arg a/Zides, and after 
them — Mercenaries and other ſtraungers, armed af- 
ter the manner of the MA. acedomiam, and befoze them al, 
his Elephants, and betwene th the light armed fote- 
men, 4s him thought belt. In the right wing 02 vo⸗ 
warde which Phillip led, he placed the other hozſe, and 
arranged befoze them the leaſt e weakeſt Clephantes, 
whome he commaunded by no meane fo charge, but to 
fozbeare fighting and to haue an ee and regard to the 
leaft wing oz rerewarde. 0 there where in Eumenes 
armie.rrr. thouſand fotemen.vj.thouſand and vij.buns 
dꝛed hozſe, and. Cxl. Elephantes. A little befoze they 
iopned battail, Antigene gaue commaundement to one 
of his hozſemen to ryde ſtrayght againſt the Phalange 
of the enimie : and when be was nate ouer againſt the 
place where the c edonian tad, ſo that they might 
well heare him crie out with a loade voice vnto them, 
ſaying theſe woꝛdes folowing. Ah curſed and wicked 
people,how dare pou pꝛeſume to come againſt your fas 
thers, who alwayes daue ſerued with Philip and Alexs 
ander, and obtayned in their companies many vidozies. 
Certes anone ye ſhal ſee them exploit as condigne and 
wozthy faces fo2 the kings whome they haue ſerued x 
do, as their noble and honourable dedes heretofoze ex⸗ 
ecuted and done. Foz there was not one theſame time 
among the «1rg:r4:þ:des Macedonians vnder tha ſcoze 
az this ſcoze and ten peares of age 02 moze,and by rea» 
ſon of their long continuaunce and exerciſe abidden in 
the warres, all paſſing valiaunt and hardy. After thys 
hozCeman had done bis meſſage, they on the other ſyde 
aunſwered aloude, and ſapd that they were very ſozie 
it was their chaunte to fight againſte their kinſfolkes, 
coſins, and ſo auntient men of warre. But the ſouldi⸗ 
ers with Eumenes deſirons of battaile, exhozted him to 
march with ſperde againſt the enimie.

Wibiche 
thing when Antigone ſe, be tommaunded the e rare 
bozfe, and certain/7 ec: re , to ride gut andfpoyle_ 
the campe 4 baggage of the enemie, whiche be.tbought 
by reſon of the duſt, might without the ſight of the E- 
menian be taſily dane, and ſo winning the. campe and 
baggage, waulde with little effuſion of blende be the 
cauſe of via oʒ ie an tbe ir ſide, as it after happened. Foz 
the fayd deans and 7 wen yes paſſyng: the cozncr of 
the enimies battaile, and riding fozth en; ranne vpen 
the-baggage;which was fiue furlogs:from the battaill, 
befoze they were perceived, 4 fro:thence to tbe campe, 
wberin were few ſouldiers but: many;Giraglers; who 
fo2 a while refed, hut (one: after then put them ta 
flight; aud by that meane wanne: they the campe and 


the ſtraglers. zn the meane while began Antigone tg 
ioyne battaile, and ſo charged the leite wyng dre res 
warde which came agapuſt hym,t thꝛongb the. greate 
numbze of his boꝛzſſe, gaue ſo violent a charge; that be 
daunte d thcir courages, thaough wb ich Fenerfle Se 
pa of Perſe, being in that wyng, retired out ol {he iſle 
with his ow ene hozſes, and alter hym ſclowed att eu⸗ 
ſande moze, and by that meane was Eumencs left hiſs 
farniſhed and weakly accompanied in tho vitermoſte 
parte of that wing 02 tereward. Natwithſtandyng be 
thought it a greate ſhame and diſhonoure to flie, aud 
therfoze determined he rather to tartie, and valiantly 
defend the quarell of the Bings, than to recule, Wihers 
vpon he with might and maine charged Antigone ; 2 
th 
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p the fight betwirt the hozfemen was ſharpe and cruel, 
and many llaine, It chaunced the ſame very tyme as 
the Elephants were fighting, that the fozmoſt on Eu- 
menes lde, was by the chief and pꝛincipal of Antigone 
diſcomfited and ouerthzowne , When kumenes ſ&hys 
men vildzdered,/and in al places haue the wozſf, be re- 
tired the reſt ot his hozſc pet vnbzoken from the bat- 
taple, and trouped to the wing oz voward'which Phi- 
up had the leading of, whome he had commaunded to 
ſtay and delay from fight, and toke his ſouldiers, In Þ 
meane time, the Argiraſſudes ſo lultily 4 conragiouſly 
charged the inaine battail of the enimie, that with ve⸗ 
ry hand ſtrokes they flew manp, s pat a numbze moze 
to flight. And their fozce was ſo intollerable, that they 
re pulſed and diſcomfited the whole phalã ge, being the 
farre greater numbze; whe rot. v.thouſand wer flaine, 
and the reſt fled; !When Eymenes vnderſtode that the 
ennimtc had won his campe, and that Penceſte was at 
hand pet whole in troupe, he fozced to ioyne with him, 
and to charge Antigone againe with hys hozſe; Foz he 
thought if he could get the vidoꝛie, he ſhould not onely 
recouer his owne cariages and his mennes , but alſo 
the enimies. Yowbeit Penceſt and his hozſemen wold 
not thertvagre, but rode further of from the battaile: 
and when night came, they retired one from an other 
into diners places, Antigone likewtſe deuided his hozſe 
into two bandes the one of which himſelf kept, atten⸗ 
ding the doings of Eumenes and his ſouldiers, and the 
charge of the other ye gaue to Python, commaundeng 
hym wpth/ all:(pede, to charge the Argiraſpidu, who 
were dilleturniched of their hozſlo: which tommaunde⸗ 
ment with great diligence he executed: but the 1g. 
ra hi les ſeyng their vnavilitie to refit, retit ed together 
in a ſquare battaile, harde to the riuer ſide, withoute 
zurte, greatly blaming Penceſte: and hys companie, 
as the onely canſers of the — of the 'ho2 (ies) 

. men 
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men. And being in ſucho2der retired, Eumenes with bys 

bo2Ne came and iopned with them. Eut at their accuſtos 

med houresto make fiers, they went toconſulte and ad⸗ 

uiſedly debate of their greate buſineſſe and waighty en⸗ 

terpꝛiles. The Serrapes were of the opinion that they all 

Could fozthwith retire into the high tout rey which they 

gouerned, And Eumencs contrary affirming that it were 

beft fo2 them to charge afreſh, ſaying that the Phalange 

of the enimie was diſcomfited,and that yet they were as 

many boꝛſſe. Notwithſtanding the N acedonians Argi- 

raſpides ſayde, they woulde neyther followe the one opi/ 

nion no2 the other, bitauſe al their godes, baggages, to⸗ 

gether with their wines, childzen and familie, were vn⸗ 

der ſubiection ofthe enimie, ſo that the tounſayle and al⸗ 

ſemblie without any concluſion bzake vp. They ſent al- 

ſo ſecret meſſangers towards Antigone, pzacizing with 

him to yeld Eumenes at bis pleaſure, condicionally that 

be hold reſtoze their wines,childzer,and godes. The 

Satrapes like wiſe t the moze part of the other Captains 

concluded a league 4 amitie, and abandoned their cb iel⸗ 

taine. Thꝛougb which meane,Eumencs was betrayed 4 
rend2ed to Antigone. Who ſ&ing that by greater bappe 

and much better god lucke, than he loked foz, be hadde 
gotten vnder bis ſubic tion the Argiroſpides and the reft 
of the ſouldiers which held againft him, toke Antigene 

co2onell of the Argiraſpides and buried him quicke, Ve 

alſo flewe Eudame captaine of the Indian Elephantcs, 
t diuers other captaines his vtter enimies. And foz Eu- 
menes, he chmitted the garding of him to certaynof bis 
men, vntil be had determined what to do with him. Foz 
gladly be would haue retepned him, if epther by ga d oz 
gftle entreatie de thought he might win bim:bicauſe be 
knewe bim to be a noble wat ricur and out man, Nok- 
withſtanding he had no great confidence in dis pzemis, 
by reaſon of the marueilous lcue and ſingular affection 
that be did beare Oly mpias 4 the Kings, which he 9 
ad 
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dad well declared. Foz although he was by his meant 
from the ſiege of Ne deliuered, yet after in the quarel 
of the Kings he warred vp6 him with his whole power, 
Pozeouer ſeing the moztall hate of the Macedonian 
againſt him, he determined to put him to death, Yowe- 
beit foz the loue and fauoure he befoze bare him, be cau- 
ſed him to be burnt, and in a faire veſſell ſent his bones 
to his kinſfolkes and friends. Pe found likewiſe among 

the burte men, lerome Cardian,a wiſs and politike man, 
whome Eumenes greatly honoured and familiarly vſed; come. 
and therefoze Antigone in like ſozte, after Eumencs bys 

death, honoured and well entreated him. 


Antigone retireth to winter in the countrey of Mede, 
and of the deluge or floud which that time chaunceth 
in the counttey of Modes. 


The. xvj. Chapter. 


Ho Antigonehad bzought backe al his armie info 
the count rey of Meade, he wintredin a village of the 
Ec bathanes harde by, whe rin is the Kings Palace of 
that quarter, and deuided his men of warre thꝛough the 
whole countrepof Meade, and chiefly in the waſte coun⸗ 
tr, ſo called bicauſe of diuers myſfoztunes which there 
ſometime happened. Foz in olde time about thoſe quar⸗ 
ters had bene the richeſt and greteſt number of townes 
within al that Pꝛouinte, and by reaſon of ſo many ter⸗ 
rible and continuall carthquakes, all the ſapde townes 
together with their inhabitantesperiſhedaud were vt⸗ 
terly loft, wherby the whole region was marucilouſly 
altered and chaunged : foz there were ſuch new riuers 
and lakes ſcene, as had not tuſtemabiy bene. Lhe ſame 
time that Antigone lay in Aſa, the tit ie of Rhodes was 
the thirde time by deluge oz floude ouertome, by reaſcn 
bherof a great many Citizens anew were at that pꝛe⸗ 
D. ii. ent 
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ſens dꝛawned moꝛe thi at the other two times. Foz the 
fir, vycauſe the towne was newly buylk and littte en 
habited, dyd no great hurt. The ſecond was much greas 
tet, and did moꝛt damage foz that there were moze ens 
babuaunts. But the third tame about the ſyꝛing, and 
gan ty2ough groat raimes ſhowꝛes witche kel ven 
w unghtie'e maruetious hayie ſtones: foꝛ They fel hi 
and bigge and waightie as a myue, bat ſome much bigs 
ger aus beauier: fo that they beate downe the toppes 
of many weake built hauſes, and kild a great number ot 
people: and bytauſe the Citie was round , ſtepeſt and 
hieſt in the middeſt in maner of a Theatre / the whters 
on euery ſive ſo aboundauntlie flowed, that the lower 
partes were incontinent filed vp, and coulde no waye 
paſſe no2 fall, bicauſe the Citizens (ſæing winter paſte) 
the no great ha de to the clenſiag of their ſinks bnder 
the earth. andthe mo2e part of the ſinks and chanels 
about the wals were ſo choked, that the water in ſhozt 
time grew lo hie x ffrong, that it flowed vp to the mar- 
ket place called Vg, and the temple of Dianifie, and 
in the end grew and aroſe vp like a lake, euen to the 
temple of Eſculape. Wherenppon the Citizens ſ&ing ſo 
great and ſodapne a deluge, {ought euety man ta ſaue 
bun ſclfe,. Some ranne to the ſhippes, ſome to the theas 
tre: and they whiche were moſt oppꝛeſled, ſcaled the 
tops of the churches, and clymbed the pillers on whiche 
the ſtatues and ymages ſtod. and as the Citizens were 
in this terrour and perplexitie, chaunted them a ſovain 
remedy. Foz one of the panes of the wall (though the 
violence of the water) tell downe:and lo by that means 
it voided and ranne into the lea. It was alſo ahappy 
tourne that the deluge chaunced on the daye, bycauſs 
that when the Citizens ſe the immineat daunger, they 
had lepſure fo get out of their houſes, and withdzaws 
them to the hieſt places of the towne, àt was god happe 
Iykewyſe that the wals of their houſes were _— 
u 
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pit ol ſtoane, and not of bꝛicke: and theretoꝛe they 
wm got vp tothe toppes wete ſale. Bowveit, there 
1100 aboue. v. hundzed, and many houles onecth2owen # 
wholy beat downe, beides diverſe that were ſoꝛe ſha? 
ken and quaſhed. zn this mp em een 
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2 Antigone, wintered in the:counfrey of ede, he 
was aduertiſed that Python pzaitiſed with the ſols 
diers in garriſon, about ſome enterpꝛiſe. Notwiths 
ſtanding he made ſemblant that be-believednotitheres 
181 auing the repo2tersbefoze the pedple;ſaping/ 

Mot tontrouerſiebatwene tim and Uythonthe y 
bad fained and druiſed it in their own heaus. Ve caus 
ſed it ate td be opeuly diuul ged. thut he w duld traue the 
ſaid Python 2 and gouernour.of al the Pzcuinces 


8750 Satrap ofthe hus c auntrey n tuge the r one parte of +4 + 
is armſe, ſa that he migdt rule the bester : and io and ala) 
kpc. bim lelſe in ſauetie. Vr waitte uo undo him BP 
gentle and gracious tetters,p2aping tym to repaire o⸗ 
uer ſo ſone as was poeflible to communicate and veitiſe 
of the affaires in tboſe quarters, to the-enve Antigone 
might with mo26.ſpede returne to en. Chis dyd he w 
afty and painted contenaunce, clertlv ta put hun out 
of ulpicidõ, thintzing he would, in hape uf odtuymng that 
eigno2ie,come to him. Foz well be kneu it was not 
bi- eaſe fozcivly to take hun. bicauſe he wat a valiaunt 
aud couragious man, and ſuch one, that Alexander when 
be leuad, by reaſon ot his vertue had gyuen hy mathe ga4 
Nuo Uerue⸗ 
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uernement of the ſame countrey of Atede, whiche fo 
that day he held and enioyed. And to be ſhozt,he thzough 
co2ruption and other ways, greatly got the gad willes 
ofthe men of warre, that the moze numbze pzomiſed ti 
fo:ſake Antigone and follow him. Not withſtanding, al- 
though he foz this cauſe ſomwhat miſtruſted his crafty 
clopning, pet thzough the hope which certen of his fami- 


\ liars and friends with Antigone put him in, be came at 
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The Citie of 
Ecbathane. 
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his commaundement.And ſo ſone as he was come, An- 
tigone cauſed him to be appzehended, and the chiefe and 
pꝛincipall Captapnes of the armie being there in ma- 
ner of a Senate aſſembled,accuſedhim, Befoze whome 
be was lightly conuic, e incontinent condemned to de- 
ath,and with greater ſpcede executed. Whiche done, be 
aſſembled the whole army , 4 in their pzeſence p2oclai- 
med Orondonate the Ni edian, Satrapa of the ſaid Coun⸗ 
trey of: Meade, hauing foz his aſſiſtaunce and apde Cap⸗ 
tayne Hypoltrate with foure thouſand Mertenarie fa- 
temen,and.v.hundzed bozſe, And him ſelf with the reit 
of the armie went to the Citie of Ecba/hane , where he 
toke. v. hundzed Talents of vncoined ſiluer. r thence 
trauailled he towards the Citie of Perſepolis, in the ccun⸗ 
trey of 'Pe-/c, diſtaunt thence. xx, dayes journey of, But 
as he paſſed on his tourney, certen of Python 
friends t coniuratours, of which Meleager and M 
were cbief, had aſſembled, and got together of Pythons 
familiars about.viij. hundzed hozſe,and made many in⸗ 
curſions and roades bppon the people of the Countrey 
which would not obey them. But when they were ads 
uertiſedof the encamping of Hypoſtrate and Orondona- 
te, they ſodenly by night allayled them, and hadde almoſt 
wonne their camp. And although they were th2ough the 
nabze of the ennimie repulſed , yet ſuboꝛned they ſome 
of their Souldiours, who went away with them. And 
bycauſe they were all hozſe and had no carriages, they 
feared all the whole countrey,and ſet them in a _ 
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ſons vp202e. But in the end being ſoze pꝛeſſed and char - 
ged,they were fozced co retire into a valley enuironed 
with ſteepe rockes, and almoſt inacceſſible, and at taſte 
there taken and layne. But and Occrane both 
valiaunt Captaynes,and diuerſe other of the —— 
ſtoutely ſtanding to their defenſes, were amongeſt the 
reſt alſo flaine , And this was the end of the rebelles in 
e Heat.

T he.xvig.Chapter. 


Ben Antigone was come into the countrey of 
VV 26 — without contradiction by p people 

ofthe couutrey as I od and Deignioz of all - 
fic honozably receyued. And after that be aſſembled his 
friends, and with them conſulted and deuiſed c6cerning 
the diuiſion of the Sarrapes . Firlt de left ta Pampolemõ 
Carmanie and to Staſanor Battriane : bicanſe he could not 
with his letters eaſely expulſe them, who were of the 
inhabitants in the ſaid pzouinces well belonged, and had 
a\ſo amongs the men of warre great friends and mighs 


he deputed Euagoras,a mi of meruelous great courage, 
and wiſe. Ve permitted likewiſe Oxiarthe the father of On 
Roxanne Alexanders wife,to keepe and enioye the Sata. 
pes of Paropaniſade,as he befoze held it: bycauſe he could 
not expulſe him without great power, and long conti- 
nuaunte. He alſo called home out of «racothe Sybirte, 
whome be dearlie loued : and on him beſtowed that S- 


7-x-g7ning him the charge of the matinous raf 
p 7. cs,

tie armies. Into Arie he ſent Erite, and after his death, rice 
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des, vnder a colour to lead them into the warres , but 
the traeth is, it was to deſtroye them, Foz he tolde him 
in coũſail, that te would ſend and put them to ſuch vſes 
as they ſhould loſe their lines . Amongs whiche were 
thoſe Þ betrayed Eumenes, and fo their treaſon ſuffered 
that waye condigne puniſhement. And as oſtentimes it 
bappeneth , that treaſons to Pzinces are p2ofitable to 
winne vicozie : euen ſo to ſuche as commit them, they 
baue always ben the cauſe eflicient of many and great 
miſchiefs, 

After Antigone ſ& that Penceſte in the Countrey of 
Perſe was greatly honoured , be expulſed him the 54: 4- 
pie, whereupon many of the \countrey being therewith 
agreeued, at laſt one of the chief and pꝛincipall of them 
named I heſpius, ſtepped out and frankly tolde him, that 
they would obep none other: whome he cauſes tc hys 
ſo ſaying,incontinent to be flayne,and gave the Satrapre 
to Afcleptodore : together a lufficient and able nuwbze 
of men of warre, to garde and defend it. Not with ſtan⸗ 
ding he with gentle woꝛdes and targe pꝛomyſſes curte⸗ 
ouſlie entertained Penceſte, vnt il be had gotten him out 
of the countrey. Theſe things done, Antigone twke his 
tourney towards Sue and as he appꝛoched nere the cis 
tie, Xenoplule Captayne of the the Caſtle of 8%, and 
Lreaſurerof all the treaſure Ropall within the ſame, 
by Scleuke ſent to offer his ſeruice,and to be at bis com⸗ 
maundement, met him about the river Cre, whom 
Antigone gently and curteouſlte receyued, making bim 
beleue that be would honozably entreat him, leaft if de 
otherwiſe dyd,Xenophile might alter bis determination 
and purpoſe, and ſo ſhoulde be deſpoyled and robbed of 
bim. By which meane, after they were entred the Citie, 
Xenophile rendzed him the Caſtle, wherein be founde a 
tree and many other things, all of mallſife golde, amouns 
ting to the value of. rv.thouſand Talents: be found als 
lo there great ſummes of money, beſides many My 
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with other great giftes and ſpoyles, to the value of, v. 
thouſand Talents. do by that meane and with that he 
bꝛought out of the count rey of Meade, he bad in golde and 
filuer the ſumme ol. xxv.thouſand Talents. And foz this 
time we wil leaue ſpeaking of Antigone and the things 
by bim done in ze, and returne to that the ſame tim 
exploited in Carope.

T he. xix.Chapter. 


Owe ſaith the hiſtozie, that Caſlander who beſieged 

Olympias within the Citie of Pidue, in the countrey 

of - Haccdone,could not well winne it, by reaſon of 
the winter ſeaſon, but only with ditches and trenches, 
helo it encloſed and garded the Pozt with ſhips : to the 
end no ayde 02 ſuccoure ſhould be thether bzought, By 
meant whereof,the townes men were ſo diffrefſed and 
in ſuch nede, that they allowed monethiy to euerp ſol⸗ 
diour, but fiue Chenices of cozne: Neyther didtheCles ee as 
phantes eat any thing elſe than the poudze of dzie wad," .c.... = 
and the hozſemen were fozced to cate their hozſes.Nots vg; the 
withſtanding the Quene: ſtill hoping of ſuccoure, (0 crckes about 
long aboade the ſiege, that the Elephantes dyed of hun - the bignelſe ol 
ger: and almoſt all the extraozdinarie hozCemen , bes our quatt. ot 
fides the greater part of the fotemen,died foz want of oeh 
victuals. Andcerten 5arbar:ans whiche there ſerued, by "© 
neceſſitie conſtrapned(again@ nature) eat the fleſhe of 
the dead carcaſes. And the reſt whiche were vneaten, 
one parte by the Comiſſioners, deputed by the Queene, 
was buried, and the other thzowen auer the wals into 
the dit ches, very hoꝛrible to ſee : ſo that not the women 
alone, who al ways had ben fynely x delicately bzought 


vp, but the Souldiours allo, which had abyden almoſt as 
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many miſeries as might be, endured there a moſt intol, 
lerable ſtench. But at laſt, the famine dayly encreaſed, 
that many of the Souldiours came to the Qucene and 
deſired leaue to depart, who ſeeing the great want of vi⸗ 
cuals, and other inabilitie to deliuer them of the ſiege, 
gaue licence: whereupon they departed and rendꝛed tg 
Caſlander, whome he right gentlie receyued, and ſent 
them home to their owne houſes, truſting that the 44. 
cedonians thereof aduertiſed,and ling no hope to be la» 
ked foz at the Quencs hands, would not long t rauail in 
bir ayde: wherein they bad god reaſon. Foz all the 44. 
cedonians which determined to ſuccoure hir, vnderſtan- 
ding the daunger,ſhe was in, altered their opinions, and 
toke parte with Caſlander: Ariſtone and Momme ex⸗ 
cept, wbich Ariſtone kept the Cit ie of Am phipolis, and 
Monime the Citie of Pole When Olympias ſe, that one 
parte of the Macedoniens had quite fozſaken bir, s that þ 
reſt were vnable tomainteyn e belp bir, he went about 
to ſaue hir ſelf 4 bir friends in a Gally by ſea, which ſhe 
cauſed to be ſent foz and bꝛought to the Po2t., But Caſ- 
ſander being therof aduertiſed by one that fled out of the 
town. toke the ſayd Gallie. Whereup6 the Quene de⸗ 
ſpayzing in hir affaires t buſineſle, ſent Amvaſſadovrs 
to Calsader,to treat a peace, But be ſeeing the neceſlitie 
wherein ſhe ſtod, and therfoze meaning that ſhe ſhould 
peld bir ſelf to bis curteſie, he hardly gr: fitcd bir ſafecd- 
duct foz hir owne perſon, When Caſſander had the citie 
rendꝛed to him, be incontinent ſent terten of bis men 
of warre to take Amphipolis and Polle. be reupon Mo- 
nime Captayne of Jolle vnderftanving the ſtate of O- 
lympias,yelded without reũſtaunte. But Anſtone who 
was extreme pꝛoude both of his great bande of men of 
warre, as alſo foz that he had a little befoze vanquiſhed 
and ouercome Cratebas,one of Caſlanders Captaynes, in 
battaill ſlayne a great parte of his armie, ſubſecuted ( 


chaſed him thzongh the countrey of Bu/a/cie, hard oY 
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Citie of Bedine, it beſieged t toke by c6poſition, whom . 
he after with.ij, thouſand of his men beſives,ſent away 

w white roddes in their hands, ſuppoſing that Eumenes 

had not ben yet dead, and hoping that Pol and A- 

lexander his ſonne would come to apdebpm, vtterlp re⸗ 

fuſed the yelding vp of the Citte of Au But afs 

ter Oly mpias had wzitten to him to render the Towne, 

ſummoning him of his faith and allegiaunce,be thought 

it veſt ſo to do, and taking ſucrtie foz his perſone, gaue 

vp the ſame. Not withſtanding Caſlander coſivering the 
great auchozitie of Ariſtone, hy reaſon of Alexanders ads 
uauncing bim in bis life, and meaning to make quicke 
diſpatch of ſo many as would oz might any way let oz 
binder his affaires and doings, cauſed Cratebas owne 
kinſtolkes to kill him. Me perſuaded likewiſe all their 
friends which Olympias bad put to death, to accuſe hir 
in the place of judgement befoze the aſſemblies of the 
Macedonians,Which tying they did: where the N acedo- 
nians in hir abſence without patrone oz Aduocafe there 
to dekend hir cauſe, condemned hir to death: wherupon 
after ſentence and iudgement gyuen, ſent to 
bir certen of his friends, perſuading hir to flie, pꝛomi⸗ 
ſing to enbarque hir in a Gallie, which ould bzing hir 
to the citie of hen. And this did he, not foz anie god 
will to ſane hir, but to the endſhe might by that meant 
voluntarily runne in exile, and be dꝛenched in the Sea: 
ſo ̊ it might after haue ben ſaid, how by foztune of the 
ſea, and judgemet of the Goddes,ſhe was foz hir cruell, 
miſcheuous and wicked derdes, iuſtly puniſhed . Neuer 
thelelle, ſhe aunſwered p meſſangers,that flie ſhe would 
not,noz pet refuſe the indgement of the e Hacedonars. 
Which thing Caſlander perteyuing, be foz feare that the 
people and aſſemblie of the men of warre would alter 
their determinations and minds, when they vnderſtod 
ſhe was well able to purge hir of enery offence where- 
with the would charge hir, and 7 likewiſe _ 
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and call to memo2y the great god turnes and honours 
by them long befoze at the handsof Phillip and Alexan- 
der receiued,ſent.CC. of his truſtieſt ſoldiers about him 
to kill bir, Who with great violence entring the Pas 
laice where ſhe was, were at the firſt ſight ſo abaſhey 
with the Maieſtie of hir face , that they returned with- 
out doing hir any hurte. But their kinſfolkes whom ſhe 
cauſed to be flayne, thinking to reuenge their deaths, x 
alſo to gratific Caſlander, out of hande flew hir, who ne⸗ 
uer made wo2ds oz ſhewed any countenaunce of a wo⸗ 
man diſmayed,oz pet fainte harted.

14s, whiche in hir time hadde bene the moſt henozable 
ame of the wozld, Neoptoleme his daughter King of 
Epire, Alexander his ſiſter King of Spire, who warred in 
ltaly, King Phillip bis wpfe of N acedone the moſt puils 
ſaunt of all other which befoze him in Epe raigned, t 
Alexander his mother,ſurnamed the great, which hadde 
erployted the moſt notable and honozable warres that 
euer were wozthie the wziting and talke, miſerablie 
ended hir life, | 


After the death of Olympiar, Caſſander eſpouſeth 
1 Theſſalonice po nn — his faſter, & foun- 


deth the Citic of Caſſender And after he hath put 
in ſafe keeping Roxanne and Alexader his ſonne, 
he goeth into the countrey of Beote, and recdift- 
eth the Citie of T hebes. 


The. xx. Chapter. 


ven Caſſander thus gloziouſly e p2ofperouſly 
raigned,be affected the realme of Macedon, and 


the better to bzing his purpoſe to paſſe , eſpou- 
ſed Theflalonice, Phillip bis daughter and Alexander his 
ſiſter both by father and mother, being always vdefirous 
to infinuate him ſelfe with the ligne royal, Ye * 
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in the countrey of Pane, within the Region of «7/ace- 
done, found and built a citie named C undi, and pes - The Cie of 
pled it with inhabitaunts of the Cities of Cheroneſe und Cad. 
/orede,and diuerſe other villages about the ſame Citie, 
and the remaaunt of the Ouuthiant. By whiche meane t 
alſo byca ſe of the great + fertile terrifozte, de laid and 
gaue thereto and by other ways he toke, wherewith on 
hand to enlarge and make it great, The Citie in ſho2t 
time became ſo might ie and riche,that it was named to 
be the greateſt and wozſhipfulleſt amongs all the Citi⸗ 
es of Macedone. Nawe had Caſlander pur poſed to put to 
death Alexander his ſonne, and Roxanne his mother: to 
the end, there ſhoulde no moze of Alexanders ligne re⸗ 
mayne on liue. But befoze de would erecute this execra⸗ 
ble murder, e ſtayed, firſt to vnderſtand what the 14 
cedonians thought of the death of Olympias, e what talke 
was emongs them: togither what Antigone did in A- 
ſie. WHereloze be all taat while cauſed Roxanne and hit 
ſonne tobe bzought info the Caſtle of «f-*2þ:p0/v, and 
charged Glaucias Captapne thereof and one whome he 
greatly truſted with the keeping ol them, commaunding 
dim to ble and treat them no other wayes but as com⸗ 
mon perſones,laying al pꝛincilie honours and dignities 
towardes them aparte, and to pat away all the childzen 
which had ben bꝛougdt vp with the ſaid Donne of Alex- 
ander, as his playe fellowes. After that, bo toe vppon 
him the aua hozitie and gouernement as King, and cau- 
ſed ſolemne erequies foz Euridice and Phillip, whome O- 
lympias had made be murd2ed, to be celebzated,+ with 
great pampe and ſolemuitie entombed them ina tombe 
ropall with þ Rings their pzedeceſſours, making ſpozts 
and paſtimes, at thoſe dayes accuſtomed. That done, he 
leuieda great numbze of men of warre in the countrep 
of « r«cedone, to go into Peloponeſs. While Caſſander 
was thus occupied,and that Poliſpercon wha laye beſie⸗ 
ged in the Citie of axe, in the Region of Perrbcby, vn. 
ders 
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der ſtod of Olympias death, apperceyuing no l5ger hope 
foz him to take in hand to rule the affaires of e/ aceas. 
ve. pꝛiuilie by night ſtoale out of the Citie with a fewe of 
bis people, and paſſing tbzough I heſaly , take the Woul⸗ 
diours with Eucide, and trauelled into Erbo/e ( where be 
was verie well beloued) to ſe what retinue oz traint 
would there gouerne the affaires of Mac edone, 

to find ſome mutacion oʒ chaunge. After Caſlander had 
allembled a migitie armie, de ſped him into Peleponneſe 
to chaſe Alexander the Denne of Pohſpercon, bycauſe 
there was not one of his enimies which hadde an whole 
armie but he, who alſo had foztiſted and furniſhed all the 
To wvnes and Caſtles cf the ſame Count rey, by bym 
thought moſt meete and defenſible. Thus without em⸗ 
pechement oz toppe,paſſed Caſſander thzough the toun⸗ 
trey of 7 heſſaly. But after he was come to the entrie of 
the Piles the C/ hon kept him ſuch play,and ſo ſtouti 
reſiſted him, that with great and difficult payne, he per⸗ 
fo:ce wanne the paſſage : bat after he was paſſed & had 
entred the countrey ot 5eoce, he ſped him to bzing backe 
and agaypne to aſſemble all the 7 bebanes, and to reſtoꝛt 
and reedifie the Citie of I Hebes, thinking be ſhould ther» 
by get both great pzaiſe and immoztall fame : aſwell 
fo2 the high and incomparable facs of the ſame Citie,as 
alſo foz the maruellous repozts which came thereon. 
And bycauſe it had ben greatly altered and chaunged, x 
oftentimes made deſolate, J thinke god to make ſome 
notable declaration of the foztunes and chaunces that 
thereto happened,

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Fter the deluge and flood of Deucation, the Citie of 

[ bebes in Beote was by Cadme ſirſt ſoũded 4 built, Cadme. 

and by his name called Ca«me, by the Spares inhas 
bited, to ſaye, a people diſperſed, bycauſe the recourſe 
there was of al ſoʒtes. it was by ſome allo named 7 he- 
b:cene to wete dwelling at 7 beben, foz that by reaſon of 
the deluge,the people departed thence and ſcattered ay 
bꝛoad in diuerſe countreys, and after returned tbyther. 
It foztuned after, that the Eucheltians (by fozce) chaſed 
and expulſed the ſaid inhabitants aboute the ſame ſeas 
ſon that Cadme with bis people was put to flight, and 
fled into the count rey of /47:e.After that, Amphion and „ 
Zethe who had the gouernement thereof, enlarged the 2 . 
ſame as witneſleth Homere, ſaying ; Who firit with ju 
Welles enuirond I bebane T owne : And with ſeauen gates, 
to Winne fame and renowne . Pet after that, the inha⸗ 
bitaunts whome Amphion & Zethe had thyther bzought, 
were by Polidore the ſonne ofCadme the ſecond time er⸗ 
pulſed, by reaſon of a ſodaine moztalitie whiche bappe- 
ned Amphion his childzen. And in pzocefle of time, the 
ſame being by the ſucceſſours of the ſaide Polydor go⸗ 
nerned, all the countrey bare the name of Beote, ſo tal⸗ 
led of Beote, the ſonne of Neptune and Menelippe which ,....... 
ſomtime ruled there, The Argiues likewiſe p third time Neptune. 
expulſed the I hebanes, and toke the Citie, But after the Menalipꝑe. 
eArgmes were gone agayn into their countrey,the 7 be- 
banes which retired into Alcomene, in the mountaine of 
T bilpboſine, returned home. Pet after that certen of the 
ſaid T hebanes were gone to the ſiege of Treye, the Pelaſ- 
giaus daaue ( many as remayned at home, both oute of 
the Citie  Countrep, who continued in exile in diuerſe 
miſeries vatill the fourth generation, as by an Augurie 
of certen Crowes was pzeſaged. But in the end, the ſucs 
tellion of the exiles, in the fourth generation returned, 
and there enhabited the ſpace of eyght hundzed yeares. 
Who were the firſt that gouerned that Region, and al⸗

But about. xx. peares 
after,Caſlander (deſirous of glozie as afozeſaid)thzough 
his earneſt requeſt and maruellous perſuaſions, by the 
alſent and conſent of the whole countrep, reedified it, 
and repeopled it with thoſe which liued, and of the ligne 
of the exiles which were dead, aſwel foz the pitte he had 
of the miſerable people, as alſo 702 the glozie 4 renoume 
of the citie. The Ahe iſo at their owne toſtes and 
charges, built and ſef vp one parte of the wall, Panie o⸗ 
ther cities, likewiſe and ſeuerall prople of Grece,S:c:il! 
Itah, holp them with money. After this maner recoue- 
red the 7 hebares their Ciite and Countrey.

Me reduced likewiſe 
aft er, all the townes and cities of the /7efen:ans to him, 
except /home, and by compoſition toke the Citie of 
Hermonide. And appercepuing that Alexander came a 
gainſt him to fight, left in the Citie of Cerannie about 
I bm .Moliecke one of his Captayns with. ij.thouſand 
trayned ſouldie rs, and him ſelf returned into ce dine.

Þe yeare enſuing wherein Praxibule was created 

Oouernour of Athen, and Nance, Spure & Marcke 

Popill were choſen Conſulles at &Kome, after Anti- 
gone had gyuen to Aſpiſe one of the Sa:74pes of the toun⸗ 


trey,the 3atrapre of 5uſcane,he got togyther a numbze of Pile 


charriotes and Camelles to carrie all bis golde and ſil⸗ 
uer to ſea , and with them and his armie toke his jours 
neyto Babylon. And when he had in. xx. dayes iourneis 
reached Bye, Selcuke Gouernour of that Pzouince, 
honozablie recepued him, on whome he beſtowed great 
giftes, and rotally banquetted his ſouldiours. Notwiths 
ſtanding Antigone called him to an accompt, foz the re- 
venue of the (aid Pꝛouince. And bicauſe he held g mains 
teyned that he was not accomptable foz it, conſidering. 
that the ſaid Pzouinte was by the <Hacedonians in the 
life of Alexander, foz his merites and god ſeruice be⸗ 
ſtowedonhim, they were at ſome controuerſie, Ne 
uertheleſſe after Sctcuke had remembzed his dealing tos 
wards Python, he mach doubted that Antigone vnder 
like colour, would make quicke diſpatch of him, foꝛ ſa 
much as it was well knowen , that he endeuoured hym 


, todiſcomfite all the noble perſonages and men in aus 


ſyo2itie, which were appointed fo2 the ruliag and go! 
uernement of any god and honeſt buſineſſe, Wherfoze 
bycauſe of the notable fame and renoume whiche was 
blowen abꝛoad of Ptolome , his great honcur and hone- 
ſtie, and alſo his gent lie and friendlie entreaty of al ſuch 
as came vnto him foz helpe, he with, L. hozſe departed 
thence, and fled into Egipe vnto him. Whiche newes 
wonderfully toyed and gladded Antigone, bycauſe be 
, * A. ij. thought 
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thought p would be ſach a colour foz him, that no man 
ſhoulde be able to repꝛoche him and ſaye be had layde 
bands on Seleuke his great friend, who had with his pos 
wer always apded him : but that of his owne mynde he 
voluntarily fled, and by that meane left him withoute 
queltio oz difficultie,the ſaid Strapie. But after he was 
by the Chaldees aduertized and admoniſhed, that if Se- 
leuke eſcaped his hands, he ſhould be Lo2de and King of 
the whole Empire of Aſie, and llea hym in battaill : be 
the maruellous ſozie repented him of his eſcape. Wher- 
foe he ſent out in all poſſible poſt, certen hoꝛzſſe after 
dim, who in long purſuite and doing lefſe god, retur⸗ 
ned, And although Antigone gaue no great faith oz tre⸗ 
dit to (ſuch dininations , pet by reaſon of the aucthozitie 
of the laid Cha/dees,and their great and long knowledge 
and experience in the courſe and influfce of the arres, 
be was meruelloullie troubled , Foz the people of that 
countrey and ſect, had alone a thouſande peares wholie 
applied them ſelues to that kind of ſtudie and know⸗ 
ledge. Mhich thing by their great experiences, well ap⸗ 
peared, and chieflie by Alexander his death, of whome 
they pꝛeſaged that if he entred Ba hien, be ſhoulde there 
loſe his life, And as that pꝛediction pꝛoued true in Alex 
ander, euen ſo actoꝛzding to their diuination of Antigo- 

ne happened him, as hereafter when we come to the 
time wherein it chaunced, ſhall at large be declared, 


But foz this time let vs out of hand treat of the armis 
of Seleuke in E gipt.

When 
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Ven Scleuke was come into C t. Ptolome right 
VV pnozablie and curteouſlie recepued hun. To 
whom he recompted the vageatle and diſlopall 
dealing of Antigone againſt bim:deciariag farther, that 
Antigone his meaning was to erpulſe and vanquiſh a'l 
the Satrapes which had any rule 02 dominion, and eſpecis 
allie all thoſe which had ben in hauſhald with Alexan- 
der. And the moꝛe to aſſerten him of the trueth that it 
was lo, he recompted how he hav put to death Python, 
expulſed Pencelte Perſe,and all he had done to him ſelfe: 
where nepther he no2 they had once offended him, but 
dad employed and beſtowed all their trauaill and ſer⸗ 
nice, as bis deare friends and complices. Be farther 
ſhewed him the mightie power he had of men, and hys 
innumerable treaſure: togyther the great victozies and 
pꝛoſperitie he had in ſho2t time atchieued: whereby he 
beganne to ware ſo pꝛoude and arrogaunt , that he af- 
fected the whole Empire of Macedone. By theſe tales x 
repozts had be perſuaded Ptolome to pzepare and reſiſt 
bim. And agapne ſent certen of his friends into Europe 
towards Caſſander and Lyſimache, to peruſade them to 
do the like : who diligentlie perfozmed their charge. 
By reaſon whereof they fozged manie pꝛactizes, whiche 
were the oziginall and beginning of great diſſention x 
warres, Foz Antigone who doubted(# not without god 
cauſe)the euill will of Scleuke againſt him, and the pꝛat⸗ 
tizes he would deuiſe, ſent his Ambaſſadours towardes 
Ptolome, Caſlander, and Lyſimache, to exhozte and deſire 
them to continue and remapne his olde and auncient 
friends. NeuertheleCe after he had created Python who phon. 
deſcended from the Yndians, Gouernour of Babylon, and 
left him there, be toke his tourney with the whole ar- 
mie, and marched towardes C:/:ic:e : And after he was 
tome to Maley, he dinided his armie into diuerſe places Maley.. 
to winter, he toe alſoall the money he conld gette in Tbe Citic of 
the Citie of Quint, amounting * Quinte, 
uw, 
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x with the reſt he bꝛought whim, de was marnelouſlie 
pꝛouided of gold and ſiluer, beſides his cleare perely re-

of warre, he was much to be feared. When winter was 
paſt. es Antigone with his whole power had taken bys 
tourney to come into the hier Syr:e,the Ambaſſadours of 
Ptolome, Caſſander, and Lyſi mache came vnto him: who 
hauing open audience to tell their Ambaſſade, demaun⸗ 
ded of him to re ſtoʒe to Caſlander the countreys of Cap- 


padoce and Lycie, to rendze Lyſimache Phrygre and Hellef- 


pont, to peld bp to Ptolome all Sr:e,and to deliuer to Se- 
leuke Babilon. And that he would alſo make an egall des 
uiſton with them of all the treaſure be had gotten and 
taken ſince the warres commenced againft Fumenes : 
bycauſe they had ben pertakers with him, and compa⸗ 
nions in the ſaid warres. And in caſe he refuſed this to 
do,they denounced to him in the names of them all. that 
they would allie and ioyne togyther, to arrere moztall 
boſtilitie againft dim. When Antigone had heard this 
their Ambaſſade, be with arrogaunt 4 inſolent wozdes 
aunſwered, and amongs other things willed and chars 
ged them to tell Ptolome that he make god and ſtrong 
pꝛeparation to ſtand to his defence . When the Ambaſ- 
ſadoures were returned and had made repozte of their 
aunſwer, the ſaide Ptolome, Caſlander and Ly ſimache, 
reallied togyther, and made the greateſt pꝛeparat ion of 
men, armoure, and all other things necefſarie foz the 
warres,they poſiblie could. When Antigone bnderftod 
thercof, and conſidered the nobleneſſe, puiſſaunce and 
aucthozit ie of thoſe againſt whome he toke on hande 
warres: he dzew to his amitie and alliaunce all the 
P2tinces, Nations and Cities he could get. Fo2 accoms 
pliſhing wherof, he ſent Ageſelaye towardes the Kings 
of Cypres , and to the Rho4rans, donome and Moſchion. 
Ve ſent alſo into Cypadoce an armie with his Nephew 
Ptolome,

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Ptolome, fo raiſe the ſiege befoze the titie of A miſſe, and 
to expulſe all Caſſanders Souldiours that count rep: gy» 
uing him farther in charge to haue a vigilaunt eye and 
take god beve,p Caſlander paſſed not into A/ie,thzough 
Helles ont. Pozeouer, be ſent Ariſtodeme the Mileſian Ariſtodeme. 
W a thouſandTalents to Pelopõneſe to make alliaunce w 
Poliſpercon & Alexander his ſonne, and to get togyther 
tzere,ſo many men as they could, and fozthwith warre 
bpon Caſlander. That done, he ſent to make readie hys 
poſts 4 Beacons, thꝛougbaut al the countrey of Aſie vn⸗ 
der bis obeiſſance : by which he might in all his affaires 
haue ſpeedie aduertiſement , Theſe things ſet in o2der, 
be ſped him towards the countrey of Phenice, meaning 
there to pzepare and make readie a Nauie to ſend to 
Sea: bycauſe the enimie was pet ſtrongeſt at Dea: by 
reaſon of their great Naute , and himſelfe altogyther 
diſfurniſhed. And when he was come into Phenice, he env 
camped befoze the Citie of 7 yre, meaning to beſiege it. 
Heuerthelelle, be ſent towards the Kings of the Coun⸗ 
trey,and Gouernours of Syrie, exyzoating and requiring 
their apde and helpe fo2 the addzeſſing his Name to ſea; 
bycauſe all the ſhips which had ben befoze in the coun- 
trey, Ptolome had ſent into Egiyt. He commaunded alſo 
the Lieutenaunts — to furniſh him with ſo muche 
wheat, as ſhould ſuffiſe the maintenaunce of bys armie 
foz one whole peare, and him ſelfe got togyther all the 
Carpenters, ®awyers and ſhipwꝛights be could finde, 
and cauſed them to fell an innumerable numbze of 
trees in the mount Libane, whiche were carried to the +4... 
Sea ſide,foz he had. viij. thouſand men to fell, ſawe and bac. 
build ſhips, beſides a thouſand waines foꝛ carriage. It 
is to be vnderſtade, that the Mountaine is of a great 
length, foz it runneth alongeſt from the Cities of Tri- 
polis and Byblie, euen to Sydone, full of an innumerable 
numbꝛe of meruelous high and mightie Ced2es and Cy⸗ 
des trees, He likewiſe cauſed.iy, mightie Docks to — 
cu 
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tut oute to build the ſayd ſhippes in, one at 7 7ypoly, an» 
other at Bye, andthe third at S:done, all thaw in Phe. 
nice. There was alſo an other in C:{ce, whether was 
bꝛought all the timbze feld and cut downe in the mount 


 Thaure: andanother at Rhodes, by the conſent of the ci⸗ 


tizens,likewiſe to build ſhippes in. As Antigone was 
thus occupied in building of ſhippes , 4 encamped about 
the ſea ſide , Seleulce tommeth out of the Count rep of E- 


eit with a Nauie of an hundzeth tall ſhippes of warre 


vnder all their ſailes, richelie apparelled , paſting alon⸗ 
geſt the Seca coaſt in the view of the campe, as who 
would ſaye , in deſpite and maugre Antigone and his 
people. At which ſight the Citizens of the next Cities x 
other his ellies with him, were in great terrour and 
feare, being then apparaunt that the enimie was Lozd 
and Ring at ſea, Wherefoze they thought, they went to 
fozraie and robbe their Cities and territozies. When 
Antigone ſe them thus daunted , be comfoztedthem in 
the beſt maner he could, ſaying, that him ſelfe withoute 
ſtop, would that ſommer be vpon the ſeas with, v.hun- 
dzed tall and warlike ſhippes 02 moze, And as he was 
thus occupied about the things afozeſaid, Ageſclay wbb 
be had ſent into Cypres,came towardes hym and repozs 
ted vnto him, that Nicocrey and diverſe other mightie £ 
puiſſaunt Kings were alreadie allied with Ptolome. 

But that Citicke, Lapite, Marie, and Cerenite, hadde allied 
with him, Which newes vnderftod, he left Andronicke 
with, iti, thouſand men bebind at the ſiege of Tyre, and 
bimſelfe with the reſt went againſt the cities of Zyoppe 
and Gare his aduerſaries, and wonne them togyther al 
the Douldiours of Ptolome within the townes, and re- 
tained them in wages, e thzuſt into them garriſonnes, 
and into the reſt of the Cities in that quarter. That 
done, he retired towardes his other campe lying befoze 


7 yre, making pꝛouiſion fo; all things neceCarie to take 
the Citie.

CT that ſame verie time Ariſto to whome Eumenes 
had gyuen Cratere his bones to burie, deliuered the

Demetre, Antigon e his ſonne, who was reputed a right 
ſage and — Ladie, in ſo much that hir wiſedome 
and curteſie towardes the @ouldiours being ſuche, that 
the offftimes appaiſed the controuerſtes and mutenies 
ariſing in þ camp, they loued t honoured hir. She would 

alſo at hir owne coſts and diſpence marrie the poze 
men of warres ſiſters and vaughters : and beſides ac 
quite and diſcharge diuerſe of the ſouldiours when they 
bad at any time bene accuſed and w2ongfully ſclaun⸗ 
dzed, And it was ſaide, that when Antipater hir father 
(wbb al men thought to be the wileſt and ſageſt Pꝛince 
in bis tyme that euer bere rule) had any great 4 migh- 
tie affaires in hand, Þhe would bie the adviſe and coun- 
ſaill of Phile his daughter. And although ſhe was in ma- 
ners gracious and excellent, yet dyd ſhe farre paſſe in 
ſpeche and btteraunce, and all bir doings were thereto 
cozreſpondent t agreable. And as fo2 bir witte and pꝛu⸗ 
dence,that well appeared vppon the indgement which 
ſhe gaue of Demetrehis pzincipalitie, as ws will heres 
after ſet fozth in their places.

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Ut now we will returne to the Chieffaynes any 
ambaſſadoures whom Antigone hadde ſent into dis 
uerſe places to make new alliaunces. And firſt, A. 
riſtodeme who was ſent towards the Spærtians, hadde by 
their permiſſion and ſufferaunce,afſembled in the coun- 
trey of Peloponneſe. bij. thouſand fotemen, with whome 
be went to ſ@ke out Alcxarid& Pohſpercon his Donne, 


and in Antigone his name allied with bim t bis father: 


though which alliaunce he left the gouernement of the 
countrey of Peloponneſe to Poliſpexcon, and perſuaded A- 
lexander to go into «ic towarves Antigone, whiche he 
perfo2med. And the other Chieftaynes, to wete, Ptolo- 
me his Nephew whome be bad ſent into Ceppadoce with 
a great armie, de liuered the citie ofeſ-/ fr the ſiege, 
which Aſclepiodore one of Caſſander his Captaynes late 
befoze,and vpon compoſition diſmilled him with all his 

Satrape. From thence 
be went into Zythanie, and finding Z:bieh, King of the 


ſaid countrey beſieging the Cities of Ca/cedove and Aa 


cone,fozced him to raiſe it, and after allied withhim;and 
the (aid cities and twke of them oſtages. From thence 
be trauailled into Ienye and Lydie: bicauſe Antigone had 


Regions lying and bozdering vpon the ſea, bycauſe he 
bnderſtod Þ Seleuke was ſayling towardes thoſe quar⸗ 
ters, And at laſt Seleuke arriued in the Countreys , and 
befieged the citie of Crythe. But after he was aduertiſed 
of Ptolome his comming, de retired without doing of 
any thing, When Alexander was come to 1 
confirmed and ſ ware the alliaunce foz him and Pohſper- 
(On his Father. 

Then aſſembled he all his men of warre, and in pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of them, charged and greatlie accuſed Caffander, 
but chieflie foz the death of Olympias, and the detayning 
of Roxanne & hir ſonne in pziſon ; alleadging mozeouer 
mn 

mean 
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meant thereby openly to bſurpe the Realme of Mace- 
done. And farther obieded, that he had ſuffered the Citie 
of 0/ynthe chic enemie to the . acedonians, to be reen⸗ 
habited,and alſo reedified the citie of Thebes, whiche A- 
lexander, ſurnamed the great,hadde deſtroied and razed, 
When he ſ&@, that by the meanes of thoſe accuſations 
and tales the men of warre and Souldiers there aſſem⸗ 
bled, were with Caſlander greatlie deſpited: he inconti- 
_ cauſed "_ to be wzitten t pꝛoclaimed a — 
Caſſander was pꝛonounced an enimie, extept he wo 
raze the ſaid two cities, ſet at libertie the ſaid King ana 
Roxanne his mother into the hands and gard of the A.. 
cedonians , and alſo wholie obey Antigone, named and 
choſen Emperoure of the armie, pzotecoz and regent of 
the Kings,and of the realme of M acedonc. e woulde 
alſo it ould be denounced, that all the Grekes were diſs 
charged of al garriſonnes and other impoſitions, to liue 
2 accozding to their auncient and accuſtomes 
onte, 

When this Decre had bene thus by the common al⸗ 
ſent and conſent of the whole armie ratified and appꝛo⸗ 
ued. Antigone by : by ſent it thzoughout all quarters to 
| be publiſhed, truſting that the rette: in hope to come at 
libertie, would allie and ioyne with hem. Ve likewiſe 
thought that when the S«:rapes and Gonernours of the 
Satrapres of the hier countreys ofs ſie (whiche ſtill yma- 
gined that Antigone would clerelie extinquiſh þ Kings, 
and all the ligne Royal of Alexander) apperceyned that 

be nowe enterpꝛiſed and publikelie toke in hande, the 
warres foz the defence of the Kings,they would alter e 
chaige their determinatid e purpoſe, e gladlie become 
obedient and ſubiec to him. That done, be gaue to Alex- 
ander. v. hundzed Talents, and ſent him into Peloporne/# 
laden and fraught with faire pzomiſſes , and in hope ts 
be pzeferred to ſome great authozitie and honour, Vs 
ſent alſo foz his ſhips to Rhodes, W

The. xxvij. Chapter. 


Pongs theſe entrefaicts, when Ptolome vnderſtod 
the edic and decr& which Antigone and the a- 
cedontams had made fo the libertie of Grece, bytauſe 
be would it ſhould to the Grekes be knowen, that de hay 
ſo god an hart and will to reſtoze them to libertie, as 
the ſaid Antigone, he cauſed the like pzoclamation to be 
made,and befoze them to be notified and publiſhed, Foz 
ex: her of them made great accompte, and thought it a 
verie god way to win the Grekes to ſtand their friends, 
and therfoze they contended howe and by what meane 
they might beſt gratifie them. He wanne allo to bis al. 
liaunce Caſlander, gouernour of Car:e,a might ie Pzince, 
and one who had at his commaundement manie Citics, 
He ſent likewiſe cuer and beſides the. iiij.thouſand men 
ſent befoze by him to the Kings of Cyyres his confede» 
rats, a mightie armie to enfozce to their obeiſſaũte their 
enimies,to wete, Mirmidon the eArheniar with, r.thow 
ſand Douldiours,Polyclete with a Nauie of an huntzeth 
ſaile,and appointed fo2 generall Menelaus his bzother. 
And as they arriued in Cypres, they heard of Sc!cuke hys 
being there ; whereupon they held acounſell , Gn 
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was concluded that Polyclete ſhould with. L. chipr ſaile 

into Peloponneſe, to warre vpon Ariſtodeme, Poliſpercan 

and Alexander: That Myrmidon with the Percenaries 

ſhould into Cie to ayde and comfozte Caſlander and o- 

ther their allies , whom Ptolome Antigone his bzother 

warred on: and that Menelaus and Scleuke ſhoulde re- 

mayne in Cypres with Nycocreon and other their allies, 

to mainteyne the warres there, When Scleuke and hys 

companie had thus deuided their power , they toke the 

cities of Cerine and Lapytbe, and there wanne to theiral- cc... 
aliaunce Staſicetus Ring of the Autan, and fozced A- Amuchuſüus 
mathuſius an other pzince of the countrey to deliner the cichia. 
oſtages. They beſieged alſo with great fo2ce the Citie 

of Cythie, bycauſe they would not at their firft coming 

allie with them. At that ſame verie ſeaſon ſailed from 

Helleſpont and the Rheder, to Antigone. xl. ſaile onder the g 
tõduct of Themylon their Admiral, Dioſcorides like wiſe | 3 
b:ought from Helle pont and the Rhodes foure ſcoze, bes 

ſides the ſhips firſt built in Yhenice, being in all, actomp⸗ 
ting thoſe left at Tyre. Cxx, wherof. iti;ſco2e £,x, rowed 
with foure tier of oꝛes in a ſide : ten with fine tier: ten 
with nine, and ten with ten tier, and, xxx. barques, the 
reſt lee, ſo that he bad in the whole.CCxl.Galltes ap- 
pointed foz the warres, Which Mauie he denided, wher⸗ 
of. L. he ſent into Peloponneſe, and appointed Dioſcorides 
his bzothers ſonne, Admiral ouer the reſt, and gaue him 
in charge to goe to the ayde of bys Allies, and purchaſe 
the god willes of the Illes not yet confederate . Nowe 
foz this time, we wil leaue ſpeaking of the things done 
in Aſie, and returne to the matters exploited in Europe. 
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C Of cenen exploictes of warre, by Caſſander and his 
Souldiours in Peloponneſe and other partes of Grete 
done. And how Alexander Politercon his Sonne 
reuolteth. After of a victorie whiche Ptolome 
his Nauic hath againſt Antigone his Navie in Cili- 
ce. And after, Ptolome and Antigene come to a 
parle, and of certain exploits of warre betwene the 

omames and Samnites. 


The. xxviij. Chapter. 


TY while that Antigone made pzeparation foz the 
warres in the countrey of ¶Aſie, as we haue bere- 

tofoze declared, Apollonide whome Caſlandcr had 
left Captayne of Argos, ſetretlie departed into Arcacte, 
and in the night by Tealth toke the Citie of Stymphale. 
In this meane time the Arie: not content with Cafe 
ſander, ſent to Alexander Poliſpercon his ſonne, and po- 
miled to yelde him the Towne, but he ſo detraced his 
comming,that Caſſander was fhyther firſt come, 6 whe 
be had entred the citie,the Traitcurs cdſpiratours tos 
t Palaice foz their defence, which be beſieged a clerely 
burnt to the ground. And ot the refte be put ſome to 
death,and ſent a great number in exile. The ſame tima 
Callander avuertiſed of the ſailing of Ariſtodeme into 
Peloponneſe,amdd concourſe of the Percenaries thyther : 
firft aCaied,if be could withdzawe and remoue Poliſper- 
con and Alexander his ſonne from the amitie of Anti- 
gone. And ſeeing it would not frame, be paſſed thꝛougbe 
the cofitrey of T heſſalie into Beore,and ſtrengtbning the 
T bebanes with ayde fo2 re ſtauracion of their Citie, ens 
tred Pe/oponneſe,andtoke by fozce the tit ie of Cercre,and 
made incurſions on the territozies of Corinthe, and 
there winning two caſtles by fozce: licenced Alexan- 
ders Souldiours to departe without dommage oz hurts, 
After that,he was by a band which loued not qe 
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recepued into the Citie of Orcomenie, and licenced the O omen 
citizens to plucke out by the eares cecten of Alexanders 

friends, gotten into the Temple of Diane, and to do with 

them what they liſted, whome they incontinent contra- 
rie to the lawe and common cuſtome of Gece, put to the 

ſwo2de. After that, Caſlander came againſt the Citie of 
Meſſenie,and ſing it to difficile to winne, paſſedon and 1 graie. 
entred Arcade, in which countrey he left Damides Gos Dimides. 
uernour, and bim ſelfe returned to Age, where he tau⸗ 

ſed manie toucnoys to be done, and after returned to 

A acedone. WAbereot Alexander aduertiſed, toke with 

him Ariſtodeme, and warred vpon all the Cities whiche 
Caſlander had wonne and furniſhed with garrifonnes, 
thinking to bzing vnder his ſubiecion the ſaide Cities, 
pꝛomiſũing to reſtoze them to libertie. Which Caflander 
vaderftanding,ſent towardes him Propelle , by whome Propellc. 
he offred,if be wauld veld and reuolt from Antigone, to 

gyvue him tbe gouernement of Peloponneſe , and the aus 
chozitie oner all the armie : e farther, to vſe him as his 
to and aduaunce him to great honour and dig⸗ 
nitie. When Alexander had conſidered that the ſame ol⸗ 
fer wheceunto Caſlander graunted, was the onely occa- 
ſidn of the warres betwene them, he allied with hym, & 
ſo became and remayned Gouernour of Peloponneſe. 
In this meane while, Policlete ſent by Scleuke out of (y- 
pre: touched at Cencre, and vnderſtanding of polyclete. 
bis reuolte, and ſing there no armie of aduerfaries, ſai - 

led into Pamph:lie,and from thence to the citie of 4phro- Apbrodiſe. 
diſe in Cilice, where he vnderſtod, that Theodote Admi - Theodore. 
rall foz Antigone, was lonſed from Parare in the region? 

of Lyc:e,in the hippes whiche came from Rhodes, mis 

ned with Parriners of Ce and that Perilaye oz the Perle 
moze ſafetie of the ſaid Nanie, went by land with a ters 

rible armie. Wherefoze be by ambuſbes decepued both 

the ſatd armies : fo2 he cloſelie laid anumbze of men a- 


pain the cuba: which came dy unt where they mul 
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needes paCe : and him ſelfe with the Hauie laye behind 
a pꝛomontoꝛie, attending the enimie to battaill. It haps 
pened that tbe armie by land firſt lighted vpon the Am⸗ 
buche, where being ſurpziſedand lodenlie come vppon, 
they were almoſt all llaine and fake pꝛiſoners: amongs 
whome was Perilaus, all inthe ſight of the x hodian Nas 
uie : who with great ſpede making towardes the lande 
to their ayde , were by Policlete which there read in oꝛ⸗ 
der of battail, ſo luſtelie bourded, that they diſcomfitey 
all the whole Hauie, and pꝛized their ſhippes, and the 
greater numbze of their men: amongs whome was 
Theodotus, who ſone after,of the woundes he had retei⸗ 
ued in fight,died, © 
When Polyclete had thus without daunger wonne 

theſe vicozies,be ſailed into Cypre- , and from thence tg 
Pcluſe, whome Ptolome honozablie receyued, and with 
great rewardes and giftes rewarded, and to him gane 
a farre greater charge, as to the Aucthoz of that notable 
and honozable victozie . Me delinered alſo Perilaus and 
manie other pziſoners,fo2 deliverie of which Antigone 
bad ſent an honozable Ambaſſade , and to treat a peace, 

Which treatie was graunted to be had at the place cal 
led the Eruption where they met togytber, and commos 
ned of the matter, but departed without concluſion, bys 
cauſe Antigone would not agree to Ptolome his demaun⸗ 
des, The ſame ſeaſon the Romaynes inuading the Sam- 
nites, toke by fozce from them the Citie of Ferent in Po- 
ville. But the Citizens of Nucere called e{/phaterne, by 
the perſuaſion of ſome reuolted from the Komeyres, and 

confederated with the Samnites. 


COf diuerſcexploites which Ariſtodeme, one of Antigene 
his Captaynes, doth againſt Alexander Poliſperton his 
ſonne in Peloponneſe, & Alexander being ſlaine, his wife 
through hir prowes,taketh vpon hir the gouernement.

The 
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e ſelf ſame yeare that Nicodore gouerned Athens, 
and Luce ”apyre the fourth time, and Quinte Pu- 
ble the ſecond time were at Ae trrated Tonſuls: 
Ariſtodeme Antigone his Lieutenaunt, vnderſtanding | 
the reuolte of Alexander Poliſpercon his Sonne, actuſed *'i*odeme. 
dim in the pꝛeſence of all the aſſemblie of the Erbohars, 
and perſuaded them to iopne with Antigone. Whiche 
done, he departed with his Percenaries out of the coun- 
trey,and came into Pe/oporneſe, where he found Alexan- 
der and the Erbolrans,beſieging the Citie of Clene, ſoze 
diſtreſſed, and by dis comming in god time to the apde 
theceof,raiſed the ſiege. And after be bad th2uſt in as he 
..,ought a ſufficient numbze to garde and defende it, be 
went to Acaic,and there likewiſe delivered the Citie of 
Patar. u, by Caſſanders ſouldiours befieged. Ne take alſo ö 
by violence the citie of & ge, and vſed the garriſon therof Pa. 
at his pleaſure,and accoaving to the generall Edia, dee *5*- 
fermined to reſtoze the Citie to libertie. Bowbeit, de 
could not, bicauſe the men of warte who by aſſaut hadde 
taken it, were wholie bent to the ſpoile, ſle we manie of 
the Citizens, and razed, and ſacked a numbze of their 
bouſes, After that, during the time be was in Erholie, the 
Citizens of Dyme keping a garriſon of Caſsaders in their 0 
Citie, ſovenly bad buplt and ſet by a wall betwene tbe 
towne and caſtle, to ſeperate them, exhozting one ano⸗ 
ther to redace their citie to hir pꝛiſtinate libertie, and 
entrenching the Caſtle, gaue many pꝛoude aſſautes. 
Which doings Alexander vnde rſtanding, W his whole 
power returned, and after de had entred the towne, he 
put to death the p2zincipall mutiners, impꝛiſoned ſome, 
and banniſhed a numbze. By meane whereof, the rem- 
naunt neuer durſt a long tyme after make oz reuiue 
any commocion 02 rebellion, reducing to memozie the 
miſerie and puniſhment of the late rebelles. But not 
long after,they got in their apde the ſouldiours of Ari- 
ſtodeme in Ege, by whoſe heipe they —

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the Caſtle, and by great induſtrie wonne if, and flewe 
the greater parte ot the garriſonne , togyther all the ci- 
tizens which toke parte with Alexander: who departing 
at the ſame time from Sycione was vnder the toulour of 
friendſhip by Alexion,and certen his complices, Mame⸗ 
fully ſlaine. Notwithſtanding after his death, Crateſi- 
polis his wife toke vpon hir the domination and rule of 
the citie and armie, whome the Souldiours dearelie lo⸗ 
ued,by reaſon of the great pleaſures ſhe had oftentimes 
done them, and always helping their pꝛeſent miſeries. 
She was a wiſe Ladie, and in matters ot great impoꝛ⸗ 
taunce had a meruellous fozefight, and an hart and cou⸗ 
rage moꝛe valiaunt than to a woman was pertinent, 
which ſhe amengs the Sictonians thzoughlte ſhewed. Foz 
when the Sycionians, after the death of hir huſband, with- 
out making any accompt of hir, had gotten in armes, in 
hope to haue reſtozed their libertie, ſhe in battaill vans 
quiſhed and ouerthzewe them. In whiche conflict were 
manie llaine,and,xrr.of the reſt after tak? and hanged, 
When ſhe had appaiſed thus this mutenie, ſhe peatea⸗ 
bly gouerned the towne, and had at commanndement 
a great number of Souldiours which were all determi⸗ 
ned to abide in hir ſeruice any aduentures whatſoeuer, 
Theſe things were done in Peloponneſe. 


CCaſander making amitie with the eFcarnanians 
and /{lyrians , and reducing to his alliaunce cer- 
ten other Cities, returneth into M acedone, and 
the Etholiams taking the Citie of eArginye in 
Acarnanye, ſlea and All che inbabitaunts tfierof.

Hen Caſſander had tonſidered, that the £:holr- 
V «ns (which fanoured Antigone) warred againſt 
e eAcarnerians their neighbours, he thought

that warre, and ſo abaſe and rep2eſſe the EY hol. 
Mhereupon be trauailed with a mightie power oute of 
Macedone into the countrey of Et hohe, and encamped as 

bout the ryuer Cambile, and there called togyther toe 4- 
carnanians to ſpeake with them, to whome be declared, The river of 
the impoꝛtaunce of the warres which they ſo long bad bike. 
had ſo ntere hand, and yet ſtil continued. And the better 

to encounter them, ſaid, that it was very needfull, that 

they did fo:ſake the indefenſible ſmall townes and vil- 
lages,and get them into two 02 th2c& of the chief g pꝛin⸗ 

cipall, Foz while they were ſo ſeperated and denided, 

they could nepther eaſelie noz yet readilie aſſemble, 

when occaſton of buſineNe ſerued, and thereby might 
lightlie be ſurpꝛiſed © diſcomfited, In following which 
tounſaill, the greater parte retired into the Citie of 
Strate, very great and ſtrong. The Cynades and their Strate. 
neighbours into the Citie of Saurie. The Dorian & cers Sauric. 
ten other into the citie of «17g: . That done, Caſſan- 4rginic. 
der foz their guarde and defence left a bande of Souldi- 

ours vnder the charge of Lyaſcke, and him ſelfe with the Lyaſcke. 
remaaunt went againft the citie of Leucade, and by an Leucade, 
AmbaCade gotte the fauoure of the citie. From thence 

he went into Azrye , andby aſſault wanne the Citie of 
Apollome.Affer that, be entred the countrey of //r:e,and! Apollonie. 
paing the ryuer Hebre, vanquiſhed in battaill King Hcbrus. 
Glaucye of Ihre, and after made amitie and alliaunce Claucic. 
with him, which Glaucie amongs other things pꝛomiſed 

neuer to warre againſt Alexander oz anie bis Allies. 

After that, he ſubdued the citie of Ep:daxre,and there left 

a garriſonne,and ſo returned into Aacedone . But dus Epidaure, 
ring the time of this voiage,when the E£:ho/ans pertep⸗ 

acd that he was a great wayeof them, they aſſembled 

and gotte togyther the number ol. iij.thouſande, i came 

to beſiege the citie of ¶Ag,ẽi which they round about 


entrenched, and made other foztifications to aſſaut it.

ven Caſſander had returned info Macedone, he 
was aduertiſed that the cities of Lemne and Cas 
ry ( Seleuke & Ptolome their tontede rates) wert 
by Antigone his Souldiours ſoze warred on and oppꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed, Wherefoze he ſent parte of his armie fo2 their ſuc⸗ 
coures, to deteyne — — in Aſie, to the end he ſhould 
haue no leiſure to paſſe into £xrope . Ye Waitte alſo to 


Demetre Phalerey and te Dioniſe Captayne of AMunic bie, 


to ſend. xx. ſaile into the Iſle of Lemne, whiche with all 
ſped was done, And foz tranſfreting of them, Captayn 
Ariſtotre had charge: who aſter his arrinall in the Ile, 
ſent wozde to Seleulce to repaire thyther with all his 
ſhippes. And aft er he was come, they aſſaied and fo2ced 
to winne to them the Lemnians , but apperceyuing they 
would not thereto conſcnt,they fouraged all their land: 
and after beſieged the citie , and entrenched it rounde: 
which done,Scleuke departed to Coo. Then Dioſcoride 
(Antigone his Admirall) aduertiſed of his departure, 
came to the aide ofthe Lemans : and chaſed Ariſtotre,# 
toke the greater numbꝛe ol his ſhippes, and the Soul- 
diours within them, But when Caſlander and —_ 

deputed 
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(deputed chief rulers of the armie whiche Caſſander had ©. ... 
ſent into Carye) vnderſtod that Ptolome (Antigone bys propelaus. 


Lteutenaunt) bad deuided his Douldiours in garriſone 
to winter, and was alſo occupied about the funeralles 
ofhis father deſeaſed, they ſent Eupoleme W. biij. thou 


ſand two hundzed fotemen , to watch and ſurpziſe the Tarolome- 


enimie lying about the Region of Caprine, in the Coune« 
trey of Carye. Whereof Prolome (by ſome whiche came 
to render to him) aduertiſed, aſſembled of his garriſons 
nere there abouts.viij.thouſand. CC, bundzed foteme, 
and, vj. hundzed bozſe, and by night went and aſſailed 
the camp of the enimie, them lightly(who doubted no. 
thing lee)ouerthzew, by reaſon they were at reſt and 
a fleepe, and without ſcoult oz watch: ſo that they toke 
Eupoleme pziſoner, and made the men of warre render 
and yeld , Þache was the aduenture of Caſſander his 
Captaynes by him ſent into I ſie.

. CCC bundzes Archers and other ſhot. iij.thouſande 
hozſe and, riiij. Elephants to garde and defend þ Coun⸗ 
frey : bicauſe he feared that Prolome would with his ar⸗ 
mie come thyther. And bycauſe hys ſonne Demetre was 
dong, not abone.rxij.peares olde, he left behind: foz hys 


Couernours & Counſailours, foure noble perſonages, Nearche.

armie. And being come to Cilene in the Region of h- 
gie, he ſent his armie by garriſons to winter. After that, 
be commaunded that his hippes ſhould be b2ought oute 
of the countrey of Mede, Captayne of whiche was one 
Mede a Median. And as the ſaid Mede came ſailing as 
longeſt,he encountred.xxxvi.ſaile of the Aue, and them 
p2ized,togyther the ſouldiers within them, Zbeſe mat- 
ters were exploited in Grece and «ſie. |

Bout e this ſcaſon, in July, the Samnites who with 
Aide Remaynes had many veares continued warre to 

get the Empire and dominion one ol an other,toke 
by fozce the towne of Tick, by the Remaines garris 
ſoned, and in ſuch ſozte pꝛactiſed with them of Sore, that 
they lle w all the Kemaines in the citie guarding þ ſame ; 
and after the Soreans toke parte with the Samnites. And 
not long after, as the Kcmames laye befoze Straticole, the 
Sanites with all their fozce came thyther to raiſe the 
liege, where both the armies ioyned 4 fought together, 
In which battaill were many Caine, but the Remaines 
had till the better, toke the Citie, and after ſubdued al 


| | the 
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the whole countrey. When the Samnites (& that their 
only ſtrife was foz the countrey and cities of Pouil.thep 
pzepared an oſte and ſent out their generall letters and 
commaundements , by which all the Citizens and ſub⸗ 
tes able to beare armoure, were commanded to come, 
and then encamped hard by the Kees, being all des 
termined to fight foz the totall of their eſtate, The No- 
manes likewiſe knowing the impoꝛtaunce of that bat⸗ 
taill,ſent great trengtband ſupplices of men: and ap- 


pointed beſides Quint Fabie the moſt renoumed Caps Wine Fobie. 


tayne they then had, Oenerall of their armie, 4 Quint 
Hye Marſhall, and about Zarc4/: ioptied battaill with 
þ enimie, in which on eyther ſive were many me flaine, 
But in the ende, the Romẽ were diſcomfited and put 
to flight. Which Elye ſeeing, bicauſe he would auoide the 
ſhame to be ſaid he fled, tarried alone in the battaill, x 
there valiauntlie and manfullie fought againſt the eni⸗ 
mie: not foz anie hope he had of vicozie, but to ſhewe 
ſuch magnanimitieto be in him, as an apparaunt mat» 
ter of the inuincible courages of the Romanes, who 
much moze loued honozably to die in fight , than to line 
and remayne Captapne of thoſe whiche fled, After this 
diſcomfiture and ouerthzow, the Romaine: fearing to 
loſe al Poille,ſent one Colonie of their people to Locres, 
the pzincipall citie of that countrey : from whence they 
tranſferred the warres againſt the Ster. And that 
Colonie andCitie ſerued them not fo2 that warreonly, 
bat continuallie euer after: and at this pꝛeſent doth, 
asan explozato2 and receptacle to hold and kepe their 
neighbours in ſubiection, 


CLiſimache ſubdueth the cities of Pont & T haure,

ver, the reſt he chaſed and expulſed the countrey. After 
that, he beſieged the titie of the Calandiams, fullie detet⸗ 
mined to be reuenged foz their rebelliõ. But as he was 
thus purpoſed,newes came that Antigone had ſent two 
armies fo2 the reliefe of the ( alandiant: to ſaye, Lycon 
by the ſea of Pont, and Pauſanie by lande: who alreadie 
was encamped at a place called Sacre . With whiche 
newes Lyſimache verie ſoze troubled, left ſo many of 
bis armie as he thought would ſuffiſe foz the ſiege, and 
him ſelle with the greater parte marchedon to encoun- 
ter the enimie which came by land. But when he was

allembled there fogpther,watching one another, and e⸗ 
ue rie of them attending the opoztunitie and aduauntge, 
be commaunded Mede with al (pede to returne into 4- 
ſie.

Wibiche Citie 
be de ſtroped and tranſferred the inhabitaunts ttercof 
into the citie of Phe. Theſe things perfozmed, be left 
Nicocreon his Lieutenaunt in the ale of Cres and gang 
to him the cities and renenue of the Kings , whomt he 
had depoſed,and after ſailed into the bicr me, and there 
toke the cities of 7\ eprune and Care. From thence w 
al ſperde, he departed into (ce, where likewiſe be toke 
and fo2raged the citie of Ma/e, and ſolve the Citizens he 
toke pꝛiſoners: be waſted and ſpoyled alſo tbe next re- 
gion, And after he had enriched and furniſhed the whole 
armie with ſpoyle, returned into Cypre- , foz he ſo loued 
bis @ouldiours,that he thought all he could do fo2 them 
was to little, to the ende they ſhoulve the willinglier 
ſerue him in all ſuch high and great affaires as he hadde 
ko do, :

Bowbeit , not long after at the inſtigat ion of 
Scleuke,and the rather bycauſe be maliced Antigone, he 
determined afrethe to inuade Celorie, and fight with 
Demetre . Wherefoze de aſlembledbis armie and loſed 
from Alexander to Peluſe with, rviij. thouſand fotemen, 
and. iiij.thouſand hoꝛſſe, the one halle A acedonians, the - 
other Pertenaries. Ye had beſides of the Countrey of 
Evipt,a great numbze of men, as victuallers and ſuche 
like, and ſome armed men mate fo2 the warres, From 
Pelwſe daylie trauelled he thzough the deſertes vntill be

When Demetre under ſtod of bis comming, be like⸗ 
wiſe aſſembled and muſtered his garriſons and brought 
them into the ſaid old Gaze, attending the violence of 
the enimie. And although his Gonernours and friendes 


toũſailed him not to hazard battaill againſt ſo valiaunt 
Aa.]. a Chiefs 
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a chieftayne 4 mightie an armie, vet would not he by 
their counſayls be ſtayed, but made him readie to fight, 
hoping (not withſtanding hys yong yeares and abſence 
of his father) to winne honcur and victozte , And alter 
he hadde aſſembled hys armie and by hys ozation verie 
ſtoutlie exhozted them to warre , perſeuering and till 
abpding in the aſſemble penſiue and in great trouble of 
mynd , the multitude with one vopce ſhowted and criev 


vnto him to hope well and feare nothing. And ſuch was

their honoz t reuerence towardes him,yp befoze he tould 
commaund them to ſilence, they held their peace,vppon 
this onelp occaſion,fo2 that be neyther in factes martial 
o2 cyuill hadde offended them, in ſo much as he was but 
newly made chieftayne,x the firft time that the charge 
of an armie had ben committed vnto him: but it comon- 
ly chauncethotherwiſe to them which long baue hadde 
ſuch rule and leading, bycauſe they ſundzie wayes and 
by diuerſe meanes græue their me of warre and Soul- 
diours. And therefoze when they once gette occaſion to 
trippe and take their Captaynes in any one faulte,they 
fozthwith ſ&ke reuenge of reſt of the iniuries againſt 
them committed: foz the multitude loue not long te 
perſcuer and continue in one eſtate , but always deſire 
and are glad of chaunge, ſo it exceede not. The men of 
warre beſides ſ&ing bis father well ſtryken in yeares, 
and the likelyhov of the ſucceſſion of the Realme lyne- 
allie to deſcend and come to hym, the rather wholie ads 
dicted them to his ſeruice, 

He was a man of wonderfull beautie and faire com- 
plerion, of body tall, mighty and ſtrong therewith, and 
when be was like a king richelie apparelledand armed, 
there appeared in him a godlie maieſtie # reputation, 
in wbome the multitude greatlie hoped : hys modeſtie, 
curteſie , bountie and liberalitie alſo allured the people 
to loue, honour and obey hym, as to a newe and noble 
King appertapned, ſo that both the ozdinarie and *

62dinarie ®ouldiours would runne to heare his pzopo- 
ſition and ſentence , & were verie carefull of bys youth 
and victozie : bycauſe be mynded ſo valiantlie to adut᷑⸗ 
ture his perſone againſt ſuch a numbze of enimies, and 
eſpeciallie againſt two ſuch Chieftaynes (to ſaye Ptolo- 
me and Scleuke)both in pollicies martial renoumed and 
greatlie experimeted,and had had oftenconduc 4 charge 
aſwell in the companie of Alexander aselſe where, be» 
ing neuer vanquiſhed noz ouercome, 

When Demetre had with an hartie ozation erhozted 
his men of warre , pzomiſing them giftes and butinie 
acco2ding'to their demerites, be arraunged them in oz⸗ 
der ofbattaill, | 

And firſte in the left battaill (where he him ſelfe 
ment to fight ) he placed two hundzed of the choyſeſt 
hoꝛſſe within the camp, which alwayes attended about 


bim: amongs whome were bis chief and pꝛincipall ſer- : 


uitours and friends, and the ſame Python alſo who had 
ſerued amongs Alexander his men at armes, and there⸗ 
foze had Antigone gyuen him the pzincipall charge and 
conduct of the armie with Demetre: In the front of that 
he placed the bandes of hozfle tike vnto a bulwark,and 
on eche ſide as many: and without from the battaill to 
the wings be placed th2& other bandes of 7 arentizes, ſo 
that about and nere his perſone he had. v. hundzed laun⸗ 
tes and an hundzed Tarenties After the he placed about 
eight hundzed bo2Ce called the Companions o2 Aduen⸗ 
turers. And next to them about a thouſande bo2ſle of di⸗ 
verſe Nations ; and befoze the whole front of that bats 
taill he placed;rrx:Elephantes , and the ſpaces bet wixt 
them he furniſhed: with. rj. hundꝛed ſhot :; with this leaft 
battaill thus ozdered as afozeſaid, he determined to bes 
ginne the fight, the Phalange oz mayne battail of fotes 
men being to the numbze of.rj.thouſand oz therabouts, 
whereof a thouſand were e Hacedenrars, and as many 
Lycians ' Pamphitians , the reſt all iz * a ſoldiers. 
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In the right ſide adioyning to the Phalange he.placey 
the reſt of the hozNe to the numbze of a thouſand and. v. 
bund2ed bnder the leading of Andronike,whom be tom⸗ 
maunded that when he ſhoulde come to fight, to lippe 
by and not to come on p front, but to ſtay and delape the 
battaill, attending and diligentlie marking what the 
other poincte woulde doe. Ye placed mozeouer the.xiij. 
Elephantes which remayned, befsze the Phalange oz 
maine battaill,and betwene them an other companie of 
light armed foteme, Jn this ozder arrãged Demetre his 
battailles, But befoze Ptolome & Scleuke knewDemetre 
his o2der,they had ſtronglie appointed and well furni- 
ſhed their left cozner. But after they were by their el⸗ 
pials aduertiſed of the oʒder of the enimie, they altered 
_ chaunged theirs, and ozdered their battails as fol 

oweth. 

Firſt they placed in their right cozner all their pꝛin⸗ 
cipall foꝛce to encountre the battaill wherein Demetre 
was, Dn the other ſive in the left cozner were.iij.thou! 
ſand hozſſe, and the two Chieftayns. Befoze them went 
a great numbze of men which carried great toze of iron 
poles.tted to iron chaines, pꝛepared like an haie againſt 
the violence of the enimies Elephantes, which was an 
extellẽt deniſe eaſelie to ſtaie e repulſe the Elephants. 
And by them they placed a great numbze of ſhot to hurt 
and galle the ſaide beaſtes and their Gouernours. The 
reſt of their me? they arraunged as to them beft ſemed, 
in the middeſt of the right poinct and at the wings, and 
in this ozder with great ſhoutes and cries beganne to 
marche one againft an other. And firſte the hozemen - 
whiche were in the vttermoſt places of the poinctes 
beganne to charge, ſo that on eche ſide was a ſtout fight, 
YVowbeit from the beginning the Demetriant dyd vali⸗ 
aunteſt and had the better:but ſhoztlie after they which 
were in the oppoſite began ſo luſtely to charge and en- 
nironne W n 
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fight on eche ſide (by reaſon of the readineſſe and valy- 
auntneſſe ofthe @ouldiours) wared boat and terrible, in 
ſo mache that at the firſt encountrie they bzake well 
nere all their launces,in whiche were many hurte and 
ouerthzowen, Then dzew they their wozdes e fought 
ſo cruellie, that the laughter was farre greater than 
befoze : bycauſe the Chieftaynes them ſelues pꝛeaſed 
fo2th ſo valiauntlie, aduentured ſo many perilous and 
daungerous attemptes, that by meane t th2zoughe their 
exhoztacions they encouraged the Douldiours violently 
to fight, And all the hozCemen who foz their vertue and 
pzowes were all choiſe men, manfully e ſtoutly fought 
togyther in the view and ſight of their Chieftaynes, 
bycauſe they might beare witneſſe of their noble harts 
and inuincible courages. But after the hozNemen hadde 
fought long, and that no man could iudge whiche parte 
had the better, þ Indian Demetre his Elephanters with 
great violence marched againſt the enimie , who ſome⸗ 
what at the firſt feared, bycauſe they thought them no- 
thing able to reſiſt their power. But ſo ſone as tber 
tame againlt the yzon rampier,they ſtayed,and the ſhot 
which flanked the ripier, ſhot ſo thicke, that the greater 
parte of the beaſtes were ſoze wounded and their ry- 
ders, who feeling their greuous woundes, v2ged the 
beaſtes with great ſtrokes, ſo that ſome of them fell on 
the rampier , and being ſoze hurte with the pꝛicking of 
the poles and ſhot, ranne quite out of oꝛder. And here is 
to be noted, » thoſe kinde of beaſtes ſo long as the way 
is playn e ſhoꝛt, are maruelous ſtrong, eyther to charge 
02 encountre. But when they ſhal charge in hard places 
they ci do nothing. by reaſon of þ ſoftneſle of their fete. 
Which thing they with Ptolome right well knew, and 
tberfoꝛe pzepared this maner of ſtoppe. At laſte, after 
greater part of the Indian: E were eyther 
llaine oz ſoze hurte, the Elepantes were by the eni⸗ 


mie all taken, Which thing nnn... 
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ſs a fraide of, that the greater number of themfledde, 
And althoughe Demetre by entreatie and perſuaſions 
dyd what in hym laye to kepe ſtill the (mall number 
which tarried about him, yet was there no remedie but 
that they would nedes flie to Gaze e and when be ſe he 
could not ſtaye them, pet enfozced not he hym ſelfe to 
fie with them: but ſo handled the matter, that a great 
numbꝛe of his hoꝛſſemen ioyned togyther , and in ſuche 
o2der retired, that the enimie which purſued in heapcs 
and diſo2dered were neuer able to hurte them: by rea- 
ſon the waye was ſo champion and large, that they ea⸗ 
ſely retiered in a great troupe togythers , Some fates 
men likewiſe diſozderlie followed, and bycauſe they 
would runne the lighter , they caſt of their harneis. Jn 
this ſoꝛte they tame nere qe, almoſt at the ſunne ſet, 
But after they were about the citie, cert? of bys hozfle- 
men fo:ſaoke him and ent red the Towne, to carrie oute 
their baggage : by reaſon. whereof the thꝛong + pzeaſs 


was ſo great of mares and other beſtiall at the gates, 


foz that euery man th2uſt to be fozemoſt / that Ptolome 
bis @ouldiours whiche chaſed the thytber, bycauſe they 
could not ſhut the gates,entred the towne,and ſo ſeized 
on it to Ptolome his vſe . When Demetre had thus loſte 
the battaill, he fledde all that night without ſtaye vntil 


he came to the Citie of A ⁊ote, diſtaunt from them ties 


bundzed. xx. furlongs. The next daye in the mozning 
be ſent his Ambaſſadours towards the enimie,of whom 
be payed leaue to burie the dead, meaning in that caſe 
to do them all the honour be could. There were in that 
conflict ſlaine the greater parte of his friendes, Amongs 
whome Python was pꝛincipal, who with him bad equall 
charge of the armie, and Berte whiche was with hym 
b:ought-vp of a childe, and knewe all his mynde and ſe⸗ 


tretes. In that battaill alſo were flaine of noble perſoi 


nages aboue.v.hundzed, the moze parte hozemen, aud 
SR pziloners. taken, When — 
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and Seleuke had gyuen leaue to burie the dead, they ſent 


backe to Demetre all hys manable godes and treaſure 
which they had taken, and ſo many pꝛiſoners as were 
his houſholde meiny without ranſome, ſaying, that the 
warres which they arrered againſt Antigone, was not 
fo; his gods and treaſure, but bycauſe when they were 
in conſozt and warred togyther,firſte againſt Perdicas x 
after againſt Eumenes, he woulde not make egall diſtri⸗ 
bution with his friends and companions of the realmes 
and dominions at chieued in thoſe warres': and alſo foz 
that againſt the tenoz of his altiaunce , contrarie to all 
equitie and conſcience , he had erpulſed Selcuke 3b ilon. 


Gallie ſlaues. 

When Ptolome had magnificiallie and honozablie bus 
ried all the dead on his parte, de with his armie inuaded 
the cities of Phenice ſome of which be beſieged, and vpon 
compoſttion reconciled others. When Demetre ſ& bys 
power and armie decreaſe and inſufficient , he ſent let- 
ters towardes his father, pzaying his ayde and ſpeedy 
delpe. And in the meane tyme while he taried foz aun⸗

ſwere,he went to the citie of Tripoh in Phenice: and frb Tcipoly. 


thence ſent into C:/ice foz Douldiers,and fo all the Cap 
taynes farder of,whiche eyther in citie oʒ caſtle had any 
garriſon, When Ptolome had wonne this vicozie, and 
that there was no armie to reſiſt hym , he ſubdued the 
tit ie of S:4o»ne,and from thence departed and encamped 
befoze the citie of Tyre, and pꝛactized with Andronicke 
Antigone his Lieutenaunt, to render it vnto hym pꝛo⸗ 
miſing great giftes and hie pꝛomot ions: who not onely 
aunſwered that he would by no meane falſifie bis faith 
to Antigone and Demetre, but alſo vſed chozliſh liguage 
to Ptolome . Notwithſtanding he was thoztlie after 
thzough the mutenie and ſedit ion of the Souldiours ex⸗ 
pulſed,and the towne rendꝛed to Ptolome : ſo that An- 
aronicke then became his pꝛiſoner, who both foz his vile 

and

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andnaughtie language,alſo bycauſe he would not 
the town, loked to be euil entreted. Neuerthelefle 
lome fo2gat the iniurie, and gaue bim great giftes, any 
retayned him as one of his chief friendes, and aſter pꝛe⸗ 
ferredhim to an honozable charge. He was a Pzince ful 
of maruelous equitie and iuſtic e, curteous, pitifull, full 
of lenitie, and therewith liberal, which greatly pzofitey 
bim, and was the chief cauſs that great and honozable 
perſonages deſired his amitie and friendſhippe . Anda- 
mongs other, he right gently reteyned Seleulce, who 
pꝛaping his ayde foz the retouering of 3aby/or, willing» 
ly graunted hes requeſt, and farther pzomiſed to lente 
bim what thing ſoeuer was bys , bntill ſuch tyme as he 
had retouered his S«rr4p/e which he firſt enioyed, In this 
eſtate were the matters of «ſie. 


CT helefphore reuolteth from Antigone: and Al- 
cete by the Epirors choſen King, making alliance 
with Caßander, after many battailles is by hys 
ſubiecis Maine. And Ceſſerder loſeth a battaill 
before the Citic of eFpollonie in the Countrey 
of Aarie. 


The. xl. Chapter. 


S the matters of 4/i« ffod in the eſtate afozeſaid: 
Theleſphore Antigone bis Admiral lying about ( 
rinth, apperceyuing that Ptolome (Antigones Lieu 
tenaunt) was better perferred and aduaunced than he, 
and all the eſtate and affaires of Grece committed to bys 
charge,complained thereof to Antigone , and after ſold 
all his ſhippes,and beftowed the money amongs the mi 
of warre which would follow and go with dim. And go⸗ 
ing to the citie of Eh, was there reteyued as Anti 
ne his friende. But when be had once furniſhed the 
fle.bebzought the citic in ſeruitude.Ve robbed alſo the 
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temple in Olympe,and toke away aboue. L. Talents, 
wherewith he waged a great number of hired ſouldiers 
ſtraungers. In this ſozte I (foz the enuie and 
malice of Ptolome his pzeferment and auctoʒ it ie) reuol⸗ 
ted from Antigone. Whiche things Ptolome (Antigone 
bis Lieutenaunt in Grece ) vnderſtanding, with his ar⸗ 
mie entred Pe/oponneſe,and marched to the Citie of El», 

toke the Caffle and razed it, reſtozed the Citie to liber⸗ 

tie, and rendzed to the God the ſiluer violentlie taken 

away from him, After,vpon treatie and compoſition he 
tompaſled I heleſphore to river the citie of Cylene which Cylcoe. 
de enioyed and kept, and it reſfozed to the Citizens of 

Elyn. 

Amongs thee erploites, the Eyyrotes after the death 
of Eacide (their King) beſtowed the Realme on Alcete, 
whome Aryuille his father, and enimie to Caſſander, had ,,;,;n, 
banniſhed. Whercfoze Lyciske ( Caſlander his deputie of Lycuke. 
Acamnanie) matched with his armie into C yyre, thinking 
eaſely to dep2iue and put downe Alcete from bys pꝛin⸗ 
celie ſeat and realme,befoze he were thzoughlie confir- 
med and eſtabliſhed in the ſame , And as be encamped 
befoze the citie of Caſopey, Alcete ſent his two ſonnes, A- C. ſopey. 
lexander and Theucer, commaunding them to aſſemble Alexander. 
ſo many ®ouldiours as they could, And him ſelfe with Theucer. 
the Souldiers he had, dzew nere the enimie,attending 
the comming of his ſonnes. TG Lyciske ſeeing 
the Epyrores appꝛoche (although the greater number)ſo 
luſtelp charged them, that they reculed,and finally fled; 
but Alcete eſcaped vnto the citie of Exrymer, whome Ly- IF 
cike there beſteged, And as bhelaye befoze the Towne, =: 
Alexander Alcete his ſonne came with all his power to 
the ayde of his father aud fought with Lyciske. Jn which 
conflict he had the better and lew a great number of Ly- 
ciske his Dodldiours, and two valiaunt Captaynes, to 
ſaye Mychite and Lyſander of Athens, to whom Caſsader 
had left the gouernement of . that 2 
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and ouerth;ow, Dyme cams in Lyciske his ayde, and in 
few dayes after gaue bat taill to Alcete his Sonnes,and 
vanquilhed them: wherevpon the yong men and their 
father retired into a ſtrong plate and fozſoke the Citie 
of Eurimenc, which citie Lyciske ſhoztlie after toke, ſackt 
and razed. When Cafſander was adnertized of" the dil⸗ 
tomſiture ot his people,befoze he had heard of the vico- 
rie befoze by them atchiened, he leuied a great numbzs 
of men, and haſted into Fyyre to the aide of Lyciske. Eut 
after be vnderſted that his Souldiours had hav the bet- 
ter, he concladed a peace and contrafted amitte with 
Alcete. From thence veparted he with a great number 
of men into the quarters of «4r:e to beſiege the ol 
lonians : bicauſe they had erpalſed his garriſons and iop⸗ 
ned with the //lr:ans. Bowbeit, the Citizens nothing a⸗ 
feard ofbys comming, hauing a great armie with the 
ayde of their Allies, marched out of the Tobone to fight 
againſt the enimie. And after a long and cruell battaill, 
the Apollonians being the greater number, at laſt diſcoms 
fited Caſſander . Whereuppon he with great loffe and 
laughter of his men (then to weake, and ſ&ing winter 
appꝛoche) returned into <acedor. After whoſe depars 
ture tho Leucadians with the helpe of the CO" ex⸗ 
pulſed Caſfanders garriſons there lefte. The Cyyrote: als 
ſo a while perſeuered vnder the ſubiectis of Alcete their 
King. But after de beganne to ware oucr rigozous and 
truell againſt them, they ſlew him, and Eſione and Niſe 
two of his rongeſt ſonnes. |

But 
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Ut to returne fo the doings in Aſie. After Ptolome 
and Scleuke wonne vpon Demetre the vidozie about 
the citie of Gaze in the countrey of S7:c,Seleuke with 
viij.hundzed fotemen and aboute two. hundzed hozſſe, 
(which Ptolome deliuered him) trauailled into Bon. 
Foz ſo great was his hope, that although he had no men 
of warre, pet doubtedhe not, but with his ſcruauntes x 
familiar friends only to gs thyther, bycauſe he ſurely 
truſted that the Baby/orrans foz bys gentle entreatie 
towardes them heretofoze ſhewed,ſo hartelie loued him 
that they woulde with right god will receyue him: and 
eſpeciallie foz that Antigone was far off that countrey, 
And as he in this hope and confidence went, his friendes 
which ſer bis ſmall number, and the great fozce 4 power 
of the enimie, both of men, money, friendſhip,vinuals, 
and all other things neceſſarie , were not a little aſtoni⸗ 
ed. When Scleukg ſee them in this terrour and feare, be 
with theſe perſaaſions comfozted them. Had it bene re- 
quiſite (quod he) thinke vou, that they which ſerued 
Ale the king in bis warres (to whome fo: their 
pꝛowes he had pzeferred and giuen charge to enterpziſe 
and take on hand matters of great waight)ſhoulde daue 
trufted in the fozce : ſtrength of men and money, moze 
than in their owne pzudence,erperience and induftrie ? 
Ho: foz thzoughs that chiefiie atchieued Alexander ſo 
many honozable and notable victozies, which at this day 
are in admiration of all the wozld. It is alſo miete and 
convenient to gyue faith and credit to the ozacles and 
mouthes of the goddes, who haue pꝛeſaged, that the bes 
ginning and ſequele of this voyageſhall haue god and 
pꝛoſperous ſucceſſe. Foz as J went to the ozacleof 
Branchide to knowe my foztune , the God ſaluted and 
greeted me as a King : mozeouer Jhadde a viſion in my 
lleepe which ſemed that Alexander was with me in my 
journey foz myne apde and ſuccoure, letting me clerely 
baderftand,that in tyme 3 — to act"

pire and dominion. Agayn, no great and waightie mat 


ter ca be bꝛought to paſſe without ſome labour and tra- 


uaill, bt ſides great hazard and daungtr. And after all 
thcſe pcrſuaſions., he vſed him ſelfe as a companion a⸗ 
mongs the Souldiours, which encreaſed ſuche loue and 
reacrence in their hartes towards bim, that they were 
tmboldened to do him double ſeruice. In this ſoʒte came 


be with his ſmall companie into the countrey. of Ae. 
poramie,and there u hit with faire and fowle meanes, te 


b:ew to him many of the 1 acedcriars enhabiting Ca. 


ris, and with them marched info the countrey of Bien. 


And after he was centred, the whole Countrey mette 
bim and offred their entier ſeruice and obedience: by» 
cauſe that during the ſpace ol.iij.oz. 11y, veares while be 
gouerned that Pꝛouinte, he ſhewed bim ſelf a iuſt man 
and god Officer: by meane wherof,he wonderfully got 
tbe lone of all the people. He likewiſe grew in the ami⸗ 
tie of diuerſe and \und2zy perſons, which woulde da hym 
ſeruice at a pinche : and Foliarche beſides Antigone 
bis Lieutenaunt of a certen countrey, reuolted and joys 
ned with him, with aboue a thouſand men of warre, 

When they in League withAntigone ſe the vnbaideleꝭ 


Scleuke ſhoztly after beſieged and wanne, and the rein 
found many of bis friends and familiars , whome Anti- 
gone after his departure out of Babylon had committed 
to warde. That done, Seleuke gotte togyther ſo many 
men as he could,and bought a numbze of hozſes whiche 
be beſtowed on ſuch as came in his apde. Be likewiſe 
ſhewed him ſelfe to al men ſo curteous and gentle, that 
they determined to endureal aduentures and daungers 
in bis ſeruice whatſoener, But after be was aduertiſed 
that Nycanor gouernour of ede had aſſembled of the 
ſame countrey and Per/e and of other countreys theres 
abouts,an armie of,x, thouſande DD Z 

and 
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ſand hoz te, he with great diligence departed with thoſe 
Souldiours he had, to the numbze of 1. thouſande fote- 
men and, v. hundzed hozlle to miete him. And when he 
had paſſed the ryuer 7ygre, and was aduertiſed that the 
enimte was not abone two oz thz&e-dayes tourneys of, 
be retired & did his men in certen merſhes thereabonts, 
amongs the redes and bulruſhes, to tde intente by am- 
buſh to ſurpꝛiſe Nycanor, who being come to the bank ol 
the ſaid riuer,andhearing nonewes of d enimie,lodged 
in a Panoz roial hard by: thinking p eneytie vnderſtod 
of his comming ,-x bad gone into ſome place farther of. 
And foz that ſelfe ſame cauſe was be not verie carefull 
to ſet dis watch, nepther yet put him ſelfe in any readi⸗ 
nefle whatſoeuer might chauncs , By reaſon whereof 
Seleuke that night with great noiſe and affrate aſſaulted 
his lodging. NeuertheleCe the enimie in that diſoꝛder 
ſtode to the defence aſwell as they could ; and as it haps 

pened,the Perſcan: firſt entountred and fought , wheres 

Satrrapa Euager and diverſe other of their caps | 

kaynes were daine. Wherefozethe mvze parte of tber er. 

reſt of the Souldiours, what tos feare of daunger, and 4 
foz that they liked not bys dealing, rendzedto 
Selcuke. Whiche thing Nycanor ſering andfearing to be 
by the Souldiours betrayed and delinered pziſoner-to- 
Scleuke,fled thzough þ deſertes with a few df his friends. 
When Scleuke had him ſelfe with theſe m# 
at armes, and vſing his acuſtomed curteſie and huma⸗ 
nitie towardes all men, he eaſely wanne agayne to hys 
obetſaunce the countreys of S«ſi«ne and ede, and dis 
nerſe other regions nere about Of whiche doings Pto- 
lome and his other friends were advertiſed, hauing al 
readie ſuch encreaſe of power and authozitie as might 
beſeme a right mightie King w glozy © fame wozthy 
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Demetre in battaill vanquisheth Cylles Prolome 
1 his Lieutenaunt, and after * Father 
commeth and ioyneth with him, and then Pro- 
lame forſaketh the of Syrie and P heni- 


ce, and leaueth them to the ſaid Antigone. 


The. xlij. C hapter. 


Uring the time that Scleuke was occupied as is a- 
fozeſayde,Ptolome who bad in battaile vanquiſhed 
Demetre in Celoſirieſas aboue)and there ſtill remai⸗ 

ned, vnderſtanding that Demetre was againe come ine 
to the hier Syre, and there t one of his caps 
taynes named Cylles a Macedonian, with ſuche numbze 
of men as be thought god,eyther to expulſe bim the coli- 
trey of Syrie, oz elle to keepe hm ſo occupied, that be 
ſhould do no kind of exploite, But as be was vppon the 
waye,Dcmetre being by his ſcoulte aduertiſed of ds 
comming, and their diſozder : bycauſe be neyther feared 
o2 effeemed the enimie, in the night departed from hs 
camp(lying nere AAyunte) w bes hozfle andlight armed 
fotemi,leauing in bis camp the reft with the 3 
and ſo baſted,that about the daye bzeake be aſſayled 
les camp, which he found ſa diſo2dered, that they with- 
out reſiſtaunte yelded,togyther Cylles himſelfe, Wher- 
vpon when Demetre had thus ſodenlie done ſo great an 
erploite,be thought he bad well reuenged the hams and 
domage by him (at the battail befoze loſt) receined. Not- 
withſtanding, doubting that if Ptolome hearde of thoſe 
newes, he would with his power come agaynſt him, be 
pitched his campe in a verie ſtrong place, baning at bys 
backe a great Parris, and then ſo much as in him laye , 
ſent to aduertiſe his father of that be had done, pꝛaying 
him with all diligence to ſende a ſtrong ſupplie, oz elſe 
with all his power to come him ſelfe and enter Syrie, to 
recouer it, Df thele newes Antigone (then lying in — 
ne 
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line in the count rey of Phyigie ) was right glad that his 
ſonne, 4 yong man, dad wonne ſo great and honozable 
a vitozie, whereby hedeſerned to be a King. And incon- 
tinent he with bys whole armie depzrted Phrigce : and 
after he bad paſſed the moſit 7h«vre; he made ſuch ſpeed, 
that within few days be was come to his ſonne. When 
Ptolome vnderſtod of his comming, he aduiſed with hys 
counſaile what ſhould be beſt to doe, whether to attend 
the enimie in Sy7:e and there to fight, oz to returne into 
Egipt, and from thencemake warre as he hadde befoze 
done againſt Perdicas. Whereuppon they all agred that 
be ſhould not hazard his caſe againſt the fozce of the eni- 
mie ioyned togyther ; andchieflie, bycanſe they hadde a 
great numbze of Antigone hym ſelfe als 
ſo in perſone, who neuer yet was Wheres 
foze it ſeemed to them that the beſte i ſureſt way was, 
that Ptolome ſhould returne into Egt, where were vi- 
auals great ſfoze : and might there kepehym ſelfe in 
fkrong and aduzuntageous places. In following which 
counſaill he delibered to go into Egipe : but befoze bys 
be beat downe and razed certayne faire and 
beutiful cities ; to wete Hare in Phenice, Toppe in Sama- 
rie, and Gaze in Sirie.That done be with his armie and al 
the monable gods which might be carried, went into E- 
ist. By this: meane Antigone without difficultie 02 re⸗ 
liſtaunce recouered allthe cauntreys of Sie  Phenice,

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count reys of Se and I henice: he indiued warres 

to the Arabian called Nabathiens , whb be thought 
his enimies. Wherfoze he choſe out one of his Captaing 
named Atheney, and delivered to bim. tij.thouſande ſhot, 
and. vj. hundz ed of his lighteſt boꝛſſe, cõmaunding them 
to enter the ſaid count rie, and to make ſo many incurſts 
ons as they might. But bycauſe the maner of life any 
o2der of the ſaid Trabian, is farre different and diſa⸗ 
greing from all other, J thinke it mate and expedient 
here to make ſome mention and declaration thereof. / 
Firſt they dwel wildlie abzoad withoutey ther townes 
oz houſes : wherefoze they ſaie the ir lande is vnhabita⸗ 
ble, bicauſe there are neither ryuers oꝛ ſoũtapyns wher- 
with to maintayne an armie. They haue alſo a lawe 
which pꝛohibiteth them on paine of death not to ſowe 
any co2ne,neyther to ſet oz:graf trees bearing fruit, noz 
to dzinke wyne 02 build houſes. This they hold e mayn⸗ 
tayn,bycauſe they thinke that thoſe which haue houſes, 
and maneured lands and fruitfull , are always ſubiec 
to conquerours. But there are amongs them many 
whereof ſome haue great flockes of ſhepe t other great 
beards of Camels going abzoad in the deſertes, neuer 
tarrying long in one place, And althonghe there are di 
uerſe kindes of Arabia whiche inhabit the deſertes, 
vet are the Nabarhians the richeſt and wealthieft; and 
ace about the numbze of.r. thouſand : whereof ſome are 
accuſtomed to trade by Sea with incenſe, myzrhe and 
other dꝛugs aromatique, growing in the fertile Coun- 
trey of Arabie. They are alſo meruelouſlie determined 
to kepe and mainteyne their libertie. And when any 
enimie inuadeth, they dzaw to the deſert and places ſo⸗ 
litarie which ſerue in ſtead of caſfles and fozts, where 
no ſkraunger can liue .'Notwithftanving they bane cer- 
ten receptacles within the Canes whiche they digge in 
the ſame earth being of plaiſter and ſofte — 
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by they may the better digge the Caues, the entry of 
which are little, but within large and derpe, ſo that they 
are moze than an Arpent ſquare : and in thoſe they ſet 
earthen veſſels filled with great ſtoze of rayne water, 
and then they in ſuche ſozte couet the entry of the Caue 
aboue,that they which paſſe by can not perceyue it, but 
them ſelues knowe it again by a ſigne which they leaue 
behinde,and euery third daye they water their cattell 
with that water, to the ende, if they were put to ili 
tber ould not want dzinke : and their chief ſode 
fleſh, mylke, and other things which the lande bzingeth

dwelling in the maneured land, and are tributaries as 
the Syriant, and liue in ſuch ozder as they doe, ſane that 
- they dwell in no honſes. And this is þ maner and life of 
the Arabian. Nowe is there a place in the ſame Coun- 
trey verie ſtrong, without walles oz anie ſuche like de- 
kence (oi caunt from the land habitable two dayes iour- 
ney) where at one time of the yeare whiche was euen 


verie then, they repaire and come from all quarters of 
the countrey to buy and ſell . And as the merchaunts 
were there aſembled and had left at home their godes, 
wyues, childzen, and alde men and women in a certen 
ſtrong rocke,Atheacy(who had wel eſpied out his time) 
with his delinereft and lighteſt @ouldiours, departed 
the countrey of Tdamey, and in two dayes 4 thz@nights 
had trauailled thꝛet thouſande i two hundzed furlongs, 
and were gotten to the ſaide rocke and aſſaulted them 
within, whereof ſome they flew uke ſome pꝛiſoners, 
and left the reſt hurte : from whence they carried great 
ſtoze of incenſe and my2rhe, veſives.v.hundzed talents 
of luer. Which done, Atheney fearing that the ¶Arabi- 
an which were aſſembled at the place aboueſaid, when 


thepheard thereof, woulde purſae them, he after. iij. 02 
Cc. iii. da yes 
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ii dapes with ſpad returned © without Ray iourne rei 
aboue two hundzedfarlongs, Wherefoze being thzough 
their great ſpeede ſoze trauailled, and thinking that the 
Arabiaus could not in two oz tba dayes oucrget them, 
without niaking any great watche, pitched their camp, 
But the- Arabian in that aſſemble aduertiſed by ſucus 
as ſe it, ot the domage the Grebe bad done them, bzoke 
bp their alſemble, and with all diligence came to the 
place where the diſcomfiture was, and there being bet⸗ 
ter infoꝛmedot the trueth of their loſſe, and tolde of the 
ware which the Grekes went, in ſuch haſte purſued the, 
that they hadde the ſame night cuertaken them, and en⸗ 
camped hard by. And haning intelligente of ſome of 
their people which were eſcaped,by meane of the negli⸗ 
gence of the watche,all weried anda ſlerpe, aboute thx 
bh: ures befoze dave aſſailed them,and lle we all the fote- 
men a llæpe in their beddes, to the number ol. vii. thou⸗ 
land, and there eſcaped not aboue. L. of their hozfle, the 
greater parte of which were alſo ſoze hurt. In this ſozte 
the Souldiours vnder the charge of Atheney, alt er god 
exploite of their matters in the beginning, were in the 
end though follie and negligence ouerthzows, As com⸗ 
monlie happeneth,that with felicitie and god Foztune 
_ followethnegligence and contempt of the enimie, by 
reaſon whereof many ſage. and wiſe men haue ſaid (and 
not without. god ground) that it is moze eaũi paciently 
to ſuſfaine and abideinfelicitie and aduerſitic , than in 
p2oſperitie,ſagety and wiſely to gonernc. Foz the inle⸗ 
licitie and miſerie once paſſed, cauſeth them which haue 
taſted thereof (fo2 feare to runne bedlong into the ſame 
agapne)to be in theif@@ffaices veric.cirewnſpect and di- 
ligent:where contrariwiſe pꝛoſperitie and ſelicitic mas 
keth mennegligentandaarelefle, and in all things cau- 
ſeth great contempt an rechetouſneſſe. When the N- 
bat hiant had reuenged the outrage and domage done to 
them in luch ſozte as ala; eſaid, theꝝ wꝛitte colt lech 
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in Greke to Antigone, wherein they tomplayned them 
of Atheney his aſlailing, and extuſed the deede by them 
committed, Co whoſe letters Antigone aunſwered, that 
wbatſoeuer Atheney had done againſt them, was with- 
out his conſent and knowlege, « that be was well plea- 
ſed with the reuenge thereof ; All this ſaide he to allure 
and decepue them: to the ende they ſhoulde haue no re- 
gard 02 care of him, whereby be might ſodenly ſurpꝛiſe 
the. Foz it was a hard matter without ſome cautel and 
wyle to ſurpꝛiſe ſuch a people always lining like ſh&@p- 
beardes,and hauing foz their retraic places inacceſſible 
and impzegnable. And although the ſaid . Trabian were 
right ioyous to be by that meane deliuered ot ſo great 
terrour and feare where they were, vet gaue they no 
ſach credit to the letters of Antigone, but that they plas 
ted their eſpialles and watches vppon the mountaines 
and places eminent, where they might ſe al the entries 
of that countrey: and beſide diſpoſed and o2deredtheir 
buſineCe,to their beſt aduauntage acco2ding to the nes 
ceſſitie of the ſame , attending that whiche might hap⸗ 
pen. Mhen Antigone thought be bad by bis letters ſuf- 
ficiently abuſed, decepued and aſſured them, he choſe 
out. iii thouſand of his lighteſt men, and as many bo2ſe, 
and commaunded them to make pꝛouiſlon of vicnalles 
to carry fo2 certen dayes.and be obedient to followe his 
ſonne Demetre ts whatſoener he comaunded, Willing 
him by al meanes poſſible be could, fo chaſe and expulſe 
the ſaid Arabian. Which commaundement he obepd x 
followed,and ſo toke his tourney t trauailled thzoughs 
the veſertes the ſpace of thꝛet dayes (thinking the A ra- 
b:an: had thereof knowen nothing) dut tbey fozthwith 
by their eſpials and watches were aduertiſed by ſigncs 
and tokens whiche they maze on tbe hie mountaines w 
ficrs and other ways as they had amongs them deuiſed. 
Wherefo2e they carried into their ſtrong rocks, al their 
baggage, wyues, childzen and * and lelt — 
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them a number of the ir luſtie pong fellowes fo defends 
the ſame, very eaſie to garde and kepe, bicauſe it was 
of a might ie heigth, and but one entrie and way to come 
in at. The ref deuided them into bandes, dꝛaue their 
be ſtiall thozow diuers places amidſt the wilderneſle, 

When Demetre was come to the rocke, and all their 
cattaile dziuen away, be gaue many aſſautes to take it, 
but the e{rb:a»s right valiantly defended it, e by rea⸗ 
ſon of the aduauntage of the place, eaſily repulſed the 
Greekes, ſo that the aſſaut thzough many attemptes cons 
tinued all day, But about the ſunne going downe,De- 
metre cauſed to ſound the retraict, The nerte day in the 
mozning, as they thought to giue a freſh aſſault, one of 
Arabian ſtanding in the toppe of the rocke, cried oute 
with a loude voice, addzefſing to Demetre theſe wozps 
enſuing : ®ir King Demetre, what wickedneſſe hath 
moued the to warre vpon vs poze wꝛetched men that 
inhabite the deſertes, where is nepther cozne, water, 
wine, noz any other thing neceſſary and mate fo2 thy 
vſe. Foz we to defend our liberty haue choſen this place 
impꝛouided of all things mitte and neteſſarie foz the life 
and maintenance of any other nation,bat line here like 
ſauage and wilde beaſtes, doing neither hurt o2 diſplea- 
ſure toany, Wherfoze we pzay t earneſtly deſire tha 
and thy father to take ſuch giftes as we are able to pield 
you, and withdzaw and call backe your army, and here- 
after to holde and retaine the N«bathsens lo; your friens 
des. Foz if thou tarrie and continue here any whyle, 
thou ſhalt want water, and other things necefſarie foz 
the nouriſhing and relieuing of thy people. And admit 
thou conquer vs, thon canſt neuer fozce vs to alter and 
change our maner of life, ſo that thoſe which thou ſhalt 
kepe p2iſoners, can not noz wil not endure oz abyde in 
ſeruitude and bondage, Thzough theſs woꝛds Demctre 


bis heart wared ſo colde, that he dzewe backe his men, 


and cauſed it to be declared to the Trabians, that they 
ſhould 
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ſhould ſend to him their AmbaCadours to treat a league 
and amitie: whereuppon they ſent the moſt auncient 
amongs them, who in like maner perſuaded as the firſt 
man dyd. Whereby was acco2ded,that they ſhould gine 
him a certen numbze of oſtages with many other riche 
and pꝛecious giftes, and that then he would returne w 
bis armie. Whiche concluſion perfozmed, he fozthwith 
departed. And after he had trauelled about thz& hundzed 
furlongs , be arriued at the Zeke called. Ahake. The Te Lale 
nature of which bycauſe it is meruelous and ſingular, | 1.ce. 
I thinke it mate to entrelace in this pzeſent hiſtozie,

His Lake ſurnamed Ap halte, is as it were in the 

'] midvett of the Sarrapic of Arabie, about, v. hundzed 
furlongs long and, Ir. bzode ; the water thereof is 
meruelous foule and tinking , ſo that no fiſh can lyue 
therein, noz any other thing accuſtomed to lyue in the 
water. And albeit there entreth and runneth into it ma⸗ 
ny great ryuers of freſh and \ſwete waters, neuerthe- 
leſſe they are thzough the great and maruelous ſtenchs 
of the water of the Lake incontinent infected, which of 
it ſelfe yerely caſteth a great ie of plaſtry all 
boale as bigge and great as these Arpentes: 
and many times not paſſing as as one Arpent, 
And when there is great ſfoze and abundaunce , the ins 
babitaunts cal it the Bull, and when leſſe, the Balchin, 
This amaſſe and heap of plaiſtry in ſuch ſoʒte riſeth and 
\wimmeth aboue the water, that they which ſ&@ it farrs 
of,thinke it to be ſome Jflland . And when it beginneth 
toariſe as we haut befoze ſaide, they may perceyne it 
Cc.iy. xx. daes 
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xx. daies befoze : bytauſe there illueth oute of the Lake 
ſuch a vapoure ſmelling like plaiſtre , many furlonges 
round about: and of ſuch efficacie and trength,that all 
the goide,filuer, and ail other metall within the limites 
and compadle thercof, loſe their colour . But after the 
plaiſtre is once riſen aboue the water, it getteth it a⸗ 
gapne. W hiche vapoure ſcaldeth all the Regions there- 
abouts, and dꝛieth them as if they were balfburnt,and 
maketh the people verie pale and wanne e alſo fickle, 
ſo that they are not long lyued . Notwithſtanding the 
land round about is fruitſullfo2 Date tres,whereas is 
any ryuer oz fount apne to moyſt them. And in a place 
lying in a valley niere thereto ,groweth the ſwat e and 
odo2iferous Baulme whiche is of great pꝛite: bycauſe 
there is none in the whole woꝛlde but there, whiche the 
Phiſicions vſe in their receytes as an excellent and ſin⸗ 
gular thing. Andastcuching the plaiſtre riſing oute of 
the Lake, the people of the Countrey runne thyther to 
ſpoile and gather it as it were the butine of the enimie. 
The boats which they row in are made of great reedes, 
and in euerp boat but thꝛee men, whereof t wo rowe, tte 
third bath bowe and arrowes to defende them againſt 
thoſe which would let them from gatt ering. and when 
they are come to that amaſle 02 beape., with their mes 
and hat chets they cut thereof as a man ſhoulde do en a 
Tuph oꝛ ſofte ſtone, and therewith fraught their boats, 
and then returne. And il it happen at any ty me that the 
boats bzeake that they fall into the water, yet thoughe 
tbey cannot [lwymme , they ſinke not to the grounde as 
in other waters, but remayne abone as if they ſwam. 
Foz the nature of the water is to beare and hold bp the 
bodyes of any thing whiche hath humidit ie and bꝛeat h. 
And ſuch things as are whole and maſlife, as golde, ſil⸗ 
uer, lead and ſuch other mettals ſinke not ſo ſone to the 
ground as they do in other waters, With the fame plai⸗ 
ſtre the Paiſaunts gather t get great — 
| ey 
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they carry it into Egipe, where they ſell it very d&re, 
bytauſe it is verie excellent and ſontraine to pꝛeſerue 
dead bodies from ſtench and putriture : and if the other 
dꝛedges be not mingled with that, they tan not long pꝛe⸗ 
ſerue and kæpe them. | * 

When Demetre was returned ta his Father in Sie, 
he recompted all he dad done againtt the Hulu nnd 
alſo the nature of. the Lake whereof we haue tpoken. 
Howbeit his father was no deale contented with the 
league and amitie made with the 1r4b/4»s: faying the p 
would hereafter become moze cruell and fiorce, feiug 
they hadde not now bene chaſtiſed andbzo0ncht under: 
and farther, they woulve thinkethat the ſan#tnchuſts 
on of peace was made not ko; anie pitte dd 6diapaNiont 
be tone of them, but bycanſe he was not able to toꝛrta 
and puniſhe them. Hotwithſtandiug he much commen⸗ 
ded hym foz fynding oute the Lake by which he trusted 
the better to encreafe-bys reuenue and 3

Mi Patrocles Se- 
leuke bys Lieutenaunt there vnderſtode'that Demetre 
was alreadie entred A pm, and ſteing his ſmal 
number not able to reſiſt,kept with him ſetfone parte, 
and commaunded an other companis to depart the citie, 
and paſſe the ryuer Crate, to ſane thi ſelues thzough 
the deſertes ; and appointed the reit fo paſſe the Ryuer 
Tięre, and to go into Sſiane, into the citie of Exrele, duet 
againft the red Sea, And him ſelfe (with the ſouldiours 
be deteyned)remayned in the Countrey of Z«by/or, has 
ning an eye to the paſſages and fourdes of the Ryuers 
and other difficile be might know when and 
what waye the enimy tame. He alſo gaue notice with 
all ſperde to Scicuke abyding in the countrey of ede, of 
their comming : and from day to day ſignified vntobym 
what was done, erhozting hym to bing with all dil 
gence,apde and ſuccoure.

of The Romaines vnder the cõduct of © uinte Fabie 
their Dictator, winne and tac two Cities from 
the Sammeres. 


T be.xlvj.Chapter. 


Uring the time that theſe things afozeſaide were 
done in Iſie, the warres betwene the Romane, and 
Samnites in Italy wared and continued moze fierce, 
neuer ceaſing beſiegingof Townes, making incurſts 
ons and robberies one into anothers countrey and runs 
ning all ouer with rolling campes. Foz theſe two Na- 
tions, notable Douldiours and warlike people,left nos 
thing vnhazarded foz the winning of Empire and Do- 
minton one of another. It happened alſo that þ Romane 
Conſuls with one parte of their armie were come and 
encamped moꝛe nere the campe of the enimie,to eſpie 
the tyme,and aduauntages foz them to fight,and alſo to 
ſtaye the enemie : that they might thereby hold « keepe 
the Cities allied and confederate with them, in ſuertie. 
The other parte of the armie ledde Quinte Fabie, Oene⸗ 
rall of the whole armie, and ſouecaigne Diaat oz, who 
wonne and fozcibly take the Citie of Ferene, and ſent 
two hundzevof the pzincipall Citizens to Rome pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners, whom fo2 their common rebellion againf the &-- 
Rr 
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Romane tuſtome, were whipt about the Citie, and affer 
beheaded in the great market place. Sboztlie after he 


entred the territozie of the Volaines, toke the tit ie, and 
by the ſound of the dzumme, ſold the but ine thereof,and , 
deuided one patte of their lande amongs the men of 
warre, Wherefoze the Nemanes ſeeing their affaires 
pꝛoſper and go fozward, ſent a Colonie of Citizens into 
the Ale of Potide.

T he. xlvij. Chapter. 

He yeare enſuing in which T hefimonide hadde the 
T gouernement of Athen, and that Marke Valerie g 

Publy Dece were at Nen treated Conſuls, Caſlan- 
der, Ptolome and Ly ſimache treated a league and amitig 
which was put in wꝛiting. By which Caſſander was des 
clared and named Genernour and Empe rour of E «rope: 
Ly ſimache of 7 hrace: Vtolome of Fgt, and the Cit 
nere there about,aſwell in Lyb:cag Arabre : And Anti- 
gone of all Aſie, vntil that Alexander, Roxanne hir fonne 
came to his full age. It was alſo concluded and agreed 
vppon, that the Grekes ſhould remapne and be at libertie 
after their accuſtomed lawes. Neuertbeleſle the ſayde 
Pꝛinces continued no2 remained not in that accozd and 
appointement , foz cuery of them by exquiſite meanes 
went about to enlarge and encreaſe his Dominion and 


' authozitie. But Caſlander ſeeing that Alexander þ ſonne 


of Roxanne wared and grewe in peares and bigneſle , E 
that in «1/acedon the voices went and men talked that 
it was needfull and requiſite to take Alexander oute of 
pꝛiſon and to reſtoze hem to the autbozitie — 
nemen 
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nement of his fathers Realmes : and fearing if that 
ſhould ſo come to paſſe,it would go awzy with him,coms 


maunded Glaucye(who had charge and keping of the in · Guucic. 


faat)ſecretlie to put him 4 dis mother to death: whiche 
thing was ſp&dily done. Thzongh which facte, both Caſ. 
ſander,Ptolome,Lyſumache and Antigone, ſo ſone as thep 
had thereof intelligence, were clerely delinered of the 
feare they had of the yong King Alexander. Foz aſter 
him remayned no ſucct our of Alexander the great, but 
euery of the Gouernours of the Countreys and Pꝛo⸗ 
uintes, aſpired the Kingdomes and pꝛincipalities, and 
after held and — them as their owne inberitaunce, 
acquired and got ti by the right and conqueſt of warre. 
And the ſame tyme in'7ea/y the Komaines with a great 
number of fotemen and hozſe;went. to beſiege the citie 
of Spolite, in the count rex of M aruce: and ſent inta that 
tount rev a Colonie of their Citizens whom they called

Ot without iuſte cauſe ought they 
which vnderſtand and knowe the arte of 
Rhetozick, to repꝛoue their oder, which 
n Yilkoztes do admixt eytber ta long oz 
many o2ations,bycauſe they by fuch im- 
pertinent and ſuperfiuous woꝛdes, doe not onely inter⸗ 
rupt and bzeake the ozder of their narration,but alſo do 
hinder the deſire. of the Readers fo2 vnderſtanding of 
the things paſſed, And if ſuche ©2atours aud Rhetoziti- 
ans wil by ſuch ozations ſhew their (kill and learning, 
and the clegancie of their ſpeche and language, they 
may particularly by them ſelues couch the ozations and 
Ambaſſade: apperteyning to Ambaſſadours,the pzayſcs 
and diſpꝛayſes able and meete,and other ſuche like: and 
ſo vſing their arte and elegancie in ſuch tales;and buſy- 
ing them in this and that matter particulariie,ſhall be 
comended therin.Yowbeit, at this day ſome wꝛiters w 
vſing the art Dzatozy,reduce the greater part of Biſto⸗ 
ries into Dzations «x tales: whiche to the Readers are 
verie tedious and yzkeſome,not only foz that they haue 
naughtely w2zitten and made them, but alſo bycauſe 
they no whit regarded the oꝛder and nature of the Bi⸗ 
ſtozie , By reaſon whereof ſuche as do read them, berie 
ofte paſſe ouer'vnread the ſaide ozations and declaratis 
ons, which by great arte and tun ning had bene compo- 
ſed and made: oz elſefo; the fength « rtinencie are 
ſo weried,that they leane all vnread. And not withoute 
god reaſon;foz the nature of an YViſtozie is to be _ 
an

and continued without interruption : like as when the 
bodye of a man is diſmembzed, it loſeth bys kindely 
vertue,but when it is whole iopned togyther , it bath 
then the kull grace and perfect ſtrength, And ſo in like 
caſe , the narration and ſetting fozth of an Þiſtozy gy⸗ 
uethy to the Keader thereof a manifeſt and delecable 
pleaſure, if it be playne and continued. Notwithſtan- 
ding, J wil not altogyther rete and fozbidde the vſe of 
Nhetozicke in an Hiſtozie, foz that to make it pleaſant, 
it ought with ſome varietie and copie to be garniſhed, 
t is therfoze very requiſite that in ſome cozner i place 
thereof be ozations and declarations, Nepther will I 
my lelfe be altogytber voide of that facultie and arte, 
when J ſhall come to the talke of any Ambaſſadoure, 
Counſailour oz other ſuch graue perſonage, but J will 
recite what he hath ſaide. And they whiche haue not the 
knowledge to do that,might find'manie excuſes and ſay 
they had fozgotten to put it in, which had ben erpedient 
and neceſſarie in the ſame place to baue ben interlaced, 
Lherefoze where things be wozthie memo2y and pꝛo⸗ 
fitable, whereby the Hiſtozie ſhould be : they 
ought not negligentlie to be paſſed oner(as it were vn- 
der colour that nothing ſerued to þ purpoſe) + not 
pꝛoperlie couched and placed. But where the matter x 
effect of the Piſfozy is euident and of impoztaunce, it is 
not connenient that the declaration thereof be inferioz 
to the deedes. It is alſo ſometimes mete and neceffarie 
to vſe the arte Oꝛatoꝛie, to ſaye, when any thing happe- 
neth otherwiſe than is loked foz. Fo2 it is expedient by 
topye of wozdes to make the ozations artificially as it 
falleth oute. And nowe, ſince we haue ſufficiently aun⸗ 
fwered this matter, it is m&te we returne to the nar- 
ration of our Piſtozie, and deuide the things whereof 
— bane ſpoken, accoꝛding to the times they were done 
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Satrapcas, 
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¶ Of certen ayde whiche Caſnder ſendeth to the 
King of Peons : of certen enterpriſes by Ptolo- 
me againſt Antigone, done in Phenice. How Po- 
liiercon taketh on hand to reſtore Hercules the 
ſonne of Alexander to the realme of Mac edon. 
And finally of the pitifull and lamentable death 
of Nycocles and his whole familie. 


The firſt Chapter. 


He yeare that Hicronemon gouerned ethers, and 

Quinte lulie and Quinte Emelie were Conſuls at 

Rome, as Antholeon ning of Peon, lape in . ace- 
don, the Antariates warred vpon him: to hom Caſſander 
ſent ayde and ſuccoure , ſo that where befoze he was in 
caſe like to haue loft his eftate, be is nowe clerely deli⸗ 
ue red of that daunger,and enfozted the Antaryates with 
their wyues and chilvzen to go inhabite the mount O- 
dorbel. In this ſame verie ſeaſon Ptolome Antigone bys 
Lieutenaunt of his armie in Peleponneſe, vnder colours 
that he was not ſo well entreated and honoured as he 
bad merited and deſerued, reuolted from hym and toke 
parte with Caſlander , and left Captayne Satrapeas the 
Fhenician (whom he beſt truſted) in He/leſponr, and ſent 
to him certen men, with commaundement not to take 
parte with Antigone, but to kepe and garde the places 
and Townes he held foz him, in his owne p2opze name, 
Again, bicauſe in the league t peace concluded betwens 
the Pzinces as afozeſaide, amongs otber things was 
p2onounced and declared, that the Cities of Grece ſhould 
remapne and continue at their libertie and popular go⸗ 
uernaunce, Ptolome Pzince of Egipe, foz that Antigone 
kept his garriſons in ſome of them, determined to arre- 
re open holtilitie and warre againſt him. Wherenppon 
be ſent one of his Captaynes named Leonide, into the 
hier C:lice, to take the Cities of the ſame countrey, _ 
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iect fo Antigone, and ſent likewiſe to Caſſander and Ly- 
ſimache, pꝛaping them to toyne with him, that they th2e& 
togyther might warre vppon Antigone, and no longer 
permit his power to ware and encreaſe eyther greater 
oz mightier. Foz reſiſting of which enterpziſe, Antigo- 
nc ſeat his yongeſt ſonne Philip into Helleſpont ta warre 
vppon the ?henician and other rebelles, And ſent bys 
ſonne Demetre into C:/ce againſt Leonide, who chaſed : 
erpulſed Ptolome hys Douldiours , and recouered the 
Townes whiche they had taken. Amongs theſe enter 
fates Poliſpercon abyding in Peloporneſe, finding hym 
ſelfe agreaed with Caſſander, did all Sin him lape, to re- 
couer the gouernement of M acedon. M herſoze be ſent 


foz Hercules Alexander the great his baſtard Sonne(by Hercules Ale⸗ 
Barſine) to P argame, where be was bzought vp, and then nder his ba- 
about, rvij.yeares olde,and wzitte to all his friends, and ſtard ſonne. 


to ſo many as he thought hated Caſlander, foz helpe in 
Alexander his apde foz recouerie of his fathers realme, 
And further wzitte to the C hollan, in ata to iopne 


with him in that enterpꝛiſe: pzomyſing that if the ſaid 
Hercules could by their meane and ayde recouer his Fa⸗ 
thers realme,to gyue them great things. To which per- 
ſuaſions the Ccholians and many other agreed, and put 
them ſelues in armes, to the number of, xx. thouſande 
fotem?,+ a thouſand hozNe. And Poliſpercon who about 
this enterpꝛiſe was moſt carefull , leuied money on all 
ſides, and ſent ſecret Peflangers to the N acedoniens, 
to exhozte them to take parte with the yong Ring, thin⸗ 
king that to be their beſt and moſt agreable to reaſon, 

Againe, when Ptolome Lo2de of the Iſle of Cypres, vn- 


with Antigone, he ſent two of bys pꝛincipall and chiefe 
friends, to wete Argey 


dim vnpuniched, the reſt would not ſtyck to do the like. 


When they were arriued in Cypre:, and had taken — 
em 
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derſtad that Nycocles King of Paphe had ſecretly allied Nycocles. 


and Calicrate into (pres, char - Argey. 
ging them to kil the ſaid Nycocles, fearing, that if be left Calicrac. 
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them Ptolome his ſouldiers onder Menelaye his charge, 
and encompaſſed Nycocles houſe , tbey ſignified to hm 
their charge from Ptolome, and exhoꝛzted him to kill dim 
ſelle, who from the beginning vſed many wo2des in er ⸗ 
cuſing the fact and deede. But when be ſe there was no 
accompt made of his talke, he at late lewhim ſelfe, 
And after that Axithea his wife vnderftod of his death, 
ſhe firſt lew two yong maides hir daughters, whom ſhe 
ba d by him, to the end they ſhould not come in the hands 
of hir huſbandes enimies : and after exhozted Nyco- 
cles bzothers wyues willinglie to die with hir, whiche 
they did, albeit Ptolome had commaunded that no hurte 
ſhould be done to the women, but let them alone. In this 
ſoꝛte was the Palaice Royall of Paphe full of murdzes 
and wilkull laughters , and after in maner of a Trage⸗ 
die, burnt. oz immediatly after Nycocles bzethzens wis 
nes were dead, they ſhut vp the dozes of the houſes « let 
them on fire, and fozthwith killed them ſelues. 


C Of che warres betwene Pariſade his three chil- 
dren, King of Beſphore, after hys death, for the 
ſucceſsion of the Realme , togyther their deedes 
and geltes, and alſo their endes. 


T he.ij.Chapter. 


A this ſeaſon while theſe matters were done in Cy- 
pres, great controuerſie aroſe in the countrey of Vent, 
after the death of Pariſade, fometyme King of Beſp here 
2 bet wene Satyre, Eumele and Pritame, Pariſa- 
e his ſonnes, foʒ the ſucteſſion of the ſaid Realme. By⸗ 
cauſe that the ſayd Satire in the life of his father had by 
bim ben named and declared heire apparaunt, and ſuc- 
ceſſour, and had alſo gouerned and ruled the e ſtate the 
ſpace ol. xviij.peares: Eumele who there with was much 
moued and offended,afſlembled a great number of men, 
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of the countreys thereto adioyning, to warre vppon bys 
bother. And he vnderſtanding dis fetch and enterpziſe, 
with a migbtie power came again hym. And when he 
had paſſed the Ryner I ha:,whiche ranne betwene the 
two armies, he enpaled his Campe with bys carriages, 
whereof he badde ſtoze, and arranged his ®ouldiours in 
ozder of battaill , and placed him ſelfe in the middeſt of 
the Phalange accozding to the cuſtome of the Scy: hes. 
He has in his companie and armie aboute two thouſand 
Percenarie Sele: and ſo many T hraciens. xx. thouſand 
Scythian faxtemen,and aboue.r.thouſand hozfle , And on 
Eumele his ſive came Arypharne King of Thrace with 
3r. thouſand hozfe,and. rxij. thouſand fotemen , And at 
laſt they courageouſlie topned battaill, Satire then ha⸗ 
ning about bim dis choiſe and picked hozflemen , ſo lu⸗ 
ſely charged ne in the middeft of bys battaill, 
that there was a ſharpe and cruell conflicte bet wixt the 
hozſſemen, and many on bothe ſides flaine: but in the 
ende Ari was put to flight, whome Satire a while 
chaſed, and ouerthzew and killed a great number ofbys 
people. But when be vnderſtod that his bzother Eumele 
which lead the other wing ouer againſt the Percenarie 
Grekes, hadde the better of them, he deſiſted chaſing of 
Aripharne and came to the reſcous of his owne men. Af 
whoſe comming the enemie was repulſed , and in the 
end put to flight. And in this maner Satyre him ſelfe was 
cauſe of victozie in both the wings, By which well aps 
peared Þ the realme,aſwell fo2 bis Seignozitie as alſo 
foz his vertue and pzowes,to him only apperteyned, 
de victozie thus wonne, Aripharne and Eumele res 
tired into a Caftle ſtanding on a verie te@pe rocke , ſci- 
tuate in the middeft ol the Kinerof 7 baris. By reaſon 
whereof,and alſo bycauſe the walles were ſtrong and 
hie, well manned and alſo furniſhed with all kyndes of 
ſhot and weapon, it was not eaſte to be taken, but verie 
difficile and harde to beſiege, —_

nided on both ſides the waye, who hurt a great numbze 
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enter, both of them artificially made and w2ought : the 
one went direalie to the caſtle, enuironed and defended 
with flankers and bulwarks : the other to certen mar⸗ 
ſhes lying round about the caſtle, foztified with ripiers 
of wod, in the middeſt of whiche marſhcs were faire 
houſes buplt vppon great pillers ſtanding vppon the 
ryuer, When Satyre had conſidered the ſtrong ſituation 
and great daunger in the ſiege thereof, he firſt made in⸗ 
curſions and robberies vppon all the countrey round as 
bout, and toke a great numbze of the payſauntes pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners, with great plenty ofcattell, and burnt and foura- 
ged all the villages, And after he had thus done, he de- 
termined fozcibly to aſſaile the place whiche lead to the 
Caſtle, but he was repulſed with lofſe of many men. 

Not withſtanding he deſiſted not, but ſo luſtely and con- 
rageouſly afſaulted the other waye , that be wanne the 
rampers and houſes ſtanding on the marſhes, and ſpoys 
led them, and after paſſed the ryuer, where be began to 
cut and hew down the piles and houſes of wod thzongh 
which he muſt needes paſſe if he determined to come to 
the Palaice. Which thing when Arypharne ſ&,and fea- 
ring the taking of the Palaice,his whole truſt and chief 
refuge , defended the ſame by all the poſſible meanes be 
could, Now had he a great numbze of ſhot, which he de- 


of the wod fellers, bycauſe they coulde not auoyde the 
ſhot, noꝛ yet endomage them which did the burte; Ne- 
uertheleſſe they couragiouflie endured the daunger,and 
fo; thꝛte dapes togyther neuer ceaſed cutting downe of 
wod, ſo that they hadde made a playne beaten waye 
thꝛough the marſhes,and the fourth daye were gotten 
bard to the curten, Foz Meniſce Captayne of the Per- 
cenaries, a valiaunt and wiſe man, came bzanely and 
courageouſlie with his @ouldiours thzoughe the ſame 
waye to gyue the aſſault, But after be had long ſuſtey- 
ned the violẽce of the ſhot within, and the greater 2 

er 
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ber of his men hurt, de then of fozce retired, And in the 
retire they of the Caſtle in ſuch number (allied out vp⸗ 
pon bim, that what thzongh the narrownes of the way, 
and diſaduauntage of the place, be ſurely had ben flayn, 
had it not ben that Satyre ſ&eing them ſo diſtreſt, incon- 
tinent came to their reſcous , Who nobly fighting and 
abyding the fozte of the enimie,was with the blowe of 
a launce in one ol his armes ſo ſoze burte , that be was 
faine to be taken and carried backe into his campe, and 
the night enſuing died on the ſame ſtroke, when he had 
raigned but. ir. monetbes,after the death of bis Father. 
When Meniſce ſ& that, be rayſed the ſiege and retired 


the armie to the citie of Gag, and from thence ſent Calgaze. 


his bzothers bodie downe elongeft the Ryuer vnto bys 
bother Prytame, in the citie of Pa»ticape : who cauſed it 
very ſumptuouſly e honozably to be enterred, amongs 
the ſepulchzes and tombes of the Kings, And that done, 
be incontinent went into the citie of G, and there 
ſeized on the armie and Realme, To whom Eumele hys 
bother ſent Peſſangers to demaund particion of þ ſaid 
Realme, who harkened not to any ſuche demaund: but 
after he had placed his garriſons in Ge, fozthwith 
returned to Par:cape, to eſtabliſh and ſet an oʒder about 
the affaires and eſtate of the realme , The ſame time 
Eumele with the ayde of anumbze Barbarians, toke the 
titie of Ge, and many other Townes and Uillages 
thereabout.Whereof Pritame aduertiſed.lenied a great 
armie and came againſt him, where he in battaill was 
vanquiſhed , and enfo2ced to flie into a place in the 
ſtraight nere the marſhe Meot hide and being there by 
Eumele encloſed, was dꝛiuẽ of neceſſitie to come to a cõ⸗ 
poſition, wherein be gaue ouer «4 reſtoʒed to him his ar⸗ 
mie, and alſo fozſ@ke his right and title of the realme. 

But after he was returned to Panticape the Palaice 
Royall of the King of Bo/þbore , he againe fozcibly toke 
vppon him the gouernement and —_ of the — 
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but he was a freſh by Eumele ouerthzowen , and fleing 
thzough certen ozchyardes, there laine, After whoſe 
death, Eumele meaning to afſure himſelfe of the realme, 
cauſed all the friends, wyues and childzen of Pritame @ 
Satyre his bzethzen,tobe put to death, except and reſer⸗ 
ued Pariſade, Satyre his ſonne, a verie pong ſtryppling, 
who on hozſe backe got out ofthe towne and fled to 4- 
gare King of the Scy1hes. But when Eumcle ſe the Citi- 
Age. zens fo; the laughter of their friendes and familiars 
ware mutinous , be aſlembled them and declared the 
cauſes which moued him to do the ſame, ſaying farther, 
that he would reſtoze them into their auncient eſtate, 
immunitie and franchize,ſometime had vnder his pzes 
deceſſours , and that they ſhould be erempte of all try- 
butes and impoſtes: by which meane be appaiſed them, 
and wanne againe their god willes and fauoares, and 
after,ſagely and courtevuſltie gouerned 4 bchauedhym 
ſelfe in bis raigne, to the great admiration of all his 
neighbours. Foz though his munificencie and curtefie, 
be made all bis friendes to loue him: as the Zyzancians, 
Synopians, and the reſt of the Grekes inhabiting the coun⸗ 
trey of Pont. And when Lyſimache beſieged the (i- 
ans, who fo2 want of victuals , were bzought into great 
daunger and neceſſitie, be receyued a thouſand of them 
which came out by reaſonof the famine : and not onely 
licenced and aſſured them to remapne in his Countrey, 
but alſo gaue them one of his owne cities, named 7/, q 
amongs them deuided the territozie thereof, Me mo2eos 
uer warred vppon the HZen:ques, I haures, and eAchees, 
Barbarians,and Dea rouers, to make the Sea Pontique 
nauigable to them of the count rey. By which his doings 
be both got great pꝛayſe and renowne of the countrey 
men there, and alſo of the whole wozld : bycanſe of the 
repozte the people of that countrey mave to all whichs 
ſailed and came tbyther, ſo that be hadde wonne a great 
parte of the region of 5arbary ioyning bpon his _ 
an 
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and became ſo puiſlaunt and renoumed, that he enter⸗ 
pꝛiſed to ſubdue and conquer the whole coſitrey of Pont, 
which he had without pefaduenture compaſſed, ik death 
by a meruelous miſhappe had not ſhoztened bys dayes , 
after be had raigned.v.yeares and.v.,monethes, Foz as 
be was ryding in a coche running on foure wheles, by 
foure hoꝛſſes dzaw# towards a ſacrifice o2 pilgrimage, 
the hozNes ſturtling at ſome thing they ſee, ranne quite 
out of the waye,courſing ouerthwart all the fieldes, 
But when the King ſ& that the waggoner coulde not 
ſtay th, fearing the ouerthzowe of þ coche oz charriot, 
made haſte to get oute, t thinking to leape to þ ground, 
his (wozde caught betwene the ſpokes of one of the 
wheles, wberewith be was immediatlie dzawen vader 
the wheles, aud there fruſhed and bzuſed to death, 
And it is ſaid, that þ death of him and his bzotber , were 
by certen playne and ſimple Dzacles pꝛonoſtitated of, 
which in deed the men of the countcey greatly credited.

and ſo feared the myſe in field and tomue, that he com⸗ 
maunded all ſhoaly be lapne : and farther made all the 
boles in the ground to be ſtopped vp, whiche they might 
tome oute at, Powbeit, that ſerued to no purpoſe, no 
was the cauſe of his ende, but died of a wounde on the 
muſcle of the arme by vs called the bzawne, It is to be 
bnderſtod, that a moaſe in Latin is called Mus, and a 
little Pauſe, Muſculus : and thereby was ſiamifies, that 
be ſhould take beede,be died not by a mouſe, and after his 
death, ſome enterp2eted that itwas of the muſcle, whicy 
in Latin map be ſaid a little mouſe, 4 alſo the bzawne, 
And it was of Eumele pꝛeſageo, to beware of the fall of 
a houſe, and therefoze be neuer entred any houſe, but

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that he would firft circumſpectlie aduiſe, and loke dpon 
the fundat ion, to ſe if it were ſtable and ſure, But after 
be was dead in maner as afozeſaide , ſome thoughte the

A this ſeaſon the Romaine Conſuls being come with 
Their armie into the cofitrey of P«:/e,wanne a battaill 

againſt the Samnires,aboute a place called 7 a/ze : who 
retired into a mountayne there by, called by the inhabi- 
taunts, the holy hil : ſo that the Rome could not purs 
ſue them that daye bycauſe night dzew on, and therfoze 
returned to their tampe. But the next daye in the moꝛ⸗ 
ning they iopned battaill, where a numbze of Smnnites 
were llaine, and aboue two thouſande taken p2iſoners, 
Chꝛougb which vicozie the Conſuls kept the fields and 
toke the Cities and Townes againft them, Amongs 
which by fozce were taken (ataraſte, and ( arauille, and 


certen other by treatie and pꝛadiſe. And thus muche 
touching the matters of /cale, 


7 Pte. 
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& Ptolome Prince of Egipt winneth from Anti- 
gone certen Cities,pratizeth and getteth to him 
Prolome — to Antigone, and after put- 
tech him to death . PoliiFercon alſo through the 

perſuaſion of Caſſander , putteth to death Her- 

cules the ſonne of Alexander. And finallie of 

Cleomenes death King of Lacedemon. 


The.uy. Chapter. 


Be ſame tere that Demetrie Phaleric gouerned A- 
'T and Quinte Fabie the ſeconde time, and Caie 
Martie were created Conſuls at Rowe, Ptolome avs 
uertiled that his Captaynes in Cilice had loft all the Ci⸗ 
ties they had wonne and taken, betoke him to ſea with 
his whole armie , and arrined at *haſe/:d , whiche Citie 
he toke by ſtege , and from thence ſailed into the Coun⸗ 
trey of Lycie,and there toke the citie anthe, garded by 
Antigone his Souldiours: after that he came befoze the the. 
citie of Caune, which he by Sea attempted and wanne: . 
be likewiſe toke by foꝛce the Caſtle of Heracle, and the 
Caſtle Perſike yelded vppon compoſition , From thence 
departed he, and came befoze the citie of Coo, at this daye 
named Lange: and there pzacized with Ptolome, Anti. 
gone his bothers ſonne, and Lieutenaunt of cert? men 
ofhis fathers, whome be dzew to his alliaunce , t made 
bim renolte from Antigone hys vncle, And from 
Calcide where his laye, to miete with Ptolome at 
Coo, he and welcomed him right honszably. 
But after he ſ& his pzodigalitie and ambition, to winne 
and get away Ptolome his Captaynes, fearing he went 
about to betray him, he pꝛeuented the matter, and cau⸗ 
ſed him to be appzehended and poyſoned: and attracting 
his Douldiours to his fauoure , deuided them amongs 
bis bandes. Jn this meane while, after Poliſpercon had 
aſſembled a great armie , he twke hys tourney to bzing 
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of Macedon. And when be was with hes armie come fo 
the place S:ymphale, Caſlander alſo came thyther with a 
puillaunt armie , and encamped very nare hem. But 
when he perte pued that the £ ſacedonians which came 
with dim, were ſatiſfied and contft that Hercules ſhould 
be reſtozed to his fathers realme, and fearing if they ſa 
him, they would quickly take his part, ſent ſecret Meſ⸗ 
langers to Poliſpercon, declaring that ſo ſone as de had 
reſtoʒed Hercules to his realme, he ſhoulde then become 
bis ſubiect and th2all ; but if he would kil him, and make 
alliaunce with the ſaide Caſſander, he would fir ſt render 
and reſtoze to him, al that he befoze held and enjoyed in 
Macedone, gyue him a ſufficient armie, nominate 4 pꝛo⸗ 
clame him Pzince and Gouernour of Feloponneſe, make 
him partaker and conſozte of all he had vnder his domi⸗ 
nion, and beſides haue bim in greater honour and reue- 
rence,than any other of the Serrapes.Mhzough theſe per» 
ſuaſions and faire pzomiſſes, he induced Poliſpercon to 
conſent vnto this miſchenous and wicked pzactize : and 
after they had plighted their faythes one to an other, be 
cauſed the pong Hercules trayterouſlie to be ſlaine: and 
that done, openly then ſhewed him ſelle friende to Caſ- 


ſander , who foz accompliſhing hrs pzomylle, rendzed 


, firſt to him all that he had held and enioyed in Macedon, 


and after delivered him. iiij. thouſand Macedonian fates 
men, and. d. hundzed T hef/ar hozfle ; and ſo many as 
voluntarily came to ſerue him, be receyued and gaue 
them god enterteynement, with which armie he inua- 
ded and entred Fc/oporneſe, thaough the countrey of Beo- 
ce: but being by the Zeorians and Peloponneſians 
ſed, he returned with his armie and wintred in Locres. 
The ſelf ſame yeare founded Lyſimache a citie in J hero- 
veſe, called after his owne name Lyſimache. And when 
Cleomenes King of Lacedemon hadde raigned. Xx. peares 
and. x. monethes, de died: after whoſe death his ®onne 


Arete ſucceded,and raigned xrliit.yeares, dot 
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COfcerten victories which the Remaines haue vp- 
pon the Tyrrhenians and Samnites . And of cer- 
ten Innouations, by Appie Claudie the Romaine 
Cenſor made, in contempt and defacing of the 
Senate and nobles, in fauoure of the commu- 
naltie. 


The. v. Chapter. 


Bout the ſame time, the T y7rbenians heſieging the 
Ace of Souttre, a colonie of the Komaines, were in outtre. 
battaill by the Romane Conſuls vanquiſhed & chas 
ſed home into their campe : whiche Nome came thy 
ther with great power, of purpoſe to rayſe their ſiege. 
On the other ſide,the Semnites ſeeing the Romaine armies 
farre from their countrey,burnt, waſted,and pilled the 
landes andcountrey of the /ap:ides,confederats with the 
Remane: By reaſon whereof the Conſuls were enfoz- 
ted to deuide their armie, leauing Fabie in T cane, and Fabie. 
ſent Martie againft the Semnices , who toke by fozce the Marie, 
citie of «phe, and deliue red the Allies of the Romaine 
people, from the neceſitic and daunger they were in, 
Agapne, Fabicſeing that a great number of the 7 y7- 
rhemans were aſſembled to beſiege the Citie of Soxrrre, 
ſecretly departed from that quarter, and paſſing th2ou- 
ghe the terrifo2ie of their n urs,befoze they were 
elpied, entred the hie countrey, whiche of long had bene 
vnpilled and vnrobbed of any enemie, and ſpoyled and 
fouraged it all ouer, and ſlew numbꝛes of the payſaunts 
that reũſted hym, and toke many pꝛiſoners. Mhiche 
done he went againſt Perox/e + and finding the Tyrrhe- 
nam there aſſembled in battaill, diſcomfited them, and Perouſe. 
flew a great numbze, wherwith they were marnelouſly 
amazed: foz the Romaines had neuer ben ſo befozehand 
as Fabie was thi. Who after that vicozie, traſed with 
the Aretians, Crotonians and Perouſans : and ſhoztly _ 
F.]. toke 
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Ap. Claudius. 
L Claudius. 
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toke by fozce the citie of the Tyrrheniant named Caſtale, 
by meane whereof they were enfozced to raiſe their 
ſiege from befoze the citie of Sourrre. 

In this ſeaſon Appie Claudie and Lucie Claudie were 
by the Kommmes eleit and named Cenſozes. And the ſaid 
Appie being thꝛoughe flatterie of dis companion, in all 
doings followed, chaunged and altered many of the an⸗ 
cient cuſtomes of the citie,fo2 he (to pleaſe the tommu⸗ 
naltic)had no regard to content the Senate. And ürſte, 
be cauſed a pipe of lead to be bzought into the Citie by 
conductes foure ſcoze furlongs long, to the great coſte 
and charge of the common treaſure , withoute making 
the Senate any thing pꝛiuie thereto, and called it after 
bis owne name Appic . He like wiſe cauſed the wayes 
and ſtraights, from Rome to Capue, being a thouſand furs 
longs diſtaunt betwene, to be paued, and called them 
Appie, he playned and leuelled alſo all the rockes-and 
mountapnes, and filled vp all the ditches and vallies w 
earth and rubuſhe, ſo that be bad aboutthoſe wozks em⸗ 
ployed +4 beſtowed almoſt the whole reuenue of 5 Citie, 
to haue bis name ymmoztall,foz bis liberalitie and mus 
nificence towardes the weale publicke, beſides great 
nouelties and chaunges in the Senate by bim made. 
Foz where in times paſt were none but of the nobleſt 
bouſes and greatef wealth admitted to the diguitte of 
a Scnatoz, he put in many ſclaues bozne, wherewith 
the nobles and gentlemen were greatly offended. Þe 
likewiſe graunted to euer of the Citizens, to enrolle x 
wꝛitte bim ſelke in what tribe be would, and in the ſame 
payc his rente. Pozeoucr , when he percepued the nos 
bles wholie moued and bent againft him, be woulde do 
nothing, that in any wiſe ould ſeme to pleaſe oz cons 
tent them, noꝛ do any thing acco2ding to their intention 
and deſire,that by any meane might diſpleaſe the meane 
ſozte of the communaltie ; making in this ſozte bys 


parte god againli the nobles,thzough the god ——_—

the commons, Do that, when it came to the muſters of 
the bozCemen, he woulde not cnce reiec any ho2fle of 
theirs, and in vewing the Senate, would not put backe 
one of the infamed acco2ding to the auncient cuſtome 
therein always befoze obſerued and kepte , By reaſon 
whereof, the Denates to deſpite him, when thepaſſems 
bled the Senate, would not once cal to counſail the Se- 
nat oʒs by him appointed, but onely thoſe whiche tcfoze 
bad ben by the others Cenſoꝛs nominated and choſen, 

Vowbeit, the tommunaltie thinking to pleaſe Appic, & 
to vpholde and mainteyne that whiche he had done, and 
alſo deſiring that the pzomotion of their kinſfolkes and 
friends by him pzonounced Denatozs might take effec, 


choſe to the chief and pzincipall office of C ie Gne Fla» Cnc Flauic. 


uie, ſonne to a bondman: whiche thing in Nome was nes 
uer befoze ſane. When all theſe things were finiſhed 
and done, and that the ende and terme of Appic was c6- 
ſumed and determined, to auopde the malice and dil⸗ 
pleaſure of the nobles cocepued againſt him, be feigned 
and countrefaited blindneſſe, and neuer after remoued 
out of his owne houſe, 


¶ After Prolome Prince of Egipt hath reſtored one 
parte of the Cities of Grece to libertie, he for deſ- 
pite and in recompence of their breach of pro- 
miſſe with him, concludeth a peace with Caſſan- 
der. And (Teopatre filter to Alexander the great, 
comming on hir waye towardes hym , is by the 
commaundement of Antigone, miſerablie

He yeare that Carine helde the pꝛincipalitie of . 
-þ hm" at Kome were created Coſuls, Public De- 


ie and Quite Fabic and in the O/ymprade the, Cxxvij. 
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Ptolome Pzince of Egipe went to Sea with a great ar⸗ 
mie from . e : and ſapling alongeſt the Illes of 
Grece deliuereg firſt Andrie from the ſubicction of Anu - 
gone and erpulſed his garriſons, From thence be ſayled 
to the traight of Feloporne/e, called I/ hm, and there 
toke the cities of Sycione, Cenynth, and Crateſipole, and res 
ſtozed them to libertie, fully deftimined to do the lyke 
to the reit of the cities in Grece, thinking thereby to get 
great god will and fauoure , and ſo to foꝛt iſie and make 
ſtrong his eſtat e. But after he ſee that the Peloponneſians 
would not with viduals and money ayde him accozving 
to their pzomille,ye fo deſpite and anger, allied and cs 
cludeda peace with Caſlander, wherein was declared, 
agreed on, that euerp of them ſhould gouetne the Cities 
and Pꝛouintes alreadie in their poſleſions, And bppoy | 
that concluſion,after he had garriſonned Syc:ene and (o- 
rint h, he returned into Egipe. In the meane while Cleo- 
patre ſeeing the enimitie dayly vet wene hir and Antigo- 
ne encreaſe, determined to iopne with Ptolome, and ſa 
departed from the Citie of Sard#, meaning to ſake bym 
out, At is to be vnderſted, that Cleopatre was ſiſter to 
Alexander the great, and ſometime wife to Alexander 
late king of Eyre deceaſed , whiche warred in Italie: 
whome fo the nobleneſſe of hir ligne and ſtemme, Caſ- 
ſander, Lyſimache, Antigone, Ptolome, and in effect all the 
paiTaunt and renowmed P2inces 4 Chieftaynes which 
remained after Alexander the great , greatly deſired to 
wife, thinking that the 77acedorians would ſone obey 
and follow him, who ſhoulde marry hir, by reaſon of the 
affinitte he would haue in the bloud Ropall, and be held 
fo2 chief and ſoueraigne oner the reſt. But the deputie 
of the Citie of Sar4es lo Antigone, hauing from bym ex» 
pꝛeſſe charge and comaundement to take diligent beve 
ſhe departednot,incontinent ſtayed hir going. And af 
ter, by the commaundement of Antigone, thzoughe cer- 
ten women whome he had foz that purpoſe cozrupted, 


put 
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puk hir to death. And bycanſe Antigone woulde not 
ſæme to be the Aathaz of ſo execrable a murder, he by 
iuſtice pat to death certen of the laid women, as if they 
had perpetrated and committed ſome hainous lade: and 
verie hono ably buried the body of the Ladie, as apper⸗ 
teyned to ſo noble a Dame. Jn this ſozte Cleopatre foʒ 
marriage of whome all the noble and renowmed Pꝛin⸗ 
ces were at debate and controuerſte, befoze the time of 
marriage endedhir like, | 


C After the takingand razing of ¶ Munichie, De- 
metre,» Antigone his ſonne, by his Fathers com- 
maundement reſtoreth Athens, Megare, and 
many other Cities of Grece to libertie: and of 
their liberalitie towardes him, and the honours 
they iudged him worthic for that his benefite & 
good turne. | 


T he.v.Chapter. 


Be ſame yere in which Anaxicrate held p gouerne- 
ment of Athens, and that Appie Claudic and Lucie 
Volamine were at Rome created Conſuls, when 
Demetre Antigone his ſonne (to execute his Fathers tõ⸗ 
maundement oz reſtauration of the Cities of Grece to 
libertie) had gotten togyther a great number of fote- 
men,ſhippes, plentie of armoure, and all other muniti⸗ 
on mete g; neceſlarie fo; a ſtege, he louſed from Che, 
and ſayled directly to the Citie of Athens, by Caſlander 
garriſoned, And after he had befozs the Pozte of Pyre« 
pitched his campe, he cauſed by an edia, his fathers com 
maundement to be publiſhed foz the reſtauration of the 
cities of Grece to libertie. But Dioniſe Captayneof - 
nychic,and Demetre Phalerey deputie of «Athens fo2 Caſ- 
lander,right oner againſt him had with Souldiours mi- 
ned their walles and curtens , <7 aaa ſe _ of 
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Antigone his @ouldiours had gotten one quarter of thy 
curten of Ve, ſtanding vppon the Sea ſide named Ac. 
ten, and there New and repulſed the enimie, whiche was 
the cauſe of the taking of Fyre. Yowbeit, Dioniſe reti⸗ 
red into Munichie, and Demetre Phalerey into the Citis 
of Athens, who the next day in the mozning was by the 
commoners ſent in an Ambaſſade towardes Demetre, 
befoze whom he pzopeunded aſwell the deliueraunce of 
the citie and Citizens, as alſo his owne. Fut loben be 
le he couldno whit impet rate 02 get graunt foꝛ the ſaiy 
Cit ie, but foz him ſelfe anly,be fled into Et to Ptolo- 
me, and ſo abandoned hys Count rep after be had gouer⸗ 
ned the citie.x.eares. And after the people had getten 
libertie, they adiudged the authozs thereof wozthie pers 
petuall honours, In this meane tyme Demetre hauing 
great pꝛouiſion of ſhot and engines fo2 to aſſault, both 
by Sea and land beſieged £2 «7ychbie- Powbeit Dioniſe 
and his ſouldiours had great aduantage of the enimie, 
by reaſon the towne was of great heigth, and the ſcitu⸗ 
ation of the walles agreeing thereto, ſo that they right 
valiauntlie defended it, although Demetre hadde marues 
lous great pꝛouiſion of all things. And laſtty, after he 
had two dapes togyther without ſtaye aſſaulted the ta⸗ 
ſcle, he ſhzcuvlie daunted the courages of y defendants, 
bycauſe the greater number were ſoze hurte and gald 
with ſhot, not able to releue the curten with freſh men, 
and the aſſailaunts by reaſon of their mightie numbze, 
continuallie refreſhed and releued their Souldiers, and 
thereby at laſt wanne tbe caſtle, and toke Dioniſe Caps 
tayne thereof pꝛiſoner. After he hadde in ſho2t tyme at 
chieued this vidoꝛie, he razed unyc hue, reſtozed the 
eAthenians to their pꝛiſtinate libertie, and with them 
allied and made an inuiolable peate. By reaſon of which 
benefite , they by the commaundement of Stratocle 039 
deyned {hat the ſtatues 02 Jmages of Antigone and De- 
metre ſhould be ſet vp in golde hard by Armodie and Ari- 
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fogiton; and farther, ſent to eche of them a crowne of 
golde wozth two hundzed Talents. Theyplikewilſe re- 
red aa Altare catie the Altareof their deliuerers, and 
added and annered to their,r. Tribes two moze: wher⸗ 
of the one called Aatiganide, and the other Demetriade. 
Lhey farther ozdepned eueryyeare (in their honoure) 
games and ſacrifices: to be made as vato Ooddes, and 
that their Statues and Jarages ſhoulde be wound and 
couered ouer with a couerchief of the Goddes Pallas. 
And thus the OGouernement and hibertie populer which 
the Atbeniant had in the Lamian warre loſt vnder An- 
tipater, was reſtoꝛed to them vnloked fo, rv, yeares al⸗ 
ter. The like did Demetre to the titie of deg are, by Caſt 
ſander garriſoned, whom they alſo hanoured as they did 
the firſt, After all theſe matters, when the Ambaſſadozs 
of Athens came to Antigone to pꝛeſent the Decree made 
by the citiein the honour of him and bys'@onne, and to 
deſire him af timber and other ſtuſts toꝝ thebuylding of 
terten ſhippes and toꝛne to viduali them, he gaue. Cl. 
thouſand ae heat, and ſo much timber and 
ather faffe as mould build a hundzed tall ſhippes, and 
rend2ed to thi the citie of / br which he kept, 2 farther The Citie of 
mꝛitte to Demetre his ſonne to depute and appointe all [=> 
the Canſeruateas of p irie cities of G/ece,to haue charge 
and authozitie toconſuiteand purueꝝ tox all things a- 
perteyning to the rotiſeruatian at their libertie: and ; 
done, incontinent ta take ſbipping and ſaile into Cypres,

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hen Demetre had executed and perſo2med hyg 
Fathers commaundement , concerning the re⸗ 
taurat ion of the Cities of Grece, be ſailed into 
Carie,q from thence ſent his Ambaſſadoures to the Rh 
diam, to perſuade them to allie and ioyne with bim in 
the warre againſt Ptolome, whereunto they would not 
friendſhip with 
them both, and not to make oz medle with any of their 
doings, which was the firſt occaſion and chief cauſe that 
pluckedaway the harts of the NModians from Anti 
From thence louſed Demetre , and paſling elongeſt the 
Ide of Sicile, Icuied Chippes and Souldiours and ſayled 
into Opres, hauing with bim. xv. thouſand fotemen. iii. 
bundzed bozfle, and of Pxmaſes and excellent fine Gal⸗ 
lies. Cx. beſtdes.Liij.other of greater burden, mite foz 
the warres,and a number of Barques laden with vicw 
als and other neteſſarie hablements foz the armie , And 
firſt he landed on the coaft of Crpaſie, and there entam⸗ 
ped hard by the ſhoare, which he entrenched with derpe 
ditches and trenches, From thence he went to the ſiege. 
of Vranie , making incurſions on the Countrey in the 
waye,and toke them. That done, leaning a ſufficient 
number fo2 the garde of his ſhippes, he marched on to 
Sa/amine/wbereof Menelaye was deputie foz Ptolome, 
who had leuied a number of mein the Idle, and retired 
into Sælamine, E hauing intelligite that Demetre was ap» 
p2oched within. xl. furlongs of the citie, he marched outs 
againſt him with. rij. thouſande fotemen and, viij. hun⸗ 
dꝛed hoꝛlle, and encount red him in battaill,but after the 
hoꝛſſemen had a While luſtely charged one another, the 
Mcnelaians retired and fled, and the Demerrians (&ing 
the victo2ie theirs, ſubſecuted and chaſed them harde to 
the walles of the citie,ſo that they lewe aboute a thou- 
ſand, and toke aboue th2& thouſand pꝛiſoners. Mhome 
Demetre reteyned in wages, and deuided amongs hys 
bandes. But when he ſee they dayly fled from = to 
th NC. 
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Menelaye,bycauſe their gods and baggage, were left 
in E git with Ptolome : and that he could not reduce th# 
to his amitie and ſernice, he enbarqued reft, and ſent 
them to his father lying in the hier 57:e, where he buylt 
about the ryuer Oronte a verie ſumptuous Citie, called 
after his owne name «Antigone, being foure ſcoze fur- 
longs about, Now was this a mæte and neteſſarie place 
to get and dold the dominion of Baby/on and 
al ths hier and lower es in ſubiedion, notwith- 
ſtanding, it ſtode not oz continned long: foz Scleuke 
ſhoztly after deſtroped it and tranſpozted the inhabi- 
taunts into an other citie of his foũdat ion and building 
called after his name Se/e»ke. After Demetre hadde bene 
victoz in the battaill afozeſaid,Menelaye and the reſte of 
— — — — 
alamine, made great pꝛeparation and engines 
koʒ their defence and ſuretis, deniving the quarters ot 
their walles with the fowers and flankers betwene 
them,bycauſe they ſ& that Demetre determined with al 
bis power and fozce, to and aſſault the citie. 
They alſo ſent into Egipe to Ptolome, ſignifying to bym 
of their eſtate aud daunger, ſolliciting him to ſend hys 
ayde and helpe , When Demetre ſ& that the Citie was 
migbtie and ſtrong, and thzoughlie mined , he determi- 
ned to make duge t mightie engines wherewith they 
commonly vſed to beſtege and ouerthzow Townes and 
Cities, which ſhot ſtones and other kinde of ſhot of all 
ſoztes againſt the walles,and the reſidue of his pꝛouiſi⸗ 
on maruelous terrible to batter t onerthzow the ſame. 
Foz exploiting wherof he ſent foz a wonderful number 
of wozkemen and artificers, & plentie of yzon and ſuch 
other ſtuffe out of Syrie, ſo that in ſho2t tyme he had pꝛe⸗ 
pared and made readie all things to batter and ouer- 
thzow the walles, But amongs other his deuiſes be 


cauſed an engine to be made called /7elepo/s, to ſaye, an Helcpolis, 


ouerthzower of cities, xl. cubits eche wave ſquare, and 
Og.j. foure 
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fourc ſcoꝛe and ten cubits hie,in which were. ix. Kozies 
oz ſellers deuided one from another with planchers of 
wd, all running vppon foure great wheles.vit, cubits 


bie. He had alſo many other engines called Rammes, | 


very large x great to batter any wall, 4two great aud 
puillaunt Toꝛtoiſes to helpe them. zn the lowermoſt 
lellers of the He/epo/is he planted loze of engines and 
o2dinaunce which thzew and ſhot Cones, the greater 
ſozte waying thzx Talents, In the middle ſtozics he 
plantedengines made like boltes ſhot ing long 2 ſharpe 
ſhot, and in the hier ſtages were other whiche ſhot lefſe' 
aud lighter. He placed alſo in the ſaide romes oz ſto» 
ries two hundzed experte Souldicurs to ſhote off and 
handle the ſaid ozdinaunce and engines. After he hatde 
placed his engines of battery againſt the wall, he in 
ſhozt time beat down the toppes and batlements of the 
curten, andafter ſoze battered and ſhaked the walles: 
Yowbeit the beſieged ſo valiauntly defended their Ci- 
tie with ſuch weapon and engines as they had pꝛepaten 
againſt the aſſaultes, that foz certen dapes no ma could 
iudge of the winning of the citie, ſuche were the noble 
hartes and courages inuincible of the bonozable Caps 
taynes and luſtie Souldidurs on eyther ide . But to be 
ſboꝛt, the wall was ſo ſoze battered and ſhaken, anda 


long bꝛeach made, that the citie was diſſurniſhed of de- 


fence and no remedy but to pelde oz be taken the nerte 
day following, if there were not found ſome newe mas 
ner of defence that night,befoze the aſſault ceaſſed, 
Wherfoze the Menclayars hauing great ſtoze and plen⸗ 
ty of dꝛie wed and ſuche like ſtuffe whiche ſ@one would 
take fire, about midnight ſo neere appꝛoched d engines 
of the enimie, that with long poles and other which tbep 
bad ligbted, they caſt in fire:ſo that in leſſe thi an houre, 
tbe fire grew ſo quicke and terrible, that they had burnt 
the greater part of the engines and the ſouldiours withs 
in them: which thing the Dexrerrians coulde not helpe, 

and 
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and auoide by reaſon of the ſodaineneſſe therof, And al- 
thougde Demetre foz that time was fruſtrate of bys de- 
termination & purpoſe, vet had he god hope and ſtill vz- 
gedto take the citie, continuing the ſiege both by Sea £ 
land, not doabting but in the ende to winne it. Jn this 
meane while Ptolome hauing intelligfce of the affaires 
and flanghter of his people, departed oute of Egipe, and 
toke ſea with a great power ſapling towardes S/ mi- 
»e,and being d2yuen into the Pozte of Phe in the Ille 
of Cypres , he there landed and got togyther all the ſhips 
of the cities thereabout,and from them made his courſe 
to Syree,diſtaunt from Salumine two hundzed furlongs. 
Ve had in his Nauie an. Cl. Gallies, wherof the greater 
were of.v.tier of ozes on a ſide, and the leſſer of foure: 
he had alſo aboue two hundzed Barques, wherein were 
enbarqued aboue ten thouſand ſouldiours, and the reſte 
laden with baggage and other pꝛouiſid. Ye ſent by land 
likewiſe certen Peſlangers to Menelaye, commaunding 
him if it were poſſible to ſend the. lx. Gallies lying in the 
haut of Salamine, which ioyned with his, e he thought to 
be much ſtronger at ſea then Demetre, hauing two hun⸗ 
dꝛed Gallies oz better. When Demetre vnder ſtode of 
Ptolome his comming, he left the ſiege furniſhed befoze 

the citte,and enbarqued the reſt of his Douldiours with 
great ſtd2e of ſhot and engines which ſhot far off, plan⸗ 
ting them in the noſes of his Gallics, and when he had 
arranged them all in o2der of battaill, he enuironed the 
Towne, and in the mouth of the hauen caſt ancre, and 
road there all that night withonte the daunger of the 
ſhot, botbe foz ſtopping of the Gallies which laye in the 
Pozt, that they ſhould not get out to iopne with Ptolo- 
me, and alſo to ſ@ what courſe Ptolome kept, to the ende 
that which waye ſoeuer he came, be would be arranged 
and readie in oꝛdet of battaill to fight, But after the dap 
onte appeared , be might deſcry a migbtie and terrible 
Haute 9 n 
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be was aſtonied: wherfoze he left his Admirall Anthi. 
ſtaa with ten Gallies of five tier of ozes,in the place 
where be lape,to garde and take herde that the Gallies 
of the Zowne made nat out , 4 commaunded hys hozle- 
men to ryde all alongeſt the Qoare, to the end, that if 
any miſchief happened him, they might (ane them which 
were ouerthzowen into the ſea and ſwamme to lande: 
and him ſelfe in oꝛder of battaill, ſailed againſt the ene⸗ 
mie with a Nauie of a, Cviij. ſaile with thoſe be recey- 
ued of the cities he wanne,whereofthe greater were of 
vij.tier,and the reſt ol. v. tier, And firſt in the left wing 
oz rereward he placed, vij. I henic ian Gallies ol. bij. tier, 
and of the Atheniant. xxx. of foure tier, appointing 47. 
de, the leading of that battaill ; behinde them he placed 
ten of ſire tier, and ten of fine tier , meaning to foztifie 
and ſtrengthen that well,wherein him ſelfe paraduen- 
ture would fight. In the middle wing oz maine battaill 
be placed the leſſer Gallies, the charge of which he com- 
mitted to Themiſc the Samian, and Martian the Hiſtorian 
who wzitte the deedes and geſtes of the e acedoniant. 

The right wing oꝛ vowarde lead Egeſippe the Alicarna- 
ſian, and Pleſcias of (oho, Admirall of the whole Nauie, 

Now had Ptolome in the night loſed , and with all poſ- 
ſible ſperde ſailed towardes Salumine, thinking to pze- 
nent the enimie,ifhe could gette into the Pozts-of S 
mine. But when it wared nere dape, be might diſcry not 
farre of the Nauie of the enimie in o2der of battaill. 
Wherefoze he got togyther bys Gallies and arranged 
them as followeth : Firſt he commaunded that the bar- 
ques ſhould come a god way behinde, and arranged the 
reſt in god and compotent oꝛder, placing him ſelf in the 
left wing oꝛ rereward, wherin was the greateſt pow⸗ 
er and ſkrength . When he had o2dered and placed bys 
battaill , the Souldionrs on epther ſide made the pzay- 
ers and ſupplications to the Goddes in loude maner ac- 
coding to their cuſtome. And þ Chieftayns * 
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that þ hard ok their liues t whole eſtate ſod thereon, 
were very carefull and ſoze troubled in mynde aboute 
the lame. But ſo ſone as they were appꝛoched within 
thz& farlongs one of an other, Demetre firſt gaue the 
ſigne and token of bat taill to his Douldiours, balſing a 
terge of golde in the poupe of hys Gallie in the view of 
the whole Nauie ; and ſhoztlie after, Ptolome did the 


like, 

Chen ſounded þ trumpets to battaill, and fozthwith 
beganne a ſlerte and violent fight with ſhot and dartes, 
being a pzetie diſtaunce aſundze , wherein on eche ſide 


were many ſoze hurte: but after they dzew nerer, there 
was flinging of great mightie ſtones, and the Parry» 
ners faz their liues rowed as harde and fo2cibly as they 
tould, ſo that at the bozding was a terrible affray, foz 
they violently raſhing one by another, bzake and carri- 
ed away one anothers ozes, to the ende there ſhould be 
no flight noꝛ pet any great fozcible aſſayling. Dome en⸗ 
countred one an other afoze, and there fought hande to 
hand, ſome bozded on the bzoad ſide þ eaſlier to get into 
the enimie , bycauſe it is difficile and hard to laye abozd 
about the beake oz fozebongh of a Gallie , other ſome 


thinking to enter, fell into the Sea and were flaine w 
the ozte pikes of the enimie, ſome entred and lewe 
many 


es, and made the reſt leape into the Mea, ſo 
that in the ende happened diuerſe aduentures and vido⸗ 
ries vnloked foz, Foz often tymes the leſſer Gallies 
bozded and toke the greater, bycauſe they were ſo hea- 
uie that they could not ſo readily remone and turne to 
and fro. And although in fight on lande the vertue and 
p:zowes of the Grete: winnet:: them vicozie whiche by 
no foꝛtune oz chaunce can any way be let oz topped : 
yet in conflictes at Mea, diuerſe and ſundzie wayes it 
chaunceth that the greater power and maſt lykely,con» The valuunt. 
trary to mannes reaſon, is ſoneft vanquiſhed and ouer · neſſe of De. 

thzowen, But in this battaill Demetre amongs the reſt wcrre. 
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moſt valiauntlie bare him ſelfe, foz he getting vp fo the 
poupe of a Oailie of, vij.tier of oꝛes which he had wine, 
lo loutely ſought againft the Sculdicurs within, that 
what with dartes and Jauelings he lle we of the a great 
number, and ſome with playne hand ſticks. Ind althou⸗ 
Ghe great ſtoze of ſhot came againft him, yct put he by 
and eſchewed ſome,4 recepued the reſt on his armoure, 
And foz the thze men whiche continually were aboute 
him, the one was-wtth the puſte of a pyke ſlayne, 4 the 
other two with ſhot ſoze hurt. Eut to te ſhozt,he ſo che⸗ 
ualrouſlie explopted his matters, that he put to flight þ 
right wing oꝛ voward of p enemie, 4 as many as were 
next them. And Ptolome with his greateſt and moſt 
warlike Gallies put to flight the leaft wing oz rere- 
warde of the enimie , ſinking ſome and pꝛyzing the reit 
with ſo many as were within them. And returning as 
vico2 to the ayde of his right wing oz vowarde, whichs 
was diſcomfited and put to flight, be ſ&ing the Deme- 
trians purſuing and chaſing them, and after making to⸗ 
wardes him, was ſo afraid, that he fledintothe Citie ol 
Citin. 

When Demetre had at Sea atchieued and gottẽ this 
victozy,” be deuided hys Nauie and gaue the charge to 
Neon and Burick two of his Captaynes , commaunding 
them to purſue and chaſe the enimie,and take in as mas 
ny of his ſouldiours as they founde ſwimming, and him 
ſelfe with the reſt of his Nauie and bis pzizes carried 
enſignes and tokens of vicozie into his campe, lying as 
bout the Pozte of S2/amine . In the meane while that 
theſe two Pꝛouintes were in fight, Menelaye deputie of 
the Citie of Salamime had enbarqued anumbze of menof 
warre in the.lr.Gallies,ryding in the hauen of Salami- 
ne, to ſend in Ptolome his ayde, appointing foz Admirall 
Mencte, who with ſuch violence rowed out vpon the. x. 
Oallies which garded the entry of the hauen, that he put 
them all to flight, and made them haſte an the- 
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ſhaare where Demetre his hazCemen were. Bat the 1s 
net145 pꝛeuented of the enemie, came a vaye aftcr the 
faire, and were fapne to returne to their citie, In this 
fight were aboue a bundzed Barques taken with. vin. 
thouſand Souldiours, rl, Gallies and the Souldiours 
within them, and foure ſcoze ſoze fruſhed and ſhaken, 
which Demetre his Dou!diours bzought a wape laden to 
the ſiege lying befo2e the entry of the Pozte of S e. 
There were not of Demetre his Gallies aboae. rc, tt. 
After this vicozie Ptolome deſpapzing in the defeace 
keping of the Ille of Gres, returned into Egipe - andin- 
continent after his departure, Demetre gat in ſubſection 
all the Townes and Citiesof the countrep, togpther al 
the garriſons within them, to the number of, xvj. thous 
ſand fotemen,ano.vj.hundzed hozfe, whiche he deuided 
amongs his armie, When be had finiſhed and accompli- 
ſhed all theſe things, he embarqued certen of hys moſt 
warlikeſt Gallies be had, and ſent them to hys Father, 
ſignifying to him of his notable and triumphit viaozie: 
who was ſo glozious and pzoude thereof, that he toke 
bppon him the name ok a Ring and Diademe Ropal,and 
after bare hym as a Bing, willing Demetre his Sonne 
to do the ſame, Ptolome likewiſe(not withſtanding hys 
great ouerthzow and lofſe in Cypre-)to ſhewe he had loſf 
neyther hart oz courage, toke vppon him the name of a 
King,and in all bis letters and pzoclamations to all me 
ſo entituled and named him ſelf, By whoſe example the 
other Pzinces which befoze were but as Uicegerents 
and Gonernours,entituled them ſelues then by the 
names of Rings, to ſaie, Seleuke of the Sarrap:es and hier 
Pꝛouinces by bym newlie conquered, Lyſimache and 
Caſſander,of thoſe whiche at the firſt were gyuen them 
and ſtill reteyney. 
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CE eAntigone and Demetre his ſonne, with a migh- 
tie power inuade Egipt both by Sea and lande. 
And after finding the entry and border of the 
countrey well prouided and furnished, they re- 
turne without any exploite. 


T be. ix. Chapter. 


Be yeare that Corile gonerned Athens, and at Rome 
Tn Martie and Public Cornelie were created 
Conſals, after King Antigone had ſumptuoully te⸗ 
lebꝛated the funcralles of Phenix his yonger Donne des 
teaſed, he ſent to his donne Demetre in Cypres, to make 
haſte and come to him, and in the meane time him ſelfe 
made great pꝛeparation to arrere warres againſt Pto- 
lome in Eg it. Mhich done he toke bys tourney thzough 
the countrey of Celoſirie, with an armie of foure ſcoze 
thouſand fotemen,about, viij.thouſand ho2fle and foure 
ſcoze and thze Elephantes, and ſent bis ſonne Demetre 
by Dea with, L. Gallies and aboue an hundzed Carras 
ques and Barques , whiche carried his people and their 
baggage, commaunding him to ſaile aldgeſt that ſboart 
ſide which the armie marched on by land. And although 
the Parriners counſailed him to ſtape.xb.dayes longer, 
bntill ſuche tyme as the daungerous ſeaſon of winter 
were paſſed puer, pet woulde he not be ruled, but very 
angerly gaue them deſpitefull and repzochefult wozds, 
calling them cowards and daffards : and encamping at 
the citie of Gaze, determining to pꝛeuent Ptolome bys 
armie.commaunded his Bouldiours to make pꝛouiſion 
of victnalles foz ten dapes, and laded the Camels which 
p e-1rabians bzought with.Crrr.thouſande Medyanes of 
wheat,and hape foz their hozCes great Ctoze ; andbys 
ſhot, armour, weapon, and other neceſſaries were tar ri⸗ 
ed by carte thzough the deſert es, a labozſoame and pains 


full iourney,bycauſe the wayes were myery, depe — 


— 
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ful of marſhes, but eſpecially as he dzew nere the coun⸗ 
trep of Zararre - And Deinetre who the ſame daye about . 
mionigbt louſed from , had foz certen dayes a faire 
and caulme ceaſon, During which time he haled e dzew 
with his Oallies the Carraques and — pen aught w 
Souldiours and ſarriages. And as be thus ſoz a fewe 
dapts rowed, ſodenly aroſe ſo great a flaw of wynd out 
of the No2th,that it put the Gallies in great bazarde, in 
ſo mach that ſome of them were carried with the. ſur⸗ 
cies and beliow into the daungerous mouth of the pozt Raphie. 
of Ke, bycauſe it was almoſt choked bp with a ſhelf 
of dyꝛte and quze, And ſome of the Barques wbiche car- 
ried the ſhot , armoure,andother carriages, periſhed by 
tempe ſte, and other were d2yuen backe agepne into 
Gare. But the reſt of the Nauie wheria were the ſtron⸗ 
geſt Gallies and luſtieſt Souldiours,ſo labozed againſt 
the wether, that they arriued about Ce, a titie ſcitu- Calzile, 
ate vpon the riuer , hauing no Pozt but only a rode, 
which in the tyme of anp vaſcaſonable wether oz tem⸗ 
peſt is very daungerous, by reaſon wherof, the Parry» 
ners were fozced to caſte Anker two furlongs from the 
ſhoare riding in much daſiger,fo2 þ Bellow went ſo bie 
that it was great maruell the ſhippes and men had not 
out of hand ben ouerthzowen and dꝛowned. And to land 
could they not get eyther with boat oz man, which land 
alſo belonged to the entmie:and that which was wozſe, 
their freſh water failed, and they dzinen to ſuch nerde, 
tzat it the tempeſt had continued but one daye longer, 
they had all died of thirſt , While they were in this dil- 
paire (oking foz pꝛeſent veath,ſodfly the wind calmed t 
and theꝝ deſcried Antigone his armie encamped not far 
from the Nauie: wherefoze they came on lande, x there 
refreſhed them certe dapes, attending ſome god newes 
of the reſt of their ſhippes, In this tempeſt periſhed.tij. 
G-llies, but by god hap many of the Souldiours were 
ſaued and came on land, From —_ departed Antigo- 
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ne and encamped within two furlongs of Wye. But 
Ptolome alreadie aduertiſed of the enimies comming, 
bad thꝛoughly furniſhed all the foztes and blockhouſes 
which fronted on the enimie, with ſtrong and mightie 
garriſongand ſent certen in ſmal pynnaces, with com⸗ 
maniſdement that they ſhould row nere and make pꝛo⸗ 
clamatton that ſo many as would come and ſerue hym, 
A wnewas be Would gyue liberall wages and gentle reteynoure, 
coin: amongſt to ſaye to every common Douldiour two mynes a day, 
the creekes of and to every Captayne oz any other which had charge, 
two lortes. the & Talent a day. By reaſon of which pzoclamation moſt 
one called Mi- of Antigone his Percenarie ſouldiours minded fo ſerue 
na Attica 50- Ptolome: and amongs them many Captaynes alſo foz 


Jonis, in value ziuerſe occaſions deſiredto ſerue him, ſo that Antigone 


3 Ache ſœing his Souldiours dayly ſteale from his campe, was 
other named enkoꝛced to ſet ſtrong garde and watch all alongeſſt the 
Mina vetus Tyuerlide , with great ſto2e of ſhot and engines to ſtop 
worth.xxxv.5. the enimie foz comming on lande, and greeuouſlie punts 
and. x. d. tar- ſhed certen of thoſe which were taken going to the eni⸗ 
thing. mie, to the ende to put the reſt interrour and feare. 
Taleurcs were Demetre alſo with thoſe fe we ſhippes he had, entred an 
4ivers orres, arme of the riuer Nye, whiche ranne into the Dea, cal⸗ 
one worth fine led the falſe Poꝛte, thinking there to lande a number of 
hundred pod, his Souldiours. But when he founde it garded with a 
one of. cc li. luſtie garriſon, and that he was with ſhot and all other 
but the comon ꝶinde of engines repulſed, and the night dzawing on, re⸗ 
ralcor of u. i. tired, and commaunded all the Captaynes of the ſhips 
fo followe te Admiral by the light in the mayne toppe 
ſaplingdirectlie to the other entry of N, called Phen:- 
tique. When daye was come, bycauſe manie of his ſhips 
had miſſed their courſe,he was dꝛiuen ta ſtay foʒ them, : 
ſent oute his Bꝛigantines to ſeke and haſte them foz⸗ 
ward. Wherefoze with ſpending much tyme in getting 
them togyther , Ptolome who was aduertiſed of the 
certepntie thereof,made ſpade to gard the ſaid paſſage, 
fo that he had a great nambze of able fighting W 
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die arranged in bat tail vppon the ſhoare, When Deme- 
tre ſ& them thus furniſhed , and that the Countrey nert 
to the ſaid entry was almoſt all mariſh ground, be ſailed 
backe into the deepe, where immediatlie aroſe ſuche a 
great wind which lo violent lie dzaue them towards the 
ſhoare that. vj. Gallies and as many Barques, which car- 
ried men of warre, with the vehemencie of the wetber 
were runne on lande vnder Ptolomees power, and the 
reſt with ſtrength of 02ers rowed againſt the winde to 
the place where Antigone encamped. When Þtolome 
bad thus furniſhed all the paſſages of the Sea W ſtrong 
garriſons , and the entry of 7\-/c with thippes, ſhot and 
men, Antigone was in great feare, Foz once Demetre 
bis Nauie at Sea ſerued to no purpoſe to enter the 
mouth of Peluſe, being ſo well garded and kept: ageyne 
the armie by land could no waye paſſe, by reaſon of the 
ſwelling and ryſing of the ryuer: and that whiche was 
wozſe,they hadde ſo long trauailled, that they wanted 
victuals both foʒ men and bhozſes, When the ſouldiours 
foz the cauſes aboue ſaid, begã to murmur and grudge, 
Anti aſſembled hys armie and toke counſaill and 
ſe of his Captaynes, whether it were moze expedi⸗ 
ent to tarry and continue bys enterpꝛiſe, oz pzeſentlie 
to returne into Syte, and come agayne at ſame other 
mo2e conuenient tyme, when he were better appointed 
and the ryuer Ne fallen lower, But when he ( them 
all of mynde and acco2d,he bzake vp þ camp and ſpedily 
returned into Sy7:e by land, hauing bis Naute ſayling by 
him all alongeſt the coaſt. As ſone as Ptolome hadde in- 
telligence of their departure, he was right glad, making 
to the Goddes great ſacrifices , and to his friends hono⸗ 
rable feaſtes and banquettes , ſignifying alſo Selcuke, 
Lyſimache and Caſlander by his letters, ot his aduenture 
and god lucke, and the reuolte of Antigone his Houldi⸗ 
ours to him. This done, thinking that he bad nowe the 
ſecond time by armes recouered —_ the hy 
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trey of Egipr : and laſt of all, that he might by iuſt title 
and conqueſt of warre hold and kepe it, returned to 4. 
lexandrie.

The. x. Chapter. 


Dioniſe. He ſame ſeaſon after Dioniſe Tyzaunt of the eit ie 
TA Heracie in the countrey of Pont, hadde raigned 
Zatras. rrrij.yeares,he died: and his two childzen Zatras g 
Clearche, Clearche ſucceeded, who raigned after him. xvij. peares. 
And the ſelfe ſame peare the S474 wonne of the K. 
maines the cities of Sore and Acye, and them ſacked and 
ſpoyled : Ageine the Romaine Conſuls ent red the Citie 
of Lapige,andafter beſieged the titie of S/e, whiche the 
Samnites had long kepte and garriſoned, but in the ende 
the Romaines toke it by aſſault , butined all their gods, 
t ranſomed aboue.v.thouſand pziſoners , Whichdone, 
they ſpoyled the Region of the Seammires, cut downe the 
wod,and burnt the Townes and Uillages. Foz the Ko- 
maine; thought,bycauſe the ſame Nation hadde alreadie 
many yeares contended with them foz the Empire and 
rule, that if they defroyed their lande, they ſhonlde of 
fozce gyue plate and yelde vato them. Foꝛ which cauſe 
they fo2.v, whole monethes togyther, burnt and ſpoyled 
in their Countrep all that they could not carrieawaye, 
in ſo muche that they left not ſtanding in all the Coun 
trey eyther houſe, cottage, tree 02 buſhe that might be 
deſtroyed,but made the lande vfterlie voide and deſo- 
late. And this yeare alſo they warred on the Egmzerres, 
and by compoſition toke the citie of C ruſin, and ſolu the 
whole territozie. 


C Deme- 
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e Demetre by the commaundement of hys Eather, 
both by Sca and land beſieged the Citie of Rho- 
den. Of the great and luſtie aſſaultes they gaue, 
and the maruelous and honorable defence that 
the Towneſmen made. 


T he.xj.Chapter. 


He pere following that Xenippe gauerned Athens, 
1 Lucie Poſthume and Tyberie Mynute were at 
Rome treated Conſuls, warres foz theſe occaſions 
were betwene Antigone t the R94:ans comenced. Foz 
the citie of Rhodes was then by ſea verie puiſſaunt and 
ſtrong, and was moſt wyſely gonerned,an in greater 
reputation than all the other Cities of Orece. By reaſon 
wherof, al the Kings and Pzinces in thoſe dapes hadde 
an eye thereunto, and endeuoured them to obtapne and 
get their fauoare and alliaunce on their ſide. But the 
Khodians who fozeſaw and conſidered their comon emo⸗ 
lument and commoditie, gentip enterteyned al the ſaid 
Pꝛinces, and had with enery of the a particular league 
and amitie, withoute entremedling at any bande with 
any of them in their warres . Whereuppon happened, 
that all the ſaid Pzinces honoured and cheriſhed them 
diuerllp, ę with great giftes remuncrated and gratified 
them: by which meane they long lined in tranquillitie 
and wealth. Thzoughe whiche occaſion, their power ſo 
greatly encreaſed, that they at their owne coſtes and 
charges enterpꝛiſed warre fo2 the whole fate of Grece, 
againſt all Pyꝛats, and clearely purged the Seas of all 
theenes and rouers. But their chicfeſt and greateſt eſti⸗ 
mation was,that Alexander ſurnamed the great, moſte 
renowme?d of all P2inces of the wo2lde of whome re- 
maineth any mention, made ſo muche moze accompte 
thereof, than of all the other Cities of Cece : ſo that he 
gane them the Teſtament of his whole e ſtate and Em⸗ 
Vy.iuj , pirez 
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pire, tokepe,and in all things he might, honoured and 
greatlie aduaunced the ſame. And although the X Hoclian- 
bad in ſuch ſo2te(with all the moſt puiſſaunt Pzinces x 
Potentates)liuev,that none of them could reaſonablig 
complayne on them oz be agraued: yet bad they neuer⸗ 
theleſle farre greater amit ie and familiaritie with Pto- 
lome than with all the reſt, bycauſe their Parchauntes 
had greater traffique and commoditie from the coũtrey 
of C gipt than elſe where, and the greater parte of the ci- 
tie lyued and was maintepned by the marchaundiſe of 
the ſaid countrey , Whiche thing Antigone vnderſtan⸗ 
ding, dyd all that in him laye to turne the trade and en⸗ 
tercourſe of Parchandiſe thence, 

Wherfoze after his ſonne had warred vpon Ptolome 
in Cypres,he ſent his Ambaſſadozs towards them, pzay- 
ing their apde and to ſend their ſhippes to Demetre hys 
ſonne. But when be ſ& they woulde not hcare him, be 
ſent one of his Sea Captaynes with certen number of 
ſhippes in that quarter, commaunding him to ſtaye and 
take ſo many ſaile of &Khoarans as be founde ſayling into 
Egipt, and to ſpople and robbe them of their marchan⸗ 
diſe, But the X Hhodians thereof aduerttzed, dꝛaue hym 
quickly backe, and chaſed him quite from thoſe Seas, 
Whereuppon Antigone toke his occaſion to ſaye that 
they were the authozs of the warre. So he with many 
minatozie termes menaced them, and vaüted and bzags 
ged that he would with his ſo mightie a power come as 
gainſt them, t that he would beſiege their citie, Mher⸗ 
of the Modians aduertiſed , decreed to do hym great ho⸗ 
nours in their citie,ſent great Ambaſſades to him pꝛay⸗ 
ing bim not to enfozce them to make warre again 


which they had with him. Antigone gaue a fierce and 
ſterne aunſwer,and therewith ſent Demetre his Wonne 
with a great armie,ſtoze of engines and artillery to bes 
ſiege and beat downe the citie, Whereupon my — 
on 
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aſfonied, ſo fearing the great power of the King, Þ they 
ſent to Demetre,declaring that they were readie and c6- 
tent to go with Antigone to warre bpon Ptolome. Who - 
neuertheleſſe was ſcarcely content therewith, but de- 
maunded an hundꝛed oſtages of the chief and pzincipall 
of the citie to be deliuered him, and alſo to haue his Nas 
ute recepued into their Poztes; Which demaunde made 
them areatlic ſuſpect , that he went about to make hym 
ſelf Lozd of the Town, x therfoze made all }pzcparati- 
on they could foꝛ their defence. When Demetre had af- 
ſembled his armie at the Pozte of El, he trymmed 
his Naute to ſaile to the ſiege of K hodes, in whiche were 
two hundzed Gallies of ſundꝛie mouldes, and of other 
ſhippes to carry men and victualles, Clxr. and in them 
aboue.xl. P. ſouldier s, beſides an innumerable number 
of armoures, ſhot of all ſoztes, and all other engines of - 
battery. There were beſides aboue a thouſand Foiſtes 

and Barques of Parchaunts and dinerſe other ſundzie 
kind of people, who followed the Campe to traffique, 
Foz knowing that the R hodiant had ben long without 
wars, they thought there would be ſuch ſtoze of wealth 
in the Countrep, whereby tbe Parchaunts ould be 
great gayners. When Demetrehad ſet all things in rea⸗ 
dinelſe,he went to Sea, and ſo o2dered his ſhippes as 
though he would fight, And firlt he placedhis Gallies in 
the firſt front in their noſes he couched great engines, 
which ſhot great ſharp arowes of wod.tij. ſpines about: 
nert them came the ſhippes whiche carried the hozſes 
whiche were baled out by the Gallies and other (mall 
pynnaces rowed with ozes. In the latter flote came the 
Ppꝛats and Marchaunts afozeſaide, ſo that all the Sea 
betwene the citie andthe firme land was couered with 
ſbippes : which ſight ſoꝛe diſmayed and troubled the ci- 
tizens. Neuerthelefſe they with their Souldiours and 
ſo many as were able to beare armes, manned their 


walles and bulwarkes, awayting the appzoche w_ 
en 
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enimie,and the olde people and childzen were ſet in the 
garrets and hieſt places of the houſes to beholde them, 
fo2 the titie ſtode ſo vppon the Dea, like vnto a Thea⸗ 
tre, that they might clearcly ſ the bugencCle ol the 
ſhippes, and tue bzaue gliſtering armoures and hel⸗ 
mes, whiche was a terrible thing to ſee, and that made 
the m careful! of their cſtate and Citie. Shoztly after, 
Demetre landep and encamped befoze the citie without 
daũger of the ſhot g incontinent after he had pitched his 
camp,ſeat out his Pyꝛats 4 another copanie thozuughs 
out tue ade, to ſpoyle aud robbe it roth by ſca and land: 
And iurther himſelke cauſed to fel the tres g pull down - 
the houles in the fieives to make anv buyld vp the led⸗ 
gings and foztifications in hys Cumpe which de with a 
treble of wod g earth foztificd,p it might be the ſtidger 
againſt the fozce and power of the enimie. Ve like wiſe 
filled the voide ground and places betwirt the Citie, 4 
the Poꝛte: and left at the Sea ſide cnely a ſpace foz the 
Nauie to rte in. an the meane while the X Hod (ent 
many and ſundzie tymes Amballadoures to pzaxe hem 
not to do them any turte. But when they percexued he 
would giue them no reaſonable aunſwere , they ſen tto 
Ptolome, Caſlander, and Lyfimache, requiring them to 
come to the aide and ſuccour of the cit ie, which foz their 
- quarretl was beſieged and oppꝛeſſed. During this tine, 
it was put to cho:ſe of the inhabitaunts within the citie 
able to beare armoure, aſwell Citizens as Fozainers, 
whether they would tarry and abyde the daunger of the 
ſiege, oꝛ elſe depatte the towne ; and ſo many as would 
not tarry,as alſo thoſe which were vnmate foz the des 
fence thercof,they erclubed the citie , fr ;eſ@ing p their 
bictualles thereby ſhoulde laſt longer, end that no man 
ſhould ſaye be was there againſt hys will beſieged, and 
ſo not content there with, might deuiſe and ymagine 
ſome treaſon oz villanie againſt the Citie. This done, 
they muſtered the remnaunt, whiche were 9 

5 | thous 
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thouſand Citizens, and aboue a thouſande ſtraungers. 
{hey mozeouer made and publiſhed a Decree, wherein 
was agreed,that all the ſclaues whiche valiauntlyſer- 
ued in the ſame ſiege,ſhould with the common treaſure 
be bought x ſet at ſibertie: and that their bodies laine 
in thoſc warres, ſhould be enterred, their Fathers, mo 
thers, wyues and childzen at the deſpence and coſt of the 
Cit ie maintepned, their daughters with the money of 
the common treaſure endowed, and the men childzen 
when they were out of their minozitie,crowned and ar- 
med in the theatre with all ſuche ſolempnities as ſome -- 
tyme were done to Dioniſe, to the ende their Citizens 
ſhould with greater courage defend and mainteyne the 
citie . Mbẽ they had thus by an whole and common con- 
ſent acco2ded , the riche men diſburſt money,the arti⸗ 
ſans and wozkemen labozed to make armoures, engi⸗ 
nes and other things neceſſary foz their defence, ſo that 
in effecte enery man accozding to hys calling, in that he 
was moſt ſkilful and excellent, did his beſt : ſome made 
Croſbowes and engines, other repared and ffrengthned 
the walles, and the greater ſo2te carried ſtones and 
earth to the curten, They ſent alſo out of the Pozt the 
of the lighteſt ſhippes t beſt ſailers, to gyue an alarme 
to the enimie, and eſpeciallie vnts the vicuallers, who 
much moze exploited than they thought them able : foz 
they ſonke many Parchaunts ſhippes whiche followed 
the campe to traffique ſpoyle,and buy the pillage , and 
bꝛought a great number into the Pozte, which they al⸗ 
ter burnt and toke many pꝛʒiſoners, ot᷑ whome, they ace 
coꝛ ding to the appointement e concluſion in that behalf, 
betwene Demetre and them accozded and agreed vpon , 
tokea great ſumme of money, which was this, that the 


p2iſoners taken on eyther ſpde ſhoulde be ranſomedas A Drachme is 
followed. Firſt that a free man ſhould paye a thouſande bout the va- 


Dꝛagmes, and a bond man. v. hundzed. 


When Demetre had pzepared and gotten abundaunce 
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of al things, he buylt two great toꝛtoiſes made of bozds 
and couered with leather that would not burne, the one 
to defende bis @ouldiours from the ſtones, the other to 
dcfend them from quarrelles and ſuch like ſhot, whiche 
two engines were ſet bpon two ſhippes of burden toy- 
ned and grappeled togyther an egall diſtaunce the one 
from the other. Be cauſedalſo to be ſet vpon two other 
ſhippes,two towers of wod, every of them hauing. iti. 
ſtages oꝛ ſtozies much bier than the towers within the 
Pozte to aſſaile and batter them with great artillerie : 
other ſhot, Ne made alſo anotable rapier of great tym⸗ 
ber hoilowed-nayled and pinned togithcr,which (wame 
foure fete aboue the water, as a defence befoze the ſhips 
which carried the towers and engines and great artil- 
lerie: bycauſe the ſhippes of the Tou ne ( whiche were 
great and mightie ) ſhoulde not bozde them with their 
beakes,and ſo quaſh and bzeake them, o2 elſe vtterly 
repulſe them. In the meane tyme while theſe things 
were bꝛougbt fo an ende, he picked oute hys ſtrongeſt 
Barques and furniſhed them with thicke planchers 


made out with great wyndowes, which ſerued in ſtead 


of Poꝛt holes to open and ſhut, at which be placed great 
mightie croſbowes and other artillary which ſhot great 


- arrowes and farre of, aud men alſo cunning in the 


handling of them, beſives a great number of other ar⸗ 
chers aud Atbaliſters of the countrey of /7e:e.All which 
pꝛeparations thus made as afozeſaide : after the ſaide 
thippes and engines were appꝛoched the wall witdin 
daunger of the ſhot, he ſoꝛe hurte and gald the Townes 
men which manned and defended the towers and Bul⸗ 
warkes in the Pozte, When the &bo4:ans ſit that al the 
fo2ce and power of the enimie was bent againf the 
Poꝛte, thep with all their ſtudie deuiſed howe to defend 
it. Mhereupon they planted two engines of Irtiilary 
bppon a Bulwarke adiopning fo the Pozte , and other 


thꝛie engines vppon thzee carcacques nere the 2 ol 
' the 
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the little bauen, wherein were men, croſbowes, ſhot, - 
ſtones t other things neceClary,of great fozce to with- 
ſtand and repulſe the enimie, were it epther to ſet men 
on land to wynne the ſaid bulwarke, oz elſe to appꝛoche 
their engines of Artullary. They allo built and ſet vppe 
vp6 the other carracques which laye in the great Pozt, 
certen receptacles of weapons to ſhate, miete foz the 
engines, called boltes , And as epther parte hadde made 
ready all things foz the fight, and that Demetre purpo- 
ſed fozthwith to appꝛoche and bzing nerehis engines of 
battery of the entryes of both Poztes, ſodenlp aroſe a 
great tempeſt at Sea, which laſted and continued vntil 
night. But when night came and the wynd calmed, 
he ſecretly ſayled about the hauen vntill he came to the 
great Bulwarke aboue in the great Pozt, and wonne 
that, being from the walles of the citie about. v.acres, 
foztified it with ſtrong rampiers and depe trenches of 
ſtone and wod, and th2uft into it foure hundzed ſouldi⸗ 
ours well purueyed of all kinde of ſhot , But ſo ſone as 
daye appeared, he with great noyſe of men and Trum- 
pettes bzought nere his engines to the Pozte,and with 
his croſbowes and other ſmall artillarp, hurt and lewe 
the garders of the rampiers of the Poꝛte. And with his 
greater engines he ſo battered the Mall, that there he 
bꝛake ſome and there ouerthꝛewe ſome, bytauſe it was 
nepther very ſtrong, noꝛ pet hie. Neuertheleſſe the Ci⸗ 
tizens all the whole daye right valiauntly repulſed the, 
where was on eyther ſide great laughter and miſchief 
gyuen and taken, And after it began to dzawe towards 
night, Demetre retired and haled backe bis ſhippes with 
his engines of battery,out,andfrom the daunger of the 
ſhotte . Then the Towneſmen fraughte their cockes 
with dꝛie wod and ſuch like ſtuffe,and purſued the ſaid 
engines, and ſo ſone as they were come nere, they caſt 
fire into the ſhippes. Not withſtanding they were en- 
fozced to retire, both bycanſe of the rampier befoze mẽ⸗

cioned, which ſwime aboue the water, 4 alſo by reaſon 
of the ſhot wherewith they were by the enimte galde, 
But when they l& they could do no god, ſome quenched 
the fire of the boates wherein they were, and then res 
turned into the Poꝛt, and tge reſt which conlde not, let 
all burne and leapt into the Sea, and by ſwimming 
laued them ſelues. The next dap in the mozning Deme⸗- 
tre by Sea a freſhc allaulted the Po2te , and at one in⸗ 
ſtant with as great noiſe of men and Trumpettes as 
was poſſible,attempted the walles of the towne rcund 
about,thinking thereby ſo to affrap the towneſmen (bes 
ing on euery ſide aſſaulted) that they woulde leaue de⸗ 
fending of the curten and come to ſome treaty, who foz 
their partes ment nothing lefſe , but valiauntly ſuſlep⸗ 
ned all the atteintes 4 aſſaults that were giuen, during 
viij.dayes, When Demetre ſe he coulde not daunte the 
courages of the defendaunts,he cauſed to be planted vp- 
on the toppe of their 1Bulwarke whiche he had wonne 
about the great Pozt,his greateſt artillarie, which ſhot 
ſtones as waightie as tha Talents, wher with he flan⸗ 
ked and battred the curten betwene the Towers, and 
the Towers alſo. During this bꝛople certen of De- 
metre his Souldiours had wonne the toppe of the Wal 
right ouer the Pozte: but the X hodians in ſuche numbze 
came thyther, that they lle we very many of them, and 
ſtontely repulſed the reſte. Foz they were but a fewe 
men, and the place foz the &ho4:ans of ſuch aduauntage, 
bycauſe it was ſtepe and hard to mount vnto,that they 
ſo oppꝛeſſed the Demerrians with ſtones, whiche were 
caſt downe vppon them,and ſo gald them with ſhot oute 
of the houſes ſtanding nere the Mall, that the Parry 
ners (who bzought the aflaillaunts) were enfozced to 
runne on ground their ſhippes, and retire to the @oul- 
diours on land, whereupon incontinent the towneſmen 
ſallied out, toke and carried away alſuch oznaments as 
they found in the poupes of the ſhippes, and after — 
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them all on fire. Amongs this enfrefates Demetre hys 
Douldiours ſailed avout the towne and ſet Vplavders 
all alongeſt the ſea ſtde, and violent ly aſſatled them, and 
the Douldiours on land did the like, ſo that there were 
many which without feare aduentured marnelous daũ⸗ 
gers and ſcated the verp toppes of the walles. Axepne, 
tze defendauats (a maruelouſly aduaunced thi ſelnes, 
and lo ſtoutlie detended, that they lewe many whiche 
were gotten vp, and hurt a great numdze, whome they 
tote pziſoners, amongs which were certen of the pꝛin⸗ 
tipalleſt Captaynes and honozableſt perſonages of the 
Campe. After this aſaulte and laughter, Demetre riti- 
red his owne ſhippes into the road where the reſt lave, 
and his engines of batterie, which at the two afſaultes 
were ſoze bzouſed and tozne and newe trymmed and 
amended them, When the &04:4-- hadde thus repulſed 
the enimie,they enterred the bodies of their people and 
ſacrifiſed to the Goddes the armours and beakes of the 
enimies ſhippes,and foz the ſpace of.vij.vayes in al co2s 
ners repaired their Walles ſoze battered and bzoken 
downe. During which tyme Demetre newe built and a⸗ 
geyne trimmed bis engines. When Demetre hadde the 
vij. daye ſet in god oꝛder all bys whole buſineſſe a freſh 
to aſſault it, he came diredl with hys ſhippes well fur» 
niſhed againſt the hauen, foʒ to winne it was bys onely 
ſtudie, bytauſe he would cat them from vicualles, And 
whe he was with in an arrow ſhot appꝛoched the Pozt, 
be beganne violently to ſet vppon the K hodian ſhippes 
with fire bzandes and other fire wozkes,wherof he had 
plentie, and with long bowes and croſbowes ewe ma⸗ 
ny which manned and defended the turten, and with his 
great artillary ſoze battered and ſhaked the Malles. 
Heuertheleſſe, the K hodiant in this fight toke ſuche 
paynes to defend their ſhippes, that they clerely extin- 
guiſhed the fire. And the Captaynes and Chief of the 
towne fearing the winning of the Pozte and Citie, ex⸗ 
Iii, hozted 
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boꝛt ed all the luſtieſt rs, at that pinche ſtout, 
ly to ſtand to it oz elſe neuer, which thing they ſperdely 

did. And amongs other things they enbarqued in thze 
of their talleſt ſhippes the moſt hardy and valiaunt me 
they had,comaunding them with all their fo2ce to bozde 
with their beakes o2 Gallie noſes on the enemie which 
bare the engines of battery, and dzowne them, who 
(not withſtanding al the ſhot which came againſt them) 
ſo violently ranne vpb the enimie, that they firſt bzake 
the rampier whiche (wamme vppon the water befoze 
the ſhippes , and after ſo luſtely bozded them which car⸗ 
ried the engines, that the water bzoke in on euerie ſide 
and dzowned two of the greateſt engines. Neuerthe- 
leſſe the third was by the Oallies haled out and carries 


back. When the X hodians (ee al things pꝛoſper thus wel, 


they wared ſo pꝛoude and bold, that nerdes they woulde 
purſue the third engine amiddeft the enimie: wherfoze 
they were ſo (urpziſed,aCailed and cuerth2zowe,by rea⸗ 
ſon of the numbze of the enimies ſhippes : that Exaceſte 
Chieftayne of the band, and Captayn of one of the Gal- 
lies, was very ſozehurte, and in the end taken 4 a great 
number of the reſte leapt into the Sea and ſo were ſa⸗ 
ned: and of th2z& Gallies the one taken , and the other 
two eſcaped, After this aſſaulte Demetre made an other 
engine of battery thzice ſo great as the firſte ; but as be 
was ſayling towards the Pozt,there aroſe ſuch a wind, 
that the ſhippes and engine were all dzowned. When 
the Khodians ſe ſuch oppoztunitie,they ſalied out of the 
Towne and aſſailed the Bulwarke aboute the Pozte, 
which a while was manfully defended . But wben they 
ſee their apde taken and cut of from them by reaſon of 
the tempeſt,and the &hog:a»; continually relieved with 


freſh men, ſo oppꝛeſſe them, Þ they were fozced to peld, 


being within aboue foure hundzed Souldiours , After 
this victozte,great apde arriued at the cit ie, to ſaye.from 
Ong Cl. men, and out of & iy from Ptolome moze than 
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v.hundꝛed: amongs whome were ſome Rhodiar: which 
ſerued and had entertaynement of Ptolome.Jn this (ozt 
was the ſiege of Medes. 


C Of two victories by the Romaine; had vppon the

A this ſeaſon the Romeines wanne victozie againſt the _ 
Palinians and expulſed them their lande, and beſtowed Pinie: 
the Citte on ſuch as fanoured them x toke their parte. 

But after the Conſuls vnderſtod that the Semnice: kept 

the territozie and countrey of ?haleriride, and it waſted py.uteriride. 
and ſpoyled,they made ont and vanquiſhed them in bat- 

taill,in which they wanne aboue. xx. enſignes and takt 

aboue two thouſand pꝛiſoners. After the Conſuls hadde 

taken by aſſault the Cit ie of Vole, Gellie Gaye Thieftayn 

of the Samnitet came againſt them with ſire thouſande 
Houldiouts, whome the Conſuls likewiſe vanquiſhed e 
toke him pꝛiſoner, ſle w the one halfe of his men, toke 
the reſt pꝛiſoners. By meane of which vicozies the C6 - core. 
ſuls recouered their towues and cities confederates, to Arpine. 
ſape Sore, Arpine, and Saronie. Saronie. 


Demetre at many aſſaultes by the Rhodians re- 

ſed, concluded a peace. And departin 
— reſtoreth to libertie many Cities 0 
Grece,Ot the deatli of King Eumele of Boſpho- 
re, and che ratgne of Spartace his ſonne. 


The. xiij. Chapter. 


Je peare enſuing that Pherocles was P2zince of A. 
thens , and Publie Sempronie , and Public Sulpitie 


were at Rome created Conſuls ; And that Andro- 
menes 
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menes wanne the p2ize in the courſe at ley, the.Crix, of 
the 0:ympade. Demetre beſteging the Khodes both by fea 
and land, and ſecing al he did at ſea auailed him nothing, 
determined with all hys power wholy to beſtege it by 
land. Whereupon amongs other artillarie fo2 battery, 
be buylt the engine Helepolis befoze mentioned, and of 
ſuche hugeneſe,that tbe like befoze had neuer ben ſcene, 
Lhe foũdat ion thereof was foure ſquare, eche waye.L, 
cubits long, made of great ſquare pieces of timber, ar⸗ 
med and bound with yzon, in the middeft were great 


- beames layed ouer, a cubit bet wene eche, to ſet in men 


which ſhoulde thzuſt and runne the engine againſt a 
wall, It ran vpon.viij.great and maſſine wheles, whoſe 
arelfrees were two cubits about, armed with might ie 
yꝛon cloutes: and to turne it about, were fine and ſubtil 
engines made to remoue it whether they woulde oz li⸗ 
ſted. At the foure cozners were foure great pillers of 
wod, armed and bound with vꝛon, eche of them an bun⸗ 
dꝛed cubits hie, ſo leaning and bending one to an other, 
that the whole building, hauing in it. ix, ſtozies oz ſel⸗ 
lers, the lowermoſt had. ix. beddes, and the vppermoſt 
but. ix. And foz defence of the engine againſt fire and o 
ther ſhot , it was befoze and on both the ſides armed w 
thicke pꝛon plates nailed to with great y2on nayles. 

In the front of the ſtozics were windowes out of which 
they might lay out and ſhotte any kinde of artillary 5 
was within, Zo euery window wasa couer which ope- 
ned and ſhut by canning and arte as occaſion ſerued, 
foz ſuertie of the enginers, made of cowe hives farſed 
with wolle to bzeake the blow and dint of ſhot, In eue⸗ 
ry ftoztc alſo were two bꝛoad ladders: the one to no bp 
on foz carrying of luch things as were nedeful, and the 
other to come downe on,to the ende one ſhould not hin- 
der and let another, When the engine was thzonghlie 
finiſhed, they choſe out the thouſand andfonre hundzed 
of the might ieſt and frongeft me in the armie, to moue 
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and dz yue it: whereof ſame were thzuft in, and the reſt 
fod withoute at the baeche with cables x other things 
made foz the purpoſe mate to runne it fozward, He al- 
ſo built Toꝛtoiſes and couers to defend the other engi⸗ 
nes of artillary as rammes and ſuch like. e foced and 
caſt a trenche alſo couered ouer, wherein men might go 
and come in ſaketie from the place where the engines 
ſtod, to the place they ſhould be bzought . He made hys 
Parryners and Gallie ſclaues likewiſe to ſmethe and 
playne the ground where the engines ſhould be dzawe 
t bzought on, being about foure furlongs bzoad, whiche 
is halle a myle Engliſhe : ouer againſt whiche place of 
ground in the wal of the Towne ted vij. great towers 
o Bulwarks,and ſire little Turrets, againſt which be 
plantedhis engines, And althoughe the wozkemanſbip 
was maruelous, and ſuche that in long tyme it was 
thought impoſſible to finiſh and end, vet had he quickly 
atchiened and bzought it to paſſe, by reaſon of the great 
ſto;e of wozkemen be bad of all ſoztes,being. xxx. thou- 
ſandoz moze : all which things in the ſight ofthe Citi- 
zens were very terrible. Foz beſides þ great multitude 
of engines andnumbze of men which they ſie, they con- 
ſidered the diligence and violence of Demetre,and his in- 
duſtrie in the making of engines of battery,being of 
him ſelfe able to deniſe moze than the Paſters of the 
miſkery and occupacion had eyther wyt 02 ſkill to finde 


oute, By reaſon whereof they named him Poliorcete, The dcſeripeis 
which is in the Greke tong, a beſieger and onerthzow- and commen- 
er of cities, Be was amongs all in that reputation, and dation of De- 
thought to be ſuch a one, that there was not ſo ſtrong a *. 


wall in the wo2ld able to ſtand againſt him and his en- 
gines. De was of perſonage and ſtature tall, and theres ' 
to well pzopozcioned 4 made, ſo that he ſeemed a Cont 
and noble Champion: be had beſives ſo god a grace, ſo 
gentle and carteous entertepnement, that all franns 


gers which came where he was,ſ&ing bis comlineC of 
Kk,j, body 


Demophile. 
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body,his grace, maieſtie and ropall attire, did the reat 
much maruell, and would foilowe hym foz the pleaſure 
they had to behold him. Beſides bys comely ſtature, ge⸗ 
ſtare t beautie,he was of that magnanimitie g haultie 
courage, that as he made little eſtimate of the meaner 
ſozte of people, euen ſo alſo made he (mall accompte of 
the P2inces of warre 4 Potentates. Jn tyme of peace 
bis pꝛopertie was to be very familiar with his Souldi- 
ours,to banquet them ofte , and many times play with 
them, which bzed him great fauoure and loue. Tobe 
thozt.be fo2ced to follow in all pointes the manners and 
coditions of Dioniſe, accazdinglp as is of him wꝛitten, £ 
in the warres he was ſo ware and painful, 5 there was 
not one within bys campe who lefle reſted in bedye 03 
ſpirit, ſo that vnder his conduct were made the greateſt 
engines of artillary and greateſt hotte that euer were 
ſeene 02 heard. Ye hadde alſo at Sea the moſt huge and 
might ie ſbippes after that ſiege and after bys Fathers 
death, that euer were built oz ſcene, 

When the R h0da»s fe the great furniture aud pꝛe⸗ 
paration that he made to come againſt them, they buplt 
and ſet vp within the vttermaſt wall foz their defence, 
a countermure of ſtone leaſt p firſt Wall Could be ſoze 
battered and ſhake, Foz perfozmaunce wherof, to haue 
ſfoze of ſtone,they pulled downe the wall whiche encd- 
paſſed the Theatre, and many houſes ioyning thereto ; 
beſides certen temples, vowing (to the Gods in whoſe 
bonour they were built and conſecrated ) that they 
would build and ſet vp muche beautifuller Temples, if 
they eſcaped that ſiege . They armed mozeouer, ix, tall 
ſhippes, and ſent them out of the Pozte, epther to ſinke 
oꝛ bꝛing in ſo many of the enimies as they encountred, . 
that they might be Paſters of the Sea, whiche ſhippes 
were into thze partes deuided : whereof the th2& cal- 
led the Scout, Demophile had charge and ſayled direal 
to the Alle C pathe, where they founde a great many 
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ſailesof the enemie,ſomeof which after long fight they 
ſonke,and bzought away the reſt to the Pozt of X hoder, 
and after ſet them on fire. But a great numbze of the 

chiet and pzincipall Douldiours and Parryners whiche 

were in them that went to robbe and ſpoyle the fruictes 

and commodities of the Alle, theꝝ kept ftill in pꝛiſon. 

Menedore Captayne ot other thz& ſailed towardes the Micnedore. 
Countrep of Lyc:e, and finding in the Pozte of Patore a patare. 
great ſhip vnmanned, laden with victualles, foz that the 
Parriners were gone on land he barnt it in their ſight, 
and toke beſides many other mal Barques laden with 
victualles, which he ſent to the Rhode, he toke a Gallie 
alſo coming out of (vice, in which amongs otber things 
was found much ropall, riche and pꝛecious attire, ttat 
Phile, Demetre his wife, had ſent to bir buſbant, which 
apparel he ſent into & gt toKing Ptolome, and bzought P hile. 
the Gallie into the Pozte of the &Khodes , and ranſomed 

all the men both in that and in the reff, The third Cap- 

tayne named Amynthe, who hadde charge of the reſte, ,_;.,.. 
thzoughe long ſayling, foztuned to deſcryeanumbze of 
Barques laden with wod and ſuche like ſtuſfe to make 
engines, ke ping their courſe towards the camp, whom 
be had in chaſe, ſome of which he ſonke and bzonght the 
reſt home to Khodes , hauing a great numbze of pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners, amongs whome were. vj. ol Demetre hys moſte er- 
tellent enginers. Betwene theſe doings p gouernours 
of the Towne beganne to animate the commoners to 
thzowe downe the Images of Antigone and Demetre, 
which they had ſet vp befoze the warres in their honoz, 
ſaying it were no reaſon that they which held them be⸗ 
ficgedas enemies, ſhould ſtande amongs their friendes 
and benefactours. Not withſtanding the people woulde 
not conſent thereto, but ſharplie rebuked thoſe whiche 
vꝛged and put fozward the matter. And ſurely the peo⸗ 
ple aſwell foz the honour of the citie, as fo2 the p2ofit £ 
comoditie therof,had therein great reaſon, Which con; 
Bk. ij. ſtancy 
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ſtancy of the Rhodrans got not onely great commen- 
dacid and honoz amongs al their neighbours e friends, 
but aiſo amongs all fozreners « ſtrangers which knew 
it. Agayne, the aſſaplaunts (a ing their ſranchiſe 4 boun- 
tie,repented that euer they came againſt them: conſide- 
ring they had reſfozed to libertie all the other Cities of 
= Grece,who neuer had ſhewed any ſigne oz token of bene- 
uolence o2 gratitude towardes them. And that Citie 
which by experience hab manifeſted ſo great acknow⸗ 
ledging of god wil and bountie, they went about vtter⸗ 
ly to ſubuerte and bzing to rupne. Which thing if it bad 
ben well and iuſtlie conſidered, was a god occaſion foz 
of them to haue deliuered the £ho4:47 fro the great daun⸗ 
1 ger they were in. And beſides, if peraduent ure the citie 
14 badde ben taken, they might well haue aunſwered no 
'W bꝛeach of peace in them, bycauſe they had alwapes deſi- 
Mit red to hane continued amitie and friendſhip with De- 
1 metre his father, which of the Rhodians was very wiſely 
1 and circumſpecly confidered. But when they were ad⸗ 
1 uertized by one who fled from the campe, that Demetre 
had with his Pyoners vndermyned one cozner of the 
wall, they digged a very diepe trenche and countermy- 
ned the enimie, ſo that they could no farther paſſe, but e⸗ 
uerpof them at the entry and mouthes of the mynes 
kept diligent wat che. And as Demetre was thus vnder- 
myning to ouerthzow the curt#, certen of the Demetri- 
ans had p2actized to cozrupt Anathagore of Mylete, ſent 
thyther by Ptolome, with the charge of ſhippes as ge- 
nerall to the AMAyleſians, that be would ſuffer Demetre to 
enter the Citie by the mynes, wherunto Anathagore acs 
co2ded. Mo there was a day taken betwene them, when 
Demetre ſhonld ſend one of his chief Captaynes, whome 
be pzomiſed to th2uſk into the town by the mynes , that 
be might ſ& how to bzing in the reſt of the Souldiours ; 
withoute, But after they were agreed vpon the p2acize 


wherein Demetre had great hope, the Myleſian * 
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the matter tothe Senate. Notwithſtanding at the day 
pꝛeſtred and aſſigned , Demetre ſent one of the friendes 
and domeſticals of the King of 1ſacedone , named Alex- 
ander, to the ſaid myne, whome the townes men incon- 
tinent toke pꝛiſoner, and after crowned Anathagore 
with a Crowne of golde , and rewarded hym with fiue 
bundzed Talents of ſiluer, to the ende to gpue greater 
- encouragement to the other Percenaries and ſtraun⸗ 
gers within the Town, iuſtliy and truly to ſerue in the 
ſaid ſiege. When Demetre ſee he could thereby nothing 
pꝛeuaple, and hauing finiſhedand made readie all hys 
engines, and playned the waye wherein they ſhould be 
dꝛawẽ, he planted in the middeſt the great Helepolis, and 
tbe.viij. Toztoiſes without rammea, be planted on eche 
ſie the Helepolis faure, wel couered and pozched,and the 
wapes couered frb one to another like pozches , ſo that 
men without daunger might paſſe to and fro, Duer and 
beſides theſe engines he hadde two other rammes of 
wod, of.a maruslous greatnefle , which were bought 
thyther,eche of them ſire ſcoze fete long, and the beaks 
92 points armed with y2on like vato the Gallie noſe, ſo 
that there could not be fewer than a. thouſande men to 
dziue and runne them againſt a wall, albeit to conduce 
and bzing them fewer would ſerne , bpcanſe they went 
vpon wheles. When he had bzonght bis engines nere 
the Mall, and had appointed in euery ſtozie of the Hele- 
polis, ſuch number of hot of all ſoztes as hym thought 
god. Be ſent to the pozte and to his men about the Dea 
and all other quarters of the towne , comaunding them 
to appꝛoche and ſcale the wall: And fozthwith marched 
on with the fotemen to gyue the attempt andaſſaulte, 
ſo that in one moment the towne incuery cozner was 
aCaypled,and the walles with great engines of —— 
battered, and they whiche manned the curtens were 

guarrelles t ſtones ſoze hurt: But to ſ@how the & ho- 
ant delended was wonder , n 

Ui. | a 
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at this point, and that the aſlanit had long tyme conti- 
nued,the Ambaſſadours of the G«:4:a»s came to entreat 
Demetre foz their Citie to leaue of and raiſe bys ſiege, 
pꝛomiſing toperſuade the Mons ts perfozme bys de⸗ 
maundes which with reaſon might be graunted, wher⸗ 
vnto he gladly agreed. But after the aſſault ceaſed,and 
that the Ambaſladours had long gone about e all partes 
of the turten debating with them to and fro to yeld and 
toconſider the daunger they were in, the King ſ@ing 
vt impoſſible to perſuade them, gaue a freſhe aſſaulte 
moze fierce and terrible than the firſt, and with his ar⸗ 
tillary ſo beate them, that he battered and ouerth2ewe 
a great ſquare Tower ot ſtone and the wall it clove on 
all to pouder, ſo that the Þouldiours of the towne could 
not that waye paſſe to go to their other towers and de⸗ 
fenſes, Notwithſtanding the Attemptaunts (thzougbe 
the wonderfull and valiaunt defence of the Citizens) 
could not all that daye enter the Town. In this meane 
while arriued at the Yanen a great number of barques 
laden with cozne and great plenty of other vicuals, by 
King Ptolome ſent out of Eg:pr, who with a pꝛoſpereus 
wind, ſayled a maine vnder all ſayles, and entred the 
Pauen maugre all Demetre his Nauie, who did al that 
inthem laye to barre them the Pozte.And as it were al 
at one time, certen other ſhippes laden with vicualles 
ſent from Caſlander and Lyſimache, arriued. Whereup6 
the Citizens which befoze were in great feare and ne- 
cefſitie,toke now ſuch courage;that they wholie deter- 
mined to ſallie oute on the enimie and ſet on fire their 
engines. And thereuppon they made great p2oniſion of 
dzie wo and ſuch other ſfuffe foz fire wozkes : e when 
they had appointed all their ſhot to that ſide on the wall 
where the engines were planted, they which were put 
out of the Town began about midnight al at one thzow 
to caſt fire in diuerſe ſozte againſt the engines and their 
garders ; and the Souldiours from the curt en ſoluffe- 
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ly applied them with ſwotte, which came to the reſcous, 
that the whole armie was in maruelous terrour, as of 
a thing not pꝛetogitated oz thought on. But the Deme- 
trians fearing the burning and ſpople of all their Engi · 
nes, ſierllꝑ ranne to their reſcue, and by reaſon of the 
darkneſle of the night, the fire carriers being alwayes 
in ſi gte, were very ſoze hurte and tryken downe, bys 
cauſe they could not in the darke auopde the ſhot which 
came on them, Ncuerthelefe, after the Xh24:a»; hadde 
once percepued that the plates of yzon wherewith the 
great Heiepolis was armed were fallen of, tbep then in 
all they migit,ca(t fire aboute the bare t naked places, 
But they within diligently quenched the fire with wa- 
ter which they had foz the purpoſe made readie. Yowes 
beit when Demetre ſee the fire ſtil encreaſe , 4 fearing þ 
conſummation of all bis engines , he cauſed them at the 
ſound of the Trumpette to be dzawen awape by thoſe 
who had the charge. Tye nerte daye in the mozninghe 
commaunded his Souldiours to gather togyther all the 
ſhot which came out of the Tolone, to the end he would 
haue a geſſe what furniture they hadde within, whiche 
thing was ſperdely done: and by the repozte that was 
made, they coniecured to be within, engines of artilla⸗ 
ry,foz fire wozkes,aboue, viij. hundʒed of dinerſe bigs 
neſs: and of other artillary as croſbowes and ſuch like, 
| aboue a thouſand. Wherefoze when be hadde ſene ſuch 
plenty of ſhot in ſo ſhozt tyme, in one night, be greatly 
wondzed at the maruelous wealth and diſpence of the 
Citie , and yet he moze wondered at their furniture, 
NeuertheleCe,after he had taken ozder foz the burying 
ol the dead and healing of the hurt mẽ, he then repaired 
and amended his engines ol artillary, 

During which time the Citizens being at reaſte and 
without daunger of battery , made a croſſe wall within 
the Town, enuironning all that part of the wall which 
was in daunger, and beſides caſt a depe trenche at the 
coꝛ/

Antigone, 
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cozner of the Wall whiche was beaten downe, to ſtaye 
the Ring, that be ſhould not by any great oz impetuous 
fozce entre the Citie by aſſault, They ſent oute alſo ſe⸗ 
cretly Amynthe with a number of their fitteſt ſaylers, 
who befoze anie thing was percepued,had gotten þ coaſt 
of Aſie, right ouer againſt the Ade where Demctre had 
thꝛee tall and mightie ſhippes, whiche the Pirates had 
bꝛought in the ayde of the King, whom he there bozded, 
and after a whiles fight, toke them and all that were 
a boꝛde, amongs whome be had Thimocles Pzince of the 
Pirates. Be toke beſides theſe, many other (ſmall Bars 
ques laden with vidualles cõming towardes the camp, 
all which he bzought by night into the Kbodes withoute 
knowledge of the enimie. Sone after that Demetce had 
repared and amended his enginesof battery, he ageyne 
bought them as nere the wal as was poſſible,and with 
great fozce of ſhot, repulſed all that ſfode to the defence 
and towers of the turten, and with his rammes « other 
engines of battery, ſo ſharpely battered them, that he 
thzew downe two Turrets . Powbeit, the Doalbiours 
of the Tower oz Balwarke that ſtwd betwene the two 
Turrets,defended it ſo valiauntlie,that it was nothing 
ſhaken ; nenerthelefſe many of the Souldionrs were 
flayne and Ananie Capta ne thereof. Amongs theſe en- 
tertaas Ptolome had ageyne ſent another flete laden w 
almuch toꝛne and other necefſarie things as befoze, W 
a thouſand Souldiours vnder the conducte of Antigone 
the Macedonian . In this meane while arrived befoze 
Demetre abone.L, Ambaſadours ſent by the Arbenians 
and other cities of Grece, deſiring him to conclude an in · 
niolable peace with the Kbod:ians amd rapſe hys ſiege, 
whereunto he agreꝛd and fo2 torten dayes the Ambaſſa- 
dours and diuerſe other meſſengers were ſent on all 
bandes to treat apeace,but in the ende they agreed not, 
ſo that the AmbaCadoures returned without e concluſi- 
on. After their departure he by treaſon W 
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woynne the Citie, and by night to thꝛuſt in his Souldi- 
ours at the great bʒeach. And thereuppon he choſe oute 
a thouſand of his valiaunteſt and be it trapned Souldts 
durs, commaunding them about midnight, faire and eas 
lely without noyſe, to appꝛoche the Wall on that ũde:t 

the reſt he arranged in oꝛder of battaul, and at that very 
inſtant with ſo great noyſe as might be, gaue an aſſault 
round about the towu, bot h by ſea and land. And incons 

tinent they whiche were charged to enter the bzeache, 

violentlp ruſhed in, and ew the watche whiche garded 
the trenche ſo that they entred the towne, and ment to 
winne the Bulwarkes and Baſtils ſtanding about the 
Theatre. When the gouernours of the K hod,LC , vnders 
ftod the caſe, and (@ing al the Citie in great terroz and 
maruelous feare,tyzey commaunded them whiche mans 
ned the Pozt and Walles, not once to remoue fro their 
charge, but valiauntly ſtand to the defence thereof, and 

they with a numbze of pycked men and trayned Soul- 
diours,and thoſe newly come out of C git, went againſt 
the enimie that had entred the bꝛeache: but during the 
night,no great erploite was done, Aboute the dawning 
Demetre gaue a ſigne aſwell to thoſe @ouldiours which 
aſſayled the Pozte, as to all the reſt, at one pꝛeſent to 
make a great ſhowte and noiſe to encourage th whichs 
were entred and badde wonne the Bulwarkes and Ba⸗ 
ſtils about the Theatre, Mhen the Couteandnoyſe 
was heard, women,childzen,and all the weake 
nie beganne to crie,howleand wepe, as if the citie pꝛe⸗ 
ſentlie bad ben taken, But the luſtie and couragious 
Houldiours, valiauntlie aCailed the enimie entred, wbo 
verie long right ſtoutiie defended, ſo that on eche ſide 
were a great number llayn. But in the end, þ Towneſ- 
men fill releued aſwell with freſhe men as alſo men of 
baliaunt and luſty courages : foz that it then cod vpon 

the hazard of the loſſe of them and their Citie, and con- 
trariwile þ toʒes of the enimie m4 ſo _

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ly after charged the Demerrian; , that they ewe in ho ⸗

fled that waye they entred, and returned to Demetre. 
| Notwithſtanding a great number of the Citizens were

Il. licies, After this aſlaulte, Demetre pet had a greater af- 
mk flaunce and hope to take it than befozez . Wheretoze he 
| agapne furniſhed him to gyue a freſh aſſault, But in the 
{ meane while he receyued letters from his father, which 
ij willed him to conclude with the &-04:az: ſo henozable 
| a peace as he could, Wherefoze he attended and eſpied 
ſome occaſion to come to an honeſt compoſit ion t agree 
1 ment with them. Agepne Ptolomchad addzeſſed his let⸗ 
. ters to the Citizens, letting them to wetc,y te woulde 


LY | ſenda ne w ſupplie of th2e thouſand men, not withſtan⸗ 

BY ding counſapling them that if they might come to anie 

. gracious and fausurable compoſition, not to refuſe it. 
Which letters ſene and read, they all were enclined to 
peace. It happenedthe ſetfe ſame tyme that the . 

an, had ſent their Amballadoures to Demctre, to ent treat 

a peate: who alter many entercourſes bet wen? ene an 
other, a ſinall peace was there concluded as folowcth, 

Tbe extufion Kit i, that the Kh:d:ans ſhould be at libertie, and liue 

of the peace, After their 01d actuſtomed manner, and uct to be enfoz- 
ced to take inoz kæpe any garriſon. 

Alſo that they ſhould continue and remapne friendes 
and Allies with Antigone, with all, and agaiuſt all, ex⸗ 
cept Ptolome, | 

Item, fo2 aſſuraunce and confirmation thereof, they 
ſhould deliver an hũdzed oſtages, ſuch as Demetre would 
choſe out.except and alwayes reſerued the officers. - 

In this lozte the & hod² n after they hadde ſuſteyned 
and abidden one whole peares ſiege, were . 4 
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And ſs many as bare them in that ſiege valiauntly and 
manfully, were continually euer after highly honoured 

and largely reminerated with manie great gutes. And 

all the ſclaues who badde well ſcrued, were beught of 

toeir Lo2vs,ſct at libertie, entrauchiſed aud made Citi⸗ 

$ens, They cauſed alſo in their Theatre te Images of 
Callander and Ly ſimache, to be enſtalled, and diuetſe o⸗ 

ther of leſſe honour and dignitic , who had them in that 

liege ayded. And bycauſe they weulde honour Ptolome 

moze than all the reſte, they ſent into J) to the Cod 
Hammon to enquire if it were lauſul foz them to honoz 

the ſaid Ptolome as a God. And when they had aunſwer 

from the D2acle , that they might not, they buylt and 

ſet vp a Temple in bys honoz within the Citie, foure 
ſquare like a Cloiſtre, a furlong eche waye, which they 

called the Temple of P:0/ome . They likewiſe repared 

their Theatre andall the places of the Walles beaten 
downe, much fairer and ſtronger than befoze . Andaf- 

ter the concluſion of the peace, Demetre with bis whole 
armie toke ſhipping , and following bys Fathers com⸗ 
maundement,layled alongeft the Zfles, and arrined at 

the Pozte of Aulide, in the Countrey of Beoce being 
commaunded to deliner the Cities of 4 many of Avlide. 
which during tbe ſiege, were by and Polifper- 

con robbed and ſpoypled. And at his firſt arriuall, be de- 
liuered the Cutie of (lc ide, by the NMcotians garriſoned, 
and conſtrained the (aide 3eorza7: to foꝛſake the amit ie 
of Catlander, and after alliaunced with the Erholiars, as 
gainſt Poliſpercon and Caſlander, and vppon them arre- 
red warres, 3n this ſeaſon died Eumelc Bing of Zoſpho- Euracle. 
re after he bad reigned ſire yeares, and after dym ſucces uncl. 
ped Spartace his Donne, who reigned. xx.peares. 
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E The concluſion of a peace betwixt the Romaines 
and Sammites, & cetten other their neyghbours,

T he.xv.Chapter. 


Be pere enſuing when Leoſtrate gonerned Athens, 

'L as Serie Cornele ¶ Lucie Genuce at Nome were 
treated Conſuls, Demetre arrered warres againſt 
Caſlander to reſtoze the Cities of Grece to libertie: and 
befoze all other things to ſet a ſtaye about the affaires 
of the ſame Countrey, aſwell foz that it ſemed to 
bym god in doing the ſame, to gette great glozy and re- 
nowme,as alſo foz that he determined to diſcomfit Caſ- 
ſanders armie in Prepe/aye, t after to go with hys whole 
power againft the ſaide Caflander. And firſte be came 
befo2e the citie of $:c-0ve, the deputie wherof was a no- 
ble and cheualrous Captayne of Ptolomes, named Phit- 


» 
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lip, who being by nig n ſaventy ſarp2iſed, was repulſed 
and enfozced with ail his @oulotonrs to retire into a 
very great and ſtrong Citavell , When Demctre hadde 
thus taken the towne, be encamped betwene the town 
and Citadeil, and planated his engines of batfery again 
the ſame, Wiherfoze the dekendaunts (@#ing them withs 
oute ayde and ſuccodre , velded, bppon ſuch compoſition 
as they might, and ſo from thence went to ſea and ſaile d 
into 4755 When Demette had wonne the Citavell , he 
tranſferred the Citizens thyt her, 4 razed the one parte 
of the citie ioyning to the Post, bicauſe it was to ſtrög: 
ſo he bolpe the Citizens with his money to build and re- 
paire the Citadell , and therewith reſtozed them to li⸗ 
bertie . By whiche occaſion they aviadged hym pearelp 
gooly hono2s, to wete, ſacrifices, aſſembles, ſolempne 
pzoceTions and combats,and named the citie Demetria- 
de, and did him many other honozs as if he had foundev 
the cit is. But the varietie oftime,the mutations and al⸗ 
terations that after happen , make all things vncer- 
tayne and voyde. Foz the Citizens ſing that the ſcitu⸗ 
ation of the Citadell (whereunto they were remoued) 
was much moꝛe commodious and pleaſaunt to enhavite 
khan the auncient citie, kept it always euer affer,cuen 
to theſe dayes. Foz the place was great and roumie, and 
aboue plaine and ſ(mothe, but round about ſo knaggy x 
banging, that the wayes were inacceTible, and ſubieae 
on no ſive to battery. Therein were alſo great ſfoze of 
ſpzings and fountaines, htbey watered their 
gardens, In this ſozte then ( thzonghe the Kings pꝛoui⸗ 
dence) they were in great ſuertie and in a very pleas 
ſaunt place, When Demetre had ſet in god tape the af- 
faires of of the Syc:o1149:,he marched with his whole ar» 
mie againſt the Citie of Conintbhe, whereof Prepelaye a 
Captayne of Caſſanders was deputie , And at bis firſts 
tomming, by meane of the intelligente which he had by 
certenof the Citizens, he enfrod the Town in the night

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thzough a poſterne. But the Souldiours wit hin, ſauey 
them lelues in two foztes ſtanding at the endes of the 
Towne: the one of which was named Syſir he, and the 
other Acrocermthe Hot withſtanding be thzcughe great 
payne and franell, wanne by fozte ye, and by come 
poſition take the other: bytaule the attemptes and aſs 
ſaultcs, by reaſon ot the great induftrie of his Engmes 
of Irtiltarp,and his maruclous care and viiigence ther⸗ 
in vſed, where intollerable. Whiche done, and that he 
bad ſet the citic at libertie, the Citizens were well cons 
tented he ſhould put in a garriſon into the Baſtill of 4- 
croc orint he, fo detente of their Citie, and there to keepe 
them vntill ſuche tyme as he had deſcomfited and ouer⸗ 
thzowen Caſlander. And after Prepelaye had ſhamefully 
ben expulſed (eint he, he toke his waye to Caſlander. 

When Demetre had thus w2ongbt againſt Corint he, be 
departed thence,purſuing his victozie by the other Citi⸗ 
es of /«/opomneſe, whete by fozce be toke Pute. and reſto⸗ 
red the citizens to their auncient libertie,and frb thence 
went to Sore, and there did the like, and expulſed Caſ- 


| ſanders ®guldiours.. Then went be againft the Citie of 


Creomenye in the re gion of e4rcadie, and there talked w 


 Strombicke deputie fox Poliſpercon, to rendze it, Eut 


when be ſe it would not be, and that he vſed toute and 
arrogaunt wozdes, be planted his engines, and battred 
and cyerthzew the walles of the Cit ie, and foke it by 
foꝛce, and cauſed the ſaid Strobicke and, viij. bundzed of 
bis ſouldiours to be carried out of the citie as vtter eni⸗ 
mies,and there to be hanged; and waged and deuided as 
mongs his bandes, the Percengrie Sonldiours , being 
about two thouſand, After he had thus done, the reſts 
which held the cities and townes nere hand, bauing no 
newes oz hope to be ſuccoured by Caſſander, P 
no2 Poliſpercon: and conſidering that the King was (0 
ſtoared with engines of artillary and men, that they 


were not able to withſtand his ſo nue powers vel 
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ded their cities, 


The T arentines deſire C leonyme the Lacede mo- 
nian to ayde them againſt the Lycames : of the 
villanies and lecheries he committeth, and after 
two miſcluefes which in one tyme betyde hym, 
he retireth into Corcyre, 


The. vo Chapter. 


Vile the Tarentines warred all this time vppon 

the Lucaines ¶ Romames in Italy, they ſent their 

Ambaſſadoures to the Lacedemon:ans, into the 
titie of Sparte, praying them, that they would ſend them 
Cleonime fo be their Leader and Generatl, with a cer 
ten numbꝛe of men: which thing the Lacedemoniam reas 
delygraunt ed them, And ſhoztly after Cleonyme leuied 
in the countrey of Laconie, about. v. thoufand men, with 
whome he toke ſhipping and ſailed to Te nt, and arry⸗ 
uing there, he leuied an other numbꝛe of men in that 
tount rep, ſo that he had well neere about. xx. thouſande 
kot emen, and two thouſand hozfe, amongs which were 
many rebes, ling then in /r:y. Df this ſo great aſſem⸗ 
ble, the Lucaine: were in ſuch terroz that they grewe to 
an agreement with the T arentimes.Yowbeit,the Meta- 
pontines foꝛced not their power, foꝛ which caufe Clonime 
by the conſent of the enter, ſodenly allailed them. 
Wherewith he put them in ſach feare,that they ſulfred 
him vnder the colour of friendſhip,to enter the citie,but 
after he was entred, he exaced of them abone fire hun⸗

dzed Talents, and toke two hundzed of the beantiful- 


leſt maydes within the Towu, vnder the Title e name 
of oſtages: but trueth was, it was to ſatiate his teche- 
rous deſire and beaſtlie luſte, ſo as in that and alſo in 
dinerſe other things be euidently declared hys mon- 
trous and abhominable villantes. Foz beſides —_ 
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lelt wearing of his Grecian apparell, and apparelledhim 
after the mancr of the moll laſciuious and efleminate 
tount rep. Age yne, ſo many as-rendzed bppon bis faith x 
pꝛomille, to be aſlured, he made bond, And in ded whe he 
vad ſo godly and mightie an armie, he did nothing woz⸗ 
thie and beleaming a citizen of Srarte. Me alſo take on 
bande to indict war res to Agatocles in $S:c:e, to enlarge 
bis tiranny and to reſtoze the S h,, to their auncient 
libertie, but be to much delayed and deſcrred bys ſarde 
enterpziſe, and be foze he went thyther, toke bis ioznep 
to Corcyre,and bzought the citie vnder his obt ilaunce, of 
which be leuied a great ſumme of golde and ſiluer 4 gar⸗ 
riſcned it, meaning to ka pe that as a receptacle o2 re⸗ 
fuge, whereby he might alwayes be at hand, to marke £ 
eſpie out the affaires and doings of the Gg. and du⸗ 
ring the time of his aboad there, the Ambaſſat pures of 
Demetre, and after the Ambaſſadours of Caſlander tame 
to him, eche of them pꝛaping his alliaunte. ÞPowbeit, de 
would not graunt eyther to one o2 an other, but being 
aduertiſed that the 7 rente, and their neighboures res 
belled,left ſufficient numbze in Corcy7e, t with the teſte 
toke ſhipping and ſailed with all ſp&de into /:«/, to the 
ende to be renengedof the rebelles, Do be arriued at a 
citie named yr7ice,by the Barbarians kepte,and by fozce 
toke it,ſackt it, and fozraged the territszie therof : the 
lyke dyd he to an other Citie named 7 r:po/e , where be 
toke aboue tha thouſande pziſoners, After this,the 
Barbarians in that quarter aſſembled and by night aſſay- 
led bim in his campe,and there ſlew aboue two bundzed 
Souldiours,and toke aboue a thouſand paiſoners, 
Not long after chaunced hym an other loſle at @ea, foz 
(thzougb atempeſt that ſodenty aroſe) he loft, xx, ſayle, 
of thoſe which rydde nerre ſt his campe,at which miſhaps 
be was ſo greatlie aſtonied, that he retired with the ref 
of hes armic and Nauie into Corcyre. |

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ꝙ (uſſander and Lyſimache attending ayde from 
Prolome and Selenke , beginne to warre vppon 
Antigone, the one in T heſſalie the other in Aſie, 
and do take from him certen Townes , Cities 
and Caſtels,

He yerre following that Nycocles gouerned Arhers, 
and Marke Liuie and Marke Elye were at Rome creas 
ted Conſuls, Caſſander King of Macedone, ſeing þ 
countrey of Grece ware ſtrong, and doubting that al the 
warre in the end would be franſferredagainf the coun⸗ 


trey of Aacedene, de was thereof ſo carefull,that be ſent 


bis Ambaſadoursto Antigone in «ſie, to treat a peace 
with him, who aunſwered, that there was but one way 
foz him to auoyde the warres, which was to ſubmit hys 
perſone and whole eſtate to him: with which aunſwere 
be was ſoze abaſhed, Wherfoze he ſent into T brace to 
Lyſimache, pzaying him to come ouer , that they might 
togyther conſult of bis eſtate, Foz in all his affaires and 
waightie buſineſſe, he always attuſtomed to ſ#dfoz him 
to communicate with him of them, and alſo to deſire his 
ayde,aſwell fo2 that be was a noble and valiaunt man, 
as alſo bytauſe he was nere ne r to the count rey 
of Macedon. After Caſſander and Ly ſimache had long c6- 
ſulted and debafed fogyther of their buſinefle, they de⸗ 
termined to ſend their Ambaſſavoures to Bing Ptolome 
in Egiot, andtos Seleuke, gouernout and ruler of the hier 


regions, to declare to themof Antigone his pzoude and 


arrogant woꝛdes: and how that the hazard ot that vico- 
rie was common to them all , Foz if he were ſeihed on 
the realme of AMacedon, ſuch was his deſlre of Dominis 
on and rule, thinuing him to haue no pere, that he would 


dꝛyue them euery man oute of their Countreys,asthey = 


had by experience (ene and pꝛoued. Wherfoze it was

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mete and neceſſarie, to iopne all fogyther , and with 
one common acco2d warre vppon him. To which admo⸗ 
nit ions, Ptolome and Selcuke ſane agrad, and pzomiſed 
eche of them to ſende a mightie power of men to reſiſts 
the ſaid Antigone, if at any tyme he came to pierce and 
inuade their countryes, NVowbeit, they determined not 
to loke foꝛ him befoze he came to ſecke them at home in 
t ;eir owne countrey: and then to pꝛeuent him and do 
ſome exploite of great waight, they deuided them into 
two bandes, the one of which Caſſander gaue to Ly ſima- 
che, and with the other bim ſelfe went into 7 keſaly, a⸗ 
gainſt Demetre and the Grekes. As foz Lyſimachehe paſ⸗ 
ſed into Aſie, 4 at his firſt comming receyued and got 
to his amit ie the Lampſacians and Paryanier;, whome be 
ſet at libertie, bycauſe they yelded to him of their ow ne 
acco2de. But he foꝛcibly toke the Sig can, who ſtede to 
their delence, and thzuſt a garriſon into their titie. 
This done, he delivered to | repelaye, one of bys pꝛinti⸗ 
pall Captaynes.vij.thouſand fotemen, and a thouſands 
ho2Ne to go reduce into his obeiſaunce the Cities of E- 
bar and /onye, and him ſelke went and beſieged = bide. 

But as be was making pzeparation with his Engines 
to aſſaile the towne, vaderſtanding that Demetre hadds 
by Sea ſcent thyther apde ſufficient to defend it, be chd- 
ged his determination and purpoſe and departed thence 
and came into the countrey of Phryge by Hclleſpont, and 
there beſieged the tit ie of Hnade, wherein ted a ſtrong 
Caſtle, in which Antigone layde vp and kept one part of 
his treaſure and richeſſe. But in the ende he ſo pzaciſed 
with Docime deputie foz Antigone, that be deliue red the 
Towne and Caſtle and ioyned with bim againſt Anti- 
gone, and was the cauſe that certen other fozts and Ca- 
ſtles rendꝛed, within which likewiſe Antigone hadve an 
other parte of bys treaſure. And Prepelaye who: was 
ſent into Felde and /oye, toke as be paſſed, the Citie of 


Adrami, and after encamped befoze Ephe/e, where — 
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put the Towneſmen in ſache terroz, that they rendzed 
to him vpon compoſition,and found in it a bundzed & ho- 
diant, which be ſent away vnranſomed and without en- 
domaging the Towneſmen any whit at all. Yowbeit, 
be burnt all the ſhippes within the Hauen, bytauſe tbe 
enimie was at fea ſtronger than be, and the ſucceſſe of 
that war is yet vncertayne and bndetermined , After 
that, he incontinent dzewe to his alliaunce the T heran- 
and (olophontant. But the Erythreans and Clatomenians 
be could not winne,bycauſe they were ſpe&dly ayded by 
Sea: notwithſtanding be made incurſions, and robbed 
all their lande. After that, he went againf the citie of 
Sarde, whiche he by compoſition toke on Phonicke and . 
Docime, Antigone his deputies,and wanne them to bys ** 
alliaunce. Bowbelit, he could not get the caſtle, bycauſe 
Philip Captayne thereof, one of Antigone bys chiefe 
friends, would not by any pzactize oz deuiſe be wonne, 
but honeſtly kept it fo2 bis ſain Paſter, who put him in 
that truſte. Jn this eſtate where the PD 


& eAntigone commeth againſt Lyſimache , and af- 
ter he hath him twiſe , andcan not get 
him out to battaill, they are both fayneto ſende 
their Souldiours in garriſons to winter. 


T be.xyiij.Chapter | 


Be ſame ſeaſon had Antigone made great pꝛepara⸗ 
tion foz the other pa⸗ 
ſimes in the citie of Antigone. Foz perfozmannce 
whereof, he canſed a great numbze of all ſo2tes of peo- 
ple thyther to repaire, as ſwoꝛd players, wzaſtlers, and 
all the moſt ercellent artificers.1But after he vaderſtod 
of L his paſſing by, and the reuolt ing of his cap⸗ 
Wil left of all his ſpoztes and paſtimes, Neuer-

theleſſe, to content the that were come thyther, he gaue 
aboue two hundzed Talents, to be diſtributed amongs 
them, and after departed with his armie out of the coun⸗ 
trey of , making haſte to come befoze the fate of the 
enimie. And after he hav gotten to the citie of 7 a/c, in 
the Region of (ce, he paped all his Souldiours fo2. ih, 
Monethes. And beſides carried in ſiluer with hym, the 
thouſand Talents: bycauſe he would want no money 
to atchieue his enterpꝛiſes, what ſo euer ſhould happen. 
From thence. paſſed be the Mount 7 Hure, and ent red 
the countrey of (appadoce : and from thence into the 
bier Phrygie, bzinging vnder his ſubiegion the Townes 
and cities of the ſaid countreys, whiche were reuolted, 
Whereof Ly ſimache aduertiſed, aſſembled his captapns, 
and conſulted what was belt to be done. And in the end 


cõſidering the great puiſſance ofthe enimie, they were 


all of the opinion,. not to ioyne battaill, vntill ſuch time 
as the apde and ſuccours which Selculce ſhould ſend out 
of the hier Satrapies were come: but ſtill to keepe in the 
ſtrongeſt places and moſt of aduantage,to foztifie their 
campe ſtronglie, to kepe god watch . And to be ſhozte, 
what ſoeuer ſeemed foz their moſt aduantage,they right 
wylely perfozmed. Foz althougbe Antigone app2oched 
them x pzeſented battaill , yet made they no ſemblaunt 
once to ſallie out oftheir campe . Which thing Antigo- | 
ne apperceyuing, toke and kepte certen paſſages to cut 

them from their viaualles. Whereupon'Lyſimache fea⸗ 
ring famine, & by that meane tobe fozced to render to 
the enimie,ffoale away by night, and without aye tra⸗ 
uailled foure hundzed furlongs, bntilt he came to Dory- 
the, and there pitched his campe : bycauſe the place was 
well purueted of vicualles and all other things neceſſa- 
rie, hauing a Rpuer running bard. by it, whiche was a 
great ſauegard and comfozt fo2 the armie, and entren- 


ched his campe with a bzoad and derpe eres 
trenches, 3n 
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In the meane ſ2aſon, Antigone aduertiſed of Lyſima- 
che his departure, with all diligence purſued bym, but 
befoze be could ouertake him, ge might perceyue, that 
he had alceady fo2tifiedhis tampe. Notwithſtanding he 
a freſh pꝛeſented him battaill, bat ſeeing him that waye 
nothing apte and diſpoſed,commaunded htsDouldiours 


to enuiron the campe of the enimie with trenches; and 


planted all his Engines againſt the ſame, determining 
there to beſiege them. And althoughe the enimie, ſoꝛe 
gald,and oftentimes repulſed them with ſhot,yet hadde 
Antigone his Souldiours euer the better: and in ſhozt 
tyme bhadfkilmoft wonne their rampire, whiche Lyſima- 
che ſæing, and ſtill fearingencloſing and famine, in a 
foule and rapnie night rayſed hys Campe and ſtoale as 
wape, without knowledge of the enimie, paſſing thꝛou⸗ 
gbe the places of aduauntage, alongeſt the Pountayne, 
by which meane he lo not one mi of his armie: bat vif- 
perſed it, and ſent them by garriſons to winter. When 
it was daye, Antigone vnder ſtanding the departure of 
the enimie,likewtſe departed and purſued them cerfen 
dayes alongeſt the playne,coffing dayly the mountayn, 
but there fell ſuch ſtoze of rayne,and the ground wared 
ſo miery and derpe, that be loſt manie of his beaſtes and 
mares which dzew his carriages , and alſo many men : 
and the reſte were verie ſoze travelled and weried. 
Wherefo2e the King meaning to reſt his weried Doul- 
diours, and ſ&ing winter appzoche , left purſuing the e- 
nimp,and deuided bis armie , ſending them into places 
couenable to winter. But when de vnvderſtode, that 
Seleuke was with great puiſaiice come oat of þ hier S 
trapes again ſt him, be ſent a friend of bis to Demetre hys 
ſonne lying in Grece, commaunding him to make ſpedy 
returne with his whole power , bycauſe he greatly fea- 
red, that all the reſt of the Kings and Satrape: would ſo- 
denly come vppon him, and gyue him battaill,befoze his 
armie were come out of Grece. * had deui⸗ 

ij. ded 
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ded his men ko winter in a champion Count rep, called 
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S«/mone,and had great plentie of vicualles out of the Ci 
tie of erac/cy,bycauſe of the alliaunce betwene bm : 
the Gouernours of the citie by marriage: foz be bad eſ- 
pouſed a Lady named Amiſtre, daughter to-Oxiarthe, 
Niece to the King of Aure, whom Alexander bad befoze 
giuen to Cratere foz wile. 


CE Demetre commeth into Grece againſt Caſander, 
and after certen ſmall exploites on eyther ſide 
done, they grow to a compoſition. That ended, 
Demetre goeth into Helleſpont,to 9" with his 
Father: and of many and diuerſe other things.

Ve ſameſeaſon , wherein the matters befoze ſpo⸗ 
T of were exploited in ie, Demetre after pur⸗ 
poſed to celebzate in Elenſine the actuſtomed annu⸗ 
all paſtimes and ſacrifices of the countrep, to the ende 
be would there be enſtalled and coſecrated. And bicauſe 
it was long to the ozdinarie daye, be ſoze lape vpon the 
Athenians,and required them, that they woulde foz bs 
loue, and in parte of recompencs of the gad turnes he 
had done them, ſet fozward the daye : whiche at bys re⸗ 
queſt they did: whereupon he all vnarmed, pzeſented 
him ſeife to the Pzieſtes , and being befoze the vſuall 
daye enſtallev and conſecrated, after the maner and cus 
ſtome of the countrey,departed from Athens, and came 
to the citie of Calc hide, in þ Alle of Eubeye, where be firſt 
aſſembled his ſhippes and ſotemen. And being there, be 
vnderſtod that Caſlanders ſonldiours kept the paſſages 
of the countrey thereby: wherefoze be thought it not 
gad to trauell into J heſaly by land, but enbarqued bys 
armie, and ſailed thence, and artiued at the Pozt of - 
r:/e, where be came on land, and firſt wanne the _ - 
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after the caſtle,and committed the garriſon men to pꝛi⸗ 
ſon, and ſet the Citizens at libertie, Atter that, he wan 


Pronas and Preley, and ſtayed the Citizens of Dum and PR 
Orromenie, whme Caſſander would haue tranſterred in⸗ — 


to the citie of Hebes, leaſt they ſhould go thyther. 
When Callander fre that Demetre his doings ſtili pzoſ- 

peced,he thꝛuſt greater garriſons into the cities of Y he- 
re and 7 bebes : and with the remnaunt of his men mars 
ched towardes him, and encamped as neere as was poſ- 
ſible. He had in bis armie.rrir, thouſande fotemen,and

two thouſand hozfle, And Demetre hadde aboue. xv. hun · power on cy- 
dꝛed ho2Ne, viij.thouſand Macedonian fotemen.rv.thous ther fide. 


ſand Percenaries.rrv.thouſand Grekes, and aboue eight 
thouſande Pyzates and other light armed men, who 
came mo2e foz ſpoyle than to fight ; ſo that in all be had 
Ivj.thouſand fotemen . When the two armies were in 
view one of another (although the Souldiours on eche 
ide deſired battaill ) yet came they not to ioyning, by- 
cauſe the Chieftapnes attended and loked fo newes of 
the ſucceſſe of the warres in Iſie. Foz vpon that bong 
the loſle and vicozie totall. In the meane tyme the Y he- 
reans had bzought ſecretly into their citie Demetre with 
a terten numbꝛe of bis Douldiours, who take and helde 
the Caſtle : and vppon his honour ſent away Caſſanders 
Souldiours, with bagge and baggage , and after reſto- 
red the Phereanr tolibertie, The affaires of I heſ#ly bes 
ing in this eſtate, Demetre recepuedletters from his fas 
ther, wherein be commaunded hym fozthwith to come 
to him with bis armie into «/ : whiche letters recey- 
ned, and obeing bis fathers commanndement , he cõclu⸗ 
ded a peace with Caſſander, alwayes reſeruing his Fa- 
thers pleaſure faz confirmation thereof, bicauſe he was 
aſſured bis father would neuer agree therto: but would 
by armes and dint of ſwaꝛde determine and finilhe the 
1 ——ů . Powe- 
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be would baue an honeſt occaſion to departe Grece,to go 
into «4/ie, ſo that it ould not be ſaide be fled, but phe 
hone ſtlie departed, chit lie conſidering,that in one of the 
articles of the concluſicn was agred, that all the cities 
of Grece,aſwell in Aſie as in C urope, ſhould be reſtozed 
to libertie. After the ſame concluſion, Demctre made 
great pꝛouiſion of Carracques , wherein be enbarqued 
all his whole armie, and fraught al his carriages: 4 ſays 
ling thence alongeſt the zues, he arrined at the Pozte 
of E pheſe, and there landing his armie,encampedharte 
befoze the towne, and enfozced the garriſon to reſtoze 
to hir pꝛiſtinate eſtate and libertie the Citie, and licens 
ted them and their Captayn Prepelay one of Caſſanders 
Chieftaynes, ſafely to departe with bag and baggage : 
and garriſoned the Caſtle with his owne Sculdioures, 
and the entred Helleſpont where he wanne to his obey- 
ſaunce the Lempſaks, Parians, and certen other Cities, 
who were ſubtract from hys amitie, After he ſayled to 
the entry of Pont, and encamped about the temple of the 
Calcedonians, foʒ gard wherofhe left thz& thouſe nd fot- 
men, and. xxx. Gallies, the reſt ot his Souldiours, be de- 
uided amongs the cities to winter, The ſame time My. 
tridate Gonernour of the countreys of Myſie and Carie, 
who toke parte with Antigone, being ſuſpected, that be 
had conference with Caſſander, was put to death, when 
be had gouerned. xxxv. peares, alter whom his ſonne Mi- 
thridate ſuctede d, who after enlarged & encreaſed his fa- 
thers Empire, and — the ſpace of.xxxvj.pteres, 
gouerned the — of Cappadoce and Paphlagone. 
The ſame ſeaſon alſo, Caſl: (after the departure of 
Demetre)recoueredthe cities he had loft in 7 heſalie,and 
ſent in Lyſimache his aide, Pliſterche one of his taptains 
into 4/7e,w the greater parte of his armie , being about 
rrij. P. ftmen, and. v. C.hoꝛſſe. But after Pliſtarche was 
come to the ffraight of Heileſpont, proton it e by 
Demetre his Souldiours, be returned.

oF Antigone comming to battail againſt the enimie, 
is throughe the default of hys ſonne Lemetre 


ſlay ne. 
T he firſt Chapter. 
Boute the ſpzing, the two armies 


Vcto ſaye, Antigone and Demctre on ths 
one parte, and the Kings confederate on 
g 5 other:) with great power came into þ 
F==< fields one againſt an other, Foz Antigo- 
ne had about. tr. thouſand ſoteme ti. thouſand hose, 
and, Lrrv, es. And on the enimies ſide were 
about. L riiij.thouſand fotmen.rv. thouſand hozfe,fours 
ſcoze Elephantes, and. Cxx. armed charriots, When the 
two armies were in vis we one of an other, Antigone 
was marueloally troubled and very pealife. Fo2 there 
ranne in bys lantaſie many things, and eſpecially the 
great dauager and hazard of that battaill, whereof be 
no leſſe doubted the loſſe, than be had gad hape of viaos 
rie. And although one waye (by reaſon of his continual 
victo2ies)be well hoped: but chiefly foz the fame and re- 
putation , by dim newly gotten fo bys laſte vicozie in 
Gees, pet he agapne as a wiſe man, and one experimen- 
ted in martiall pollicies,conſidered the varietie of F 02- 
tune, who is neuer firme oz ſtable , but Till delighteth 
in mutation and chaunge. All whiche things thzoughly 
waped, be became ſo ſo2e troubled and greued, that 
where he befoze in other warres and battailles was ac- 
tuſtomed to ſpeake lowde and fiercely, in repzoche and 
deſpite of the enimie, and ſet fozth bys ſtouteneſſe and 
Bn.j. magna⸗ 
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magnanimitie: he then without wozvs was altogyther 
heauie : penſiue, which impozted a maruelous thought 
and care in him, as it he had had ſome pzeſent infelicttie 
in bis head, which ſodaynly happened him, Ve did alſo at 
that time (as they ſaid) many things whiche he neuer 
wontedto do, oz he there openly in pꝛeſente of al pes 
clared and named his ſonne Demetre ſutteſſoz of hys re⸗ 
alme, as thoughe he would pꝛeſently haue died: and af- 
ter toke him into his Pauilion a great while, and con- 
ferred with him alone, whereat the whole armie was 
maruellouſly abaſhed, bycauſe be neuer befoze vſed a 
parte to talke,noz yet communicate with him in ſecret 
of his affayzes-but truſting to his owne wyt, determi⸗ 
ned all matters after his owne fantaſie , and withoute 
demaunding aduiſe o2 counſail of any, would cõmaund 
that to bim ſcemed beſt. In ſo muche that at one tyme, 
they faid) when Demetre his ſonne , being but a yong 
diour, demaundcd when he ſhould retu rne to hm 
with the armie, with a troubled and diſdainfull tounte⸗ 
naunce, aunſwered: Arte thou ſo verp a bop t cowarde 
that thou canſt not without me heare the ſounde ok the 
Trumpets : Agepn, beſides theſe his fantaſies and ima- 
— things then happened whiche might be 

pꝛonoſtications of euill lucke and miſfoʒtune to- 
— . Foz Demetre one night ſe in his dzeame, 
Alexander the great al armed in white, who afking him 
what figne and token he ſhould gine to bys Souldiours 
in that battaill : aunſwered that Iupiter gaue vicozie, 
and by and by hym thought that Alexander ſaide, and J 
alſo will take parte with pour enimies, It was like⸗ 
wiſe repozted,that after Antigone had aranged his Pha- 
lang oz battaille of fatemen , "and comming oute of hys 
Tente, that he ſtond one of his fete, and therewith ſo⸗ 
denly fel flat to the ground. And after he was lift vppe, 
holding vp bis handes to heauen, made his humble pzay» 
ers to the Govs,that they would eyther gyne hym vico» 


I 
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rie, oʒ at the leaſt, that he might be lapne, rather than 
with ſhame to be enfo2ced to flie : and all at once holy 
went to the battaill, which on ether ſide beganne very 
hoate and cruel, Jt happened ſone after Þ Demetre, with 

a luſtie baud of hozCemen vnder bis charge, ſo violently 
charged Antioche the Sonne of Seleule, that he put him 
and all his company to flight, and by reaſon of the exteſ⸗ 
five iope of vidozie, hadde them ſo long in chaſe, that 
with dis to great deſire, he loſt altogyther. Foz during 

the time he bad them in chaſe , the Se/c«kea»s ſteing the 
fotemen left naked without hoꝛle ( wbiche ſhoulde haue 
ben their garde and ſuccoure) ſo encompaſſed them, as 
though they would on euer fide haue charged, VUhere⸗ 
vponſome ſeing all their hozUmen gone, ſozthe with 
rendꝛed, and the reſte whiche ſtod fo the defence , after 
they ſ& their inabilitie to withſtand, fled, ſo that when 
Demetre was returned from the chaſe, be could no way 
bzing them ageyne into ozder . And immediatly after 
this companie was diſcomfited, a great band of the eni⸗ 
mie,charged the battaill wherein Antigone was, euery 
of them meaning to get bis perſone , thing one 
of his Souldiours apperceyuing,ſayd to bim: Daue thy 
ſelfe Sir king, oz euery of theſe men ſ&ke and deſire 
none but the, whome be agepne thus aunſwered: In 
vapne they ſ@ke and deſire me, foz Demetre will ſone 
be here to ade me. Howbeit, the charge was ſo ſodaine 

and impetuous , that befoze bis Bonne toulde come to 

helpe him, many times calling foz him to his ayde, and 

loking round about if he came, was by the ens 
— meg en ore 

all es ße, 

who alone tatried with the body, — 
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 fideringhis loſſe, and the neteſſitie he was in, greatly 
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Cc After this diſcomfiture, the AÆmlthenians woulde 
not ſuffer Demetre to entre their Citie: and 


howe he ageyne gathereth togyther his armie. 
After, Demetre his daughter is married to Selen- 


he, ho treateth a marriage betwene Demerre & * 
Ptoloman daughter to King » Frolome: and of the 
deniall he hath of two little Cities. 


T he. ij. Chapter. 


Fter the Kings confeterate had wonne this via. 
rie, they deuidedamongs them (as a great pꝛape 4 

but in) all Antigone and Demetre their landes and 
Seigniozies, And after Demetre ſee the battaill loſte, be 
in all haſte, with. v. thoulande fotemen , and foure thou⸗ 
ſand hoꝛſſe fled to Epheſe.Whereupon the Citizens con- 


feared that he woulde robbe and ſpoyle the riche Tem⸗ 
ple of Diana Yowbeit , he toke not a Talent, but tonb⸗ 
ting that his Houldiours ( bycauſe they were not well 
pleaſed with dim) would do ſome wicked deede, he ther- 
foze determined to departe the Citie , And after he (a 
the wind beganne to blowe vp, he enbarqued all his ſol- 
diours, and ſaifed directly into the Count rey of Grece, 
meaning to get into the citte of Athens, whiche be hadde 
kepte foꝛ his onely and ſingular refuge, and therefoze 
had there his ſhippes, treaſure, and Deidamie his wife, 
being fully perſnaded that that Citte would neuer faile, 
whatſocucr chaunce and aduerſitte might happe, Vows 
beit, he was therein greatly decepued, foz ſo (one as be 
was thyther come, arriuing aboute the Cyclades, there 
came meſſangers to them from the ne whiche 
bꝛought him ſuch newes, as be neuer thonght on o2 lo⸗ 
ked foꝛ, ſi anifying to him, that the Athenians had tonclu- 
ded and determined not to receyue any King into their 


Citie, pzaying him therefoze to refrayne and ſtaye bys 
come 
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comming thyther, Nenertheleſſe, that they would ſend 
bim his wifc,in ſuche honozable eſtate as became them 
to do, and as fo the wife of ſo honozable and Noble a 


Pꝛince apperteyned. With whiche Ambalade Demetre What faith and 


was ſo angry t agreened , that a litle thing would haue confidence a 


perate. Foz although what with the lofle of his Father, 
armie, and realme, de ſ& him reduced and bzought from 
fo great felicitie almoſt to extreme miſerie ano begge- 
rie, yet confidering the power and nature of Foꝛtune, 
(to whome al men are ſubied) he pactently endured and 
ab pd all his miſfoztunes and infelicities. But ſering him 
ſo fruſtrate of his hope, deceyued and mocked of the 4- 
thenians he was thereat ſo agreened and deſpit ed, that he 
could by no meane beare it. Wherenpon by example 
may be learned, and by experience knowen, that the 
bygbe and mightie P2inces which thinke bicauſe of the 
great bono: and ſernics that the people do them, that 
therefoze they ſingularly loue them, and that that is a 
great eſtabliſhemẽt andſuertie of their eſtate, are ther 
in marnetouſly deceyned ; And although of their owne 
accozd, © fo: ſome god will they beare to Pzinces,they 
oftentimes do them theſe honoures : yet many tymes 
it is fo2 feare,foz we dayly ſe that they will do as great 
bonour,and make as humble reverence to them whom 
they hate, as to thoſe they hon out and loue. Wherefoze 
all lage Pzinces and Gouernours of common weales, 
do not care 02 foꝛte to beſo much honoured ot the com- 
mon people by Decres , by ſetting vp their ſtatues 02 
images, by oꝛations, and other like means, as to do ſuch 
things as are woꝛthie and deſerue ſuch honours . Not- 
withſtanding bis angre and deſpite againſt the Ahe 
ant, ſexing pet no way of reuenge, he diſſimuled the mat - 
ter, hoping one daye to haue a moꝛe connentent tyme # 
ſeaſon. Nepther gaue de the Ambaſſavonres any euili 
02 diſcurteous language, ns2 yet made ſemblant, as 
Nn. ib, though 


made him loſt all the hope of his eſtate, and almoſt deſ- 2 ought 
to haue in ys 


ſubices, 


Piſiſtrate. 
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though he were diſcontented, but required them one 
thing,to ſend him his ſhippes lying inthe Pozte of Py- 
rey: amongs which was one of.xiij.tier of oʒes on aſide, 
which they ſpeedely did. And ſo ſone as be had them, be 
ſailed in all haſte to the traight of Pe/opoxneſe, called 
{/t hm being there arriued, newes were bzought hem 
dut of al quarters, that his caſe daily empaired, and that 
bis garriſons euery where were expulſed, his townes 
without reſiſtaunce rendzed to the enimie.Wbercupon 
be was in maruclous doubt what todo, Not withil an⸗ 
ding,conſibering that be left Pyrrhe in rere, he went w 
bis whole armie into Cheroneſſe, to inuade Lyſimache his 
tount rep, and in ſhozt time his ſtrength and power ſo 
encreaſed,that be had an able armie, woc reat the other 
Kings were nothing agreeued, bycauſc they all maliced 
Lyſimache his pzide,and enuied his puiſſaunte. XLut 
ſho2tly after happened Demetre a better aduenture: 


Foz Scleuke (&ing that Lyſimache had had in marriage 
' twook Ptolome his daughters, one foz him ſelfe, an o⸗ 


ther foz Agathocles his ſdne,he likewiſe determined by 
alliaunce with the other Kings to eſtabliſhe and fozti- 
fic his realme as much as he could. Whereupon he ſent 
to Demetre, demaunding in marriage his daughter Stra- 


tonice: whiche ſodaine aduenture Demetre right well 


knew how to accept,and thereuppon incontinent, with 
bis whole NHavie failed * ie, ( bzought his daughs 


ter to Seleuke. But coaſting alongeſt the ſhoa re, ſtraight 
vppon the Countrey of C:/ice, hys Souldiours went on 
lande, and robbed and ſpoyled the countrey. Wherupon 
Pifiſtrate,bzother to Caſſander, whiche Caſſander had had 
the ſame Countrey, by partition made at the ſpoyle of 
3 verie ſoze diſpleaſed , Wherefoze he in⸗ 
continent went towardes Selcuke, and made to himbys 
complainte ; and farther declared, that be did euill to ſe⸗ 
perate him ſelfe from the other Kings, who had altogv⸗ 
ther made alliaunce with him againſt the (aid * 
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But when Demetre bnderſtad that Piſiſtrate was gone, 
be ſet on land the greater numbze of his Souldiours in 
the ſaid Countrey,and ageyne robbed and ſpopled the 
ſame, and in the ende made the payſaunts compound w 
bim foz.ry.bundzed Talents: which they payedon the 
naple, and thereupon be agepue enbarqued his Souldt- 
ours,and kept his courſe direaly towardes Syrie. And 
one euening going on land with his wife Vhilc,he found 
Sclcukecome thyther befoze , where at their frſte mie⸗ 
king, without countenaunce of miſtruſt the one of the o⸗ 
ther, was made great chere. But firſte, Scleuke feaſted 
Demetre in his Pauilion on lande, and after Demetre 
feaſted him in a Gallie of, ritj.tier of ozcs , and all that 
dape, they had great talke , and long conference togy- 
ther without armour oz watche one to another, but al - 
togyther god chere and confidence amongs them and 
their Souldiours. Finallie, when Seleulce had eſpouſed 
Stratonice, he b2ought hir away, and with his whole fur- 
ed thence towardes his Sonne Antioche. 
iſe returned into C vhice, and after his ar⸗ 


niturs 
Demetre 
riuall, he incontinent ſent Phile his wife towardes Caſ- a, 
ſander hir bzother,to excuſe him of the incurſlons 4 rob- 


beries, by him in the laid Cofitrey committed and done. 
In the meane ſcaſon arriued out of Grece Deidame , bes 
 foze Demetre, who within ewe dayes after, fell into a 
diſeaſe, whereof ſhe died, Shoztly after whoſe death, 
Demetre ſeeking new alliaunce, a marriage by Scleuke 
bis meant, was concluded betwene Demetre and Ptolo- 
maide,daughter to Ring Ptolome, wherein Scleuke dealt 
very gentlie and curteouſly towards Demetre. But not 
long after, he playedhim as vngentle a parte and ill a⸗ 
greeing to the affinitie with him newly contracted. Foz 
notwithſtanding Demetre his large and great offer of 
money to Seleulce, he not only refuſed to render the coũ⸗ 
trey of Cile, hut alſo denied him two Cities 7 yre and 
Sydone : Whiche in Seleuke was a Re” 2 

ere⸗ 
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therefoze reputed of great puſillanimit ie, that be being 
Lozdand king of all the lande and countreys betwene 
the Indian Sea vnto the Syn ſhoare, did moze eſtceme 
two trifling cities of no oalue, than the amitie and pa⸗ 
rentage of one ſo noble and valiaunt a King, And al- 
though be had married his daughter, ſe ing him by Fo2- 
tune perſecuted euen to the bard hedge, did not only re- 
fuſe to ayde him, but in refuſing to give dim the domi- 
tile of two ſmall Cities, ſecretly expulſed him all bys 
landes and dominions. And trulie this puſillanimitie 
A ocollic cx. doth the ſayings of Plato well pꝛoue in this I counſaill 
able of Plaro bim that woulde be riche ( ſayeth Plato) not to ſtudie 
z2yaroſt auari- And deviſe to gather togyther great ſtoze of treaſure, 
«ous men, but that he refraine his couetous deſire, Foz he ſhall al⸗ 
wayes be pe, who without ſetting meaſure to his 
couetouſneſle,bath an ardent deſire to get. Neuerthe- 
lelle, altheugh Demetre was thus of his intention 4 pur- 
poſe by his ſcnne in lawe fruſtrate , yet loſt be no whit 
bis ccurage, but as a man of an inuincible harte, 4 one 
that oftentimes had aſſayed the deceytes of Foztune, 
ſaid to his friends: Although J ſhould a thouſand times 
haue ben vanquiſhed and ouercome, vet would A not be 
ſo fainte harted and effeminate , foz ſo ſmall a trifle to 
loſe the loue and fauoure of my ſonne in lawe, 


Demerre at his pleaſure, taketh the tie 
K of eAthens : bees bountie — 


wardes them. And after beſiegeth the Citie of 
Sparte in the countrey of Laconie.

Hile theſe matters were doing, Demetre was 
WV py letters from bis friendes oute of Grece ads 
uertiſed, bow Lamacare, thzoughe a ſe- 

Lamacere, Hhition which had ben at 4cbexs, vſurped the — 
reo. 
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thereof, Wherfoze they willed him not to loſe any ſuch 

occaſion foz recouerie of ſo noble a citie. Whereappon 

be incontinent went to Sea with bis whole armie: and 

ſailed directly into Grece. But as he dzew nere the regis 

of Athens, ſodenly aroſe a ſoze tempeſt, wherein many 

of his ſhippes and men periſhed, whereby he was enfc2- 

ced,foz his better ſauetie,to come on land, and fo that 

time to leaueof his enterpꝛiſe of Athens, vntill C g 

ther moze conuenient ſeaſon , Wherefoze he gaue in 

charge to certen of his me, that they ſhouldnew calke x 

amende bys ſhaken and bzuſed ſhippes : and hym ſelfe 

with the reſt ſailed into Pe/oporne/e, and beſieged the Ci⸗ | 

tie of Aeſſene, at whiche ſiege, as be one daye went as Veſſene. 
bout the wall to view the Towne, there came a ſhot out 

of it, which gaue him ſuch a blowe on the chappes, that 

he had almoft pelded the ghoſte : neuertleleſle, being 

ſone after healed be toke the ſayd citie, 4 by copoſition 

many other. This done, he ageyn enterpꝛiſed bis voiage 

of Athens, and after his entry into the countrey,he toke | 
the cities Elenſine and Rammiſe : and farther commaun Eleuſine, 

ded his men to make incurſions, and to ſpople.and rob Nmmiſe. 

all the count rep about the citie of Athen:. When the 

eAth:nians were by Demetre his Bouldiours thus wes A myne here 
tied and endomaged, bappened them an otyer ſodain ins W # waight 
. conuemence, which ſoze troubledthem.. Foz as a Car⸗ er. 
racque of theirs was comming to the Citie laden with e ad 
cone, Demetre toke it, f immediatly hung the Patron named Mina 
thereof : tge taking of whiche dꝛaue them to ſo great a arica,waying 
necellitie, that a Ppne of ſalte was ſolde foꝛ. rl, Dzachs xij ounces and 
mes: and a Buchel of cozne fo2 th hundzed, Where halle. Vm 
vpan they were ſo troubled and in ſuche deſpaire, that 3 22 
they beganne ta treat and rendꝛe. But as they were in TE woes 
that mind, newes came tathomfſromall coaſtes, howe . 
King Ptolome would ſend an Cl. ſayle ta their ayde, als 

readie ſcene at Zugme, whereupon they were not a little 
encouraged, and hoped to ſaue all. When Demette vn⸗ 
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derſtod of the comming of the ſaide Nauie, he got fogy- 
ther in the countrey of Peloponneſe and (pres, two huns 
dꝛed ſhippes, ſo that when Ptolome hys Captaynes ſa 
that they were not able to reſiſte ſo mightie a Nauie, 
they durſt not abide,but incontinent reticed. Atter La- 
macre had heard of that, he ſecretly ſtoale out of the Ci- 
tie and fled, And although the Arhbenia»s had decreed and 
puþliſhed a new and common Decree , that who ſo euer 
did talke, oꝛ once make motion with Demetre of peace, 
oʒ concluſion of peace, he ſhould loſe his hed : pet being 
with famine ſoze oppꝛeſſed and greued, they were en⸗ 
fo2ced to agree,vpon ſuch compoſition as him beſt liked, 
and ſet open the gate nexte to his campe, and ſent their 
Ambaſſadoures to rendꝛe the Citie and Citizens at hys 
pleaſure, with petition,that he would not fo2get his old 
accuſtomed benignitie and clemencie, neyther to be re⸗ 
uenged of the iniuries and offences againſt his Paie ſtie 
committed , And this did not the t hentans loꝛ any fas 
noure oz grace » they hoped foꝛ at Demetre his hands, 
confidering his moꝛtall grudge towardes them: but by 
famine enfozced, thought it muche better fo ſubmitte 
them to his higbnele diſcretion and mercie , than to die 
of hunger: which (as they ſaid)was then ſo great, that 
a rat falling from the toppe of a houſe downe vnto the 
flow2e,the father and hys @onnes traue maruelouſly, 
which of them ſhould haue it to eate. And the Philoſo⸗ 
pher Epicure fed his houſholde with beanes , wbiche he 
gaue them out by tale, When Demetre with bis whole 
armie was entred the citie, de commannded that all the 
people ſhould at the Theatre aſſemble, in the middeſt 
wherof on a great ſcaffolde pitched he his Pauilion, and 
appointed his Souldiours to ſtand about the ſame with 
their weapons in their handes, And ſone after the peo- 
ple were come togy: ber, he deſcended from his Pauilid 
vnto a Tribunall, much lower, whereat al þ people that 
ſe him, were in maruelous terrour and feare. 3 
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ter they heard him vtter no ſharpe oz rigozous wozds, 
they were well recomfozted, And when he had in tbe 
beginning of his Dzation checked and repꝛoued their 
ſtubbozneCe and obſtinacie, he gently in al bumanitie : 
benignitie pꝛoceeded on with the reſt. And in token and 
ſine of reconciliation, de gaue them two thouſand Pe- 
dymnes of wheat, and appointed them ſuch £©fficers,as 
were meeteſt to Gouerne the Citie, acco2ding to their 
auncient accuſtomed libertie, Wherat þ people were ſo 
erteeding glad and reiopced, that they neuer ceaſed high- 
ly to pzayſe and commend Demetre , and to blaſon hys 
name thzoughoute all quarters: the Dzatours alſo of 
the citie were wel furniſhed to make and ſet fozth Dzas 
tions in his commendation and pzayſe , And bycauſe p 
Democlide, after he had made bis D2ation, would ſeme Democlide. 
to do ſomething moze than the reſte , he pꝛopounded a : 
Decre, whereby was ozdeyned , that the people of - 
thens ſhould freely gyue to Demetre the Townes of Pyre 
and Nunyc hie, tu vſe at his pleaſure: which Decre be- 
ing by the people allowed, calling to remem⸗ 
bzaunce their fozmer rebellion , recepued their gentle 
offer: and immediat ly foztified the Towne of uny- 
chie, to the ende if they at any tyme elſe rebelled, be had 
now gotten a reyne to reſtrapne them. After Demetre 
bad thus recouered the citie and Countrey of Athen, he 
reſtednot,but till continued fro one warre to another, 
and with bis armie went againſt the citie of Lacedemo- 
nie, and when be was come about the Towne of Man- 
tme,he encountred Archidame King bf the Lacedemer:- 2 
an, who with great power was come thyther to ſtoppe ; 
dis paſſage, whome at the firſte iopning be put to flight, 
and incontinent without farther reſiſtaunce,entred the 
countrey of Lacone,robbing and ſpoyling vntil he came 
befoze the citie of Sparce, which be beſieged . And as he Sparte, 
lape befoze the citie,the Citizens ſallied out vppon him, 
but n ſo valiaunt ly —— them _ there 1 
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two hundꝛed llaine, and. v. hundzed taken, and it went 
verp narrowly that his Souldiours had not ent red the 
citie pele mele, which then was riche and opulent, and 
vntill that tyme reputed and taken to be ve rie ſtrong x 
inexpugnable. 5 
C eAlexander King of «HM acedone , praying De- 

metre his ayde,gocth about to betraye him , but 

in the ende him ſelfe according to his demerite, 

1s by Demetre with ſuche h ke practize ſlayne, 

whome the Macedonians alter recey ue and ho- 

nour as their King. | 


Thee. iiij. Chapter. 


Hen J haue thzoughly coſidered the great mu⸗ 
W tations and chaunges of foztune which happes 
ned Demetre, he of all the reſte of the Kings in 
my iudgement, was by foztunes inconſtantie, moſt vers 
ed and toſſed, both in peace and warre. Foz oftentimes 
ſhe aduaunted him to great glozie and pzoſperitie , gys 
uing him mightie armies,notable vidozies, and a large 
realme and Dominion. And at an other time, fr great 
pꝛolperitie and power, ſon after, by the loſſe of one bat⸗ 
tail, ſhe ageyne bꝛought him almoſt into extreme cala⸗ 
mitie and miſerie , Who being in this eſtate, and 
conſidering the varietie of inſtable Foztune, recited 
(they ſay)theſe Verſes of Eſchine following: 
Fortune, once thok didjt me ſet in hye eſtate, 
And in ſhort tyme, as lowe didſt me mate. 
As to him then happened. Foz hauing p2oſperous ſuc⸗ 
teſſe in the countrey of Pe/oponneſe,newes were bzought 
him that his cities confederate in ¶Aſie, could no longer 
hold out Lyſimache his puiſaunce, who perſecuted them, 
And that it he the ſoner came not to the ayde of the Ille 
of Cypres , King Ptolome would ſubdue and take * 
ze⸗ 
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Pozcouer , that his wile and childꝛen were in the Citie 
of 5:/amine beſieged in great daunger of taking. By rea⸗ 
ſon of which newes, he was fo2ced to raiſe his ſiege fr 
Sparte, and pꝛouide fo2 the fozcſaid miſchiefs, But as the 
womi accozding to Archilocke the Poet carrieth in one Archilocke hys 
band water, and in the other fire: euen ſo playeth Foz - £9 iirude of a 
tune with Demetre. Foz ſo ſone as he was departed feb nn. 
the countrey of Cacon:ie,as afozeſaiv,ſodily other newes 
came, whiche put hym agepne in gad hope to explopte 
many notable things. And frſte it is to be vnderitode, 
that Caſſander not log befoze was departed this wo2!d, Ca finder. 
by reaſon whereof, the realme fwd in controuerſie be? Phillp. 
twene the other two bzethzen: the elder of which higbt 
Alexander, and the other Antipater . Whiche Antipater, Alexander. 
alter he had killed their mother Theſlalonicke, perſecu? Autipater. 
ted Alexander, thinking to haue chaſed and expulſed him T-ilalonike, 
the realme, who finding him ſelf of no fozce in the toun⸗ 
trey,ſent oute foz ayde to King Pyrrhe in Cypres, and to Pyrrke the 
Demetre in Peloponneſe. Yowbeit, Demetre was ſo octu⸗ King, 
pied about the eſtate and affaires of Peloponneſe, whe the 
AmbaCadoures of Alexander came, that he could by no . 
meane helpe him. In the meane tyme Pyrrhe with a 
mightie power tame thyther : in recompence of his aide 
and charge,toke poſſeſſion of ſo large a piece of d toun⸗ 
trey of Macedone, ioyning to his realme of Eyre, that 
Alexander greatly dzeaded him, And while he aboade in 
this feare,he was aduertiſed that Demetre(whoſe helpe 
be had befoze required) was with his whole armie com- 
ming thyther to ayde him: whereuppon he conſidering 
his authozitie and great renowme, and the wozthineTe 
of his deedes and aces, foʒ whiche he was honoured and 
bad in great admiration of the whole wozlbe, did nowe 
moze than befoze feare his eſtate, if he entred hys real⸗ 
me, Wherefoze he went to mete him, whome at their 
firſt meting , he right courteouſſie and honozably ens \ 
treated, greatiy thanking him of a" t travel, 
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in that he would leaue his owne affaires of great im- 
poztaunce, and with ſo might ie an armie to come and 
apde him. Ve farther told him, that he had already well 
quieted and eſtabliſhed bys affaires and eſtate, ſo that he 
ſhould not nede any farther to trauaill, Nenerthelefſe, 
be thought bim ſo much bound , as if he bad come at his 
fir ſt ſending foz,02 that al things by his meane had bene 
appeaſed and quieted , To'theſe woꝛdes Demetre turte⸗ 
oullie aunſwered , that he was of his quietnefle right 
glad, and that he had now no nee ol his belpe , beſides 
many ot her louing and gentle wozdes, whiche grating 
ended, eyther of them fo2 that night returned into hys 
Pauilion, During this time aroſe ſuch matters betwen 
them,that the one greatly ſuſpected the other: Fo2 as 
Demetre was by Alexander bidden to ſupper , be was 
willed to take god herd to him, bycauſe that Alexander 
bad p;actized by treaſon to flea him. Not withſtanding 
be by no meane ſhewed any contenaunce of miſtruſt, 
but ment to go to the banquet, to whoſe lodging Alexi- 
der was tũ ming, to bʒ ing him on his way, but he diuer⸗ 
fly det raded the time, 4 went a ſoft and treatable pace, 
to the end his ſouldiozs might haue leaſure to arme the, 
and commaundedhis gard being a greaternumber than 
Alexanders, to enter with him, and alſo to wayte nere 
bis perſon. When Alexanders @ouldiours ſ& them the 
weaker companie,they durſt not once attempt it. And 
after they hadde ſupped , bycauſe Demetre woulde haue 
ſome honeſt occaſion to departe , he fayned him to be 
ſomething vll diſpoſedin his body, and therfoze fozthw 
toke leaue of Alexander, and went thence, Mhenexte 
day in the mozning Demetre fayning that be bad reter⸗ 
ued certen newes, ſcnt woꝛd bnto him that be was ad⸗ 
uertiſed of matters of great impoztaunce, that be muſk 
of neceſſitie with bys armie returne into Peloponneſe, 
pꝛaping Alexander to haue him extuſed. Nenectheleſſe, 
he offred him his apde and helpe, whenſoeuer he neded, 
| an 
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and dellred him fo vſe him as one in whom he might re⸗ 
poſe and put his whole trult, With whiche meCage the 
pong Alexander, who greatly doubted him befoze he 
came, and muche moze after hys comming , was nowe 
maruellons gladde that of hys owne accozde he retur⸗ 
ned out of his Kealme and Dominions. And bycaaſe he 
would better let him vnderſtande ſome lane of the ac- 
know!edging of his god will and loue, be accompanied 
him into ſheſey . But diter they were arriued in the 


citie of Liſe , they a freſhe began to pzaciſenew trea⸗ n. 


ſons one againſt an other. And firſte, Alexander to put 
Demetre quite out of ſuſpicien, withoute armonre oz 
garde viſited him, hoping to make him do the like, but be 
was in his ſo thinking greatly deceyned, And as Alex- 
ander one night, accozding to his accuſtomed wonte, 
came to ſupper to Demetre without company , and that 
they were in the chiefof their ſupper, Demetre ſoden⸗ 
ly aroſe from the table, whereat Alexander was ſo ſoze 
abaſhed, that he aroſe and followed him to the Pal doze. 
But ſo ſone as Demetre was withoute, be gaue ſigne x 
token to his Douldiours , who incontinent fell vppon 
Alexander and ſle we him and certen of his men whiche 
would haue defended him,among whome one as he was 
killed, ſaide, Demetre hath pzcuented vs but a daye 
onely. With this laughter were the Macedonians all 
that night and the nert daye in the mozning maruelouſ⸗ 
ly aſtonied, and in great feare. Foz ſteing to onltrage 
was to no purpoſe , and that Demetre after Alexa 
his death was very ſtrong to bzing his purpoſe to paſſe; 
defoze they vnderſtod what he would do, they durſt not 
truſt him, noꝛ veld, vntill ſuch time as Demetre ſent to 
them certen of dis men, which in his behalfe ſayde, that 
they nieded not to feare him, foz it was not his will to 
do them any burte, but pꝛayed them to come to him. and 
then he woulde ſhe we them a god reaſon why he hadde 
done that he dyd, Whereupon the acedorier:s loyed 
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that they were delinered of that feare and daunger, 

Wherfoze they went all togyther vnto him, and with⸗ 
out gyuing eare oz attending bis ozation,ſalued him as 
their Aing, and needes would bzing him into e2/acedor, 
Df this chaunge was all the countreymarnelous glad: 
foꝛ they ſo moztally bated Caſſander, foz the cruell fas 
and great villanies, by bym(againſt the great King A- 
lexander andhis ligne after bis death) committed, and 
alſo foz the great oultrage and impious murder whiche 
Antipater, Caſſander his lonne had vſed towards his mo- 
ther Theſſalonicke, that they deſired nothing ſo much, as 
a new Bing. By reaſon whereof, Demetre was of al the 
e Macedonians generally well liked . Agepne, his wife 
Phile and the childzen be bad by hir, ſo much renewed £ 
liuely reupued the Image and likeneſſe of the gov olde 
Antipater hir father, that they reputed Demetre the ve- 


rie true, and bndoubted ſucceſſour and heire to the ſapde 
Realme, 


CSeleuke through a fatherly loue,remitteth to An- 
rioche his ſonne, his owne wife Srratonice,dau 
ter to Demetre , and gyueth tothem in title and 
name of the rgalme all the hier Prouinces. 


The. v. Chapter. 


Ve ſame ſeaſon that theſe things were explopted 
T Alacedone, Demetre had newes that his wife & 
childzen, beſieged at Slaminc, were by Ptolome des 
linered and with great honours and p2eſentes ſent a⸗ 
waye. And ſone after, it was thzoughont al the coaſtes 
of --{/7e bzuted, that Stratonice Demetre his daughter, 
whome Seleuke had married, was dinozſed,and eſpouſed 
to Antioche his ſonne ; and therfoze by the people ofthe 
hier P;ouinces,reccyued and named Quckne, as follows 
eth. While Antioche [aye and aboade in the houſe , and 
| com⸗ 
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companie of Seleuke his father, he ſo muche haunted and 
frequented the cdpanie of Stratonice his mother in law, 
being then pong, maruelous faire and beautifull : and 
had had alſo a childe by the ſayde Sclcuke : in pꝛoceſſe of 
time became ſo enamoured and rauiſhed, that daye and 
night his mynde wholy ranne on hir: whereby he was 
ſo troubled 4 fel into ſuch weakeneſſe, p to every mans 
ſight be dzied and conſumed awape: and ſo muche the 
moze greeued it him,bicauſe what fo2 ſhame,as alſo foz 
the reuerence and naturall loue he bare his Father, be 
durſt neuer diſcouer it to an in the wozlde. Wherfoze 
ſeing his maladie dayly vere and trouble him, and no 
hope of remedie , be to be deliuered of that ſo gra uous 
a martirdome, toke vppon him a quicke diſpatche,moze 
neceſarie than holſoms. Me determined to keine hem 
ſicke, and vnder that colour , to abſteyne from meate, 
whereby to being him ſelfe ſo feble and weake, that as 


then death muſt followe. But after Eraſiſtrate, at thoſe gie. 


days a great DocRoz in Phiſicke whome Sclcuke befoze 
all other had ſent foz to cure bis ſonne , by bis ſtatue : 
otherwayes well conſidered what diſeaſe this pong 
Pꝛinte might baue, he at laſt apperceined it only to pꝛo⸗ 
cede of loue, but foz whome he knew not. Wherefo:e 
be diligently and circumſpecly marked and noted al the 
partes of his body, which are wont to moue wh? a man 
in amours, ſ&th that he loneth : And with great care, 
watched when he ſ& any of the pong and faire Ladies x 
Damoſels of the houſe come to viſite him, But he could 
by no meanes percepue, that foz any of them who often 
had recourſe vnto him (as it had ben moſte reaſon) that 
epther he moued o2 chaunged his countenaunce, but on⸗ 
ly when Stratonice entred with Scleuke. And the he was 
ſo ſodenly taken, that he (as it were) loſte hys ſpeache, 
wared very red, his pulſe vehemently beat, a fine and 
ſudtill ſweat running th2oughout all his body, and in ef- 
fea appeared in him all the accidentes Loy men _ 
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to be in them, which are in loue: and after by little and 
little loſt his ſenſes, waring very pale and wanne cuer 
all the body. By theſe ügnes knewe Eraſiſtrate clerely, 
that it was Stratonice whom the yong P2ince loued, aud 
none other. Notwithftanding, fearing the angre and 
diſpleaſure of. his father, and the daunger be might in 
curre, if he diſcouered the caſe ; determined rather to 
leaue the ſonne in that daũger, whatſocuer ſhonld come 
on him, than to open the ſecret tothe Father, and putte 
bis perſone and life in hazard. Yowbeit, after certen 
dayes, when be ſa the great loue that Scleuke bare hys 
ſonne, and the malancolic he was in daye and night foz 
bis ſicknelle, he determined to bozd and tel him, and by 
ik | ſome ſubtill meane and ſweet vaine, to fad his humour, 
i. | concerning bis ſonne,Wherfoze one dave he came vnta 
| him, and ſpake in this ſozte : Knowe Sir King, that tbe 
| moztall dyſeaſe which infeſteth thy ſonne, is no dyſeaſs 
. in the bodpe, what ſoeuer they ſape, but only an ardent 
. deſire in loue. And paraduenture it were better foʒ me 
A lige & wiſe to hold my peace, and kcepe it cloſe, than to reueale and 
medicine. t'ell it thee , conſidering there is ſoz him no remedy. 
Whereat King Seleuke all aſtonied and abaſhed of the 
matter, ſaid vnto him, Now J pꝛape tbe (my friend)tell 
me how the caſe ſtandeth. And if my ſonne haue none 
other dyſeaſe but amonres , is it not poſſible to find re- 
medie: Are we ſo vnp2ouided of wyt and wealth, that 
we can no waye remedie it? Finallie after long talke 
betwene them, Eraſiſtrate feining him to be ſoze t rou⸗ 
bled,ſaid: Know Sir Bing, that it is my wyfe,on whom 
he is cnamoured. Whiche woz2tes Scleuke hearing, W 
warme teares trickling down hys cha kes, embzaced : 
inſtauntly deũred him to helpe that poꝛe yong man and 
not ſuffer him wilfully to periſhe, conſidering it was he 
in whome conſiſted all his io ye and hope, to whome the 
whole realme ſhould lineally de ſcend, and in whome all 
the people and nations vnder his ſubiecion,hadve their 
651 expectas 
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| and hope. And that after his death there re⸗ 
mayned — him none other comfozte, dut likewiſe pꝛe⸗ 
ſent death, without redemption.Certes Sir King(quod 
Eraliſtrate)you ſpeake this all on pleaſure, but admit he 
were as amozons of Stratonice, as be is of my wife, per- 
aduenture you would then be of an other opinion. 

Now à would it pleaſed the Goddes (quod Scleuke) it 
were lo, and that J could alter and chaunge that loue of 
thy wife to mene. Foz I take all the Goddes to wit- 
neſſe,that if all the things whiche J holde moſte deere in 
this wozld were togyther,J would gyue them al fo2 the 
ſauegard of my ſonnes life. Then Eraſiſtrate ſæing bys 
maruelous affection and weeping ſo tenderly, — 
by the hande and began thus to ſaye : owe haſte thou 
Sir King no mozenede of my ayde, foz being a Ring, 
married, and a Father as thou arte, thou mayſte be the 
right medecine and cure of thy familie, bicauſe that foz 


trueth, it is not my wife whome thy ſonne loueth, but The murue- 
thyne owe: with theſe wozdes was Scleuke much aba⸗ — 


ſhed, as of a very new and ſtrange thing. And thereupon 
pꝛayed Eraſiſtrate to detlare vnto him the whole eſtate 


and circumſtaunce of the matter, and howe be knew it. 
And after be vnder ſtod that foz childiſhe reuerence An⸗ 
tioche choſe rather to die than diſcouer his fond lone, he 
was moued with ſo great pitie , that he determined all 
he might to ſaue him. Mhereuppon immediatly be al⸗ 
ſembled al bis people, and after be had with many faire 
and gracious wozdes perſuaded them, he declared that 
it was his will and oꝛdinaunte, that Antioche his ſonne 
ſhould eſpouſe Stratonice his wife, and that they ſboulde 
haue in the title and name of the Kealme , all the hier 
Pꝛouintes: thinking it vnreaſonable to gaineſaye bys 
ſonne in that, who neuer to him in any thing hadde ben 
diſobedient . And ſo by aduenture Stratonice his wife 
made therof ſome difficuitie,q4 thought it verie ſtraũge: 
nn de pzayedall hir — — familiars, ta 

p.i per⸗ 
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perſuade hir, to obey his will and pleaſure , and farther, 


to ſaye that all things which be had o2deined were god, 


iuſte, and reaſonable , In this ſozte was the marriage 
made, and ſone after, with al the greateſt ioye 4 pompe 
of the wozld,celebzated, ; 


C Demetre thrice conquereth the Countrey of Ve- 
oce, and citic of T bebes, and chaſeth King Pyr- 
rhe out of the countrey of I brace. 


The. . Chapter. 


Ben Demetre in this ſeaſon hadde obtayned all 
WV Hacedonc and 7 heſſalie, and many cities in Ve- 

loponneſe, Iſt hmus, Athens, and eMegare, he was 
not pet ſatiſſied and content, but determined to warre 
vpon the Brotians. Howbeit, that was no ent erpꝛiſe, ei 
ther long and difficile . Foz after the Heotian were ads 
uertizedofhis comming, thep came and deſired him of 
peace , and concluded vppon ſuche conditions as him li- 
ked, albeit againſt their willes. Wherenupen Cleonyme 
Bing of Sparte, tame ſone after from 7 hebe, with great 
power, and had gotten to his alliaunce Piſide the 7 he/- 


pian, à man greatly renowmed, and done many notable 


exploites, whereapon the Zeor:ans wared ſo pꝛoud, that 
they rebelled againſt Demetre, who being thereof aduer⸗ 
tiſed, determined ſodenly to come vppon them and ſo fs 
chaſtiſe their infidclitie and inconſtancie. Wherfo2c he 
incontinent departed with thoſe armed men he had,and 
beſieged the citie of hebe. And ſodenly planted his cn- 
gines of battery againſt the weakeſt places of the wal: 
whereat the Townes men were greatly aſtonied, in (0 
much that Cleonyme of Sparte ſtoale awaye and fledde 2 
wherevpon the 7 hebanes were in ſuch feare , that they 
ſent their Ambaſladoures towards Demetre, remitting 
the citie and Citizens at his commaundement, * 
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him fo remember hys benignitie and clementie, wher⸗ 
in he ſurmounted all other Pzinces. In this ſozte ren- 
dꝛed thep, whome he no whit hurte, but exacted on them 
great ſummes of maney, thzuſte garriſons into their 
Lownes,and left Icrom: the Hiſtoʒian bis Lieutenaũt, lcrome theHi- 
in that Countrey, And thus ſhewed he (accoꝛding to his ſtorian. 
old accuſtomed manner) bys debonaire and curteſie to⸗ 
wardes the rebelles. But eſpectally towardes Pyfide Great bountie 
the Then, who being his pziſoner gently entreated of a King, 
bim, and after with great and large giftes rewarved 
dim, and gaue him charge of his Douldiours in the quar⸗ 
ter of 7 he/p:e,of which countreyhe was, Shoztly after 
that theſe things were done in Beoce, newes came to 
Demetre, how that Lyſimache was by Dromichete taken Dromichcte. 
pꝛiſoner, whereupon he thinking that to be an excellent 
occaſion, and · god oppoztunitie fo2 him to exploite great 
and waightie matters, went in all ſped with ſuch pow⸗ 
er as he could readily leaue into the Countrep ot T hrace. 
And at his firſt comming, he beſteged a fozte and very 
riche Towne of the ſame Countrey : whiche Fozte and 
Towne at the firſt.pzacized and deviſed to render vnto 
him, but whennewes on euery ſide came to him, that 

the 8cor1ans agepne rebelled, and that Dromichete hadde 
delivered and releaſed Lyſimache, he was thereat aba⸗ 
ſhed and ſoze deſpited with the commotion of the Zeo::- 
ans. Mherefoze he incontinent departed thence , and in 
ſo ſhozt tyme as was poſſible, returned into Grece, to 
chaſfiſe them: but befoze he could get thyther , he was 
aduertiſed, that his ſonne Antigone had in battaill vane n. _ 
quiſhed them all : and that they greatly repented and 
bewailed their rebellion, Df which newes be was mars 
uelous glad, and chiefly that his ſonne hadde wonne the 
vicozie. And to execute and conſamate bys enterpziſe, 
he continued his tozney to beſiege the citic of 7 bebes. 
But in the means time , he was aduertiſed that Pyrrhe 
King of Epyre was in armes entred 2 and _ 

p. iij. rob⸗ 
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robbed and ſpoyled the Countrey vnto the citie of ber. 
mopile. Wherefoze he left bis ſonne at the ſiege of The. 


be: with one parte of hys Souldiours: and dym ſelfe 
with the reſt, made great ſperde into I beſa/y,and at dys 
firſt comming, made Pyrrhe ſone retier to the ſtrong 
pallages and fozſake the playne count rey. Mich done, 
be left in that countrey foz the garde thereof a thouſand 
hoꝛſſe, and.x.thouſand fotemen,and with the remnaunt 
returnedto the ſiege of 7 bebes, where be cauſed tobe 
bought and planted that maruelous engine afo2eſapd, 
named the beater downe of Cities, albeit it ſeemed he 
coulde not in long tyme do if,bicauſe the engine was of 
ſuch poiſe and waight, that it could ſcarſely be dzawen 
in two monethes the ſpace of two furlongs. When the 
7 hebanes had conſidered their fault and oultrage com 
mitted againſt Demetre, they determined to ſtande to 
their defence enen to the laſt men, bycauſe they hoped 
02 loked foz no mercie at his handes. And he ageyn was 
fully perſuaded,to ſpare foʒ no coft , but that he woulde 
winne it,moze fo2 to be of them renenged, than fo any 
gayne oz p2ofit he loked fog, foz the loſſe was muche 
greater than the gayne oz commoditie, bicauſe the moze 
parte of the luſtie ſt 4 moſt valiaunt ſouldiours,w ouer- 
much adufturing to sNault the trbgeſt and moſt diſad⸗ 
uantagious places of the citie, were many times ſlaine. 
Wherefoze Antigone, ſ&@ing the lofſe of ſo many bzaue 
and couragious Souldiours, tame to his Father, and w 
great meekeneſſc and humbleneſle of mynd, in this ma⸗ 
ner ſaid vnto him: To what purpoſe(god father ) are al 
theſe luſtie and valiaunt @ouldiours dayly fozced to ha- 
zard them ſelues to ſuche ſlaughter fo2 a thing whereof 
will ariſe no gaine oz emolument 2 Whome Demetre 
all in a rageaunſwered : Why arte thon (quod be) ſo 
carefull of thy ſelfe, ſeeing there are ſuche a numbze of 
men betwene ther and thy dannger ? And bycanſe bys 
Souldiours ſhonld well knowe that he would * 
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them hazard farther than he bim ſelfe would endaunger 
bim: He one daye amongſt the thickeſt, and with the 
fozemolt came to the aſſault , where he nobly and valy⸗ 
auntly bare him, but in the ende to openly appꝛoching 
the wall, de was by the Towneſmen with the vlow of a 
ſtone hurte, and although he felt with tye blowe, great 
anguiſhe and payne, vet neuer ceaſedhefrdthe aſſault, 
but with much greater courage than befoze, erhozted 
bis Douldiours valiauntlie to ſtand to it, whereuppon 
they wared ſo hardy and bold, ſering their King there in 
perſon to leave them the wape, that thong their great 
vertne and pzoweſle,thcy by fozceentred the Citie, and 
ſo toke it: whereat the Citizens were in maruelous 
feace,loking foz none other mercie, but that he woulde 
make great flaughter of the, and after ſpoyle t burn thi, 
and neuer leaue doing of any miſchief whiche might be 
deuiſed. But he contrarie to the iudgement and expet / The great * 
tation of all the woꝛlde, cauſed but. xi. to be exetuted, nunitie and 
ſent a numbꝛe in erile, and left the reſt entier © whole. me:cifulneſſe 
Thus was the citie of 7 hebe: in ten peares by Demetre ol a King. 
twiſe taken and ſubdued, 


E Demetre robbing and ouerrunning the Coun- 
trey of the Erhokens, enterpriſetli warre againſt 
Pyrrbe King of Sore.and after milling of thei 

' encountre and meeting, eyther of them do all 
the miſchief they can one to anothers Coun. 
trey : and of the renowme and fame that Pyrrbe 
getteth in that warre againſt the ¶ Macedoni- 
ans.

ſame verie ſeaſon, ſhould the ſolempne feaſtes 

of the God Apollo Pythic haue bene celebzated in 

the Temple of De/pbo: , but bycauſe the _— 
oppe 
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ſtopped the paſſage where they ſhoulde paſſe, Demetre a- 
gainſt the old auncient cuſtome, cauſed all the ſayde pa- 
ſtimes with the pompes and ceremonies to be dont 
within the citie of Athen, which was the moſte pꝛinti⸗ 
pall and chief place of Crece, to honour their Goddes in. 
And after his returne into e Hacedore, conſidering that 
the aide of the Mac edonians would moze pzcuaple him 
in warre than in peace, following his owne nature and 
inclination, which was neuer to be at reſt and in quiet, 
incontinent artered new warres againſt the Chen,, 
w great power went thyther, where he robbed, burnt, 
and waſted the greater parte of their countrey,and that 
done, left Panthauke,one ot his Captaynes with a bzaue 
band of ſouldiours to gard and kept it: and he with the 
reſt in all poſſible ſpeede marched againſt King Pyrrbe, 
with whome he had many quarrels , Who being there». 
of aduertiſed, came with ſo great will to fight againſt 
him, as the other to aſſaile him, Powbeit, by Foztpne it 
happened that they toke ſeuerall wayes, ſo that they 
met not: Neuerthelefſe,after Demetre was entred the 
tount rep of Epyre,he ouerranne and ſpoyled the greater 
parte. But Pyrrhe had a better aduenture, foz as he had 
panda. Lotten to the plate where Panthauke was, he fonght w 
zutmüke. him, and thzougbe his great vertue and pꝛowes, wanne 
the vigoꝛie. And as the t wo armies iopned, Panthauke 
calling oute evzging Pyrrhe to fight w bim body to bo⸗ 
dy, he willingly accepted the offer : and in vie we « ſight 
of both the armies, verp bzauely entount red: and after 
be had retepued one wounde, he gaue Panthauke two, 
finally vanquiſhed him, and therewith put bis armie to 
flight, Whercupon Pyrrhe got him not ſo muche hatred 
and euill will of the acedonians, whomehe bad vans 
quiſhed, as he foꝛ this victozie wanne honour and admi- 
ration, bycauſe all men wondzed and were abaſhed 
at his vertue and valiauntnefſe. Wherefoze they ſayte 
it was he amongs al the reſt of the Kings, which ould 
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renue the vertue and courage inuincible of Alexander 
the great. And that the reſte all inflamed with honour 
and pꝛodigalitie, and enutronned with Sculdiours , al- 
wayes went accompanied with whozes,and minftrels, 
as common daunſers , And amongs them was none o⸗ 
ther contcouerſie, but who ſhoulde ſurmounte other in 
pompe, deceipt, and vaineglozie, And that was ſpoken 
by Demetre, who (as they ſaive ) dyd not onely weare a 
Crowne royall,and robes of crymoſin tynſell, but alſo 
ſhoes of golve. Jt was alſo ſaid that he cauſed a robe to 
be made like vnto heauen,with ſtarres in it, a verie cu- 
rious & wozke , which faſhion he there long 
tyme ware, but the alteration and chaunge thereof re- 
mained imperfect , And neuer befoze oz ſince was any 
King of Nlacedone, were be neuer lo pzoude and pom⸗ 
pous, that once dur ſte enterpꝛiſe oz take on hande to 


cauſe ſuch a garmĩt to be made to weare. Theſe things 


aboueſayd greatly troubled the. Hacedonian;, yet were 
there other that Demetre vbſed, which moꝛe miſ⸗ 
liked the, both fo2 bis traungeneſe in gyuing audience, 
as alſo foz his hie and toute annſweres , beſides the ce- 
remonie and granitie intollerable , But one thing as 
mongs other whiche is talked noted of hym, was that 
be helde and kept the Ambaſadoures of Athen, two 
whole yeares, being moze his friendes than any of the 
reſt of Grece, and made them follow him which waye ſo 
euer he went, without any diſpatche : and in the end de⸗ 
parted from him in as great hatredas they came , Ano- 
ther time was an Dzatoz ſent to him from the Lacede- 
»onians,wherat he maruelouſly grudged,thinking they 
eftemedhim not, fo2 ſending of ſo ſimple an Ambaſſa-s 
doure. Wherefoze be wonderfully reuiled with mina- 
toꝛy wo2ds menaced them, and after turning his talke 
to the Dzatoz ſaid : And arte thou he whome the Lece- 
demonian: haue ſent byther alone + Whome the Dzatoz 
very gently aunſwered ; n 

q. alone, 
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alone. Another time alſo, when he hadde cauſed it to be 
publiſhed, that he would giue attentiue audience to all 
ſuters: anumbze of people at the day appointed came 
with many lupplicat ions, and deliuered them to him in 
w2iting, whiche he verie curteoufly recepued, and put 
them in the ſkirte of his gowne , but at bys departing 
thence,going ouer the bzidge of the Riuer Axe, in the 
ſight of all thoſe whiche had put vp and giuen him their 
ſupplications,and fcllowed foz aunſwer , be caſte them 
all in the ryuer, whereat the / acedontans were greats 
ty offended and diſcontent , Foz they thought it not the 
office andhonour ofa King of hie and noble courage, 
no: vet a god officer , but rather of a ieſter and deceys 
uer of the people, and of one who made no accompt of tus 
ſtice. And a great deale the moze thought the Macedo- 
nians it ſtraunge,foz that they hadde vnderſtode of their 
aunceſters, the gregt curteſie and facilitie that King 
Phillp,father to Alexander the great,vſedin gyuing aus 
dience to his ſubicas. Jt happened one daye aboute the 
ſame ſeaſon, that a poze woman coming to Demerre, 
t deſiring hun to heare hir, he aunſwering that de was 
not at lepſure, ſhe ageyne with loude voyce replied 
and ſaide: Then ougbteſt thou not to reigne . Which 
woꝛdes well conſidered and reuolued in his mynde, at 
laſt conſtreyned him to giue god and gracious audience 
to his people, And truely there is no one thing in the 
woꝛlde that ſo well apperteyneth and is ſo p2opze to a 
Ring, as to be at leiſure and attent to inffice, Fo2 as the 
Philoſopher Timothey ſapeth: Mars is a Tyzaunt: and 
accozding to the iudgement of the Poet Pyndare: The 
Lawe is king ouer al. Homere alſo ſapeth: that Kings 
and Pꝛinces rectued not of God engines and ſuch other 
warlike inſtruments, to batter and ouerthzow walles 
and 1Bulwarkes of Cities, but juſtice : and to exerciſe 
vſe that foz the pzeſeruation of their people and ſub- 
ieces, Therfoze the (aide Poet calleth not that King 4 
go 
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god diſciple of God which is cruell and fierce, but com- 
mendeth dim which is gentle and iuſt. And foz trueth, 
Demetre delited in a name and Title moze agreable to 
the great God luppiter, than mete 02 apperteyning to 
bim, Foz be would be called the Garden and conſernas 
toʒ of Cities, and alſo the ouerthzower and deſtroyer 
of them, Wherefoze it is oftentimes ſcene , that villa⸗ 
nie and wickednefſe , entring the houſe of honour and 
boneſtie , and fauoured of the valger opinion and igno⸗ 
raunte of the people, vſurpeth the name and title of 
dignitie and renoume,

T be.viy.Chapter. 


Hoztly after theſe matters afozeſayd , when if was 
blowen abzoad and come to Pyrrhe his eare,that De- 
metre was ſoze ſicke in the citie of Pelle, he thought pelle 
be badde then gd occaſion to occupie and enioy the re⸗ 
alme of Macedone. Wherefoze be ſodenly aſſembled 
the greateſt numbze of Souldiours he could gette, and 
with great hoſtilitie entred the ſayd countrey , robbing 
and waſting all he encountred, euen to the citie of EAiſſe, 
bycauſe none came againft him . Nowe was the eſtate 
of Demetre in great daunger, after he was cured of that Og 
maladie. Not withſtanding he cauſed hys to 
alſemble hes whole armie, to 2 — g 
ꝗ.ij. 
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who vnderſtãding of their coming,retired in great hall 
out of the count rey of Macedone . And ſhoztly after De- 
metre concluded a peace with him , fearing , that being 
his niere nepghbour , a valiaunt and Mart iall man, he 
might foz the execution of bys other enterpꝛiſes of 
greater impoztaunce,much hinder him. Foz he thought 
the time was come, that he might to his great honcure 
and glozie,recouer the Realme whiche hys Father not 
long befoze had loſt, which was the greateſt thing of the 
whole woz2ld that be conſidered and thought on, Mher⸗ 
fo:e,minding nothing elſe but the execution thereok, by- 
cauſe he knew it very hard, leuied in ſhozt tyme aboue a 
hundzed thouſand fotemen,and.x.thouſande hoꝛſſe, beſi⸗ 
des a Nauie of.v.hundzed ſayle, which with maruelous 
ſpede had come out of diuerſe places. Firſte, he cauſed 
ſome of the ka les and bot tomes to be built, in Pyre, Cal- 
chide and Pelle : and after went him ſelf to thoſe places, 
to gyue o2der foz the finiſhing of them: ſo that by bys 
wiſedome and induſtrie they were in fewe dayes made 
an end of, armed ,apparelled, and furniſhed ready to ſea. 
Whereat all the wozlde wondzed, t not at the ſhippes 
alone, but at the ſtraungeneſſe of the wozkmanſhip and 
buylding. Foz he had there which erceeded in bigneſſe al 
thoſe that euer were ſ&@ne, enen thoſe of, xv. and. rbj. 
tier of 02es on a ſide, then thought very ftraunge , But 
after,Ptolome King of Egipt, ſuruamed Philopater, made 
one of. xl.tier on a ſive, whiche in greatncfle exceeded all 
thoſe that euer were ſcene, Foz it was by the keele two 
hundꝛed and foure ſcoꝛe cubits,and from the kele to the 
netting.xlvitj . Foz nauigat ion whereof were appoin⸗ 
ted tit, thouſand men to rowe, t foz ſayling, thꝛee hun⸗ 
dꝛed marryners. There were alſo laid in, aboate foure 
thouſand armoures, to arme them aboue. The Ueſſell 
was ſo ponderous, that they bad much ado to ſty2re it, 
built moze foz the ſhew,and to be maruelled at, than foz 
any ſeruice. But to returne to Demetre his Nauie, they 
were 
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were not onely maruelous great and full of god wozk⸗ 
manſhip, but alſo the vſe of them were fo2 the warres 
miete and neceſlarie. At this great pzeparation, wherof 
the like was not ſene ſince the time of Alexander, were 
Ptolome , Seleuke and Lyſimache, greatly aſtonied, and 
therefoze they lincked togyther to reſiſt him. They alſo 
ſent by a common acco2de towardes King Pyrrhe, per⸗ 
ſuading him to warre in A cedone, declaring that the 
peace which Demetre had made with him, was to none 
other ende,but to amaſe him,that he in the meane time 
might vanquitſhe the other Kings , and ſo conſequently 
deſtroye all atbys pleaſure, And in effec, that was a 
fire to burne al the whole wozldin oʒder, if it were not 
in god ſeaſon extinquiſhed : and therfoze that they all 
with one conſent, hould ioyne and linke togyther to re- 
ſilt him, their common enimie, who in mind hadde cons 
cepued to ſubdue all ſie and Europe. Thzoughe theſe 
perſuaſi ons Pyrrhe moued to his alliaunce, and to the os 
their kings being ioyned togpther (to take their whole 
fozce againſt Demetre)maruellous warres on al partes 
werearrered againſt him, befoze he was fully — 
and ready. Foz all at one inſtaunt, to wete, Ptolome w 

— no ter wy Stor 0 
Grece,and Pyrrhe and Lyſimache Macedone , to ſaye Lyſi- 
mache on the — braſe, and the other on his — 
toaſt in the countrey of Epyre ioyning vpb M aceadone. 
When Demetre had notice of theſe things , he ſent hys 
ſonne into Grece with one parte of his armie to gard it, 
and he with the reſt went into <-/aredone. And firſte he 
marched into that quarter , where Lyſimache was en- 
tred, But befoze he cams there, he had newes how Pyr- 
rhe by fo2ce badde taken the citic of g, and burnt and 
waſted all the countrey round about: with which news 
the N acedonizs were ſoze vered and troubled, p there 
aroſe great tumulte and mutenie, with weeping, ways 
ling, mal edidtions, i curſing ageinſt Demetre, thzough- 
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oute the whole armie. Whereuppon many vnder co⸗ 
lour, fo2 the defence of their houſes , childzen and pa- 
rentes,came to him and pzayped leaue to departe, but 
their meaning was to yeld to Lyſimache: whiche thing 
Demetre well apperceyued,and therfoze determined he 
not to come ntere Lyſimache,whome be knew tbe A 
cedonians both foz his noblenefle and familiaritie vſed to 
a numbze of them in the tyme of Alexander woulde ac- 
cept . Wherefoze he marched againſt Pyrrhe, a ſtraun⸗ 
ger and of another Nat ion, but as after it appeared, be 
was much deceyued, Foz ſo ſone as he was come nere 
the place where Pyrrhe was, many Citizfs of Ber came 
to the campe, who aboue the heauens p2ayſed and com⸗ 
mended Pyrrhe, ſaying be was valiaunt, in Partiall 
faces inuincible,liberall towardes his Souldiours,and 
towardes them whome he vanquiſhed, curteous and 
gentle. And farther put them in remembzaunce, that 
their aũceſtoꝛs always reputed thoſe true and vndoub- 
ted Kings, who knewe to vſe armes in tyme of warre, 
and gouerne their ſubiectes by gentleneſſe and curteſie 
in tyme of peace. In all whiche things they p2eferred 
and commended King Pyrrhe. And to be bꝛiet, they ſayd 
the time was come,y they might be delinered from the 
grieuous dominion of Demetre , and ſubmitte them to a 
valiaunt and gentle King, who bartely loued and eſtte⸗ 
med his Souldioursand men of warre, Thzoughbe this 
and ſuch like talke were the .acedonian; Douldiours 
ſo moued and affectioned, that ſome firſt began ſecretly 
to mutine : and ſhoztly after aroſe ſo great mutenie 
thꝛoughout the whole hoſte, that no miconld make the 
kepe o2der,eyther in the campe oz withoute, no2 yet o⸗ 
bey any, And the matter at laſt grew to this ende, that 
ſome of them were ſo bolde to come to Demetre and ſay, 
it was neceſſarie if he ment to ſane him ſelfe to flie : foz 
the Macedonians were ſo aggrieued, to fight any ldger 
foz his plealure, that they would no moze abide ow 
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minion and gouernement ; whiche wozdes ko Demetre 
ſemed very louing and honeſt, conſidering the common 
vayce and rumour thzouzhout the armie. Wherefoze 
be thought it not god to tarrie foz any moze motions, 
but with that, retired at once into his tent: and after 
deſpoyled him ok his hablementes ropall , Md put on a 
minſtrels garment, and with a (mall companie fledde. 
After it was noyſed he was gone, the greater numbze 
of his Souldiours ranne to his tente, and there ſtraue 
foz the butine, but Pyrrhe vnderſtanding therof,ſodenly 
came vppon them and made them all retire. And incon - 
tinent as the Soulviours ſe him,they al with one voyce 
receyued and ſaluted him as their king, and he thereby 
ſeized of the armie and ſpoyle of Demetre . But ſhoztly 
after, thyther came 7— and there deuided they 
betwene them the realme ol Macedone, which Demetre 
had about, vij.yeares held and enioped. | 


¶ After Demetre his _ out of Macedone , he 
beſiegeth the Citie of Athens whiche rebelled, 
from whence he departed without taking it,and 

into Aſie to warre on Seleuke. Alter he 

th taken many Cities, he is ſo ſore preſledon, 
that he ſendeth towardes Selexke , to conclude a 

peace, and yppon the refuſall, he ageyne com- 
menceth the warres, and winneth on him certen 
victories, 


The. ix. Chapter. 


Hen Demetre was fled out of Macedone, as hath 

V V ben ſaid, and gotten with all diligence to the 
citie of Cafander, Phile his wife being there, af- 

fer ſhe had intelligence in what ſoʒte he was come, was 
therewith ſo diſpleaſed and deſperate,that ſhe could not 
be perſuaded to ſe him, ſo led, and in ſuch W 
* 


— 
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ſidering that foztune was moze conſtaunt in hir aduer- 
lities,than permanent in hir pꝛoſperities. Wherefoze, 
eut werie of hir like, ſhetoke poyſon 4 ſo died. Not with- 
ſtanding, Demetre departed thence , and with all ſperde 
went into Grece , and there aſſembled as many ſhippes 
as he found bole and ſounde, and the reſidue of his ar- 
mie, determining once ageyne to put them in a redy⸗ 
nefſe,and ſo purſue his enterpꝛiſe, lamenting nenerthe- 
leſſe his Foztune and aduerſit ie, as King Menelaye, at⸗ 
cozding to eggs in theſe wozdes lamented his: A⸗ 
las, my Foztune and chaunce inceſſauntly tourneth as 
doth the wheele of a Pyl, and as the Pone, which neuer

who after the loſſe of A acedone, going into a pꝛiuate ha- 


ſhe came out ofa darke place, by little and little ſhe wing 
bir ſelfe vntill ſhe come to the full, e after by the ſame 
degrees decreaſeth, vntill ſhe bath lo ſt hir whole light, 
Euen ſo may truly be ſpoken of Demetre his Foztune, 


bite thzough the Townes of Grece, without any pzince- 
ly tokens and ſignes : one which ſ@& him in the Citie of 
7 heber in this eſtate ſayd of him the verſes of Euripide, 


making much to this purpoſe and in this effect; 


Who ſometime Was moſt like the forme deuine, 15 

And now to forme humaine conuerte agayne : 

Is come to Cyrces fountaynes cleare and ſine. 

And Iſmenius Ryner : hs to ſyue doth daine, 
Neuerthelefſe, Foztune ſhoztly after ſomewhat refur- 
ning in his fauoure,reftozing his power, whiche in hys 
firſt eſtate ſ&@med to be clerely oz very nere extingui- 
ſhed, purpoſed by a ſingular benefite wozthie memozie, 
in reſtozing it to his firſt and auntient libertie, to win 
the beneuolente and loue of the citie of T bebes. 

In the ſame ſeaſon, newes were bzought bim, how 
that Deiphile gouernour of the citie of Athen was dead, 
and another ( accozding to their cuſtomes and o2vers) 
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plated in bys rome , and that they were rruolted and 

rebelled ageinſt Demetre. And when they vnderftove 

bis power to be greater than they ſuppoſed, they ſent 

into Macedon, to King Pyrrhe,to deſire his ayde, wherat 

Demetre was ſo angrie , to ſe that Citie ſo often times 

rebell, wbich he ſo many times had conquefed : and to 

be ſolightly fromhim reuolted, whicd he alwayes hadde 

ſo gently and curteouſly — incontinent 

with his whole power departed to ſea, and went 

to beſiege it. But after he had ben there terteyn dayes. 

Crathe the Philoſopher,a mi then in great autbozitie & Cr hes 

renoumed in the citie , came with the Citizens Ambal⸗ | 

ſadoures towardes bim, and by diuerſe reaſons perſua- 

ded him to raiſe bis ſiege and departe,and take ſome o- 

ther enterpꝛiſe in hande whiche might be moze pꝛoſita⸗ 

ble. At whoſe perſuaſions Demetre hauing another en⸗ 

terpziſe in dis bed, quieted him ſelf,and went bis way, 

And incontinent aſſembled his ſhippes andall his men | | 

_ of warre, to the numbze of, xj. thouſande able men oz .. 
mo2e,and with them ſp@dely ſayled into ie, to the in- | | 

tent to winne from Lyſumache the Countreys of Lyd:e 

and Cerie. But as he dae nere the citie of Mylette, be Iilet. 

met Euridice, ſiſter to Phile,his late wife, bzinging Pto- Euridice. 

lomaide, whom Ptolome by Seicuke his meane had graũ⸗ ” 

ted him fo2 his wife, and there fozthwith by the conſent 

of Euridice eſpouſed hir. After the celebzatidofthe mar - * 

riage be went about his enterpꝛiſes, and at his arriuall 

toke by aſſault many cities, the reſt without reſiſtance 

rendzed; amongs which the citie of Serdes , garriſoned garde; 

by Lyſimachchis Souldiours was one, whiche with the 

armie and treaſure they bad of his in keping,came and 

velded to Demetre. But after be vnderſtod iJat Agatho- , | |. 

cles,Lyſimache his ſonne , came with a migbt ie power 

that waye againſt him, he departed thence into Phrygie, 

thinking that if be could get and enioye the countrey of 

Armenie, he might after caſely ay the oy” 

. ede, 
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Alede, and thereby bzing the hier Pꝛouinces under hys 
fuviects. And during the time that he marched thzough 
the plapne conntrey, Agathocles dayly purſued him ſo 
nere, that they had many ſkirmiſhes togyther, where- 
in Demetre had alwayes the better. Ncuertheleſſe, he 
ſc many diſtommodit ies whiche hindzed him from the 
attapning the chtef and pꝛincipall matter of his enter⸗ 
pꝛiſe. The one was the great lacke and want of vicu- 
als, both foz men and hole, Wherfoze the Soulvtours 
ſeing them in that neceſſitie, doubted he would lead thi 
into Armenie, but there chaunced him an other miſhap, 


The Riuer Lis, oz as he paſſed auer the ryuer of L, a great number

ol his men which knew not well the depth, ſwamme o⸗ 
ner: whereat the reſt were ſo angrie, that they would 
nepther obey any within oz withoute the campe , and 
that which was wozſe, they with euill and cultragious 
wozdes,rep2oched Demetre. And there was founde ſet 
vppon his Panillion wꝛitten in a table theſe wozves : 
O thou ſonne of god father Antigone, into what region 
wilt thou now carry vs: Finally when he ſe the famin 


moꝛe and moze daply increaſe t augmente , he thought 


it moſt expedient and necefſarie , conũde ring the neceſ- 


. itie of the time, to departe, that with the loſe of eight 


thouſand Sculdiours,he retired into the citie of T hene. 
And bycauſe that Countrey was ſubiect to Scleuke, he 
was carefull fo loke about him, that his men ſhould not 
ſpoyple the Countrey , whereby he might pꝛouoke Se- 
leuke his indignatid againſt him, whoſe puiſſaunce was 
very ſtrong, but eſpecially at that tyme, bycauſe de had 
ſuch great affaires in bande, whiche was impoſſible foz 
him to compaſſe,conſidering the neceſſitie and pouertie 
of his people. And Agathocles ſo garved the paſſages of 
the ryuer 7 yere, that he was euery wape incloſed, 

Thereupon conſidering the daunger be was in, he de- 
termined to flie towardes Scleuke, but befoze he would 
ſo do, he wzote vnto him his pitifall EY 
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all bis miſfoztunes and aduerſit ies, grauoully complai- 
ning bis miſerable eſtate,pzaying him to haue pitie and 
compaſſion of ſo wzetched a man, bis familiaf,and nære 
allie, who alreadie had had ſo many aduerſities,that his 
verie moztall enimies thereof ought to haue compaſſion 
and pitie, Theſe letters receyued, Scleuke hauing pitie 
and compaſſion of one ſo noble a perſonage, by foztune 
come into ſuch calamitie and miſerie, wzitte to his Df- 
ficers and Lieutenaunts in thoſe quarters, that they 
ſhould vſe and entreat bim, as apperteyned vnto ſo no- 
ble a Pzince:and farther,to cal backe the men ot warre 
which purſued him. But after that Procley, a ſage and 
wiſe man, and one of Seleulce his counſaill, had told him 
that it was not erpedient be ſhould nouriſhe and main⸗ 
teyne Demetre his men of warre,noz vet to giue occaſi- 
on to a Pꝛince and Chieftayne of warre, and ſo Noble 
a warriour, to tarrie long within his coũt reys, he grew 
marnelous ſuſpicious, and by e by altered his opinion, 
Foz men (quod he) ought not to make light accompte of 
ſo quarrelous a man, which hath alwayes invented and 
deuiſed ſtraunge and hie enterpziſes, and chiefly of one 
in ſo great aduerſitie, which were inough to moue a man 
of ſmall courage, to enterpziſe and execute a very great 
oultrage,tohis beſt and deareſt friende. Theſe perſuaſt» 
ons ſo moued Scleuke , that he leuied a ſufficient armie, 
and with great diligence entred the countrey of Cince. 
When Demetre heard therof, he was wonderfully aba- 
ſhed and aſtonied to ſ& ſo ſodayn a mutation 4 chaunge, 
and ſo ſptedy a returne, Wherfoze he with his armie, re⸗ 
tired into the ſtrongeſt places of the mount 7 haure, and 
ſent towardes Seleuke his AmbaCadonres , pꝛaying of 
him ayde and helpe,foz the obtayning and getting ſome 
pꝛincipalitie and Seignioztie in ſome of the pꝛouinces 
nere hand, which had no Ring, wherein be might ſtaye 
bim ſelle, ende his baniſhement, and there leade the reſt 
of his lite, and mainteyne his armie . and further, — 
c r. ij. niſhe 
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niche him and his people with victuals, foz want whers 
of ſoze diſtreſſed and in great nede ; and not to ſuffer 
that one cf his familiars and poze and miſerable allie 
to liue (to his great diſhonour ) vader the power 4 ſubs 
tection of his enimies, Wherevpon Seleułe greatly ſuſ⸗ 
peding, aunſwered him: That he was content, Deme· 
tre and his armie ſhould remayne two monethes in the 
countrey of Zacone: al wayes pꝛouided, that he ſend cer- 
ten his pꝛincipall friends foꝛ hoſtages. When Demctre 
vnderſtod this aunſwere,be then wholly diſpaired, ſee⸗ 
ing him ſelle on cuery ſide encloſed andenutronedwith 
Selcukehis garriſons,and out ofhope,by pꝛapers 02 en- 
treatie to vʒge him. Wherfoze he turned al his deſpaice 
into a rage, and determined to warre and fight.w bym: 

and thereupon deſcended into the playnes , where he 
made great incurſions t robberies, waſting the plane 
and champion Countrey : and after came and entam⸗ 
ped ſo nere Seleulce, that they dayly eſcarmouſhed togy- 
ther,in which Demetre had alwayes the better . Andat 
laſt, as they were one day arranged in oꝛder of battaile 
redie to fight : after Demetre had repulſed and diſcomſi⸗ 
ted certen armed charriots, be bzauely put all the reſte 
of Seleulce hys armie to flight. And all at once with all 
poſſible ſpde marched again ſt Sclcuke Bouldiours ka- 
ping the paſſages of Syrie, whome he likewiſe withoute 
great reſiſtaunce incontinent chaſed and erpulſed,

T he. x. Chapter. 
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A this victozte were Demetre and hys Souldiours Tl 
O pꝛoude and crueil, that they daply pꝛeſented bat | 
taill toSelcuke. But he, who f2ared Demetce his has 
zard and foztune, then verie miſerable, yet bycauſe ſhe 
agepne ſomewhat fauoured him, and aduaunced bym 
to an hier degree of pꝛoſperitie, turned backe Lyſunache 
bis ſouldiours by him ſeut in his aide, fo2 that he bad no 
great truſt oz conſidence in them. And with the reſte of

— In this ſozte began Demetre to gette 
courage and ſtreugtu. But as be ſtod vppon the 
— exploite ſome notable matter, be was ſovenly 
with a greuous maladie ( which traubled and hindʒed al 
bis enterpziſes)taken. Foz dis Doaldiours who thzou- 
gbe bidozie — Ir. 3 gad hope to 
wozke wounders, ſeing their chieftapne ſo ſoze ſicke, 
fapnted agepne,(ſo that ſome ſled from the armie: ſome 
rendzed to the enimie: and other thinking by ſtraunge 
and untouth wapes to retire home, villanouſly died. 
Not withſtanding when Demetre with much a da, dad 
in. xl. dayes retouered his health, he with the men which 
remained, ſoꝛcibly entred the country of C:ice,onerruns 
ning and ſpoyling every where: and in the ende encam⸗ 
ped in ſo hte a plate, that the enimie being a great waye 
_ of, might eaſely ſce them. Mhen night came, he without | 
noiſe departed with bis armie, and paſſed the mount _ 
man, and after deſcended to the fate of the mountaine, — 


gladde, thinking 
happened well foz bis purpole, to ſurpziſe him in 
ſuch ſozte as he had determined ta do: and in the night 
at ſuch tyme as be thought Seleuke and his men were al 
reſt and a ſlis pe, and doubted nothing , —— 
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the enimie to aſſaile them ere they were pꝛouided. Ne- 
uertheleſſe, he was not ſo ſone app2oched the ſapd cape, 
but that certen of the ſcoultes were come in extrieme 
haſte, to aduertiſe Scleukeof his comming , who at the 
newes all diſmayed, ſodenly aroſe and toke his gowne 
and ſlippers,and ranne out of bis Tent,crying alarme, 
alarme, making the Trumpettes ſounde to armes, ex» 
bozting and p2aying the Captaynes, luſtely to reſifte 
ſach an enraged beaſt, But when Demetre knew by the 
noiſe in the enimies campe, that his enterpziſe was diſ- 
couered,he would not attempt Foztune but retired, . 
Done after, $clcuke with enſignes diſplaysd, aſſailed 
bis campe : and bycauſe Demerre woulde ſhewe that he 
was no whit abaſhed oz afeard, he ſent out a band ofhis 
Douldiours ageinft the enimie, which ſo luſtily charged 
a cozner of Scleuke his battaile , that they ſtod at a ſtay 
whyt her to tarry oz flie, Which thing Scleuke ſeeing, & 
knowing the daunger of the caſe and his eſtate, thzewe 
of bis headpece,and fiercely on hozſbacke gallopedhard 
to the fozefronte , ſhewing hym ſelfe barefaced to them 
all, pzaping them to returne to the battaile, ſaying be 
bad long abſented him from them, not foz want of god 
will, oz feare of Demetre, but to obey thoſe who were 
his god and loyal frienves. Then bis Souldiours thos 
row theſe exhoztations were ſo encouraged and embols 
dened,and chieflp bycauſe they ſ& and bebelve the face 
and Pateſtie of their ing, that they incontinent retur⸗ 
ned bzanely tothe battaile , and ſo impetuouſly rechars 
ged the enimie, that Demetre being well mounted, and 
ſzing him not able to abide the violence of his power, 
got out of the campe, and vppon the ſpurre led harde to 
the eAmanipiles : and immediatly from thence with a 
few of his owne folks got into a fozelt hard by and thers 
tarried till night ; to the ende to gette to the Pozte of 

— ort Canne,where his Nauie rode, ttuſting to fins it and bys 
18 friends who had charge W, 
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ko go hier: but conſidering his want of money to paye 
foz victnalles by the waye he was enfozced to take ano» 
ther deliberation , And being ia this imagination and 
thought, one of his houſhold ſeruants, named Soſignes, 
came to him and ſaid, that he had pet. iij. hundzed 
of golde ſowed within his girdle, which he truſted wold 
beate his charge to the ſeaſide. And as they were by 
night coming out of þ fozelt; they had eſpied afarrethe 
fires in the enimies campe, ſo that they were conftray- 
ned to alter their determination and purpoſe ; and re⸗ 
turne from whence they came, therby diCenered, 
but not all: Foz certen left him,and they which tarried, 
had much a do to follow: amongs whome was one, who 
was fo bolde to ſaye vnto him, that he muſt now of ne⸗ 
tefſitie,yeld to Scleuke, whereat he was ſo ſozowfal and 
troubled, that be dꝛew oute his ſwoꝛde to haue kild him⸗ 
ſelke, and without ſtay had done it, if his truſtie and lo⸗ 
ning friendes had not letted him, and fozthwith bereft 
bim his ſwo2de , pꝛaying him ſo to aduiſe and counſaile 
with them, that they might ſaue them ſelues togytber, 
and not wilfully to kill and deffroy him ſelfe : with 
which woꝛdes he was well quieted, And after they had 
long debated their matters, be in the ende by perſuaſt- 
on of his friends was content to ſend towardes Seleulce 
ſome of them, ſignifying that he was willing, frankly 
to peld his life and all that Fo2tune had left him, to bis 
pleaſure. Df whiche Ambaſſade was Seleulce right ioy- 
ous,and by repozte,ſayde theſe wozdes: Certes, Foz- 
tune doth not ſo much foz Demetre in ſauing ol him, as 
fo2 me. Fo2 oner and beſides many great god turnes 
und honours by hir to me done, ſhe hath now gpu? pow; 
er and libertie to ſhewe my liberalitie and curteſte to⸗ 
wardes my familiar and allie, who is a man of ſo great 
dertue, pꝛoweſſe t renowme , that J repute and take it 
toʒ the chiefelt felititie that euer happened me. e after 
tauſed a Pauilion aud Tent and all other furniture aps

that he might withoute feare freely come to his friends 
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pertepning to a migbtie Pzince, to be pzepared any 
made readie in the moſte honozable and pompous wiſe 
be could deuiſe. Now had be in his houſe a ſeruaunt na⸗ 
med Apollonides, who long had vſed Demetre his coms 
panis, whome he ſent vnto bim, charging bim to ſape, 


and allie . After Seleulce had giuen him this in charge, a 
few of his men, at the beginning, and after a great uũ⸗ 
ber made them ready to ryde, and mete with Demetre, 
euery man ſtudying and deuiſing to do him the greateſt 
bonour be coulde : thinking that he being ſo great and 
renoumed a perſonage and allie to Selcuke, ſhoulve in- 
continent daue all the whole authozitie about him. But 
it happened quite contrarie, foz that pitie and compaſſis 
on turned into enimitie , Bicauſe certen villaines who 
ruled and had authozitie about Seleuke,fearing that De- 
metre his comming woulde thzult them by, with many 
ſurmiſed tales put ſundzie ſuſpicions into his bead, ſays 
ing, that it was not merte to (uffer ſo valiaunt and res 
nowmed a Pzince, a conduoz and leader in warres to 
come in the view of his armie,bicauſe it was to be fea- 
red that bis pzeſence might be an occaſion to make ſomt 
commotion and mutenie in his Campe. In the meane 
while was Apollonides and the reſt which accompanied 
dim, come to Demetre, and had made repozte of Seleulce 
bis curteous and gracious purpoſe foz him, who thereof 
right toyous,gaue them maruellous god and gentle ens 
tertepnement, and there reiopſed and chered togyther, 
And abone the reſt Demetre who befoze reputed his loʒ⸗ 
tune miſerable ſo ſhametully to yelde him ſelfe, vnder⸗ 
ſtanding by the repozte of his very familiars, the god & 
gentle wozdes of Seleuke, merely and topfully went to- 
wardes him as to his auncient friend and Allie. But in 
theſe enterfactes Pauſanias ſent by Scleuke with a thou⸗ 
ſand bozfle met with him, and ſo ſone as be appꝛoched, 
encompaſſed him and put backe all eee, 
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with him: and after, as frõ the mouth of Scleuke, ſayde 
that as then be might not come to him, but that be bad 
charge to bzing him to an other place. So he bzcught 
dim into a caſtle of Sy ie, named Cheromneſe and leauing Cheronneſa. 
there with him a great garde, returned towardes Se-

a S Demetrelay pꝛiſoner in the caſtle of C herennoſc, 
A\ verie iraightlie kept and ftrongly garded, yet Sc. 
leulce cauſed him to be verie well entreated,+e gaue 
him alſo ſo much libertie to ſpozte him as might be. Foz 
the lodging was honozable and royal, and therein great 
o2chpardes and gardens full of maruellous faire and 
pleaſaunt tries and other delites, in whiche de might at 
bis pleaſure , ſolace him; and left with him bys owne 
ſeruaunts and familiar friendes whiche ſerned and ac⸗ 
companied him at his commaundement, And they of- 
tentimes repay2ing to Seleuke, and eftſones returning 

towardes Demetre, repozted vnto him all the god and 
turteous language and communication by Seleuke ſayd

make god chere, and to | deliueraunte: 
and not to miſtruſt the bountie and liberalitie of Seleu- 
ke. farther declared vnto him foz certen, that Se- 
leulce fo2 the comming of Antioche his ſonne, and 
Stratonice his wile, daughter to the ſayd Demetre,whom 
be had ſent fo; , to the ende they ſhonld daue the honour 
and thanke fo2 his delineraunce,and that after their c6-

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ſed him. Rot withſtanding Demetre ſeeing him ſelfe in 
this capt iuit ie, and boyde of all hope of deliverannce, 
ſent certen meſſangers to the Gouerncurs of Athen. 
and Corinth, his ſubieds, to ſignifie vnto them, that they 
neuer after that time ſhould giue any credit to his ſeale 
92 letters, but hold and take him foz dead. Ve mozeouer 
willed them as they had alwayes loned him and kepte 
their faith to him,that they would in the beſt ſozte they 
might, conſerue the Kealme and eſtate to Antigone hys 
ſonne. Whiche Antigone after he had beard the pitifull 
newes of his fathers captiuitie in the citie of Patras, bes 
came thereof ſo ſozowful, as he could not be moze. And 
incontinent when he had made him his mourning gown 
to mourne, he ſent letters and Ambaſſadours intoeuery 
countrep,towardes the other Rings, pꝛaying and requi- 
ring them ta make interceſſion to oz deliverie 
of his Father. Me ſent alſo Ambaſſadoures fo Seleuke, 
p2aying him to take all ſuch gods as Foztune hadde left 
him foz the ranſome of bis father, and beſides offred,if it 


fo liked him, to come him ſelfto beanhoſtage oz pledge 


foz his ſapd father. e farther deſired him p2cſently to 
ſhe we and declare his humanitie and curteſie, wherein 
be had euer ſurmounted all the reſt of the Kings. Toa 
like requeſt made al the other Aings, except Lyfamache, 


The cruckic of pho was lo cruelt, that where the rette entreated foz 


bis delineraunce, he not onely refuſed to make that re- 
queſt, but contrariwiſe offered Seleuke a great ſumme 
of money to put him to death. Mhereunto Seleuke gaue 
no eare , but blaming and deteſting bis crueltie and in- 
humanitie, retuſed his requeſt and money. Neuerthe- 
leſſe he ſtill loked fo2 the coming of Antioche his ſonne, 
and Stratonice , bycauſe he would at their requeſtes and 
pleaſure deliver him: to the ende, they ſhoulde foz that 
deliueraunte recepue all the thanke , fanoure , and god 
will at his bandes. Yowbeit, the matter ( vnder colour 
af long loking foz them) was ſo pꝛocraſtinate, that De- 


metre 
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metre in the end had no n&d of their helpe. Foz although 
be ſe þ miſerie ineuitable which happened him, pet de⸗ 
termined he paciently to endure and abide it, and after 
hir comming,he made ſemblaunce that he mekely bare 


it. And although from the firſt houre he was bꝛought in 
to that plate, he in hunting, running, and eferciſinghis 
perſone,aſwell on fate as on hozſbacke paſſed the time, 
pet neuertheleſſe after a while be helde and kepte an o⸗ 
therkind of life. Foz, where befoze he take pleaſure in 
trauell, de nowe gaue him ſelfe wholy to reſte, and deſi⸗ 
red nothing but banquets, feaſtes and other ſuche like 
pleaſures, done without t rauell of the body: were it by 
that meane to paſſe awaye hes melancolie humour, oz 
elle bycauſe it ſemedhe had founde out the right ozder 
of life, which be alwayes deſired : deteſting and abhoz- 
ring his labours and trauels beretofoze taken, and the 
daungers and miſeries which he thzongh ambition and 
vaine glozie dad oftentimes aduentured. Foz to that 
only ende had he beaten and tranelled the Seas and all 
hoping euer after to take his reſt and eaſe ;

touered with purple, and crowned with 
allo about it a great numbze of luſtie yong & 
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.fo many as vnder ſtod it, greatly blamed Seleulce, foz be- 


ing lo vngentle towardes dis Allie. Bim ſelfe alſo was 
very penſiue and heauie in that he had greater ſuſpicion 
ok his friend and Allie than needed, and ſhewed him ſelle 
moꝛe wꝛetched and fearetull than Dronichete the T bra- 
cia, d barbarous and vnciuill man, who after be had tas 
ken Lyſimache,frankly and ſrœlie ſet him ageyne at li⸗ 
bertic. Yowbeit,he commaunded, that fo2 his ſepulture 
and buriall al the bonours, ceremonics and ſolemnities 
that were poſſible ſhould be made, whiche woulde be to 
tedious to recite, and ſme rather a Tragedie than an 
Viſtozie. Jn ſo much that when his ſonue Antigone was 
aduertiſed of his death, he with his whole Nauie went 
to Sea and ſailed into Syrie, to get togyther his Fathers 
Athes. But being about the Alles, he mette certen mel⸗ 
ſangers which bzought them, of whd he receyued them 
t encloſed it in a box of maſſine gold, and ſette it in the 
Poupe of his ſhip Nopall, making bis courſe diredly to 
ſaple to Conmthe. And as be lailed alongeſt the Cities of 
the countrey of Cheronneſe, the Citizens with ſolempne 
p2oceTions came oute, ſome bearing Crownes of gold, 
other bzought Pourners to accompanie the dead body, 
In this ſozte was bozne and accompanied Demetre hys 
body in the very top of the poupe af the 3 was 
rs 
» 
all armed in white, which renued the remembzaunce of 
the dead. Ye had alſo an excellent Puſician, named Xc- 
paphante who in all ſwetneſſe and hermonie, ſong the 
Joſalmes and ſongs accuſtomed in ſuche a cale , 2 
Gallie ſclaues with fo great conſonance haled their 
oꝛes, that they aunſwered Xenophante his ſong : and al 
with one voyce, made dolo2ons and lamentable noyſe, 
very pitifull to heare, Finallie, when be was 8 at 
the Pazte of Corinth, the townes men came out to mete 


it, and (&ing the yong Antigone in mourning * 
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al ſadde, and beſpꝛent with teares, were ſo moued with 
pitie, that they all at one pzeſent gaue a maruelous la⸗ 
mentable dolozous ſhoute and crie . From thence was 
the body carried into the Citie of Demctriade, whiche he 
him ſelf founded, and called after his owne name, and it 
peopled with the places niere about, as if it had bene in 
his owne pꝛopꝛze domicile. Df the ſayde Bing Demetre 
deſcended a right noble and hono2able ligne oz ſteme. 
Foz he left behind him by bys wife Phile, Antigone and 
Stratonice: and by Deidame, Alexàder, who lined in Egipt. 
Ouer and beſides theſe, he left t wo other pong mẽ, both 
named Demetre, whereof the one named Demetre the 
long. he had by his wife Illiriade: and the other he got of 
Ptolomayde, who after reigned Lozde and Ring of Cyre- 
ne. There are ſome alſo which ſaye , that Barrabe begot- 
ten of Euridice, was likewiſe his ſonne. Thus after bys 
death the ſucceſſion and poſteritie of the ſayde Demetre 
obtayned and enioped the realme of ¶acedone, butil the
